disclaimers 


This is an account of my life. | have related only facts true to the 
best of my knowledge and belief. Wherever possible | have en- 
deavoured to relate facts chronologically. For purposes of illus- 
tration, some facts are not in chronological order, but facts not 
in chronological order are indicated as such. Facts that are par- 
ticularly chronologically significant are indicated by date or time. 


In the decades this manuscript has evolved, | now realise that 
had | not made a proper record of many of these people and 
Events, | would not believe this had happened. Also, had | not 
gone back and reviewed this document | would not have real- 
ised | misunderstood the Events for years after the Events oc- 
curred. | have found my experience to be surreal at times, and, 
except for two or three occasions, not encouraging. 


| suspect readers will find my account to be bizarre and unbe- 

lievable. Thanks to the ability to hanker back to this manuscript, 
| can see the larger picture. Had | reached back to these memo- 
ries relying only on my mind’s recollection, and without the help 


of this manuscript, | would not be able to persuade those of you 
that would find a less detailed account unbelievable. 


Like a travel writer, | feel as though | am recounting a strange 
journey for the edification and entertainment of my readers. | 
thought that others might be interested to know this sort of thing 
occurs. | did not believe this sort of thing occurred until | strug- 
gled in this contest of ethics, trust, morality, and legality. One 
purpose for writing this is so the reader, including other Incu- 
batees, may learn from my encounters, improve on my knowl- 
edge, prosper, and do me one better. 


Choose your Reality 


| am not asking the reader to determine if every fact | have re- 
layed here is true. Most importantly, | do not wish to persuade 
the reader that | am in a position affecting significant outcomes 
resulting in Events. | am asking the reader to consider the 
amount of circumstantial evidence and determine if the evi- 
dence supports my conclusions. 


Some of my goals in writing this are to learn, persuade others 
of my basic theories and presumptions, and help others learn 
from my situation. | do not want emulators. | want innovators. 


| am trying to show that seemingly unrelated Events cannot be 
explained by luck, chance, or coincidence. No single piece of 


information is sufficient to incontrovertibly prove my theories, 
but there are simply too many interrelated Events, and con- 
nected people for the Incubator to be a figment of my imagina- 
tion. 


Two purposes of the Incubator are to surreptitiously collect infor- 
mation, and to practice surreptitiously collecting information. In 
the past, plausible deniability was required to make the Incuba- 
tor function. If there had been concrete, smoking-gun proof, the 
surreptitiousness would be lost. Nowadays, people seem to be 
so incredibly stupid, that surreptitiousness is not necessary for 
the Incubator’s efficacy. For example, we know that the entire 
surface of the earth is covered with surveillance that enables us 
to kill a person 10,000 metres below. Nevertheless, we still be- 
lieve an inflight Boeing 777, can be “lost”. Fooling most people 
most of the time does not require secrecy. 


Judging from the web publication, people seem to think | 
wished to perpetuate this stupid silence. | have no objection to 
acknowledging and discussing the Incubator. | wish people 
would discuss and acknowledge what is happening. That was 
one of my purposes in publishing this. Others prefer to not ad- 
mit what is happening because that would complicate the work. 
To explain, we would need to first alert people, but a lot of peo- 
ple enjoy being ignorant, or do not have the intellectual tools. 


| found that publishing this on the web in early 2011 had no sig- 
nificant impact on the way people or the Incubator behaved, 


even when people clearly knew of this text. They still would not 
refer to The Game, and after two years not a single other per- 
son has mentioned to me that this text existed on the web. 


In any case, | hope the following presents enough correlations, 
seeming coincidences, and apparently chance events to per- 
suade. 


A rose by any other name... 


To better explain the context in which | came to understand my 
circumstances, | will translate Japanese proper names in the 
glossary. These translations better explain my interpretation of 
my situation, and the status quo, than transliterations. In an ear- 
lier version, | translated Japanese proper nouns in the text it- 
self. While illustrative, the inline translation made for very heavy 
reading. | suspect this resulted in many people giving up on 
reading this text. The heavy reading tended to discourage some 
of the people to whom | most wished to explain myself. 


| hope in future versions of ebook software there will be the 
functionality to flip between transliterated, translated and ideo- 
graphic versions of the same word in the text of this book. Gen- 
erally, if more conventionally transliterated words were trans- 
lated in literature, readers would much better understand the 
context. Also, translations would be much more thorough and 
accurate. Transliterating instead of translating proper nouns 
leaves the reader, particularly bilingual readers who understand 


the language of the original, in the dark on many important is- 
sues. 


As in Japanese, in Amerlish and other languages, we greatly 
overlook the meaning of proper nouns. Due to studying the 
Japanese language, | have come to appreciate that words 
mean things. This seems ludicrously obvious, but often es- 
capes members of a society as verbose as America. Ironically, 
when used in unspoken communication and nuance, spoken 
words are often used to mean the opposite of their commonly 
defined meanings. 


| have translated Japanese ideograms commonly transliterated 
into English to better illustrate for the reader what is happening 
and why. | have used only authoritative dictionaries to translate 
the ideograms from the Japanese language to English, but | 
have not always used ideogram dictionaries for names. For ex- 
ample, using an authoritative dictionary | have translated the 
name of Junichiro Koizumi, the former Japanese Prime Minis- 
ter, as SonOnelnnocence MinorFountain. Other dictionaries 
used include: Wikipedia, Wikitionary, The Modern Reader’s 
Japanese-English Character Dictionary (AKA Nelson’s), Kanji & 
Kana (AKA Hadamitzky & Spahn), and Kenkyusha’s New 
Japanese-English Dictionary. 


In the chronology there are many incidents where the relevance 
of the translated name well be self-evident from the first in- 
stance. Nevertheless, the significance of other name transla- 


tions will become obvious only after the same name appears in 
various contexts. In the case of a few names, the significance 
of the translation will not be evident. In this case, the transliter- 
ated name in the glossary may prove illuminating. 


Often in the Japanese language, speakers use words, ideo- 
grams and names to emphasize or subtly explain matters when 
more direct methods would be counterproductive. We might call 
these puns in American, but these are not puns. | will use the 
word pun to apply to the practice in Japanese or English, but 
readers should be aware of the cultural difference. The differ- 
ence is in the way the Japanese people communicate. Unspo- 
ken communication is a part of this, but so is a wish to cleverly 
explain something with an intriguing or entertaining flair that 
stimulates thought. Puns in Amerlish are a light joke. In the 
Japanese culture, this runs deeper, to the core of human com- 
munication. Japanese punning partly originates due to the 
many homophones in the Japanese language, and partly due to 
the graphic imagery of the characters which originated in an- 
cient South Asian pictograms. Yet another reason for Japanese 
pun conventions is the depth of symbolism in Japanese culture 
runs deeper than American culture. 


Much is lost by transliteration of proper nouns. For instance, 
Champs-Elysées is French for Elysian Fields, the place of the 
blessed dead in Greek mythology.© Elysian Fields is much 
more expressive, and explanatory than transliterating the 


French because ‘Elysian Fields’ provides at least some point of 
reference in English. The spelling Elysium is a Latinization of 
the Greek word ‘HAuotov”,§=’ the term Elysian Fields means 
things to English speakers so that they can better understand 
the symbolic significance of the monument in France. 


| was contesting common usage when | translated Japanese 
proper nouns inline in the previous versions. “As Wittgenstein 
pointed out, thinkers who ignore the consensual use of lan- 
guage run the danger of making their own philosophies, not 
common language, irrelevant to the rest of the world.”=\ For in- 
stance, the rules of Esperanto, a language created with rational- 
ized linguistic rules, eventually were corrupted to some extent 
because the linguistic rules were trumped by the way humans 
conceptualize. 


Perhaps in the short term my conclusions may be ignored be- 
cause | have focused more on the delivery than the substance. 
For example, in my analysis of the phrase Native Americans, | 
risk marginalizing my point because | am confronting “the con- 
sensual use of language.” What | am saying may be lost be- 
cause of the words | am using. Nevertheless, my hope is that 
my ideas may win out over time, despite possibly not meeting 
with immediate acknowledgement. 


People’s names are an unacknowledged potent influence on 
our behaviour toward others. My sixth grade science teacher at 
French Road Middle School explained to our class that an indi- 


vidual’s name will have a great influence on the way we are per- 
ceived by others. He told us that people with the same name 
tend to take on similar characteristics because of expectations 
carried over from previous meetings with other people who had 
the same name. 


For instance, a young man named Christian will receive a very 
different reception than a young man named Mohammed. Natu- 
rally, there are other hugely important cultural influences from a 
parent who chooses a particular name over another, but the 
name alone affects the child. As people react to the name used 
to refer to a child, or an adult, the reaction of others will shape 
each of us to become a certain sort of person. For example, 
both Stevens and Stephens tend to be intellectual, but Stevens 
are more comical, and Stephens more bookish. 


In my case, my given name, Steven, has Jewish origins. Never- 
theless, my name is perhaps most widely recognised as a Chris- 
tian name, perhaps because of St. Steven, or because Christi- 
anity is more widespread than Judaism. If my name were Ab- 
dul, a traditionally Arab name, people would initially react to me 
much differently. To Americans, a name such as mine, Steven, 
may seem innocuous, but when one considers that | share the 
name of a Christian saint, the nuance is striking to non- 
Christians. 


Place names are just as potent. For example, my parents live in 
Ponce Inlet, Florida. Juan Ponce de Leon, the Spanish Conquis- 


tador who died searching for the Fountain of Youth in Ameri- 
ca,“ explored the area in the year one thousand five hundred 
thirteen of his lord. 


The name of the town had originally been Mosquitoe Inlet, but 
changed to Ponce de Leon Inlet in 1928.©“ Understandably, 
Florida real estate developers thought a name change would 
make the water more appealing. Naturally, the town’s current 
name appeals to the number of retirees moving to Florida from 
the North, including my Spanish stepmother. 


Ponce de Leon’s name is another example of an untranslated 
European proper noun that loses meaning if untranslated. Leon 
means ‘lion’ in Spanish, a sign of the zodiac. Lionheart is Prime 
Minister MinorFountain’s self-created nickname.“ 


Names such as these deserve more attention in translation to 
maintain metaphors, and the ability to read between the lines. 
Many times, transliterating instead of translating the proper 
nouns Is simply laziness. If we are transliterating instead of 
translating words, including names, we are only translating a 
portion, sometimes the least symbolic portion of the language. 


| don’t speak any English, 
just American without 
tearsEN 


Originally, | drafted this to be translated into the Japanese lan- 
guage. Now, | could not care less whether anyone translates 
this into Japanese. Nevertheless, because | initially wrote with a 
Japanese translation in mind, some writing may be more accu- 
rate in the Japanese translation. Translating instead of transliter- 
ating the proper nouns and other words facilitated my thinking. 


If this English manuscript is ever translated into Japanese, the 
translation of the glossary should emphasise the translation of 
the English words into Japanese, not simply revert to the Japa- 
nese. Perhaps, a straight translation will improve our under- 
standing of the translation processes which occurs in our 
minds. To reiterate: | do not care what the Japanese do or do 
not do, except for my omnipresent hope that any Japanese per- 
son over the age of 10 leave my family alone. 


| do not fully understand the interrelationship of all the facts | 
have explained here. Much of this is still a mystery to me, and 
that is part of my purpose in writing this. Perhaps one purpose 
of the Administrators was to discover whether | would honour 


my responsibilities as an attorney, or follow my conscience. Of- 
ten, but not always, the two were very opposed. 


To follow the teachings of my ancestors, and my profession, | 
have tried to abide by a complex code. The basis for this code 
is difficult to fathom at times. My perception of justice and har- 
mony is frighteningly atypical. | am repeatedly reminded that 
most people do not share my hope for the human race, and act 
accordingly. 


| try to conform my behaviour to what | believe is a higher stan- 
dard than society or the legal profession commonly expects. 
Due to that higher standard, | appear abnormal. | am not 
ashamed to be abnormal if what | am doing is following my intui- 
tion, calling and conscience. 


| believe | understand enough to convince the reader that my 
beliefs are reasonable. Causation is fundamentally impossible 
to prove. For example, something as basic as gravity cannot be 
completely explained. Gravity exists because there is mass and 
motion, but why do mass and motion cause gravity? One may 
always ask ‘why’ because we can never definitively explain any- 
thing. 


Ultimately we are left with the truth that the difference between 
causation and correlation is simply repetition. Suspension of be- 
lief is always possible. The issue is when people as a whole de- 
cide that enough is enough, and determine that something ex- 


ists in our mutual reality. Nevertheless, | caution the reader: 
how the pieces fit together will be clearer to me moments after 
writing this, perhaps because of writing this, than they are now. 
Initially, | included details simply to understand interrelation- 
ships. A lack of understanding is no longer my problem. You 
are. 


Proving causation is particularly difficult when dealing with 
forces who cloak their every action in plausible deniability. To 
counter plausible deniability | have essentially relied on plausi- 
ble accusability, which has a greater potential to wrongly ac- 
cuse. Nevertheless, to quote Sherlock Holmes: “When you re- 
move the impossible, whatever remains, however improbable, 
must be the truth.” If we wish to determine causation, we must 
be willing to present accusations. By announcing our accusa- 
tions, we enable parties to defend themselves. The reader’s 
first impressions of parties named in this treatise may suggest 
entities and individuals to be unjust or wrong. Upon deeper in- 
spection and reflection, we may find that parties who appear to 
be evil villains in this chronology turnout to be the heroes, or 
vice versa. The problem is heroism or villainy may take dec- 
ades or centuries to surface, if at all. Then again, as Zoé said, a 
hero is: “Someone who gets other people killed.”.£ 


To you: imaginary, real & 
otherwise 


A more serious word of caution concerns reality and perceived 
reality. On many occasions in this account, | appear to ascribe 
responsibility for conduct to entities that | know only through 
third parties. For example, as | explain in the narrative below, | 
am led to believe Bill Gates is responsible for some act(s). | do 
not mean to assign responsibility for the acts to Mr. Gates, 
other Identities or entities. | am only suggesting that | am sup- 
posed to believe the responsibility is that individual’s or entity’s. 
The difference in assigning responsibility and attributing respon- 
sibility is subtle, but substantial. By creating this distinction, | 
may appear to be shirking responsibility for attacking others. | 
am not. By reporting my supposed beliefs here, | hope to deter- 
mine if | am mistaken. 


Specifically, there are two distinct situations | will call Accusa- 
tion Type and Deduction Type. Accusation Type involves me 
being an observer of facts. This could be construed as an accu- 
sation. Deduction Type involves me drawing conclusions. This 
is not an accusation. 


In Deduction Type, | am warning the subject(s) by my conclu- 
sion. For example, Accusation Type would be a statement re- 
garding comments made to me. | am accusing a person of mak- 


ing a remark. In contrast, Deduction Type would be facts that 
appear to suggest responsibility for that statement. 


Deduction Type may be the conclusions | drew from an Accusa- 
tion Type. For example, someone says something, and she and 
| have no disagreement about the words she has spoken. An Ac- 
cusation Type would be me assigning the remarks to the 
speaker. A Deduction Type might be me attributing the meaning 
of those remarks to the speaker. Deduction Type is my warning 
to the speaker to whom | am assigning apparent responsibility, 
even if | know the speaker did not intend that meaning. 


Also in Deduction Type, | hope to put a party on notice that indi- 
viduals or entities are acting reprehensibly using the Identity of 
that party. | do not mean to suggest that | am informed suffi- 
ciently to determine whether that Identity has acted wrongly or 
not. Deduction Type often includes an Accusation Type against 
a third party. In Deduction Type, | may not be informed enough 
to determine whether the Identity is responsible. | do know that 
the Identity has been made to appear responsible. 


In situations where | appear to indicate the third party in a De- 
duction Type, | am also trying to warn that third party by assign- 
ing the appearance of responsibility in a Deduction Type. Again, 
| am not attributing responsibility to the third party in a Deduc- 
tion Type. In Deduction Type, the third party Identity | am warn- 
ing may not have engaged in any act related to my conclusion. 
If the party of implied responsibility in a Deduction Type is not 


responsible, that party should be grateful | am notifying them 
that someone may be trying to harm their Identity. They should 
not punish me for trying to be a conscientious reporter of fact. 


The following chronology contains embarrassing descriptions. | 
will endeavour to relate only the most relevant information. Nev- 
ertheless, if | have erred on the side of inclusion, | have done 
so purposefully. On more than one occasion, | have attempted 
to explain some of these hypotheses, and | have been less than 
successful. | partly attribute my lack of success to explaining 
myself orally, or incompletely. 


Each of us bases our reality on previous perceptions. As Albert 
Einstein said: “. . . [T]he distinction between past, present, and 
future is only a stubbornly persistent illusion.”—’ Because of per- 
sonal factors, what may seem reasonable to one person may 
not seem reasonable to another. That is the greatest difficulty in 
explaining this Incubator hypothesis. Because | have witnessed 
peculiar, albeit sometimes illusory Events, my conclusions 
seem rational to me, but irrational to those unfamiliar with the 
factors leading to my convictions. 


Naturally, | am unable to relate every environmental and ge- 
netic factor influencing my reality. Consequently, | have tried to 
choose the most illuminating, communicable events to explain 
how my basic instinct is different from the norm, yet reasonable 
given the circumstances. Unfortunately, explaining why one defi- 
nition of rationality differs from another definition of rationality 


requires much personal and cultural background. Because of 
that, there is much information here. 


| don’t mean to offend 
you, butt... 


Rita: You think Einstein walked around thinkin' everyone was a 
bunch of dumb shits? 


Pvt. Joe Bowers: Yeah. Hadn't thought of that. 


Rita: Now you know why he built that bomb-EX 


In earlier drafts, | wrote “I can name only five or so people 
whom | dislike.” More despite this manuscript than because of 
this manuscript, | now hate most people. Humans are a grubby, 
pathetic race, arguably the lowest, most destructive form of life 
on this planet. | hope my autobiography does something to 
make humanity more loving, but | would be surprised. 


Some of the people | dislike are named in this treatise. There 
are others named in this treatise whom | may have painted in 
an unfavorable light in this chronology, but to whom | would like 
to apply the term ‘friend’. | will not apologise for that. 


| like, respect and, in some cases, admire you. For reasons you 
and | may never know, you and | have taken different paths. 
Were you not there, | could not compete on a Playing Field of 
one, so | am grateful for you. 


| may have written this treatise for you. | hope your path will be 
better tread because of what | have written here. | hope you will 
not disagree with my appraisal of you as my friend. 


Nippon 

In an earlier draft, | wrote: “Before | say anything potentially em- 
barrassing to Japan or the Japanese people, | would like to 
apologise.” Now, | could not care less. The longer | live in Ja- 
pan, the more | adopt the Japanese opinion of the Japanese: 
they hate themselves. Stereotypes are always problematic, but 
most Japanese, or the typical Japanese person, has an incredi- 
bly poor opinion of the Japanese, and they are right. | have 
lived in quite a few countries, and visited many more, but more 
than any other people | have ever Known, the Japanese really 
do not like themselves. The longer | live here, the longer | real- 
ise why. My only hope now is to get away from this country and 
these people. Japan is probably most easily replaceable nation 
of all the major nations on Earth, and Japanese know that. 
Moreover, | have personal reasons to hate them: they kid- 
napped me before | was born, manipulated and used my family 
every step of the way, and still do today. 


A note about my wife and daughter: they are not Japanese. 
When you imagine your spouse, parents or children, you do not 
think of them as a nationality. They are your family first, last and 
always. At least my family is, and if yours are not, | am sorry for 
you. 


Also, just because | hate ‘the Japanese’ does not mean | hate 
every individual Japanese person. | like quite a few, and enjoy 
their company. 


As if | did not have enough boilerplate 
already 


Considering the amount of information here, | have likely incor- 
rectly related or perceived some facts. Some prologues use a 
quaint: ‘the mistakes, if any, are mine’ disclaimer. A purpose for 
writing this manuscript was to illustrate that none of us really 
own our mistakes. Nor do any of us really own our flashes of 
brilliance. 


If | have made mistakes, | will not apologise for them, but | do 
encourage you to bring them to my attention, particularly mis- 
takes of fact. My non-factual mistakes may be due to my lack of 
explanation, and you might do well to just give my perceived 
mistake some time to mull over in your mind. To some degree, 
my purpose in writing this account is to discover where | am 
wrong, and be corrected. If none of my presumptions are 
wrong, then | have not pushed my conclusions far enough. If | 


have taken no risks, | will have made no mistakes, but risks 
without mistakes is the goal. 


| suspect somewhere in this narrative | have insufficiently or in- 
correctly assembled facts because | wish to push beyond what 
is obvious. My errors may be trivial facts or fundamental theo- 
ries. Clearly | am taking a risk by drawing conclusions with in- 
complete information. Nevertheless, | am disclosing all this infor- 
mation without a complete understanding of the facts because 
some readers may understand the facts better. 


You may not agree with me. You may not even believe | am be- 
ing truthful. Nevertheless, if | have done my job, you will say: 
‘Yes, if all this happened to me, | would be more likely to agree 
with Mr. Allen than to disagree with him.’ A word of caution to 
you before you lead yourself down that path of agreeing with 
me: the likelinood of this occurring to you will increase. 


The subject matter defies explanation. Rather than words, a 
tacit understanding is necessary. Some things are better left un- 
said. 


Section 2 


Why? 


Once | had written a substantial portion of this manuscript, | 
was left with the question: what the &%# am | writing this for? 
Below are some reasons why this treatise needed to be written. 
The reasons are listed below in no particular order, and are not 
mutually exclusive. 


Reason: Make a Global 
Populist 


The concept of a peaceful community of nations had been out- 
lined as far back as 1795, when Immanuel Kant’s Perpetual 
Peace: A Philosophical Sketch outlined the idea of a league of na- 
tions that would control conflict and promote peace between 
States.-“ 


Unsurprisingly, to serve their own goals, current political, relig- 
ious and business leaders wish to encourage global govern- 
ment. Well-defined interests succeed, and the best-defined in- 


terests come from the global elite. If a genuinely global govern- 
ment is successfully created, such a government will have a uni- 
fied legal code: civil and criminal. 


Markets will be more predictable, and yet more fluid. Manufac- 
turing and services will be rationalised. Persecution of major re- 
ligions will be reduced. Wasteful wars will be curtailed. 


Even the least fortunate will enjoy a more even distribution of 
civilisation, albeit not to the extent of the more fortunate. Ever 
greater achievements are possible if we are able to create a 
solid foundation of international government. No one under- 
stands this better than the power elite. 


Some shortsighted business leaders may think they are advan- 
taged by disjointed regulation among different nations. Such 
leaders may think that the ability to take advantage of less pros- 
perous nations or peoples with less proficient government is a 
benefit. Even shortsighted leaders, however, if they are success- 
ful, mellow into international power brokers who see the larger 
picture, and appreciate the advantages of broader, more even, 
efficient and effective governmental administration. 


A good illustration of the expansion of the appreciation of the ad- 
vantages of wider governmental administration is a comparison 
of American industrialists of the nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries compared to the industrialists of the late twentieth and 


early twenty-first centuries. The Vanderbilts and Carnegies may 
have been advantaged by dividing and conquering state or mu- 
nicipal governments. Nevertheless, the Gates’s and the Soros’s 
of the late twentieth century reaped the advantages of a 
stronger US Federal Government because business had a 
larger market that had more consistent rules. More recent 
global industrialists may have initially benefited from disjointed 
international markets, but now even they are increasingly appre- 
ciating the advantages of unified transnational administration of 
markets. Shortsighted leaders who attempt to succeed by tak- 
ing advantage of less integrated approaches to government will 
find disjointed government increasingly self-defeating to the 
leaders’s own goals. 


Moreover, the path to smaller, less invasive government is 
through a more evenly applied role of government across the 
globe. To reduce the role of government in our lives to the ex- 
tent of the Ayn Rand ideal of ‘not much more than just a few 
courthouses’, we will first need to move through a phase of 
global equalization. Integrating various approaches currently 
used in various places around the world will better enable us to 
minimise government interference. 


Reinvent the wheel? 

To form a global government, the path for the inception of na- 
tional governments may be a guide. According to this nation- 

state model, genesis occurs only after the creation of a strong 


centralised power centre to maintain peace, and encourage 
prosperity. Most importantly, every strong, centralised national 
power centre was created only after the growth of founding indi- 
viduals able to crystallise and concretise the public goals of di- 
verse private interests. Common sense dictates that before one 
can build a nation, one must have credible organisers to con- 
struct that nation. 


With the failure of the League of Nations to rise above tribal 
goals, power brokers realised that unless there was a purpose- 
ful effort to grow leaders who could transcend national goals, 
no transnational leader(s) would naturally come into being. The 
de jure political unit existed as the League of Nations, or now 
exists as the United Nations, but in many respects there was 
and is no de facto political unit. The crucial missing ingredient 
was and is a governmental unit in the psyche of a critical mass 
of global constituents. 


At least one individual with the psyche of a global leader would 
be required to create more individuals with the psyche of a 
global leader. Inspiring a multinational constituency would em- 
power global priorities over national priorities. Before there 
would be a global electorate, there must be global leaders. In 
other words, there could be no de facto global government. The 
political unit would be more of a facade, or an artificial construct 
than a true government. 


| do not wish to disrespect the efforts of cross-national leaders 
to date. Much work has gone before, and we would not be able 
to build on this work if many admirable people had not paved 
the way. | simply want to elucidate the next logical step in the 
evolution of global political harmony, i.e.: grow international po- 
litical leaders who can grow an international citizenry. 


The definition of a leader is: “One who goes first.”" A leader is 
a person who can manage individuals smarter than the leader. 
World government, like national government, needs a similar 
foundation of dedicated populist leaders to build a constituent 
base. A global leader will be able to empower global constitu- 
ents, and enact global priorities. 


Authoritative populist leaders often fail to unite citizens of differ- 
ent nations because almost every populist leader is a national- 
ist. Strong nation-states create strong, but culturally biased, rul- 
ers. Weak nation-states do not create leaders that can effec- 
tively unite large, transnational constituencies. Perhaps the 
greatest hurdle for any global government is the growth of a 
global constituency, and the greatest hurdle in growing a global 
constituency is the allegiance of populist leaders to the nation 
that cultivated the growth of those leaders. 


Normally, a natural born citizen nurtured to become a political 
leader will have been nurtured by the nation of her citizenship 
to steer the nation of her citizenship. Kissinger is an exception 
that proves the rule: his family was fleeing the Nazis.“ The re- 


turn on investment of Incubating a national leader usually ac- 
crues to the nation of that prospective leader’s birthplace or 
birth citizenship. Therefore, the individual’s birthplace or citizen- 
ship generally determines the state most interested in develop- 
ing that individual as a leader. One might describe these na- 
tional leaders as being the product of national Incubators. 


Particularly the stronger nation-states act to protect their inter- 
ests by preventing the growth of a power centre that could effec- 
tively compete with or limit the power of, the stronger nations. 
One example of this is the United States refusal to submit to the 
International Criminal Court.“2 The only power centre that 

could compete with or limit the most powerful nation-states 
would be an international government. Because there was no 
power base to cultivate global leaders to compete with the na- 
tional leaders’s Incubators, the individual nation-states continue 
to make national leaders who outperform global leaders. 


Even if an international power base did unite to grow global 
leaders, the strongest nation-states would stifle that interna- 
tional Incubator. An international power base cultivating transna- 
tional populists must operate at least as effectively, if not more 
effectively, than any of the most powerful nations creating popu- 
lists. No global leader, no global constituency, ergo no effective 
global government. Centuries ago, Administrators of the Incu- 
bators nurturing respective leaders were aware of this shortcom- 
ing in our evolution. 


If the Incubator described in this chronology is an effort to grow 
an internationally populist political leader(s), the following is my 
description of that Incubator looking out from the inside. In am 
not suggesting that | am a successful graduate of this Incuba- 
tor. Judging from my current circumstances, | appear to be the 
most promising, most fortunate, greatest failure who has ever 
lived. 


Reason: Zero Definition 


It’s all about ones ...or zeros... or ones and zeros. 


We are all ones. | am a one. The word ‘one’ may be used as a 
pronoun. 


Another reason for the incubator may be what | will call the 
Search for Zero. | became better aware of a Search for Zero 
because | started writing this manuscript. The Search for Zero 
is an unspoken sport of sorts, practiced by people all over the 
world. 


Euphemistically, the pastime of searching for a Zero is some 
times referred to as The Great Game. Technically speaking, 
The Great Game refers to Afghanistan,FN so to distinguish be- 
tween the euphemism and the unspoken meaning, | will call the 
activities surrounding the Search for Zero: The Game. The un- 
spoken goal of The Great Game euphemism is the Search for 
Zero. 


A Zero in the sense | have used the word in the phrase Search 
for Zero is an individual visionary who is able to push the world 
forward to a greater extent and degree than non-Zeroes. This 
Game is the eternal struggle for control at the centre of the 
world. If the largest land mass in the world is Africa/Eurasia, 
then Afghanistan is arguably the centre of that landmass, the 
world. Consequently, the euphemism of the Great Game works 
nicely because this is a battle for the centre of the world. Attor- 
neys appear to be particularly fond of The Game, more so be- 
cause | am an attorney. 


To some extent, the Search for Zero is a search for a superior 
intelligence, a transcendental consciousness that surpasses all 
others. Such an intellect, if such exists, will be a sort of an- 
tenna, or focal point, a central intelligence nexus. The name 
Central Intelligence Agency is incoincidental, but then every 
name is incoincidental. 


One possible definition of a Zero would be the eldest direct 

male descendant of the female line of the Mitochondrial 
Mother. Women have an advantage, particularly with recent sci- 
entific advances, in that they can continue the race with very lim- 
ited contribution from men. Because of that advantage, men 
have tried to compensate for millennia. That compensation in- 
cludes primogeniture, receiving dowries for daughters or sis- 
ters, and a long list of other preferential treatment for males. 


Another reason for favouring the male descendent of the Mito- 
chondrial Mother would be to compartmentalise responsibility 
and authority. If the females are charged with most of the re- 
sponsibility for procreation, and have a great deal of authority 
as to whom they procreate with, the habit of appointing the eld- 
est male of the line the Zero would balance the power between 
the genders. Essentially, if you don’t cut men in on the system 
somehow, you will have women running everything! 


Note, a Zero is not a supreme being, or any sort of deity. “The 
proverb has it that the head of a sardine can be deified if one is 
of a mind to do it.”F N This Zero, if she exists, may just be the 
person everybody thinks is at the top of one particular heap. 
From what | have seen of the heap, one should not be too 
proud if one is at the top. 


Moreover, we should be careful not to assign too much signifi- 
cance to what people think. Most people are wrong most of the 
time. Everything from the least important trend to the most im- 
portant scientific theory is first proposed by a minority of people 
who persuade a majority that the minority is correct. By the time 
the minority has persuaded the majority, the situation has usu- 
ally changed such that the minority has now moved on, and 
whatever the majority thinks is probably already wrong. That is 
why we have leaders. 


There are obviously many ‘ones’. Some have suggested there 
are usually only two or three Zeroes alive at any moment. | 


used to refuse to believe there might be only a single Zero alive 
at any moment. My worst fears are not only continually con- 
firmed, but exceeded. 


Some Zeros are people who could have driven things forward, 
but were cut short in their prime. | think some Zeros have sur- 
vived, but they have not come forward. The Incubator tells me | 
will be taking great risks simply by publishing this treatise be- 
cause I: 


1. Will indicate | am not a Zero; 
2. Will be indicating | am a Zero; and 
3. Will physically endanger myself. 


Regarding the first risk: that is not a risk. If true, that is one of 
my purposes for publishing this. 


Regarding the second risk, | do not mean to suggest | am a 
Zero. | think others want me to suggest that | am a Zero, and 
want me to believe that they believe | am a Zero. Whatever. 


Partly to lessen the risk of publishing this, | first published an 
earlier version of this text on the web. There was a bit of fallout 
from people, some of them mentioned below. Nevertheless, per- 
haps one reason for the web publication was to show people 
that the sky will not fall if | report to others all the stupid stuff so 
many of you are doing to and around me. 


The third risk is due to the number of people who died because 
they: 


A. Pretended to be Zeros; 
B. Were Zeros.

Asahara. Category B, Zeros: examples of Zeros abound, and 
your Zeros might be entirely different from mine.

Regarding Senator Kennedy, anti-papalist fears are not always 
well masked. The greatest danger to Christians is other Chris- 
tians, but the same can be said about most religions. 


Martin Luther King, Jr. was a bit of a poser, and was not around 
when the hard work was needed, ‘ so | left him out. 


We are all potential Zeros. Again, my Zeros listed above are 
just my guesses. The determination is fairly subjective. 


Reason: Try to Publish 
This! 


Another reason | can imagine for the Incubator is to find some- 
one to write about the things | have written about in this trea- 
tise. The Incubator needed an Identity, and | was the Asset 
the Incubator wished to make into an Actor to create this docu- 
ment. 


Reason: Practice 


One more reason for the Incubator could be that | was a prac- 
tice Zero that turned out half-baked, a toy O. Another of my rea- 
sons for writing this was to encourage others to write oBooks. 
This oBook may only be a template for which a true Zero uses 
to write her own. The real one is out there. Please find that per- 
son, perhaps our Zero is you, and let me know. 


Reason: | made this up 


Another possibility is: | made this up. | don’t think so. The possi- 
bility exists, but that possibility is very slight. In any case, that 


possibility nags at my mind, and if you can prove | have made 
this up, | hope you will do so, and explain the fabrication me. 


Reason: Turn tt off! 


One more reason for writing this treatise might be an attempt to 
dismantle either this Incubator, or perhaps all Incubators now 
and in the future.

In 1796, Matthias Heist was born in Witten- 
berg, Saxony, Germany, the site of Martin 
Luther’s professorship 300 years earlier. He 
married a woman named Christine, and 
they emigrated to the United States in 1829 
with their one year old son,©’ who bore his 
father’s name. They settled in Alden, Erie 
County, New York, and their son married 
Elizabeth Yotter.“\

Bessie’s family photos are less well 
preserved than the Heists, but her 
history goes back farther in the York 


United States. Her paternal grandfather was Archibald Currey 
born in Vermont in 1896. He married Nancy Hollenbeck on 10 
February 1836 in Oswego, New York. They had eight children, 
one of who was Edgar D. Currey born in 1850 in Buffalo. 


Edgar married Julia Blossom Bush about 1873. Bush’s line 
first came to America with Andries De Graaf, who was born in 
1608 in Leiderdorp, South Holland, Netherlands. He had a son 
by Neeltje Danielse Van Antwerpen born on 7 July 1690 in 
Schenectady, Albany, New York. 


Their son, Claas Andries De Graaf, was born in New Amster- 
dam, Kings, New York in 1628. He married Elizabeth Brouwer 
in 1688. Brouwer had been born in Albany in 1655. 


Their daughter, Elisabeth De Graaf born in 1690 in Glenville, 
Schenectady County, New York, married Nicholas Stansell, 
born 24 Mar 1685 in Gillingham, Kent County, England, in 
1710. Their son, William Stansell, born on 20 September 1725 
in Schenectady, New York. Stansell married Elizabeth Shultz 
in 1754. Shultz, born in 1725 in Minden, Montgomery County, 
New York, had seven children with William. 


One of them, George Stansell, was born 7 March 1760 in New 
York. His marriage in 1783 or 89 to Leah Picard, born at Spring- 
field, Tyron County, New York on 16 September 1764, gave 
them seven or eight children. One of them, Mary Stansil, born 
25 March 1795 in Minden, married Adam Bush. Adam’s father 


had been born in June 1745 in Bibighause, Germany. He mar- 
ried Margaretha Stenzel born in 1759. 


Adam and Mary had eight children. One was William H. Bush, 
born 30 June 1821 in Canajoharie, Montgomery, New York. He 
married Maria Green Blossom in 1844. She had been born on 
19 November 1820 in Monmouth, Kennebec, Maine. 


They lived in Black Rock, Erie, New York. She and William had 
five children, one of whom was Julia Blossom Bush born in 
January 1850 in Black Rock. She married Edgar D. Currey, and 
they had six children, one of whom was Bessie May Martin, 
my maternal great grandmother. 


Sidney Chester Mcintyre 


On 10 October 1871 in Medford, Massachusetts, Sidney was 
the first male of his family to be born in Massachusetts.

About 1858, John McIntyre married 
Margaret Anne Evans, born on 12

both born in Germany. According to a 
DNA test, | am Ashkenazim. My 
guess is the most likely roots for my 
Ashkenazim blood are from Margaret 
Evans. Her name may have been An- 
glicised when emigrating.

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On 21 October 1986, while residing in Medford, Sidney married 
Grace Mary Bampton of Boston. Their marriage in Boston was 
presided over by the clergyman George H. Perkins, also a resi- 
dent of Boston. This was the first marriage for both.2° 


In 1915 Sidney started at the Northeastern School of Law in 
Boston, where he began spelling his name with an “i” instead of 
a “y.” He worked “full time to February 1918”. and “about half 
time” until February 1918 when he began interning at the Bos- 
ton law office of Clarence L. Newton, a member of the Suffolk 
County Bar. Sidney was admitted to the Massachusetts Bar on 


11 March 1919.5‘ 


Bampton had been born on 03 November 1875 to Olive Law- 
rence Bampton, née Hatch and John R. Bampton. Inconclusive 
1920 census data suggests Grace and Mac might have had a 
child. If Grace and Sidney did have a child, that child could 
have a bearing on the Male Seed succession. 


In their forties in 1920, Grace and Sidney were living in Bos- 
ton’s 12% Ward at 30 Moreland Street, but the genealogy trail of 
Grace goes cold after that 1920s Census. Few marriages sur- 
vive one of the spouses attending law school, and their mar- 
riage may have ended, she may have died, or, as | Suspect, Sid- 
ney may have just left town to polygamise with my grand- 
mother.

He worked in Binghamton, Broome 
County, New York. Dot enjoyed life. For reasons that are easy 
to explain if you Knew Dot, six months after she had married Ha- 
gen in Buffalo, Dot was still living at 87 Argonnne, Kenmore, 
Erie, New York, according to the US Census. Hagen was more 
than 300 kilometres away. | suspect Dot was not interested in 
living the rural, married life of Broome County.

Daniel Allen is the father-in- 
law of my great grand aunt 
on my mother’s side. Al- 
though he has the same fam- 
ily name as my father’s side of the family, he is one of my mater- 
nal relations by marriage, and not one of my biological ances- 
tors. He was born about 1829 in New York. On 01 June 1870, 
he and Lovina, born about 1830, resided in Pavilion, Genesee, 
New York, with three children. One of the children, born on 22 
March 1860 in Pavilion, was Ray Allen, the namesake of Ray 
Allen Martin. Ray Allen the elder was a minister, and liked to 
travel a bit. Apparently, ministering paid pretty well, because 
Ray Martin told me Ray Allen retired and began to travel the 
world at the tender age of 32. On 1 June 1892 he was in 
Smyrna, Greece. Twelve days later he was in Constantinople, 
Turkey. On the first of July he was in London, England, and

back in New York, New York on the fourteenth. Three days later 
he was in Buffalo, poor soul. 


Three years later on 02 July 1895 he married Sarah Elizabeth 
Martin, and that is how | came to have Allens on both maternal 
and paternal sides of my family tree. Sarah, my great grand 
aunt, is one of my biological ancestors on my mother’s side. In 
Appalachia the dubious honor of having the same family name 
on both sides of your family tree is called dangerously inbred. \n 
New York, we call that good breeding. 


The Other Allen 


Ray Allen Martin, Uncle Allen, was born 22 February 1918 in 
Kenmore, Erie County, New York. Ray Martin was actually my 
Grand Uncle, so we should have called him Uncle Ray. Uncle 
Allen did not know why my immediate family called him Uncle 
Allen instead of Uncle Ray. Other than my immediate family, no 
one called him Uncle Allen. 


In the late 1990s, Uncle Allen®’ stirred my genealogy bug infec- 
tion. | have not recovered. | interviewed Uncle on 27 April 2000 
at his home at 113 Armstrong Road, Rochester, New York. He 
vividly recalled Sidney, my grandfather who died before | was 
born. In 1925, Uncle Allen had been seven years old. According 
to Uncle Allen, Sid, as Uncle Allen called my grandfather, had a 
swagger that still loomed large in Uncle Allen’s memories 
seventy-five years later. 


In 1920, Sidney had a mortgage on his house, and was working 
as an attorney in Boston. As a newly minted attorney, Sidney 
would likely have stayed in Boston for a few years to learn the 
law trade. According to Uncle Allen, six years after becoming an 
attorney, Sid was living at 87 Argonnne with my grandmother. 


That would mean Sid was living with my grandmother in 1925 
before her first husband died. One could excuse Uncle Allen if 
he recalled his years incorrectly, but another strong possibility is 
that both Doris and Sid moved quickly and in parallel. Only after 
multiple versions of this autobiography, did a marriage license 
for Dot/Mac suddenly appear. 


My grandmother’s first marriage was well known and discussed 
in our family. | never heard of my grandfather’s first marriage un- 
til | unearthed documents in Federal and Massachusetts’s re- 
positories. Perhaps the reason we were never told of my grand- 
father’s first marriage was because he may still have been le- 
gally married to his first wife at the time of my mother’s birth. As 
is the custom, we see decades later the dirty little secret may 
have resurfaced with unfortunate consequences. 


The story of an American

Sid, or Mac as my grandmother called him, owned a Cord, a 
grand, old, flashy car with big wheel wells, and a boxy top. 
Doris & Mac traveled west for their Honeymoon, probably in the 
Cord.

Friendly Home, she often enjoyed telling me about her hike to 
the bottom of the Canyon. At that time, she had some difficulty 
recalling who was with her. Many years after starting this manu- 
script, and her passing, Uncle Allen sent me the photo." 


.Mac kept running west to Los Angeles where Dot worked as a 
nurse. She enjoyed telling us about nursing one of the Wright 
Brothers in L.A. Dot and Mac continued on from Los Angeles to 
the Territory of Hawaii by ship, according to manifests. They 
liked Honolulu, and decided to settle there. Mac was admitted 
to the Bar of Honolulu about September 1928. The Supreme 
Court of Hawaii has refused my petition to release Mac’s Bar re- 
cords to me. His obituary indicates he worked as an assistant 
district attorney in 1936 until resigning to take up private prac- 
tice. He continued his legal practice with an office on King 
Street in Honolulu. Dot had an ethnically Japanese live-in ser- 
vant whom she called Kimi. The family lived at 2066 Lanihuli 
Street, and later 1937 Kakela Drive. 


My mother was born Marcia Mcintire at 10 a.m. on 19 August 
1930 in Honolulu. Birthing an Idiot Savant in the continental US 
was already problematic. She later took the middle name Lei- 
lani, although | was unable to find anywhere she ever legally 
registered her middle name. She was an only child. 


| suspect my maternal grandfather was attune to the clues | 
have picked up about the Incubator and the Shadow. These 
forces tax a marriage, and | would not be surprised if the pres- 
sure pushed my grandfather out of Boston. He may have gone 
to Hawaii in the hopes that he could gain some advantage, or 
escape the omnipresent fishbowl. 


Even today, the practice of law in the United States’s Pacific Is- 
land Territories is still compared to practicing law about 1900 in 
the Wild West of America. American Territories can play loose 
with the law in a way a US State cannot. Business tycoons or 
political leaders may be able to exert more inappropriate influ- 
ence than if the Territory were a full member of the Union. Ha- 
waii has now become a state, and the legal industry is much 
like any other state in the US. Nevertheless, almost a century 
ago Hawaii must have been a fairly different and turbulent place 
to practice law. 


Mother knows best 


Maybe the pressures of the Incubator 
and the Shadow become too much for 
my grandmother. Maybe Doris grew 
tired of domestic life. In any case, on 
23 May 1931, Doris boarded a ship to 
Los Angeles with her daughter.

He hopes the client will help 
him in his personal battle against 
a Shadow he cannot penetrate, 
and governments, like all govern-

than solutions. The client wishes to hire him to provide informa- 
tion about troop and ship movements in Hawaii. He knows the 
client has connections to the Japanese throne, and he strongly 
suspects he is a sacrificial pawn for the good of Japan.

The day after his death in 1944, the Honolulu courts closed for 
a day out of respect to Mr. Mcintire's memory. A newspaper re- 
ferred to him as a "kamaaina", the Hawaiian language word for 
a long-term resident of the Hawaiian Islands, literally "child of 
the land". His wife, my grandmother, could not even be both- 
ered to write an obituary, much less have a funeral or claim the 
remains.

Only child 


Doris and Marcia arrived in the conti- 
nental United States on 30 May 
1930. They moved back to Western 
New York, about 100 kilometres from 
Doris’s parents in Buffalo. They lived 
at 943 Woodbine Avenue in Roches- 
ter. Marcia attended the Genesee 
Baptist Church at 149 Brooks Ave- 
nue, participated in the Youth Fellow- 
ship and sung in the choir.“ She 
was elected to the National Honor 
Society at West High School. 


According to family lore, my grand- 
mother enjoyed herself and was not 
around much for Marcia’s upbring- 
ing. Dot was social, and frequently 
went to New York City. My grand- 
mother’s eldest brother, Ira Henry 
Martin, born 26 May 1897 in Buffalo, 
married Laura Fox, born 20 August 
1892 in Ellicottville, Cattaraugus 
County, New York on 29 Jun 1920. 
Auntie Laura, as we called her, and 
my great uncle Ira divorced on 7 
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May 1945. My mother would have been 14 years old. 


Like me, my mother felt marriage was for life. When someone 
divorces an in-law, that divorce does not make that person any 
less a part of my family. Despite the divorce, or maybe because 
of the divorce, my mother became close with Auntie Laura, as 
we called her. | did not know Uncle Ira, and | have no reason to 
believe he inherited his father’s violent tendencies. Auntie 
Laura and Auntie Laura’s second husband were like a mother 
and father to Marcia. Our family visits with my mother to Auntie 
Laura’s home were like visits to my grandmother’s home. Mar- 
cia went to Middlebury College, where she was a Class Presi- 
dent, and a member of Alpha Xi Delta Sorority. She graduated 
from Middlebury College in 1952, and went to Europe on The 
Experiment in International Living. She lived for six months in 
France on a home stay with the Dubots in Paris.

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The research book on which | found this information did not indi- 
cate whether this was the same Hannah as his daughter. In 
other instances, the resource did indicate the spouse’s parents. 
| suspect the book wished to avoid calling attention to a matter 
that is presently taboo, although historically, the marriage of 
daughters was not prohibited, particularly in a backwater like 
Connecticut. In any case, | am unsure of whether this Hannah 
was the same Hannah as his daughter, but | strongly suspect 
SO. 


Another note about my research sources, much of the data | re- 
lay here is for the male lines. That is not because of any bias on 
my part. Prior to the Internet, almost all genealogy resources fo- 
cused on the male line because the family name is the same as 
the male line. There is no single name to follow on the female 
line, therefore no single focus on which to include all the female 
line in one volume. Consequently, researching the female line 
means skipping from book to book, and until the Internet, that 
meant a lot more research. All that print reference work is yet to 
be posted to the web. | do not wish to make excuses for my gen- 
der preference research, but | thought | should explain. Hope- 
fully, with the advent of web-based genealogy research and dig- 
itization of print genealogy resources, the information for the fe- 
male lines should be more accessible. | have picked the lowest 
hanging fruit first, which is the male lines, and included that 
here. My apologies for not including more female lines, but | 
hope technological progress will mend this shortcoming. 


In 1699 Daniel was the “surveyor appointed by Assembly to lay 
out town at Cockincahuge (now Durham), CT”. In 1701 he was 
chosen as Hartford Justice of the Peace at the May session of 
the General Court, and again in 1704 and 1705. Also in 1701 
he worked from Haddam as an “agent for proprietors of undi- 
vided lands”. 


Daniel died on April Fool’s Day 1715 in Haddam at the age of 
74. His Letters of Administration are in the Hartford Probate Re- 
cords, Book 9, p. 39. He is buried in the ancient burying ground 
in Haddam,FN which | think is the same as the Old Cove Bury- 
ing Ground.FN 


Besides the second Hannah, another of the eight children Dan- 
iel and the first Hannah gave birth to was James Brainerd, 
born 02 June 1669 in Haddam. James had 14 children by two 
wives. James married the 
first wife, Deborah Dud- 
ley, born 11 November 
1670, on April Fool’s Day, 
1696. They had nine chil- 
dren, one of whom was 
Abijah Brainerd, born 26 
November 1705 in Had- 
dam. 
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Abijah had 19 children by 
two wives. He married the 


second wife, Esther Smith born 20 November 1706, on 28 De- 
cember 1727. They had nine children, one of whom was Simon 
Brainerd, born 7 October 1730 in Haddam Neck. Haddam Neck 
is now a village of Haddam. 


Simon married Hepzibah Spencer, and they had 11 children. 
One of them they also named Simon, born 9 November 1752 
in Chatham. Simon married Abigail Hurlburt on 10 April 1777. 
They had four children, one of whom was Warren Brainerd 
born 25 September 1781 in Chatham, Middlesex County, Con- 
necticut, which became East Hampton in 1915. 


Warren married Sally Brainerd on 9 May 1802. They were not 
brother and sister, but may have been cousins. They had seven 
children, one of whom was Lyman Brainerd. My Brainerd line 
finally left Connecticut about 1818, but Lyman was born on 17 
April 1817 in what was then Brooklyn, Cuyahoga, Ohio. Brook- 
lyn is now a suburb of Cleveland. Cleveland had only been es- 
tablished eight years earlier after the area was split off from 
Connecticut’s Western Reserve, so one could say that my Brain- 
erds only left Connecticut when Connecticut left my Brainerds! 


Lyman married Cornelia Sophia Kelley in Erie County, New 
York on New Year’s Day 1845, and lived in Elsie, Michigan.“ 
They had seven children, one of whom was Jennie E. Brain- 
erd born on 29 August 1867 in Elsie. Jennie married William E. 
Allen, my great grandparents, on 22 February 1887 in a service 
performed by William’s father, a minister. 


William was likely named af- 
ter his grandfather, William 
Allen. William’s grandmother 
was Samantha, born 1792. 
They gave birth to Ira Allen, 
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born 23 August 1822 in 
Ohio.

US Census data, Ira lived in Vestal, 
Broome County, New York in 1850. Later 
lra, the pastor of Elsie Baptist Church from 
1863 to 1893, died in the pulpit, according 
to my grandfather’s memoirs. According to 
Elsie Village Cemetery archives, however, 
lra died in 1895. Perhaps either my grandfa- 
ther mistook the year of death, Rev. Ira Al- 
len was visiting the pulpit two years after he 
retired, or the ‘died in the pulpit’ story was 
an exaggeration. 


The maternal Allens in my family tree also 
included a minister, a Ray Allen, born in 

Western New York. Ray’s Allens may very 
likely have had some relation to this Ira Al- 


len’s living in Broome County in 1850. In which case, the Allen 
branches on my paternal and maternal trees may be more inter- 
twined than | know. 


My great grandfather William was born in Elsie on 13 February 
1867. My great grandparents lived in Jackson Ward 5, Jackson 
County, until about 1910, then Three Rivers Ward 3, St. Joseph 
County, on the southern border of Michigan. After six years of 
marriage, they had a child, a son, Harold Brainard Allen born 
27 September 1896 in Detroit. According to my father, they 
owned a grocery store, and lived above the store.“ 


Harold was an only child. Census data 
confirms Warren was a grocer. After Har- 
old grew up and went to college, his par- 
ents took in boarders in addition to gro- 
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cery work. They were Baptists, which, “mes 
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according to my father, had more to do 
with my grandfather’s financial goals, 
aspirations and community relations, 
than any great religious devotion.

In eighth grade, his sweetheart was Ma- 
belle Cowgill, and they dated in high 
school. In his last year of high school, 
Harold worked in a drugstore in Three 
Rivers, Michigan where he became fa- 
miliar with Upjohn Company pharmaceu-

ticals. In 1915 he moved one county north to enrol in Kalama- 
zoo College. Three years after Harold’s death, in 1986, for 
some reason the Kalamazoo Gazette ran an article about how 
Harold met Dr. W. E. Upjohn in Harold’s first week in Kalama- 
zoo. Harold was on an exploratory bicycle ride, and became 
lost. He knocked on the first office door he found, and thereby 
fortuitously met Dr. Upjohn. 


In 1917, while Harold attended Kalamazoo College, Harold’s fa- 
ther operated a grocery in Kalamazoo. In 1921 at the age of 25, 
Harold was working as a Trust Officer at First National Bank, 
later named First of America Bank-Michigan. Harold was still in 
love with Mabelle. His parents did not approve because Ma- 
belle was a bit on the rough side. On 3 August 1922, Harold, de- 
spite his love for Mabelle, married Ethel May Dennis. FN After 
marrying Ethel, Harold appears to have continued to date Ma- 
belle, who also married.

Ethel was the descendant of Samuel Dennis, born 26 October 
1842 and Orphellia E. Patterson. Their marriage gave birth to 


Leslie Elmer Dennis, born 15 July 1869 in Petrolia, Lambton 


County, Ontario, Canada. On 27 May 1896, Leslie married An- 
nie Elizabeth Moore, born 16 November 1869 in Sarnia. They 
lived in Sarnia until 1909 when they moved to Elsie. They had 


three children, the eldest of whom 
was Ethel, my grandmother, born in 
Elsie on 12 May 1898. 


Ethel became an American citizen, 

as did both her parents. She gradu- 
ated from Kalamazoo college in 
1921. “She was an original member 
of the Kalamazoo Chapter of the 
United Nations Association and a 
member of the Peace Council and of 
the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People.”©’ Ac- 
cording to my cousin Martha Joy Up- 
john, née Means, Harold met Ethel 
at college, and they honeymooned 
by camping out in Central Park. 
Three years later Harold was a Trust 
Officer at the bank investing in corpo- 
rate and government bonds. In 1928 
Harold was a Vice-President, and at 
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17 December 1953 at 
my parent’s wedding in 
Rochester, New York 


the the tender age of 34 he was a member of the bank’s Board 
of Directors. My paternal grandparents had three children: 


1. Dennis Brainard Allen, 1925-1989; 
2. Bradley Moore Allen 1928-; and, 
3. Joyce Colleen Allen, 1930-. 


In 1932 Harold left the bank to work for the Upjohn Company’s 
“growing financial offices” at 36. In 1949 he became the Corpo- 
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rate Secretary, the occupation indicated 
on his death certificate 34 years later. 
The Upjohn Company “is one of the larg- 
est ethical drug manufacturers in the 
United States.”™ Not long after joining 
the Upjohn Company, he attended a 
Luncheon Club presentation on AT&T 
stocks. That same afternoon, he had his 
first business meeting with Dr. Upjohn, 
who kindly and incoincidentally asked 
for advice about buying some AT&T 
stocks." The most remarkable part of 
the story is how Harold feebly tries to 
pass off Dr. Upjohn’s question as a coin- 
cidence. Harold served as an Upjohn fi- 
nancial officer for the next 31 years, in- 
cluding as the Corporate Secretary from 
1949 until retiring in 1962. Harold’s fa- 


ther passed in 1945. Harold probably bought plots at Mountain 
Home Cemetery in Kalamazoo about that time. Harold’s father 
was the first to be buried there. Also buried there are Harold’s 
mother, both Harold’s in-laws, Harold and his wife, and Harold’s 
eldest son. There is still one empty plot. 


My father told me Harold’s mother, Jennie, had been active in 
the Woman’s Temperance Union. Cousin Martha never heard 
that story, but my father enjoyed telling folks that Harold’s father 
had deserted his family when Harold was very young, and Jen- 
nie had raised Harold alone. On 10 April 2012 about 10 a.m. Ja- 
pan Time, | confirmed with Bradley’s younger sister, Joyce, that 
my father is completely full of &%$#. Also, my Uncle Dick con- 
firmed that William died of diabetes. Insulin was just starting to 
be used to treat diabetes, but William’s diabetes was too severe 
by that time. The WTU story and Brad’s grandfather’s alleged 
alcoholism was Brad’s way of explaining why Harold was so op- 
posed to Brad’s alcohol consumption. 


Harold was a staunch Republican, and despised Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt for not permitting market forces to correct the 
economic Depression. Harold was Secretary on the Board of Di- 
rectors at the Upjohn Company from 1949 to 1962. Harold Allen 
was also active in many social causes, such as being one of 

the founding members of the local NAACP Chapter, and start- 
ing the first Goodwill Store in the area. In Africa, there is an Al- 


len Clinic because Harold brought considerable amounts of 
pharmaceuticals to Africa. My cousin writes: 


he became the first Director of the Kalamazoo Foundation. He 

was on a ton of things in the community and nationally... Rotary In- 
ternational, did a lot with Amnesty International, Board president of 
the YMCA, United Way, etc. 


Only two families still have the name Upjohn, neither of which 
were descendants of the Upjohn, Gifford, for wnom Harold 
worked. At least one Upjohn is married to one of my family, my 
youngest cousin, who told me on the telephone that Granpa 
kept a diary which was in the care of Aunt Joyce. Not long after 
that telephone conversation, the diary went missing. 


His eldest son was born Dennis Brainard Allen on 03 May 1925 
in Kalamazoo, the “e” from his paternal grandmother’s maiden 
name now having become an “a” in his middle name. Dennis 
was a conscientious objector during the Pacific War. Because 
he was a member of the Fellowship of Reconciliation, Dennis 
served in the US Army for 18 months as a medical assistant. 


“The Fellowship of Reconciliation (FoR or FOR) is the name 
used by a number of religious nonviolent organisations, particu- 
larly in English-speaking countries. They are linked by affiliation 
to the International Fellowship of Reconciliation (IFOR).”—Y Den- 
nis moved to Seattle after the military. 


My father was born Bradley Moore Allen on 01 May 1928 in 
Kalamazoo. While | was a child, Bradley, or Brad, as most of 
the family called him, was a devout Republican. Some of his ac- 
quaintances included the Upjohn family’s children and Chan- 
ning E. Phillips, “an American minister, civil rights leader and so- 
cial activist, who made history as the first African-American 
placed in nomination for President of the United States by a ma- 
jor political party.”FN | vividly remember our family staying with 
Mr. Phillips family, playing with his children in their kitchen and 
basement, and their stately home in Chicago. 


My grandfather’s control of my father’s life, both economically 
and emotionally, was complete. Harold obsessively controlled 
the lives of his family. My father, and other family members, 
were continually overwhelmed. For example, my cousin was in- 
stitutionalised, and still suffers from mental illness due to Har- 
old’s suffocating affections. To date, none of our family matured 
to the level of fully comprehending the family accounts. 


In 1953, against Harold’s wishes, my parents married. The pub- 
lic reason Harold did not approve was, in contrast to Harold’s 
staunch adherence to the tenets of the First Baptist Church of 
Kalamazoo, such as not dancing or drinking alcohol, my 
mother’s father Mac drank alcohol, and spent a lot of his mar- 
ried life living alone in Honolulu. Another reason Harold disap- 
proved was Mac was an unknown. For example, my grand- 
mother Ethel knew the parents of my Aunt Joyce’s successful 


suitor before my Aunt was born. The real reason Harold disap- 
proved of Mac was my maternal grandfather was as connected 
as my paternal grandfather, but Mac, like me, was an Idiot Sa- 
vant. 


Throughout Harold’s pillar of the community lifestyle, he contin- 
ued to date Mabelle Cowgill, who had also married and moved 
to Wisconsin or the Northern Tier of Michigan. In 1955, a son 
was born out of wedlock to Harold and Mabelle. The nascent 
computer age had begun. Harold knew his heirs situation would 
only become worse. Harold was trying to think of the most pow- 
erful tool he could bequeath. Hence, Harold invested Mabelle 
and Harold’s son in a business to help Harold’s legal heirs. Har- 
old arranged to have the son adopted by a family in what was 
later labeled Silicon Valley. The child was named Steven Paul 
Jobs. At the same age Mac fathered my mother, 58 years old, 
Harold fathered Jobs. 


Because the US had become increasingly problematic for birth- 
ing Idiot Savants since before my mother’s birth, Harold was in- 
strumental in arranging for my parents to live in Asia. In 1958 
“Upjohn began selling its stock on the” NYSE. In 1962 Harold 
retired from The Upjohn Company. The next year | was born in 
Rangoon, Burma. Harold spent the next two decades putting to 
use his experience discretely managing, transferring and invest- 
ing large sums of money to build a hidden empire. 
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Everyone Dies three Times. 
The first time is when the 
heart beats for the last 
time. The second time 
comes on the day they are 
consigned to the grave. 
The third and final time 
comes the day their name 
is spoken for the last time.

1962 


In 1962 March, the military took control of Burma, and | was 
conceived about December. In 1963 February, our family went 
to visit India for three weeks. One of my mother’s relatives, 
Emmy Lou Young, who was a distant cousin, and close child- 
hood friend, was married to Bill Young, a US State Department 
employee stationed in India at the time. We visited them, and 
their three children: Kenneth, George and Douglas. We visited 
the Taj Mahal by moonlight, and the Pink Palace. We rode ele- 
phants in Jaipur, and stayed at the former palace of a Mahara- 
jah. My mother, and | in her womb, stayed in Delhi, while my fa- 
ther went to Sol India, Bombay, Pakistan, Kashmir, and Nepal. 


| suspect the Incubator exposed me to some sort of sensitivity 
training and sensual stimulation before | was born, perhaps at 
this time. That might be the reason for my attraction to Asian 


femininity, and the practice of multiple, simultaneous marriages. 


Then again, perhaps having a Burmese nursemaid helped too. 
This method of exposing young children to sensual pleasures 
has a long history in Asian and Buddhist tradition. The theory 
goes that if a caregiver sensually awakens a child at a young 
age, the child is more likely to have a peaceful outlook, gener- 
ally more kind and openhearted. 


| was the first son after three daughters. Being the eldest son in 
the family was significant in the 1960s, particularly in Asia. At 
the time | was born, the Secretary General of the United Na- 


tions from 1961 to 1971 was U Thant, a Burmese citizen, the 
third Secretary General of the UN. My father met him at least 
once. Rangoon, now called Yangon, still has the feeling of a 
large town, although the population is more than four million 
people. Almost fifty years ago, the communal feeling was proba- 
bly even stronger than now. The community is very closely knit, 
and people in the foreign community know each other well. My 
father was close to people who were close to the Secretary 
General. 


1964 


My grandparents, Harold and Ethel Allen visited us in Burma in 
1964. | still have furniture they bought when visiting Burma. To 
my present recollection, my grandfather Harold never gave me 
any indication that he knew | was the only family member who 
could carry on the work. Nonetheless, Harold could read peo- 
ple, and he knew his family. The first time he met me in 1964, | 
suspect he looked into the eyes of a child that was alert and 
connected, and hoped | shared some of his ambitions. 


1965 


In 1965 my brother was born, and we departed Burma. By the 
time we left Burma, my next eldest sibling spoke better Bur- 
mese than English. After we left Burma my father went by way 
of FragrantPort. He claims he smuggled some precious stones 
into FragrantPort to finance a Burmese friend’s family’s escape 


from Burma. The rest of the family went directly to Western- 
Gate, where my father met us later. This was the year after the 
CapitalEast Olympics. According to the Incubator, GrandHill, 
which is a city in WesternGate, is the financial hub of Japan. 


Home Alone 


My father and sisters are fond of telling a story of my antics as 
a two year old in GrandHill. As our visit to Japan ended, we 
were checking out of the hotel to go to the airport. The other 
four kids and my parents were at the front desk when they real- 
ised | was not with them. 


A frantic search ensued, and they returned to the rooms to look 
for me. After desperately calling my name and receiving no re- 
sponse, they were becoming a bit concerned. Finally, one of my 
sisters pulled back the shower curtain, and found me in the 
bathtub, wearing a shower cap, fully clothed. Apparently, | had 
a good chuckle, and judging from when | see my daughter do 
similar things now, no doubt | thought myself fabulously enter- 
taining. 


We settled in Rochester, NY, where my maternal grandmother, 
Doris Currey Martin, lived. My grandmother Doris’s family had 
been in Western New York for more than a century. My father 
naively believed we might avoid Granpa Harold’s ubiquitous in- 
fluence by not living in Kalamazoo. 


Rochester is a curious blend of progressive conservatism. In 
1960 the City of Rochester had just over 300,000 people. Never- 
theless, Kodak, Bausch & Lomb, Ritter, Lawyer’s Cooperative 
Publishing, Gannett, the Mormon religion and Xerox are head- 
quartered and/or started in or near Rochester. Rochester is 
more than 400 kilometres from New York City, but less than 400 
kilometres from Cleveland, Ohio. This geographic location 
makes the Rochester culture more Midwestern than East 

Coast, despite being “New York.” 


According to Incubator wisdom, the Rochester metropolitan 
area is a test market for new products. Rochester had an inde- 
pendent phone company, Rochester Telephone (RT), years be- 
fore the antitrust action splitting up American Telephone & Tele- 
graph, the national phone company. The Incubator claimed 
that, despite serving only the Rochester municipal area, RT 
was the second largest phone company in America because 
there were so few phone companies in the United States before 
the AT&T antitrust action. Beginning in the 1960s, America be- 
gan a system for a single phone number for all emergency 
calls. | suspect because of RT, our area was one of the first ar- 
eas to try the new system. Instead of 119 as used in Japanese, 
America reversed the sequence to 911. 


After returning to America, my father and sisters taught me tre- 
mendous respect and admiration for the East, far more than 
what is common even now in America. | frequently heard sto- 


ries of our experiences there, and my family’s impressions of 
the people and places were invariably favourable. My mother 
and sisters would regularly make Burmese food for dinner. 


We settled initially in Penfield, then in Pittsford and eventually 
Brighton, all suburbs of Rochester. On one occasion when | 
was three or so years old | recall walking in the Village of Pitts- 
ford, in front of a white realtor’s building. A man in his thirties or 
forties looked down at me and winked as my mother and | 
walked on the sidewalk, holding hands. Although | am not sure 
of the exact dates Dot occupied an apartment in a home on the 
first major intersection just outside the village, we were walking 
away from Dot’s home, toward the village. 


On at least one occasion when | was about five years old or so, 
our family went for a picnic in Powder Mill Park with a number 
of other families. As | recall, there were probably a hundred or 
so people gathered in a large clearing around picnic tables. The 
clearing was large enough for several baseball fields, at least. 


| distinctly recall starting to walk away from the gathering. | 
walked in a fairly straight path to the tree line on the far side of 
the clearing. | kept walking once | crossed the tree line, despite 
their being some undergrowth, fallen trees to climb over, and 
just normal brush in the woods. | think | walked for a long time, 
perhaps an hour or so. 


The weather was pleasant. | recall not being the least bit afraid. 
As | recollect this incident now, | can’t help thinking | was a bit 
of an idiot, but then this would not be the last time | did some- 
thing which in retrospect might seem excessively adventurous. 
Eventually, | came to a clearing in the woods with several picnic 
tables. There was no one there except a couple, perhaps in 
their twenties or thirties, enjoying a romantic, soon-to-be less 
than private picnic. One can imagine the surprise look on their 
faces when this five year old boy comes walking out of the 
somewhat dense underbrush. | vaguely recall their surprise. Af- 
ter their initial concern was overcome, | think they flagged down 
a police patrol car that was out looking for me. | distinctly re- 
member the police car by the side of the road in those woods, a 
forest that, to a five year old at least, seemed fairly dense. | 
also vividly recall my triumphant return. Not every five year old 
gets to ride by himself with a cop in a patrol car. | recall | 
thought | was pretty cool alighting from the back of that police 
Car. 


Besides sensual exposure of a positive nature, | was also ex- 
posed to several incidents causing me to question the heartless- 
ness of my surroundings. This might also be historically rooted 
in Asian methods to breed compassionate individuals. For ex- 
ample, about this time my brother and | were riding in the back 
seat of a car while my mother was driving, pulling out of the 
driveway of our home. Our car collided with the blade of a snow 
plough. | was told that if anyone had been sitting in the passen- 


ger’s seat, they would not have survived. | still have an image 
in my mind of my brother and | sitting in the back seat of the 
car, looking out of the passenger side of the front seat of the 
car, the exterior of the automobile peeled away to expose the 
snow plough and the outdoors. 


On another occasion, | was leaving the Wegman’s supermarket 
in Pittsford Plaza with my mother. In those days, the cars would 
pull up in a line in front of the supermarket. A supermarket em- 
ployee would load customers’s groceries into the cars from a 
metal track that began inside at the registers. My mother and | 
only had a few bags of groceries, so we carried our groceries 
out to the car. 


As we were five or ten metres past the line of vehicles being 
loaded with groceries in front of the store, we heard a crunching 
noise and both turned around. Someone standing behind their 
car loading bags into the trunk was crushed at the knees by the 
car pulling up. The victim keeled forward into the trunk. As my 
mother pulled my hand to bring me back to her Delta 88 con- 
vertible, a steady pool of blood was forming into a stream flow- 
ing in our direction. 


In 1971 we moved from Pittsford to Brighton: one suburb to an- 
other in the Rochester metropolitan area. In academics, the pub- 
lic school systems | attended rank at the top. From my observa- 
tions, my classmates who left to attend private schools did so 
because they were not performing well, not because the public 


school was not performing well. The house we moved to in 
Brighton was considerably larger, and | told my Pittsford friends 
we were moving to a “mansion.” My second sister heard from 
someone that | had said this, and my siblings enjoyed teasing 
me for years because | told people we were moving to a “man- 
sion.” | now live in a mansion (Y YY Y 3 Y) in Japanese. The 


Japanese use the English term ‘mansion’ to refer to a large 
building divided into apartments. 


Many of the families of the executives of these large multina- 
tional companies lived in our neighbourhood. For example, 
across the street lived the parents of the President, Chief Execu- 
tive Officer and Chairperson of Xerox, known as Fuji Xerox in 
Japanese. A few streets over lived the family of the founder of 
Gannett, the leading printing and publishing company in the US 
by revenue according to Fortune. The closest cross street to 
our home was the street on which George Eastman, the foun- 
der of Kodak, built his home. In 1820, the Mormon God first re- 
vealed the faith of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints to the prophet Joseph Smith about 30 kilometres from 
our home. 


During adolescence, | regularly attended Jewish Temples, in- 
cluding the Bar and Bat Mitzvahs of many of my schoolmates. 
As an adult | later attended weddings in Temples and 
Churches. Due to our family’s domestic situation, my elder sib- 
lings enjoyed the influence of our family as their primary source 


of upbringing during their adolescence. Our domestic situation 
deteriorated such that during my adolescence, | enjoyed the in- 
fluence of the community to a greater extent than my elder sib- 
lings did during their formative years. 


One example to illustrate the differing domestic situation for the 
elder and younger siblings in our family would the contrasting 
recollections of my second eldest sister’s most memorable inci- 
dent with our parents, and my most memorable incident with 
our parents. My second sister once told me that her most vivid 
image of our biological parents was of them dancing together in 
formal dress in a ballroom. She recalls her approximate age, 
the place, and the experience of seeing them enjoying each 
other in a happy atmosphere. 


In contrast, my most vivid image of my biological parents would 
be my mother telling my father she wants a divorce, and my fa- 
ther dismissing her request as not serious. | recall approxi- 
mately where my parents and my younger brother were stand- 
ing at the time our parents had this heated discussion. My 
younger brother, in contrast to his elder siblings, received very 
little attention or influence from the community, or our family, in- 
cluding myself. | wish | could have been a better bigger brother. 
One reason | was not a better brother, is no excuse: at the time, 
and ever since, each family member has been too busy trying 
to survive. In any case, | did not give him the consideration 
every younger brother deserves. 


Also, because my elder siblings moved to the predominantly 
Jewish Brighton at a later age than |, the Jewish surroundings, 
culture and friends had a greater impact on me. To a much 
greater extent than any of my siblings, until college, | had con- 
siderably more Jewish friends than Christian friends. Although 
our home was not Jewish, a DNA test indicated | have Ashke- 
nazi blood. 


Essentially, | was raised more Jewish than Christian because, 
first, my Surroundings were predominantly oriented to Jews, 
Jewish custom, and Jewish thinking due to our move from Pitts- 
ford to Brighton. Second, due to familial circumstances my 
home life was not terribly influential during my adolescence. 
Third, we had no formal religious structure or upbringing in our 
home. For me, the Incubator is the community. 


1973 


Middle School 


My father bought a water ski boat, and taught my brother and 
me to ski. My mother took all five children skiing at Bristol] Moun- 
tain, where | skied quite a bit in the following years. Both sports 
give you a rush, a thrilling sense of freedom due to balance and 
speed. 


In December 1973, we again visited the Youngs. This time they 
were living in Caracas, Venezuela. Afterwards our family stayed 


at a beach resort in Cumana. At Cumana we went on several 
excursions. On one excursion while staying in Cumana, we 
passed a rural shanty. The home was a simple lean-to of corru- 
gated metal, and several out buildings housing a family with sev- 
eral children, and a number of domesticated animals including 
chickens, who all lived in the compound. My father thought visit- 
ing that family would be educational, so we stopped, all five 

kids and my parents piled out, and we toured around the place. 
The family we visited was pleasant. My mother was not 

pleased. | think my father gave them a small gratuity. 


Another family excursion, a bit more to my mother’s liking, in- 
volved visiting the Edwards. Helen Edwards née Burdick was a 
friend of my mother’s, and Helen’s father had started Burdick 
Blueberries, which is still in operation. They have these huge, 
juicy blueberries, probably the tastiest | have ever had. As a 
child, more than once, our family visited them for the weekend. 
My brother and | have fond memories of staying in their “bunk- 
house.” One day, while driving in the car, my father explained to 
us that as practicing Christian Scientists, they did not seek medi- 
cal attention when their father, Roger, injured his leg. The leg 
did not heal well. 


My father thought very favourably of Christian Scientists. He 
spoke very highly of the Christian Science Monitor. He said the 
periodical was one of the most accurate, unbiased publications 


in America. My father had a good eye for propaganda in the 
mass media. 


My mother, my younger brother, and | participated in the Indian 
Guides. The Indian Guides were an alternative to the Boy 
Scouts. The Indian Guides countered Puritan, colonialist, and 
militaristic tendencies of the Boy Scouts. Certainly, my mother 
was alert to these sorts of implications and indoctrination, and 
both my parents taught me that if you are not aware of the trap- 
pings of your own culture, you will be condemned to them. 


Political Beast 


One effect of the Bubble is to make our family a very politicised 
animal. My father noticed my peculiar early social awareness, 
and our neighbours noticed as well. My parents socialised regu- 
larly with university professors, executive officers of banks and 
others who were linked in. When these people came over to bor- 
row our tennis court, or attend social occasions at our home, | 
often spoke with them. 


Part of the reason | became aware that Incubator tracking be- 
gan very early is because of conversations | had with people. 
Some of these conversations were peculiar, and some of these 
conversations took on new meaning in hindsight or with other 
events and conversations often years or decades later. Some of 
these conversations occurred when | was a child, and are ex- 
plained below. 


1974 


Although | was only ten years old at the time, | was very inter- 
ested in the administration of then President Richard Nixon. | 
watched him announce his resignation on television, and recall 
running to tell my family members after the broadcast. 


On another occasion, my father asked me if | knew the name of 
the American Secretary of State. | immediately responded 
Henry Kissinger, and my father praised me, saying, he doubted 
he knew the name of the Secretary of State when he was my 
age. Perhaps partly because of that encouragement, | am still a 
great admirer of Mr. Kissinger. A note about admiration: admira- 
tion takes on many forms. | may respect a person for their tech- 
niques, but not their goals. | may like a person for their personal- 
ity, but not their professionalism. Because | state | admire some- 
one, the reader should not presume | admire all aspects of the 
person. 


| have been told | was a precocious child. One day when | was 
home sick from school, my mother gave me the Autobiography 
of Malcolm X to read. The book had a tremendous influence on 
me. | think | read the entire book within a few days. One week- 
end morning | woke up early. No one else was awake. | 
browsed the bookshelf in our sunroom, and found Jonathan Liv- 
ingston Seagull, another of my mother’s books, and a book 
which occupied my thoughts as a young child. | sat in the sun- 
room, in the big, black faux leather recliner chair, and read the 


entire book before anyone woke up. The book is short, and sim- 
ply written. Yet another book my mother read, and really fasci- 
nated me, was Clan of the Cave Bear. | read the entire Earth 
Children series of books. The most influential idea from the 
book might have been the idea of a communal consciousness, 
an inheritable awareness of actions and places that could be 
transmitted by bloodlines for generations. 


Another example of my supposed precociousness: one of the 
things | thought about at approximately this age was the effect 
of our Surroundings on our physical bodies. For example, the 
shoes we wear shape our feet. | wondered what sort of body hu- 
mans would have if no external influences affected our physical 
development. From time to time, | thought about what sort of 
body would grow from a human iff, for instance, the body was 
floating in a zero gravitational environment where there were 

no tangible external stimuli to influence the body. 


1976 


On 27 January 1976 my grandmother passed in Kalamazoo, 
and the next year my grandfather, age 81, married a woman 
who was a close family friend whom we called Aunt Grace. 
Grace died soon after, but Mabelle Cowgill was still married, 
and despite the years, Harold had not forgotten her. Mabelle 
had been married a few times, and one day Harold disap- 
peared. My aunt and uncle did not know where my grandfather 
had gone, and found out later he went to find Mabelle. Harold 


drove to Beloit, Wisconsin, and persuaded her to divorce her 
husband, who was in a nursing home. Harold and Mabelle re- 
turned to Kalamazoo to live in Harold’s home. Uncle Dick, said 
Mabelle was the worst of the three. She had a dog that “shit all 
over the floor’, but that “Harold liked taking care of little old peo- 
ple”. 


Even though | was in the eighth grade, | began playing fresh- 
man football. | was not big for my age, but the coach made me 
the centre, normally a position for larger kids, who can handle 
being run over in the scramble to the ball holder. 


In an article in 1976, my mother was quoted regarding our 1965 
move to Rochester: “With our return we made a theological 
switch from Baptist to Unitarian. We are in accord with the Bap- 
tist belief in the priesthood of all beliefs, so it was not such a big 
switch.”FN 


As a family, we often attended the First Unitarian Church, which 
was across the street from the largest synagogue in the metro- 
politan area, and about half the Unitarian congregation was eth- 
nically Jewish. In high school social studies, our teacher told us 
that when religions other than the Church of England were first 
legalised in England, Unitarianism was the only religion not le- 
galised. | asked the teacher why Unitarians were excluded, 
and she explained: Unitarian beliefs were too unconventional. 


Unitarian religious beliefs are a bit esoteric, and unconven- 
tional, to say the least. The word God(s) was never used in wor- 
ship, and few of the congregation believed in God(s) in the tradi- 
tional sense of the word. | also learned that until late in the twen- 
tieth century, the majority of all US Supreme Court Justices 
were Unitarian. This was due, | was told, to the overwhelming 
percentage of Unitarian intellectuals in the 1700s escaping relig- 
ious persecution in the Old Country. 


1977 


When | was about 14 my mother took my brother and | on occa- 
sion to a meetinghouse of the Religious Society of Friends. The 
Friends, also known as the Quakers, are a pacifist organisation 
dating back to 1650. | enjoyed the meetings, and spoke at one. 


Quakers are known for their social activism, having been instru- 
mental, for example, in the campaign against the transatlantic 
Slave trade in the 18th and 19th centuries, as well as campaigning 
for the rights of women, prisoners and gay people.-“ 


| distinctly recall a theory | had at about this age regarding Japa- 
nese. At this time in America, Japanese were just beginning to 
receive some exposure in the mass media. | had heard that the 
Japanese were very polite, despite living in densely populated 
communities. | recall thinking on more than one occasion, and 
perhaps suggesting to someone else while waiting for an eleva- 
tor, that the reason the Japanese were so polite was not de- 


spite being crammed into a small area, but because they had 
been crammed into a small area. 


He says his name’s William but I’m sure,

My father discussed my college plans with me at his desk in the 
sunroom. He praised Williams College, and mentioned one of 
our neighbours who lived at approximately 136 Pelham Road.& 
The neighbour was an active alumni of the ‘small ivy league’ 
school. 


My father explained that this neighbour would be visiting for a 
casual dinner party in our home. At the gathering my father intro- 
duced me to the Williams gentleman in our living room. | re- 
member speaking with him in front of a lamp on an end table be- 
tween the sofa and the baby grand piano. The man and | spoke 
briefly about my interest. | suggested we have lunch, which the 
gentleman took in stride, but my dad thought was a bit peculiar. 


This was the first occasion | can point to indicating some small 
inkling of the Incubator, the Bubble that surrounds me. | had a 


tacit understanding that the Incubator, with me inside, was be- 
ing financed by sources | was unable to identify. My other bio- 
logical nuclear family members are unwilling or unable to ac- 
knowledge these sources.

Japanese Strange Stories 


Section 1 


Synchronicity 


Jung coined the word to describe what he called “temporally coinci- 
dent occurrences of acausal events.” Jung variously described 
synchronicity as an “acausal connecting principle”, “meaningful co- 
incidence” and “acausal parallelism.” Jung introduced the concept 
as early as the 1920s but only gave a full statement of it in 1957 in 
an Eranos lecture and in 1952, published a paper, Synchronicity 

— An Acausal Connecting Principle, in a volume with a related 
study by the physicist (and Nobel laureate) Wolfgang Pauli. 


It was a principle that Jung felt gave conclusive evidence for his 
concepts of archetypes and the collective unconscious, in that it 
was descriptive of a governing dynamic that underlies the whole of 
human experience and history—social, emotional, psychological, 
and spiritual. Concurrent events that first appear to be coincidental 
but later turn out to be causally related are termed incoincident. 


Jung believed that many experiences that are coincidences due to 
chance in terms of causality suggested the manifestation of paral- 


lel events or circumstances in terms of meaning, reflecting this 
governing dynamic. 


One of Jung’s favourite quotes on synchronicity was from Through 
the Looking-Glass by Lewis Carroll, in which the White Queen 
says to Alice: “It's a poor sort of memory that only works 
backwards.FN 


A theme of this book, and the Incubator, is that there is no such 
thing as a meaningless coincidence. The Scottish writer, Doug- 
las Adams, called this “the universal interrelatedness or inter- 
connectedness of reality.” The Austrian psychologist Carl G. 
Jung called this Synchronicity. Happenstance is simply the 
nexus of causes we have yet to explain. We may not yet be 
able or willing to explain these causes, but sentient beings 
strive to discover the reason(s) and purpose(s) behind our exis- 
tence. One definition of coincidence is: “Of objects, the property 
of being coincident; occurring at the same time or place.” A defi- 
nition of coincident is: “Being in accordance, matching.” These 
definitions do not suggest chance, which is defined as: “Ran- 
dom occurrence; luck.” Nor does coincidence suggest luck: “A 
superstitious feeling that brings fortune or success.”FN 


[E]xperiments at Duke University prove that the so-called luck fac- 
tor is in reality an influence brought about by powerful thought vi- 
brations, rather than coincidence or chance.FN 


To claim that something is luck or unexplainable deadens our 
duty to discover the reason for the occurrence or existence. 
Moreover, to excuse our irresponsibility, we blame chance 
rather than one’s own actions. This is what the Incubator has 
forced me to learn. To claim that one isolated incident is uncon- 
nected to another incident is like suggesting one has no connec- 
tion to an anonymous individual, or to something living on an- 
other planet. There is always some connection. If nothing else, 
one has a responsibility to that anonymous other just because 
both occupy the same universe. 


Just as there are no two beings in the universe who are uncon- 
nected, there are no two incidents that are unrelated. Does the 
flap of a butterfly’s wings in Brazil set off a tornado in Texas?FN 
There may be no definitive answer at this time, but that only 
means we must keep investigating until we find the connection, 
or definitively determine there is no connection. Nevertheless, 
determining there is no connection means proving a negative, 
which is impossible. Is the inability to prove a negative evidence 
of the existence of God(s)? 


To pretend that a connection is a coincidence because we are 
unwilling to investigate the cause(s) is to deny the essence of 
being a member of the human race. 


Terence’s celebrated Homo sum: humani nihil a me alienum puto 
(1 am human, and am therefore indifferent to nothing done by 
humans.)FN

The Name Game 


Some of the Identities discussed here are undoubtedly aliases. 
Also, aliases and Identities are loosely used by many of the indi- 
viduals mentioned here. For example, a Bill Gates may exist, 
but Bill Gates the Identity has taken on something greater than 
that of the individual. Consequently, the Identity ‘Bill Gates’ 
uses Actors, one of whom is William “Bill” Henry Gates III, to 
simply support the Identity, ‘Bill Gates’, retired computer entre- 
preneur. In other words, Gates the individual has multiple Ac- 
tors pursuing goals in the name of Bill Gates the Identity, one of 
whom is himself. Bill Gates is an Identity used to represent a 
role in the computer industry. For instance, one of the people 
fulfilling the Bill Gates Identity may have a history indistinguish- 
able from William “Bill” Henry Gates III. 


Nevertheless, at some point Gates the individual became Gates 
the Identity. The name, intellect, and history of a living, breath- 
ing Identity served the purpose(s) of those wishing to advance 
certain causes. Because of this utility, Mr. Gates became an 
Identity. 


The human Bill Gates may have been selected to become an 
Identity to send a particular message. For example, | heard that 
IBM had surprised Gates, perhaps stunned him, by giving 
Gates the rights to MS-DOS, now Windows. By permitting 
Gates to own the copyright on the operating system, IBM essen- 
tially handed Gates the opportunity to single-handedly dominate 
the computer industry. To IBM, Gates, who had hired program- 
mers to make for IBM computers, was an Asset to be exploited. 
Actors for the Identity IBM purposefully gave Gates a key to the 
computer industry. IBM Actors created Gates the Identity by giv- 
ing him the rights to the code. By doing so, IBM made a much 
larger pie, and IBM’s proportion of that pie, the computer indus- 
try, grew much larger than if IBM had exploited the MS-DOS 
code themselves. Besides Gates, other Assets would be the 
computer programmers Gates hired to write the operating sys- 
tem. Gates was then, and is now an Actor, but when IBM gave 
him the keys to the computer industry, Gates was an Asset from 
the perspective of the IBM Identity Actors. 


The name behind the name 


Hollywood uses false identities regularly with screen names. 
Pen names for authors, and stage names in and out of the thea- 
tre are also common. Another use of an alias is when criminals 
and witnesses protected by the United States government le- 
gally adopt a new name. Frequently, these names or aliases 


have subtextual meanings that are meant to send a message. | 
will call this the Name Game. 


Playing the Name Game with, for example, Steven Allan Spiel- 
berg’s name we find: 


Spiel means: 


- Alengthy and extravagant speech or argument usually in- 
tended to persuade. 


- A fast excuse or sales pitch. 


Berg, from burgh, is an archaic noun or Scottish term for: bor- 
ough or chartered town. Steven was originally a Jewish name. 
The first St. Steven studied with Saint Paul under the Doctor of 
the Law, Gamaliel, who attempted to stop the persecution of the 
Apostles. Consequently, Spielberg’s name could be used as a 
sort of code to refer to: the Scottish legal propaganda town of 
Judea-Christianity. 


The inverse of the creation of screen, stage or pen names for 
real individuals is the practice of creating Identities out of real 
individuals. The Incubator’s Actors use a real individual to cre- 
ate an Identity to facilitate the Actors’s goals. The Actors pro- 
vide that individual with opportunities, and make that real individ- 
ual into an Asset. To borrow a phrase from Mafia terminology, 
the Asset is a ‘made man’ thanks to the Actors. 


Returning yet again to the illustration using IBM and Gates: 
IBM’s Actors may have used William “Bill” Henry Gates III to 
serve a role to advance IBM’s goals. Applying the Name Game 
to William “Bill” Henry Gates III: 


¢ William is a name used by British, Dutch, French and other 
royalty; 


- Bill in American means “A piece of paper money; a bank- 
note.”: 


- Henry: 
- Noun used in Physics for a unit of electromotive force; 


- The name of eight kings of England, five kings of France, 
and seven kings of the Germans; 


- Portuguese prince known as Henry the Navigator; organ- 
ised many voyages of exploration, most notably thus laying 
the foundation for imperial expansion to the Far East. 


- O Henry was the pseudonym of William Sydney Porter, a 
U.S. short-story writer who started writing in prison; and, 


- Gates may refer to the heavenly gates. 


Hence, the Identity Bill Gates may be a euphemism for a ruler 
of the money we need to physically navigate the heavens; i.e. 
the necessary evil to facilitate space travel. 


Once an actual person takes on too much significance, Incuba- 
tors to date have created stand-ins to assure no one person 
could suddenly upset the balance of power. Gates was the first 
CEO of Microsoft, a corporation headquartered in Seattle, 
Washington, where he was born. At the height of Mr. Gate’s op- 
erational role in Microsoft, his was a vital public figure. If there 
were only one Gates and he died, the power elite risked instabil- 
ity and power loss in the Event which would be his death. If 
there are multiple Gates, and Mr. Gates dies for reasons that 
are not a Project, a stand-in Gates might smoothly transition the 
vested interests in the computer industry. Distinguishing the 
Identity from the individual or entity becomes problematic. Truth 
is a fungible commodity which requires financing to discover. 


Certainly in the case of significant states people, using stand- 
ins has been common for centuries. American Presidents regu- 
larly use stand-ins. There are many instances of monarchs’s re- 
tainers who have covered up a monarch’s death so the retain- 
ers could use the Identity and stand-ins to perpetuate a mon- 
arch’s rule long after she has passed physically from the living. 
In the case of an Identity like Gates, if William “Bill” Henry 
Gates III were killed at the height of his public role, Actors with 
the most authority would manage a Gates’s death in a Project 
that would become an Event. The goal of the Project would be 
to maintain a predictable commercial and economic environ- 
ment for the global markets and the power elites. 


Entities names are just as, if not more, subject to the Name 
Game as individuals. For instance, political organisations such 
as the Taliban or Al Qaeda have become popularised in the me- 
dia using certain tag names or catchphrases. These 
catchphrases are incoincidence. 


The interpretations of the Name Game are not literal. For exam- 
ple, the Taliban might refer to ‘the band that tallies’. This does 
not mean the mullahs and the jihadists are the ones keeping 
score in the Search for Zero. The Name Game names are meta- 
phors and euphemisms for the real games, symbolism to reflect 
the underlying reality of the pushing and pulling of competing 
political forces. 


Anonymity & Innocence 


Initially | thought | should try to protect innocence wherever pos- 
sible. As per attorney professional rules of conduct, | have not 
used identifying information for former clients from whom | have 
been unable to obtain consent. | have also not used my siblings 
names. | think being my sibling is punishment enough. 


Nevertheless, if | am to effectively explain the Name Game, and 
many of the other fundamental ideas of this treatise, anonymity 
of the individuals in this text is not an option. Many, if not most 
of the themes, nuances, implications, and connotations will be 
completely lost if | use aliases or obscure identities. 


Before | significantly expanded some people’s roles in the chro- 
nology, and | only referred to them once or twice, | attempted to 
use pronouns to preserve anonymity. In other cases | used peo- 
ple’s initials instead of their full names. | was hoping to limit dis- 
closure. As the number of individuals increased, duplicate ini- 
tials became common. 


| began numbering the initials, and other more complex sys- 
tems, but eventually realised | must use real names. The man- 
ner in which | have chosen to treat other’s privacy is justified for 
many reasons, some of which are listed below. The numbering 
of the reasons below is not related to their importance. 


One Reason: Innocence is a lie 


| have come to realise an ‘innocent bystander’ is an oxymoron. | 
have never met an innocent, nor a bystander. To some extent, 
we are all guilty, and we are all participants. Particularly guilty 
are those of us who are just standing by, doing nothing. As | 
have tried to show below, many of the people | meet are aware 
of the Incubator in which | live. Perhaps more than most people 
| repeat information in conversation which | have received else- 
where. If a fact | relay does not exist in the Incubator occupied 
by others, a person may speak up. If that person does speak 
up, another person in the conversation may disagree. Disagree- 
ment may arise over the maintenance of the illusion in the Incu- 
bator, the fact or the symbolism. 


For example, in about early 2003, | met Pat Murray at Attorney 
BlessingTrust CentreSmall’s office. Then | lived near the offi- 
cial home of Prince LandRegular. Some years before 2003, Ms. 
Murray used to work in that neighbourhood when she lived in 
Japan. At the time of the conversation in early 2003 she was 
just visiting Japan. 


| told Ms. Murray and CentreSmall that | lived near the home of 
Prince BambooGrassAutumn, the Emperor’s second son. | was 
mistaken. The home | lived near is the home of Prince 
LandRegular, the younger brother of the Emperor. CentreSmall 
spoke up to disagree about which Prince lived near me. Ms. 
Murray contradicted CentreSmall to agree with me that Prince 
BambooGrassAutumn was the correct Prince. CentreSmall was 
factually correct, but the Affiliation Product in my Incubator 
meant something entirely different to Murray. In her mind, she 
was agreeing with me about raising the issue of royalty. She did 
not care to disagree with the assertion that the younger royal 
lived near me. CentreSmall spoke up to correct me. He was 
right about the facts, but wrong about the Meaning of the Affilia- 
tion Product, hence Murray’s disagreement with his statement. 


A second reason: Do you feel my words coming out of 
your mouth? 


Then in 2003, | was trying to learn to be alert to thoughts being 
expressed by a speaker not necessarily being the speaker’s 
thoughts. Yet the speaker believes the thoughts are his or hers. 


More than a decade later, | have now come to grasp that a bit 
better. | think | frequently observe this cognitive dissonance with 
Affiliation Products when information is conveyed by individuals 
who may not be cognizant of the conflicting messages they are 
sending via verbal and telepathic methods. 


Because people may not realize the Meaning for the listeners 
of an Affiliation Product, people | have mentioned in this treatise 
may claim that | misconstrued the meaning of the speech | 
heard. My point is that many of us often speak without knowing 
the true affect of what we are saying. Moreover, we are not fully 
aware of the various implications of what we are saying, particu- 
larly when others have been tutored to interpret those state- 
ments and facts in a way considerably contrary to convention. 
These were points the Incubator was trying to teach me. 


In my daily life, | became more attune to this sort of miscommu- 
nication in my own speech. | can sense the will of others to 
guide my speech in a manner attune with their thoughts and Af- 
filiation Products. | often resist the urge to use their words, and 
purposefully use words not consistent with the desires of others 
around me, but more consistent with my intent. Ultimately one 
cannot be certain whether one is more successful than others 
when one tries to convey one’s own thoughts. How much of 
what we Say is conveying the thoughts and ideas of an Electric 
God? 


In contrast, around 2001 | was purposefully practicing expres- 
sion of the unspoken thoughts of others. | was focused on learn- 
ing Image Guidance, and to do so | endeavored on occasion to 
learn to be a conduit to give voice to others’s thoughts, particu- 
larly more traditional, patriotic Japanese individuals. These patri- 
otic Japanese were often not as adept at explaining valuable 
Japanese ideas in English. | generally agree with the traditional 
Japanese mindset, and wish to give those ideas a voice. Per- 
haps this is the purpose of the symbolism of eighth tree and an- 
tenna. 


One Incubator lesson is that if one is not vigilant, one can easily 
lapse into speaking thoughts with which one might not agree. 
Two of my contemporaries whom | met at Temple University Ja- 
pan Campus School of Law (TUJ Law), Harrison and Seward, 
were better at vigilantly speaking only their minds. One of the 
reasons | thought they were so good at Image Guidance was 
their concentration and ability to mentally block out ‘noise.’ They 
were both focused: the kind of people who mean what they say, 
say what they mean, and no more. 


Drafting this manuscript crystallized Image Guidance for me. 
Frankly, | am not that good at Image Guidance. | feel more like 
a sieve at times, and use my transparency to my advantage. 
Drafting this manuscript crystallized the Incubator for me. For 
decades | missed much of what was occurring around me. That 
externally induced oblivion prepared me to write this treatise. 


Because of the mild epiphany of discovering the Incubator, | 
work at Image Guidance more. Because the Incubator’s princi- 
ples are not readily fathomable to me, | deconstruct both Image 
Guidance and the Incubator more to understand them. The 
process of deconstruction might make me more adept at ex- 
plaining the ideas in writing. Essentially: | am dumber, so | ex- 
plain better. 


This is fairly typical of authors, reporters and scholars. lf we 
were one of the best at what we were writing about, we would 
probably do the activity more, analyze less, write less, and be 
less obsessed with the method for becoming better, or even for 
becoming at all. As the Taoists teach “One who knows does not 
talk, one who talks does not know.” Given the amount | am ‘talk- 
ing’ here, one might suspect | am not in the know. To the extent 
that | always wish to know more, that would be accurate. 


One illustration of the Japanese acceptance of expressing 
‘thoughts on the wind’ might be the Japanese ideograms in the 
expression: in one’s imagination (*\OFATA). Literally translating 


the individual characters suggests: practice place of the spirit. 
The American equivalent might be: ‘I just felt like it.’ Westerners 
frequently take credit for their own will. 


A note about the term ‘Westerners’: | am using this term in the 
sense of the east/west divide of the main landmass on Earth. 
The landmass is almost entirely in the Eastern Hemisphere, but 


the western tips of the landmass are in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Conventionally, Easterners are the peoples on the east 
side of the landmass. Westerners are people on the west side 
of the landmass. The term becomes confused, however, be- 
cause Westerners may also be in the Western Hemisphere; 
and in the Eastern Hemisphere in New Zealand and Australia. 


Are you sure you agree with what | don’t? 


When one is trying to understand one’s own position better, one 
may advocate the contrary. By doing so, we understand our 
thinking process better. The confusion arises when one sin- 
cerely expresses thoughts that are not sincere. 


If one considers the effort any individual makes to communi- 
cate, the initial translation is from the internal to the external, for 
example from the mind or the heart to the external body parts 
such as the mouth or fingers. “[W]hen we read or hear any lan- 
guage from the past, or when we receive ... any message from 
any other..., we perform an act of translation.”=\ Additional 
translation complicates the issue still further, but the distinctive 
foreign languages we use are the least of our worries. Most hu- 
man confusion arises from the internal to the external as ex- 
plained in dualism. This initial stage of communication: the 
translation of our personal electrical neurone pulses to physical 
communication, subjects our electrical pulses, i.e. thoughts, to 
severe restrictions. Our internal/external conversion process is 
not sufficiently developed or evolved to fully relate our reality. 


Our physical interpretation is not as valid as our personal emo- 
tional interpretation. Put simply: are souls are more trustworthy 
than our bodies. 


... everything of which we become conscious Is arranged, simpli- 
fied, schematized, interpreted through and through. . . —“ 


That there is but one Reality; 


That the consciousness is not the real Self; 


That Matter is an aggregate of phenomena created by the force of 
acts and thoughts; 


That all objective and subjective existence is made by Karma — 
the present being the creation of the past, and the actions of the 
present and the past, in combination, determining the conditions 
of the future. ... 


Our thoughts are subject to the ‘brainwashing’ we have re- 
ceived from the first sooken language in which we learned to 
cognise. The first spoken language we learn is the most potent 
form of brainwashing. Speaking with the group of people at Cen- 
treSmall’s law firm in early 2003, CentreSmall did not seem to 
be in the same Incubator as Murray and I. By publicly declaring 
my existence is Incubated, these occasions should not arise. 


CentreSmall speaks English as well, if not better than, me, but 
English is not CentreSmall’s native language. | think the confu- 
sion was thanks to CentreSmall’s third language. If one were to 
number one’s languages, the first language could be this lan- 
guage from one’s internal to the external, the language required 
to communicate from the mind/soul to physical manifestation ex- 
amined in dualism. This is how we are able to thin-slice. 


In this first sooken language of my American English brainwash- 
ing, and CentreSmall’s Japanese language, the neural network 
hardwired by our native verbal language weaves with the neural 
net of the other two languages: thought energy and the foreign 
language. In my case the foreign language was Japanese, and 
in CentreSmall’s case, the foreign language was English. Under- 
standing the difference between the way a native Japanese 
speaker interprets a sensory impression and the way a native 
American English speaker interprets the same impression gave 
me the opportunity to realise that at the core, there must be this 
third, original method for interpreting impressions from the inter- 
nal to the external. Essentially, | became conscious of the exis- 
tence of a non-physical form of communication between sen- 
tient minds other than speech because | learned a foreign lan- 
guage. 


As the German playwright, poet, novelist and dramatist Johann 
Wolfgang von Goethe (1749-1832) said: “Those who know noth- 
ing of foreign languages know nothing of their own.” One might 


surmise that the “own” language von Goethe was referring to 
was the language of thought energy. 


The word Japan is a transliteration of Chinese characters: HA. 
The transliteration of HAS as pronounced by in the Japanese 


language is nippon. Much like the suffix ~ese in English, the suf- 
fix 54 is used to indicate the language. 


The three ideograms transliterated as nihongo represent the 
Japanese word for the Japanese language. These three sylla- 
bles, ni, hon, and go, could be represented by various ideo- 
grams because of the numerous homophones in the Japanese 
language. Normally in the word nihongo the first ideograph for 
the syllable ni is written by an ideograph representing the sun. A 
different first ideograph for the syllable ni, however, would be 
the ideograph for the number ‘two.’ 


If the first syllable in nihongo is represented by the ideograph 
for two, nihongo could be literally translated as: ‘language origin 
two’ (Asie ) or the second original language. Japanese native 


speakers frequently tell nonnative speakers: “You are good at 
the second language, aren’t you?’ (~AZBOSELFCT Ea. ) 


They may mean to flatter, perhaps falsely, the nonnative 
speaker by attempting to cleverly suggest that the nonnative 
speaker is good at telepathy. 


A third reason: stop confusing me! 


| found myself living in conflicting realities: one from the Incuba- 
tor, and the other from reality. The Incubator reality is just as 
real as the other reality. Both are inescapable, and both are to 
some extent the product of agreement of shared realities. One 
reason | am willing to forego any attempt at protecting anonym- 
ity is to resolve and reduce the confusion between the Incuba- 
tor and reality. 


A fourth reason: levelling the playing field 


| realised any character of significance in this account would 
quickly recognise themselves. Others who understand the Incu- 
bator and Image Guidance will recognise the character as well. 
Consequently, by drafting this treatise without using real 
names, | would have strengthened the strongest hands. One of 
my goals in writing this is to level the playing field. | wish to in- 
form the unaware, who require more explanation. The unin- 
formed may be at the very top of the hierarchy, at the very bot- 
tom, or anywhere in between, but to pretend by using psuedo- 
nyms will only reinforce the inefficiencies of the current system. 
By using aliases | would have further undermined the unaware. 


A fifth reason: make no mistake 


Finally, | wish to find facts. | am using full names because | 
want accuracy. Short-term protection of innocence, results in 
long term damage. 


The Incubator does not seem subject to the adage: ‘Everyone 
is entitled to his own opinion, but not his own facts’. The Incuba- 
tor, however, should play by the facts. If | did not use real 
names, the Incubator would be able to further avoid the facts, 
and avoiding the facts is perhaps the main way the Incubator’s 
power is abused. 


Also, in the interest of enabling people and entities to defend 
themselves, | have used names whenever possible. According 
to attorney rules of professional conduct, | am not permitted to 
disclose identifying client information. Imaginary clients fabri- 
cated for the Incubator do not qualify for protection under the 
rules of professional conduct. 


If | have misspelled a name, | wish to have a reader correct me. 
If | have misattributed a quality, | wish to hear your opinion. Liti- 
gation is naturally an option. Nevertheless, if you sue me, you 
should try correcting me first. | will probably welcome your assis- 
tance. 


Same game, different name 


Each of us occupies an Incubator to some extent or another, 
whether we are aware of our assignment or not. For instance, 


anyone who pays taxes to America is a member of a United 
States military/industrial complex Incubator. The Incubator idea 
| am describing in this treatise, not only the Incubator | occupy, 
but all Incubators, is founded on human tribal allegiances. Incu- 
bators are simply the complex evolution of human competition 
to date. 


Judging from my experiences, Factions that could potentially 
use the thoughts and opinions | have voiced from time to time 
would be a Faction, if any, being run by George W. Bush, 
Jimmy Carter, SonOnelnnocence MinorFountain, Bill Gates, 
Steven Jobs, Guy Kawasaki, and the monarchs of Sweden, the 
United Kingdom, Japan, and Saudi Arabia. Other Factions that 
would find my Incubator useful are: Jews, Muslims, Latter Day 
Saints, Japanese, Singaporeans, Indonesians, less developed 
countries, antipodean nations, nationalists, technologists, homo- 
sexuals, and feminists.

Image Guidance 


Definition of autodidact: person who has learned a 
subject without the benefit of a teacher or formal 
education; self-taught person. Dictionary.com 


About 1996, | first heard the phrase “Image Training” used to re- 
fer to athletic training. A financial planner in New York City sug- 
gested the practice of Image Training to me as we pedalled 
around Prospect Park on one of our weekly training rides. The 
example he made was to maximise one’s effort, one should en- 
vision a tree on the far side of the crest of a hill in the park. | 
first heard the term Administrative GuidanceFN when | studied 
at TUJ Law in 1995. | combined the concepts for the name Im- 
age Guidance: which is what | call the practice of people guid- 
ing me and my guiding others to communicate telepathically. 
My analysis below is from my experience. 


First, a word about telepathy: telepathy has gained wide accep- 
tance in scientific circles, but has not met the same kind of ac- 
ceptance among the public.FN Scientists at Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton,-N University of Nevada and Duke, to name just a 
few, have amassed a large amount of data in support of 
telepathy.-N,FN Experiments at these and other universities 
have irrefutably proven telepathy’s existence. Not coinciden- 
tally, the same universities that are in the forefront of the study 
of telepathy are also in the forefront of theoretical physics and 
quantum theory. 


To prove the existence of telepathy, experimenters rigorously 
observe the scientific method using techniques such as the 
autoganzfeldFN procedure developed at the Psychophysical Re- 
search Labs in Princeton, New Jersey.- N AuthorsFN have 


proven “a refusal to accept the reality of psychic phenomena is itself prima facie unscientific and untenable.” FN Presuming the reader 
is not harbouring “unscientific and untenable” suppositions about telepathy, on to Image Guidance.

Concept is subdivided 
into Parts, and one of the Parts, Idea, is further divided into Notions. The Source Component is divided into Other, as in ‘other people’ 
and Self, as in ‘oneself.’

Not all the boxes of the Affiliation Product flow chart, or all the 
Stages of the Enculturation Process are necessary. Boxes, 
steps, and Stages are merged, skipped or truncated depend- 
ing on effectiveness. The word ‘step’ describes the sequence of 
incidents. The word Stages is as a term-of-art to describe 
phases of the Enculturation Process. The sequence of the 
steps does not vary, i.e. step one, two, three, etc. The se- 
quence of the Stages and boxes may be rearranged.

For this explanation, we will describe the Enculturation Process 
beginning at the Request Stage. An instigator asks for informa- 
tion to use in communication. For instance, in 2004 when | was

| was on good terms, requested | choose something in my line 
of vision to symbolise ‘yes’ or ‘correct.’ For a moment, | looked 
around at various items within view until my gaze settled ona 
round latch to open a door. Roundness indicates ‘correctness’ 
as symbolised by a circle in contrast to an ‘x.’ In addition, an 
opener for a door symbolises admission, and passing through a 
doorway suggests admission, and agreement. In this example 
of a Request Stage, the guard instigated the Request Stage. 
Consequently, the Source for this inquiry would be defined as 
Other, as in a person other than myself. See “Other” which is 
represented by the cantaloupe coloured box in the Affiliation 
Product flow chart under Source. 


Indicators 


The door latch is an Indicator, a Tangible Method which ap- 
pears under both Other and Self in the flow chart. In this exam- 
ple, since | am claiming | found the Indicator, the Source of the 
Indicator was Self, even though the Source of the Request 
Stage was Other, i.e. the guard. There are two types of Tangi- 
ble Indicators: Body or External. The door latch is an External 


Indicator, so this is a Source>Self>Tangible>External: door 
latch. 


As might be obvious by the title, an Abstract Concept is a less 
concrete Concept than a Memory or an Idea Concept. For ex- 
ample, an eyebrow may indicate an Abstract Concept such as 
future because an eyebrow is above or beyond the sense organ 
used for vision. For instance, rubbing one’s eyebrow during a 
conversation might mean ‘only time will tell.’ The eyebrow in the 
Concept>Abstract: future is an example of a Tangible>Body Indi- 
cator, one of the turquoise boxes in level five. 


Recognition Stage: e.g. step #2 


The next step in the Enculturation Process in this description is 
the Recognition Stage. In this Stage, step #2 of this example, 
we identify the Components as appropriate for the following 
Stage, the Connection Stage, which is step #3 of this example. 
Often in an inspired moment in the Recognition Stage, the use 
of a Component to facilitate communication will suddenly dawn 
on the perceiver. Although the inspiration might be sudden, the 
Recognition Stage may be the result of years of repetition of an 
Affiliation Product and the Enculturation Process. 


As indicated above, the Source for the Request Stage that was 
step #1 was Other. | believe that in the Recognition Stage/step 
#2 of the door latch example, the Source was Self because | 

think | found the Meaning>Image, i.e. the door latch. Neverthe- 


less, the guard may have already known what image he wanted 
me to find. In which case, the Source in this Recognition Stage 
would be defined as Other, meaning other people, specifically 
the guard or whoever instructed the guard to see if | could find 
the door latch to signify ‘yes’ or ‘correct.’ If that is true, the Indi- 
cator would have been a Source>Other>Tangible>External: 
door latch. 


Connection Stage: e.g. step #3 


The next step in this Enculturation Process example is the Con- 
nection Stage. In the Connection Stage, we assemble the Affilia- 
tion Product. As explained above, the Affiliation Product is the 
combination of the Components to produce Meanings used to 
communicate in a process we are calling Image Guidance. As- 
sembling the Affiliation Product involves linking the Compo- 
nents: the Images, Concepts, and Sources, which are the aqua 
boxes in level 2 of the flow chart. This gives us the Meaning. 


The Meanings of the Affiliation Product are subjective. The 
same Affiliation Components may have very different Meanings 
according to the perceiver, the instigator, and the circum- 
stances. Nevertheless, if Image Guidance is used for communi- 
cation, the significance of the Components must be fairly consis- 
tent. If the significance of the Components change, the signifi- 
cance must gradually and rationally evolve for Image Guidance 
to continue to be effective. 


The Concept Component of the Affiliation Product has three 
Parts: Memory, Idea or Abstract, indicated in level three of the 
flow chart by the tangerine coloured boxes. The Con- 
cept>Memory would be the recollection of a place, a time and 
an incident. The Concept>ldea is further subdivided into No- 
tions: Thought, Belief or Philosophy, which are indicated by the 
magenta boxes in level four of the flow chart. 


One Source in every Stage or step of this example thus far was 
me, because the Other Sources required me to be complicit to 
conduct their research. An example of a Cocept>Idea>Thought 
is the decision to instigate an incident to investigate my Image 
Guidance abilities. | will call this investigation of my Image Guid- 
ance abilities: Image Guidance research. Included in this Image 
Guidance Research was my arrest in November 2004. 


From 2001 to 2004, | had made repeated attempts to bring ac- 
tivity which | found morally reprehensible to the attention of the 
authorities. | tried to publicise these crimes against humanity 
while doing my best to observe rules of professional conduct as 
they apply to me as an attorney licensed by New York and Cali- 
fornia. Moreover, | did not wish to attempt to disclose what | 
knew in a way that would destabilise the status quo. One rea- 
son | did not wish to destabilise the status quo was because | 
do not think effective change results from chaos. The pendulum 
theory of revolution teaches us that no productive change takes 
place if there is a substantial change in the balance of power. 


The pendulum just swings from one extreme to the other, and 
then back again. Another reason | was cautious about how | dis- 
seminated information was because | knew if | did try to publi- 
cise information that could potentially weaken the power elites, 
the elites could prevent me from disclosing such information. 


My attempts to report these crimes against humanity included 
nonviolent civil disobedience such as refusing to leave a Capital- 
East police station when the CapitalEast Police refused to re- 
ceive an early draft of this manuscript. The police response 
then was that | was complaining about matters of political, diplo- 
matic and military import, and the police were unable to take 
any action. That was until November 2004. In November 2004, 

| purposefully broke the window on an automobile in Capital- 
East, and waited with the vehicle’s owner while the vehicle’s 
owner called the police. | suspect this vandalism was part of the 
Incubator’s plan for Image Guidance research. Until my incar- 
ceration, the CapitalEast police were unable to experiment with 
my Image Guidance in a controlled setting. 


Sign here on the dotted telepathic line 


The Concept>Idea>Thought: Image Guidance research was as- 
sembled using all four Methods: Verbal, Tangible, Telepathic 
and Cognitive, the lime coloured boxes in level four of the flow 
chart, and assembled by Sources other than myself. In contrast 
to the examples of Image Guidance above, | was not a Source 
of this Concept>Idea>Thought: Image Guidance research. | 


never, either telepathically, orally or in writing, authorised or 
gave anyone permission to undertake the activities in Image 
Guidance research. The Sources of this Image Guidance re- 
search were Others, including the CapitalEast Metropolitan Po- 
lice Department, the CapitalEast Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment Public Security Bureau, and, probably, the Public Security 
Intelligence Agency. 


When telepathically questioned about moving forward with the 
proposition explained in this treatise, | did on more than one oc- 
casion suggest that the Administrators should ‘do what they 
have to’ to move the plan forward. Nevertheless, my legal train- 
ing had taught me that one could not negotiate away one’s ba- 
sic civil liberties. All legal systems worthy of the name, and Ja- 
pan’s legal system has proven itself unworthy of the name, do 
not permit individuals to, for example, enslave themselves, or 
assent to torture or imprisonment. There are basic limits put on 
an individual’s freedom to contract, and those limits are neces- 
sary to preserve civilisation, even if some of the people in those 
civilisations do not wish to preserve civilised relations. 


The foregoing does not even begin to address the issue of con- 
tracting telepathically. That contracting method seems to be 
commonly accepted in Japan, where my arrests took place. 
The problem with the telepathic contracting method, if that is 
what was employed, is that if we as a world wish to progress, 
we must establish basic acceptable norms of negotiation and 


agreement. Contracting telepathically is not per se unethical. 
The manner, however, in which the Administrators attempted to 
gain my contractual assent for their research was undoubtedly 
unethical and illegal. 


Telepathic contracting is extant. When you go into a restaurant, 
you order food with the assumption that you will pay for the 
food. In legal terms this is an implied contract. Naturally, physi- 
cal activity also indicates this contract, but telepathic methods, 
which are sometimes indistinguishable from accepted norms of 
behaviour, are also required. 


Another example of a common legal idea necessary for the ba- 
sic functioning of any society is a consensual contract. A con- 
sensual contract is “without any external formality or symbolic 
act to fix the obligation”.FN Implied and consensual are just two 
contracting ideas that rely in part on telepathic agreement. 
There are many other examples of accepted legal practices that 
use telepathic agreement to some extent. In this case, however, 
asserting that | had contracted to accept the treatment ex- 
plained in this treatise is wrong. The attempt to contract tele- 
pathically here is fundamentally flawed, and | hope by bringing 
attention to the problem, a solution will avoid future problems. 
Now, back to examples of Image Guidance. 


Food for Thought 


The following is an example of when a Method and an Indicator 
may be used in combination. In 2002, Mr. OneHappy Tun- 
draOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods showed me 
the sign for ‘chivalrous organisations,’ which is scraping 
one’s thumbnail across one’s cheek. This was a Sour- 
ce>Other>Tangible>Body Indicator, represented by one of the 
turquoise boxes in the flow chart. 


When TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOffered To TheGods 
dragged his thumbnail across his cheek, he realised that | did 
not understand the symbolism of dragging one’s fingernail 
across one’s cheek. Consequently, he orally explained the 
meaning of the symbolic gesture. The explanation was a Sour- 
ce>Other>Verbal Method. As indicated in this example, Others 
may assemble Components by the Verbal, Tangible or Tele- 
pathic Methods. Self may assemble Components by the Verbal, 
Tangible, Telepathic or Cognitive Methods. In the door latch ex- 
ercise, | suggested | assembled the Components in my mind, 
l.e. using the Cognitive Method. Alternatively, the guard might 
suggest he performed the Connection Stage, and sent me the 
Affiliation Product using the Telepathic Method. One of my rea- 
sons for writing this treatise was to determine the Source of the 
Meanings. 


Confirmation Stage: e.g. step #4 


In the next step in this Enculturation Process explanation the 
Confirmation Stage reinforces the Affiliation Product by ques- 


tion and answer. As in any Stage, any or all the boxes may be 
used. Also as any other Stage, the Confirmation Stage may 
need to be reinitiated depending on the suitability of the Affilia- 
tion Components. For instance, when | found the Image in the 
door latch exercise, | responded by staring at the latch until the 
Confirmation Stage was telepathically completed by the guard. 
As explained above, | repeatedly reinitiated the Confirmation 
Stage by looking at various objects until an object, the door 
latch, fit the purpose. On 12 November 2004 | telephoned the 
police for assistance, and they came to my home. In that ex- 
change, police officers verified that | should commit a criminal 
offence in a Confirmation Stage. Specifically, a detective told 
me “take care” as he slapped his wallet, and sent me a tele- 
pathic message regarding an automobile. Respectively, these 
were a Verbal Method, a Tangible>Body Indicator, and a Tele- 
pathic Method. This is only one example of a Confirmation 
Stage from the exercise on 12 November 2004. Some days 
later, | relied on this Meaning>Image of an automobile when | 
broke the window of the automobile. 


Implementation, Reconnection or Bin: 
e.g. step #5 


The next step of the Enculturation Process | am describing here 
may be one of three possible Stages. If the Affiliation Product 
has been properly assembled, the next step will be the Imple- 
mentation Stage indicated by arrow 5a in Diagram 7.3, in which 


case the Affiliation Product will be used by Sources to communi- 
cate. If the Affiliation Product cannot be assembled, the next 
step will be one of two stages: the Reconnection Stage, indi- 
cated by arrow 5b, or the Bin, indicated by arrow 5c. If 5b, the 
Reconnection Stage, Sources will assemble alternate Compo- 
nents and try to see if an Affiliation Product can be assembled. 
In 5c, the Bin, the attempt at making an Affiliation Product is 
scraped. 


Returning to the Source>Self>Tangible>External: door latch, be- 
fore using the door latch as an Indicator, | was using a different 
Indicator, a Tangible>External: lightbulb, or more specifically flo- 
rescent ceiling lamps, for the same meaning: ‘yes’ or ‘correct.’ 
The symbolism of ‘illuminating’ or a ‘switched on’ lightbulb sug- 
gests a similar Concept>ldea as ‘yes’ or ‘correct,’ but less pre- 
cise. ‘Yes,’ or ‘correct’ is closer to ‘affirmative’ or ‘agreed’, so the 
door latch served as a better Indicator. | first described the Sour- 
ce>Self>Tangible>External: door latch above as the Affiliation 
Product of a Request Stage. As | clarified after the initial exam- 
ple using the Request Stage, depending on if the guard had al- 
ready known the Indicator he wanted me to find, the Affiliation 
Product: door latch, may have been a Source>Other>Tangi- 
ble>External: door latch or a Source>Self>Tangible>External: 
door latch. If | described the Source of the door latch as Other, 
the door latch Indicator would have been the product of as a Re- 
connection Stage because the police asked me to re-associate 
the Indicator. If | described the Source of the door latch as Self, 


and the Police had had no idea about the previous Tangible>Ex- 
ternal: lightbulb, then the Affiliation Product resulted from a Re- 
quest Stage. All these Component>ldeas: switched on, illuminat- 
ing, yes, correct, affirmative, agreed, are all Meaning>Con- 
cept>ldea>Philosophy Notions. Nevertheless, the guards may 
have wanted a more precise Notion than simply ‘illuminating.’ 
They wanted better symbolism. Moreover, the act of Reconnec- 
tion further clarifies the Meaning by simultaneously reinitiating 
both parties to a new symbol. 


Another application of the Reconnection Stage is if Affiliation 
Product Components undergo change. Altering a Con- 
cept>Memory will alter the Meaning of the Affiliation Product. 
For instance, the twin towers of the World Trade Centre in New 
York City is an Image Component. For me, beginning in the late 
1990s, the Image Component: World Trade Centre was part of 
an Affiliation Product that included a Concept>Memory: Persis- 
tence Won’s workplace at Nomura Securities. 


Less than a week before the Events of 11 September 2001, 
however, | witnessed a camera crew filming me watching a jet 
rehearsing the flight path of the planes in the 9/11 incident. | left 
New York on 11 September 2001 on a jet bound for Capital- 
East. Also on 11 September 2001 the Image Component: World 
Trade Centre underwent physical alteration when two jets hit 
the buildings. The flight of jets into the twin towers was the initia- 
tion of a Reconnection Stage. 


The demolition of the World Trade Centre altered the Image 
Component. The filming of me watching the jet path rehearsal 
altered the Concept>Memory Part. The Concept>Memory: Per- 
sistence Won’s work place at Nomura Securities was usurped 
by a new Concept>Memory Part: 9/11. The Image Component: 
World Trade Centre, underwent Reconnection to alter the Con- 
cept>Memory Part and thus the Meaning of the Affiliation Prod- 
uct. 


New information may alter a Body Indicator. For instance, from 
reading books on Eastern culture, religion, and history, plus con- 
versation with Ms. BeautifulNarrative InnerStreamMiddle, | 
learned that in Japanese culture, the left is superior to the right. 
Kabuki actors hold the lamp in the left hand, and the sword in 
the right. InnerStreamMiddle taught me the left hand is for the 
community, and the right hand symbolises self-defence or the 
individual. Consequently, my Body Indicators for left and right 
underwent Reconnection. 


There are some points of historical background, not necessarily 
known by the Japanese students either, which affect in a general 
way certain kabuki practices. The most important of these is the 
custom maintained in Japanese traditional arts that the left side 
has higher priority than the right. This directional preference is be- 
lieved to have originated in China around 2000 B.C. It was intro- 
duced to Japan in the seventh century A.D. by Emperor Shotoku 
Taishi, who formally established the practice that the Tenno (Em- 
peror) would sit in the middle, the Sadaijin (Minister of the Left) on 


the left, and the Udaijin (Minister of the Right) on the right. The 
Minister of the Left had the higher rank. In kabuki the tradition 
lives on in such practices as always taking the first step with the 
left leg. 


Only when a person dies is a kimono put on with the right side 
over the left—a custom established by edict in the Heian period. 


Many stage terms suggest the idea of the predominance of the 
left. The left side of the stage from the actor’s point of view is 
called the kami za, or “upper seat.” The right side is called the 
shimo za or “lower seat.” When the Imperial court is shown on 
stage, the more important Minister of the Left sits at the kami za, 
while the Minister of the right sits at the shimo za. The Emperor 
sits in the centre. When walking forward, one starts with the left 
foot, when retreating one begins with the right foot. 


For more than a thousand years, the highest ranking dolls sat on 
the top step, the male doll on the left and the female doll on the 
right. During the Meiji period (1868-1912), as American and Euro- 
pean ways of thinking entered Japan, the Meiji Emperor changed 
this custom by having his Empress sit at his left. 


Always enter the dance studio or practice room from the left side 
of the room—the side corresponding to stage right. On stage, 
stage left is considered the more prestigious side and so by enter- 
ing the room from the less important side one shows humility.FN 


The nobleman, when at home, considers the left the higher posi- 
tion. 

But in time of war the right is considered the higher. [FN: This inal- 
cates that warfare is an unusual situation which is not in confor- 
mity with the Way.] 


On happy occasions the left is considered the higher position, 
whereas on sad occasions the right is considered the higher. This 
is why the lieutenant is posted on the left and the general on the 
right.FN 


Re-initiation 

Stages may repeat depending on the effectiveness of the Affilia- 
tion Product. The Enculturation Process and the Affiliation Prod- 
uct facilitate telepathic communication by continuous practice 
including trial and error. The circular arrows diagramming the 
Enculturation Process are meant to suggest this continuous cy- 
Clical repetition. In the same way language develops our minds, 
Image Guidance develops telepathy. We use languages as 
building blocks for thoughts in conventional cognition. Partici- 
pants use Affiliation Product building blocks in Image Guidance 
for telepathic cognition. 


“These pictures [ed.: Images], plus the feelings and emotions that 
accompany them [ed.: Components], are the basic building blocks 
of telepathic communication, just as words are the building blocks 
of spoken communication. ”FN 


Repeatedly practicing Image Guidance to exercise telepathy en- 
ables better cognition and communication. My familiarity with 
Image Guidance is from experience. | had never purposefully 
read about telepathy until after | wrote this description of my ex- 
perience. Administrators repeatedly thwarted my efforts at li- 
brary research. | suppose there was a concern that if | re- 
searched written documentation | might be less novel in my 
manner of describing my impressions, as well as less suscepti- 
ble to, and less creative in my application of Image Guidance. 


Section 4 


The AntiChristian 


| should explain a bit about my theistic beliefs so the reader un- 
derstands the basis for my understanding of reality. Until 19 
April 2011 Tuesday, my theistic belief was best categorised as 
‘scientific.’ There is a measurable electrical pulse in every ani- 
mal. The sensations in our nervous systems, and our neurones 
operate using electrical pulses. An electrical charge may also 
be manifested in the air as lightening. Before conception of an 
animal life, the electrical charge exists only in the the surround- 
ings, such as the parents, and the electrical charge in the air. 
Before conception, there is no being to possess an electrical 
charge. 


Therefore, perhaps as early as the moment of conception, a 
concentration of an electrical charge must assemble in the new 
being, and sometime after death, this charge dissipates. Given 
the axiom that energy can neither be created nor destroyed,FN 
the energy from the being must go somewhere when the being 
dies. In the same token, a being who receives the ‘spark of life’ 
must receive an electrical charge from somewhere. Until we dis- 


covered the foregoing, one can easily imagine that ancient peo- 
ple would describe this flowing, all-encompassing electrical cur- 
rent permeating all living beings as spirits, god(s) or angels. We 
are clearly infants in the learning curve of measuring and under- 
standing the Electric Gods. Probably the main reason for the 
increase is atheism and agnosticism has to do with our im- 
proved vocabulary. A century ago, we did not use words like 
life-force, or universal consciousness. The improved vocabulary 
has served to splinter the common definition of God. The de- 
crease in the belief in gods over the last century or so has more 
to do with linguistics than a real alteration in belief systems. 


This Electric Gods energy exists in lesser or greater concentra- 
tions, and ebbs and flows in and around everything that exists. 
If this electrical force surrounds us, then the force must also sur- 
round the machines we use. The electrical charge in an electri- 
cal machine may interface with the electrical charge in humans 
so that the energy waves in humans interact with the energy 
waves powering computers. The phrase ‘the ghost in the ma- 
chine’ was originally applied to dualism,FN but is better suited 

to define this ineffable manifestation of the life force in com- 
puter technology. 


| suspect this connection influences computer glitches and 
other examples of when a machine seems ‘to have a mind of its 
own.’ Touch screens in particular enable more efficient electric 
and electronic exchange between humans and machine. We 


have all had experiences with computer functionality that works, 
then will not work, yet all of a sudden begins to work again. The 
blame may lie with the ghost in the machine. 


Much like this electrical exchange between humans and ma- 
chines, an electrical exchange occurs between humans to facili- 
tate Image Guidance. Every living body contains an electric 
charge, and our thoughts are traveling on this electrical 
charge.FN The electrical charge is the medium, a word often 
abused by those studying telepathy, upon which thought trav- 
els. The entire body acts as an antenna for telepathy, particu- 
larly the nervous system full of neurones firing electrical pulses. 
| suspect, yet again | have no proof other than my own experi- 
ence, that in addition to the body parts functioning with electri- 
cal pulses, the sense organ in the human body which may be 
most intricately connected to Image Guidance is the sense or- 
gan for balance. 


The “Balance, equilibrioception, or vestibular sense is the 
sense which allows an organism to sense body movement, di- 
rection, and acceleration, and to attain and maintain postural 
equilibrium and balance.’”FN Equilibrioception (sense of bal- 
ance) is the commonly accepted sixth physiological sense, and 
extrasensory perception (ESP) is commonly called the sixth 
sense.FN As telepathy is now becoming recognised as more 
than a theory, and historically we called ESP the sixth sense, to 


discover balance to be the sixth sense would not seem to be a 
coincidence. 


| have spent much time playing sports that rely a lot on one’s 
balance: skiing, both water and snow, and cycling, both road 
and mountain. Because the Incubator caused me to practice 
sports that have improved my sense of balance, | am probably 
better at telepathy than | would have been had | not practiced 
those sports. 


There are likely a myriad of body communicators serving as an- 
tennas, not least of which is the nervous system. Also, the 
sense organ(s) for balance seems particularly useful for telepa- 
thy. One might conclude that Image Guidance is transmitted by 
electrical impulse, and that balance is a key to telepathic per- 
ception because there is no other better, more reasonable ex- 
planation. Sherlock Holmes: the answer must be the most prob- 
able, no matter how unlikely, if there is no better answer. While 
my hypotheses may be easy to suggest, definitively proving 
these theories may require time. 


Section 5 


Autosuggestive 
Body Language 


In 2002, on the way to Yamato on my bicycle one morning, a 
crow flew at me, clutched at my head, and flew away. | told In- 
nerStreamMiddle about this, and she said | should be very alert 
to what | was reflecting on at the instant the crow clutched me. | 
replied | was very alert to my thoughts at that moment. Never- 
theless, | did not tell InnerStreamMiddle who or what | was think- 
ing about at the time the crow touched me. | had been thinking 
of MountainCedar, and how to extricate her from the Incubator. 
Some days later, | continued the conversation with InnerStream- 
Middle by repeating that | was very aware of the thoughts at the 
instant the crow grabbed at me because | try to reflect continu- 
ally on physical sensations as the sensations relate to my 
thoughts at any given moment. | found out later this is similar to 
what Mr. Soros’ son claims his father does. | explained to Inner- 
StreamMiddle: every moment | perform a sort of Rorschach test 
with myself. | frequently brainstorm by free-associating sensa- 
tions | perceive from any source, even a seemingly random act 
of nature like this crow. Then | connect the meaning of the sen- 
sation to my thoughts at the time. In the case of the crow, the 


idea was to stop thinking of MountainCedar; i.e. get her out of 
my brain. | call this activity of deciphering the connection of 
physical sensations and mental processes Autosuggestive 
Body Language. Perhaps this is one way to bridge the gap of 
dualism. Essentially this is just connecting one’s subconscious 
and conscious minds: “. . . the conscious mind in your head, 
above the line of consciousness; and the subconscious mind in 
your body, below the line of consciousness . . ."—F N Autosugges- 
tion means: “The practice of suggesting thoughts to oneself.” 
Autosuggestive Body Language means acknowledging stimuli, 
interpreting the meaning of the stimuli, and consciously integrat- 
ing the symbolism of the stimuli in your reasoning process. 


Normal interpretation of body language uses heterosuggestion: 
the meaning comes to you from an outside source. Usually, 
when reading body language, a person observing my body lan- 
guage assigns symbolic meaning to parts of my body. For exam- 
ple, if as | were speaking | folded my arms across my chest, an 
observer might interpret that action to indicate resoluteness or 
stubbornness. In Autosuggestive Body Language, while | am 
quietly contemplating a hypothetical course of action, and | fold 
my arms across my chest, | would interpret the thought | had at 
the moment | realised | was folding my arms as being a stub- 
born or resolute course of action. Consequently, | could include 
the interpretation of this stimuli in my reasoning process. Never- 
theless, the way | chose to interpret and integrate the stimuli 


into my reasoning may vary greatly case by case, or depend on 
other stimuli and cognitions. Most importantly, one must learn to 
trust oneself intuitively, and feel the truth. For example, | may 
decide that my outward display of resoluteness by folding my 
arms simply underscored my false confidence with a display of 
stubbornness, and the course | was settling on the moment | 
cognitised the stimuli was the wrong course. Alternatively, | 
might decide that folding my arms meant that my body had 
come to a conclusion even if my brain had not, and the course | 
was Settling on the moment | cognitised the stimuli was the cor- 
rect course. If | trust my folded arms body language, either as a 
confirmation or a negation of my cognition, my body has re- 
solved the dilemma for my mind. Trusting the decision indicated 
by Autosuggestive Body Language enables one to break the tie 
of the indecision in one’s brain, or at least gain another opinion 
on the debate in one’s mind. Arguably, more than in your brain, 
the nervous system in your body is more natural, less incultur- 
ated and less programmed, i.e. more resistant to brainwashing. 
“Sometimes we're better off if the mind behind the locked door 
makes our decisions for us”FN 


Autosuggestive Body Language is also conducive to interpret- 
ing Image Guidance because the same nervous system | am 
using in the Autosuggestive Body Language is also the antenna 
collecting the signals of the Electric Gods. “It is to be noted that 
practically all of the great electrical scientists, including Edison, 
Steinmetz, Tesla, and Marconi, were greatly interested in 


telepathy.”-N Where Autosuggestive Body Language ends, and 
Image Guidance begins, and vice versa, can be difficult to as- 
certain, but as one better understands oneself, and practices 
more Image Guidance and Autosuggestive Body Language, the 
line gradually becomes clearer. Autosuggestive Body Language 
is just using one’s own body language to interpret one’s 
thoughts. Another example: if | feel a twitch in a muscle of my 
body, | analyse what association that muscle has symbolically 
with the deliberation | am having at the split second that | be- 
came aware of the twitch. This is similar to my explanation of 
my discovery of the Affiliation Product: telephone. Body lan- 
guage markers are Source>Self>Tangible>Body Indicators that 
take on meanings which evolve according to what | have read 
or learned, such as the explanation of left and right. Another ex- 
ample of a body marker would be an elbow. The Japanese ideo- 
graph for the number nine is a picture of a bent eloow.FN The 
number nine is an inverted six. 666 has become one of the 
most widely recognised symbols for the Antichrist or the Devil in 
modern American popular culture. The opposite of the Anti- 
christ, the Devil, and other bad stuff is good stuff. Consequently, 
an inverted six, is a nine so nine symbolises ‘good.’ Hence the 
Affiliation Product: nine or elbow means good. If something 
brushed my right elbow, combining the elbow symbolism and 
the right or left symbolism, | directed my thoughts to individualis- 
tic good. If instead something brushed my left elbow, | direct my 
thoughts to communalistic good. In this way, the Image Guid- 


ance Indicators used with Autosuggestive Body Language en- 
able interpretation of one’s thoughts as they are reflected in 
one’s surroundings. 


Put another way, this is reading one’s own body language to re- 
flect on one’s intuition. The old adage: ‘Keep your own counsel’ 
is easier to do if | use Autosuggestive Body Language because 
| am consulting my subconscious intuition with every analysed 
sensation. If | scratch a part of my body, or when a person or 
thing touches me, | compare and analyse the place | am 
touched with my cognition at that instant so that the sensation 
does not occur in a vacuum. The idea | am contemplating is re- 
inforced, undermined, or sent off on a new tangent. 


So when we consider the subconscious mind of a single individual 
as being only an infinitesimal part of the whole and the vibrations 
therefrom extending to and embracing everything, we get a better 
understanding of the workings of psychokinesis, telepathy, and kin- 
dred phenomena.FN 


The Spirit of Japan 


| believe Autosuggestive Body Language may be a Road ToDivi- 
neMorality discipline, but | have no evidence. Constant expo- 
sure to the RoadToDivineMorality seemed to be the most influ- 
ential factor for me, but no doubt there could be many factors 
depending on the person and the surroundings. | find a spiritual 
purity permeating all aspects of life in Japan that | do not find in 


America, Europe, or Asia. According to Hearn, who was born in 
Greece, raised in England, and lived in America before moving 
to Japan: “Old Japan came nearer to the achievement of the 
highest moral ideals than our far more evolved societies can 
hope to do for many a hundred years.”FN Most likely, the 

longer, consistent cultural history of Japan, maintained by a 
large, homogeneous population concentrated on secluded geog- 
raphy makes Japan a more conducive place for Autosuggestive 
Body Language and Image Guidance. At the risk of sounding 
hokey: the spirits are stronger here. The Electric Gods have lit- 
erally become more concentrated in Japan due to centuries of 
geographic seclusion, repetition, homogeneity, stable admini- 
stration, and other factors. Western society has lost more purity 
than Japan because the West diluted the ethical and moral stan- 
dards first established in the Middle East, which was repack- 
aged by ancient Greece. The Western practice of learning by 
change and revolution undermines the force of the Electric 
Gods. 


A note about the ancient Greeks: Greece served the same pur- 
pose by importing ideas from the ancient Middle East that Va- 
nilla Ice or Emenim did for rap music. If Greece were located, 
for instance in Sweden, the Greeks would not have had the geo- 
graphical advantage to reformat Middle Eastern intellectual 
property. Both the Greeks and Messrs Van Winkle and Mathers 
repackaged non-white ideas, styles and habits for a white audi- 
ence. Nevertheless, unlike our portrayal of the Ancient Greeks, 


Mr. Van Winkle and Mr. Mathers at least recognise who they 
have to thank. 


The subconscious manifests itself in telepathy.-N Autosugges- 
tive Body Language allows the practitioner to connect not only 
with one’s own spirit, which includes the subconscious, but also 
telepathically with other spirits. Telepathy travels on the Electric 
Gods current that is present in every human body.FN Specifi- 
cally, the synapses in our brains are firing electric charges to 
connect the neurones. Our present mystification is due to the 
theoretical and actual leap from the nervous system’s internal 
electrical circuitry, enabling physical sensation and cognition, to 
the external electrical vehicle enabling telepathy. These electri- 
cal charges may be perceived by others using Autosuggestive 
Body Language and Image Guidance. To communicate tele- 
pathically, there must be something connecting the space be- 
tween us. There must be something allowing the electrical 
charge to pass from one person to another. | suspect this is the 
Electric Gods. Tangible and Verbal Methods of Image Guidance 
such as speech, eye contact, touch, as well as the Cognitive 
and Telepathic Methods of visualisation may direct an electrical 
charge at another person. Whether this electrical charge con- 
veys a telepathic message depends on the conductivity of the 
instrument, the message and the participants. 


This telepathic electricity connects to living and nonliving peo- 
ple. The spirits live, | suspect, as this electrical energy. The ob- 


stacle to communicating with these dead spirits is the lack of 
speech, eye contact or touch. Many of the boxes in the Affilia- 
tion Product flow chart are missing when you are trying to talk 
to dead folk. Hearn is partly correct when he states: 


Thoughts too, not less than deeds are visible to the gaze of the 
dead: the heart must be pure, the mind must be under control, 
within the presence of the spirits.FN 


| would take issue with the idea that deeds are “visible to the 
gaze of the dead.” Except insofar as the spirits could piggyback 
their vision by using our tactile sense organs, | do not think 
there are ghosts who can see, i.e. hovering around physically 
watching me. Hearn is correct when he asserts thoughts are 
visible to the dead. Of particular import is Hearn’s point regard- 
ing self-control, and purity of thought when trying to find these 
spirits by Autosuggestive Body Language or Image Guidance. 


Autosuggestive Body Language is a way of compensating for 
the lack of spiritual tactile communication. By connecting one’s 
thought energy (electricity) to the physical surroundings (Auto- 
suggestive Body Language), | suspect one’s body gives voice 
to the thought energy (electrical force) of the dead spirits. At the 
same time as this spiritual connection is occurring, a practitio- 
ner is cogitating on spoken communication from first person 
and third party conversations, and other physical sensations 
which are all woven into the thought electricity. Autosuggestive 


Body Language enables one to keep one’s own counsel by us- 
ing a physical indicator to move one’s thinking in the direction of 
one’s own heart. Thereby | achieve a more purely personal 
thought process. 


And whenever men shall have so far gained upon the present as 
to need no other code than the teaching of their own hearts, then 
indeed the ancient ideal of Shinto will find its supreme 
realisation.-N 


Section 6 


incubator definition 


Defining the Incubator, is like trying to define when a species be- 
comes sentient. There is no fixed rule. Even today | become 
more aware of what the Incubator does to my life. 


An Incubator could be analogous to a fantasy sports league. In- 
dividuals assign to different Factions, and Factions have meta- 
phorical front office staff as well as trainers, coaches, presi- 
dents, etc. The Factions can be roughly arranged into Teams, 
and the Teams can be roughly arranged into Leagues. A Stable 
is a forum encompassing entire Incubators or portions of Incuba- 
tors. This structure is the product of a postindustrial society 
where information processing has replaced capital as society’s 
most important resource. 


There are many Incubators, but as of this writing | only occupy 
one to my knowledge. One type of individual in an Incubator is 
an Asset. | am an Asset. 


Assets are essentially advisors. They are often unaware of their 
status as an Asset. The Asset may not be aware of the rules, 


the assignment, or the structure of the League, the Stable, or 
the various roles played by others. By using an Incubator to poll 
her Assets, an Actor is able to quickly consider the wisdom of 
an Actor’s proposed public stance, course of action, or general 


policy. 


Stables often help the proper functioning of the Incubator by pro- 
viding topics, Playing Fields, and other individuals to interact 
with the Asset. The Actor may arrange for Stables, other As- 
sets, Freelancers or Handlers to work over an Asset simply so 
the Actor can discover the Asset’s true motivations, goals and 
Opinions. For example imagine a hypothetical candidate: Actor 
Ain a hypothetical election campaign wishing to unseat an in- 
cumbent. Both the candidate or the incumbent must determine 
how to respond to particular issues in the campaign. Naturally, 
both candidate and incumbent would run regular polling and in- 
terest group surveys, but another method would be to consult 
an Asset(s). 


Actor A may wish to use an Incubator to investigate an Asset 
anonymously. An individual who handles, manages, or manipu- 
lates the Asset, a Handler, may be used by an Actor to investi- 
gate the thoughts of an Asset about a certain issue(s). One 
method would be for the Handler to strike up a casual conversa- 
tion. 


Instead of using a Handler, another method to determine an As- 
set’s position on a certain issue(s) would be to retain a Free- 
lancer for a one-off inquiry. A Freelancer is a relatively unassoci- 
ated individual who may be used for a particular assignment, 
and then not retained or maintained again until needed. A Han- 
dler has a more ongoing relationship with an Actor than a Free- 
lancer. 


In the hypothetical election example, an Asset might provide 
valuable insight to either or both candidates on a matter on the 
Campaign, the candidates, or the issues. By soliciting opinions 
from various Assets for the campaign, Actor A is able to deter- 
mine the feeling on the street. This is similar to random sam- 
pling except that there is nothing random about the sample. An- 
other primary use of the Incubator is for Image Guidance. 


The Identity is the fagade of the Actor. In other words, the name 
in the news, or the person who receives credit or blame for the 
Actor’s decisions. Among individuals who are aware of the func- 
tioning of the Incubator, the Identities, Stables and Leagues 
have reputations among individuals inside and outside of the In- 
cubator. 


The Stables and the Leagues know the reputations of other Sta- 
bles and Leagues. The Leagues also have a wider reputation 
among individuals who are aware of the structure of the compe- 
tition. Actor’s may have some reputation with other entities in 
the Incubator, but some Actors are anonymous. 


Assets also take action. They may do so to serve the purposes 
of their sponsoring Actor(s). For example, Assets are individuals 
who carry out a Project such as 9/11. A Project is a training ex- 
ercise for Assets, which may or may not result in an Event. 
Events are happenings of political, military or diplomatic signifi- 
cance. The 9/11 Project resulted in an Event. 


If an Asset does not play by the rules, the Incubator may hold 
the Stable and the Actor(s) accountable. Before an effective 
Identity uses an Asset, the Identity will thoroughly know the As- 
set’s behavior patterns. To thoroughly understand the Asset’s 
behavior patterns, extensive use of the Incubator is required. 
The more complex a Project, the more training required. The 
more training required the more behavior assessment of the As- 
set. Reputable Actors who find a useful, reliable Asset want to 
meticulously know that Asset. Responsible participants want to 
uncover obstacles, if any, sooner than later. 


The Leagues may use anything as a nexus. For instance, a 
League could be based on geography, ideology, industry, or a 
specific Project. The participants may be real people, fictional 
individuals, or aggregated individuals posing as one Identity. 
The Identity need not be human. For example, a corporation 
may be an Identity. 


At one end of the hierarchy are Actors. Some Actors are re- 
puted among competing Actors to breed the best Assets possi- 
ble. Actors are élite, able to make decisions that have much ef- 


fect. The Actors, Identities, and Stables are associated with Fac- 
tions. These Factions have long histories, some of them hun- 
dreds of years. Some Actors have equally long histories, extend- 
ing back generations. Identities’s and Actors’s affiliations with 
the Factions define our history. The Factions have particular 
goals as determined by the participants, the interplay of Events, 
and nature. 


The interplay of an Incubator generally defines long-term goals. 
As a rule, no single Actor can generally define long-range goals 
because there are too many forces at work. This is at once per- 
haps the greatest strength, and the greatest weakness of the 
Incubator. The Incubator becomes self-perpetuating even if Ac- 
tors might prefer to disempower the Incubator. 


Actors may select and remove Assets from the Stable’s roster. 
The Actor may use other Assets, Handlers or Freelancers to im- 
prove or destroy an Asset. The Actor maneuvers for rank, train- 
ing participants, and organizations, or to meet particular goals. 
In a situation where aggregated participants and/or organiza- 
tions have a meeting of the minds to meet a particular goal, the 
joined forces could have dramatic consequences resulting in an 
Event. Participants who are integrally involved in a Project to 
stage an Event may never meet, or be conscious of their con- 
nection to other participants. Events are usually public. Never- 
theless, participants, particularly Assets, may play a role in an 
Event, yet never become aware of the Event. Even if an Asset 


becomes aware of an Event, she may not be aware of her role 
in the Event. 


A Sponsor is a financier, an investor in an Asset. Sponsors 

may be Actors, Identities or neither. More than one Sponsor 
may finance the same Asset. Actors may simultaneously be As- 
sets. Even ‘top’ decision makers such as Actors are not neces- 
sarily aware of why they are deciding the way the do. Also, Ac- 
tors may not fully comprehend why they have been opportuned 
to decide something. Actor X may use Actor Y as Actor X’s As- 
set. Actor Y may be using another Asset at the same time as Ac- 
tor Y is being used as Actor X’s Asset. Some years later, per- 
haps never, Actor Y may come to understand why he had an op- 
portunity to use an Asset, or why he used an Asset as he did. 


Training Day 

The Incubator needs a Playing Field on which to test partici- 
pants. The Playing Field is used in a Project. Projects may be 
training exercises, or Projects may be Events. 


The complexity of a Project does not determine whether the Pro- 
ject becomes an Event. Some Projects may require a tremen- 
dous amount of preparation and coordination, but never be- 
come an Event. In contrast, some Events do not require much 
preparation and coordination. Virtually all Events are Projects, 
but the vast majority of Projects never become Events. Projects 
are regular occurrences. Projects serve purposes other than 


just training. For instance, the Capsule Hotel Project is a profit- 
able business just as a hotel. The Yahoo Café Project pro- 
vides Yahoo with promotional opportunities, even if the Sponsor 
loses money on the free Internet access at the cafe. Neither 
venue is purely for training purposes. In addition, Projects vary 
in size. Nine-eleven was just another Project. To organise a 9/ 
11, the cooperation of numerous Stables is required. 


Using symbolism and subtext, Handlers or Freelancers may col- 
lect information from an Asset without the Asset knowingly ad- 
dressing the issue. For example, a Handler may be inquiring 
about a particular issue of relevance to an Actor. The inquisitor, 
at the behest of the Actor through the Handler, wishes to solicit 
the assistance of an Asset without disclosing sensitive informa- 
tion to the Asset. Instead of the delicate matter, the inquisitor 
will converse with the Asset on an entirely different topic. The 
Asset may or may not be familiar with the topic of the conversa- 
tion. Sleeper Agents are similar. Also, a Freelancer may be re- 
tained by a Handler who has been retained by an Actor. The 
Freelancer, however, may not know the Identity or the Actor for 
whom she has been retained. The Freelancer may engage the 
Asset in a casual conversation or, for example, retain the Asset 
as an attorney. 


When communicating with the Asset, the Freelancer is continu- 
ously cognisant of the issue about which the anonymous Actor 
in the guise of the Handler has retained the Freelancer to inves- 


tigate. The Freelancer may be speaking figuratively and the As- 
set may not be fully cognisant of the symbolism. The Asset may 
believe the topic of communication is simply the stated subject 
matter of the conversation. 


| have had numerous ‘chance’ meetings with strangers starting 
up conversations on various subjects fitting these descriptions 
of Freelancer, Handler and Actor. Many people | encounter 
seem to be aware that subtextual communication is taking 
place. Nevertheless, there seems to be some rule that one is 
never supposed to acknowledge the euphemisms and the sub- 
text. For instance, in 2003, while working at Yahoo Cafe, | 
spoke with a customer. This customer discussed the military, 
and made other remarks indicating he was trying to communi- 
cate more than just casual information. He told me that all the 
customers at Yahoo Café were working for Japan. | began to 
suspect he was right. 


On a visit to a Yahoo Café in CharacterBrook, CapitalEast 
around 2003, | sat next to a Caucasian on my right and an 
Asian on my left. In the version of Windows Word on my desk- 
top computer at home a clipboard toolbar included the ability to 
review or insert the last 12 items cut or copied on to the clip- 
board. | was researching something on the Internet, and 
thought to myself that an Internet browser equipped with a clip- 
board function would be useful. As | was thinking how useful 
this would be, | realised | was providing the Caucasian next to 


me with trade industry information he could use to improve Win- 
dows software, and | would be receiving nothing in return for 
the suggestion. This sort of thing occurs all the time. Naturally, | 
would benefit from the improved usability of the software, but 
this advantage is not sufficient payment for all my ideas | have 
had stolen from me. The Asian warned me against providing 
such help to the Caucasian, probably American. Hence, | began 
avoiding sitting next to non-Asians at Yahoo Cafe. 


Hypothetically, another way to collect information could be to ob- 
serve an Asset’s sleep. By doing so, the monitor could confirm 
the verbal statements collected when the Asset was awake. 
Moreover, the Asset would not be aware of the collection of the 
information she disclosed while sleeping. In such a case when 
the Asset is not even aware of the disclosure, the Handlers be- 
come more familiar with the Asset’s thinking than the Asset her- 
self. The method for doing this might be difficult to imagine, but 
there have been too many coincidences for me to suspect other- 
wise. In the United States, investigators have exposed this sort 
of testing on humans from time to time.FN,FN Japan also has a 
history of experimenting on humans.FN | have personal experi- 
ence with Japanese vivisection which is explained below. Given 
the surreptitious nature of this testing, there is probably a lot 
more that has never been exposed. Unfortunately, simply by 
watching me the outcomes of my efforts are inevitably altered. 
As Werner Karl Heisenberg (German Physicist, 1901-1976) 


said: “What we observe is not nature itself, but nature exposed 
to our method of questioning.” Now, back to the nature. 
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teenage wasteland —

1978 


My second sister went to my mother’s alma mater, Middlebury 
College, and like my other two sisters, spent a year as an ex- 
change student in Europe. In 1978, we traveled to the United 
Kingdom, and visited my second sister at the University of Edin- 
burgh, Scotland. Also, our family visited the Dubots, the French 
family my mother had lived with for a year-long home stay al- 
most 30 years before. We visited the Dubots at their home in 
Paris, and at their country home in Eu, Normandy. Years later, 
their children came to visit us in New York. We still correspond 
and meet up. 


About this time my Uncle Dennis, my father’s elder brother, 
came to visit. He was always a bit of a unique Timothy Leary 
type and told us about how by chanting the word aum, slowly 
and repeatedly, you come into harmony with the world. When 
studying law in Japan 17 years later, the word aum became infa- 
mous after an Event on the CapitalEast subway. 


My father was the owner and President of a vocational institute 
to train dental assistants, almost exclusively women. He also 
owned real estate. My father’s business was more of a shell 
used by my grandfather to pass living expenses onto our family 
than a real enterprise. My father and sisters could be fastidi- 
ously clean, and taught me to be fairly hygienic. | spent a sub- 
stantial portion of my childhood working on my father’s real es- 
tate properties, often cleaning the older buildings, or doing lawn 


work. | have happy memories of working diligently with him on 
carpentry projects in his buildings, and trying to make him 
proud of me. He taught me the importance of persistence, and 
a good work ethic. As | grew older, | did lawn work, cleaned, 
painted and maintained his rental properties with less supervi- 
sion from him. 


| have less happy memories also. His business was just a few 
hundred metres from our home. On family excursions on week- 
ends, he would often need to ‘stop by’ his office to pick some- 
thing up, or take care of something. By this time, my sisters 
were at college, and my mother, my brother and | would wait 
not very patiently in the drive. My mother would, from time to 
time, honk the horn with little effect. This happened regularly. 


Once, my mom sent me in to see what was taking so long. | viv- 
idly recall looking around his office, then the entire first floor, 
and finally | could hear him up stairs, speaking with the house- 
mother. The building seemed otherwise deserted. A series of 
housemothers tended the student’s (all women) dormitory, and, 
over the years, worked closely with my father. Just how close, | 
was about to learn. 


As | ascended the stairs, the housemother’s apartment was 
open, and | cautiously walked into the apartment’s kitchen en- 
trance. Adjoining the kitchen, but out of my view, | could hear 
my father and the housemother talking in the bedroom area. 
They seemed to be having a personal disagreement. | had 


enough presence of mind to go no further, and | called my fa- 
ther, who came to speak with me after a few moments. He told 
me he would be right down, and | returned to the car to give my 
an abbreviated report to my mother. 


About 1978, Steve Martin popularised a song: Granpa bought a 
Rubber. Initially, my mother did not understand Mr. Martin’s hu- 

mour. A year or so after Martin’s initial popularity, | distinctly re- 

call her saying she was now able to understand his humour. 


1979 


The sharks, remora, Illuminati, black hats, shadow, Masons, 
civil servants, or whatever name one wishes to use, purpose- 
fully retard my edification, but my understanding is that only two 
Idiot Savants should be alive at once. | have been led to believe 
Mr. Jobs referred to himself as the cutting board, and me as the 
knife. If so, | think he was mistaken. More accurately, the knife/ 
cutting board roles of any two living Idiot Savants are inter- 
changeable. Mr. Jobs, myself and my mother, all alive at once 
for 16 years, caused dissonance in the intellectual property col- 
lection apparatus. On Guy Fawkes Night 1979, the dissonance 
eventually killed my mother by immolation. 


My mother died on 05 November 1979 by pouring gasoline over 
her body, and lighting a match. Monks in Southeast Asia often 
did this as a form of political protest, and our time in Burma may 
have some spiritual connection with them to cause her to take 


her life in this manner. As with any suicide, one can never defini- 
tively ascertain the reasons. Although my mother did not know 
her father well, she may have inherited from him more than we 
can measure. Marcia had a good sense of justice and morality. 
She stood up for right and wrong. Eventually the resources she 
had to fight back against the Bubble were not sufficient. 


My father remarried just over a year later on 26 November 1980 
to Amelia de Pedroviejo Diaz, or Amy, as we called her. Amy, an 
ethnic Castilian, and Spanish citizen, was visiting Rochester. 
She had been a former member of the The Communist Interna- 
tional, blown up a hotel while fighting the fascists in Spain, 
started a travel agency, and employed more than 90 staff, be- 
fore selling the company, and retiring in 1977 at the age of 29. 
After retiring, she began traveling around the world by herself. 
She met my father because when she came to visit Rochester 
she rented a place to stay at one of his rental properties. Until 
that day, | had never met a Spanish person in Rochester. For a 
person of independent means to settle in a relatively grungy 
apartment in far upstate New York because they are traveling 
the world may seem a bit . . . incoincidental. 


The wedding at our home was a happy occasion, tinged with 
the sentiment of some, not mine, that we had not had enough 
time to heal. Not long after, Amy approached each of the chil- 
dren individually, and asked us if we wanted the family photo- 
graphs in the attic. She was careful to not ask any of us in front 


of one of the other siblings. Approaching my brother, who was 
14, or even me, at 16, and asking us to take responsibility for all 
the family memorabilia is ludicrous. Even my sisters, the eldest 
at 25, were still reeling from the effects of tragically losing our 
mother, and could not reasonably have been expected to take 
over the mantle of family curator simply because Amy did not 
want the items in the attic. In any case, after checking with each 
one of us, and none of us volunteering to warehouse the memo- 
rabilia, she threw all our family photos in the garbage. 


| applied and was admitted for early admission to St. Lawrence 
University. 


1981 


During my senior year of high school, | dated a girl whose fa- 
ther was from North Korea, and her mother was from South Ko- 
rea. They had emigrated to America when she was very young. 


One afternoon while no one was home, she and | were in my 
room, which adjoined a private bathroom on the third floor of 
our house. My father and Amy came home. My parents rarely 
climbed the third floor stairs to my bedroom. Sure enough, this 
was one of those times my father climbed the stairs. He 
knocked on the door of the bathroom while | was in the shower, 
and asked if the girl was with me. My girlfriend had parked her 
car out front, and her undergarments were strewn all over the 


bedroom. | lied and said no. | was 17. | heard him leave, and | 
walked her out to her car. 


This was certainly not the first time | had been a difficult child. 
Amy saw us, and told me to get my things and and get out. Amy 
could be very open-minded with individuals of many ethnicities, 
even Africans, but she frequently made clear her distaste for 
blacks in the abstract. | suspect her dislike for East Asians influ- 
enced her when she kicked me out. Amy particularly despised 
the Japanese, which may have been the reason she suggested 
| study Japanese. 


At the time | was working at a Pizza Hut on South Winton Road 
in Henrietta. | moved in with the family of one of the other cooks 
at the Pizza Hut. | decided to work for a year or so instead of go- 
ing directly to college after high school. In mid-July | was hit by 
an automobile while cycling, and an ambulance took me to the 
hospital. The hospital staff had to contact my father to collect 
me from the emergency room because | was a minor. | returned 
home, and my father assured me he would pay for my educa- 
tion. He never did. Perhaps that was for the best. He retired, 
sold his business, and moved with Amy from Rochester to Flor- 
ida, more than 1500 kilometers. | continued living in one of his 
rental properties in New York for the rest of the summer until | 
went to college. 


| majored in Government at St. Lawrence University from 1981 
to 1983, a college famous for the alcohol. | participated in many 


extracurricular activities, including the radio station, the newspa- 
per, the debate society, and the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps. Years later, | discovered the martyrdom of Saint Law- 
rence was by immolation. Saint Lawrence, Chief of the seven 
deacons of Rome, was burned alive. After they placed him on 
the rack, they stretched him on a grill over a slow fire. Suppos- 
edly, he joked about his pains. “Il am roasted enough on this 
side,” he said, “perhaps you should turn me over.” While living 
in Japan this, | discovered another curious connection with my 
mother and a St. Laurence. Saint Laurence O’Toole, the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, Ireland died in Eu in the Christian year eleven 
hundred eighty, the site of the Dubot’s vacation home we had 
visited in 1978. 


1982 


During the summer vacations, | taught water skiing at Camp Pi- 
necliffe, a girl’s camp in Harrison, Maine. The campers attended 
for eight weeks, were predominantly Jewish, and the staff was 
predominantly female. There were a few males in other depart- 
ments. One of the other camp counsellors was Ben Monaghan. 
He and | discussed our political aspirations. Ben wanted to be 
Governor of Maine. | think he asked me about my aspirations, 
or | initiated a discussion of me being Governor of New York. 


A few times a summer, Jed Bernstein would visit the camp. 
Bernstein was about twice my age, and | suspect he was associ- 
ated with grander goals than simply camping for girls. Bernstein 


had an air about him that suggested he was focused on some- 
thing the rest of us did not really know about. At the time, | fig- 
ured he was thinking about his full-time job. Perhaps he was. 
For example, one rainy day, Bernstein led an activity, a brain- 
teaser. One of the questions was: in a spacecraft full of humans 
traveling a long distance, to insure the survival of the species, 
what would be the proportion of males and females on the 
spacecraft? Bernstein’s answer was: all females with only one 
male. To breed, you only need one male. To maximise re- 
sources you should take as many females as possible, but only 
one male. 


The significance of this anecdote may not be evident in isola- 
tion. Nevertheless, if we understand the moral of Bernstein’s les- 
son in the context of seemingly coincidental facts cited later, the 
implication becomes apparent. As this chronology progresses, | 
have tried to link the narrative so the reader sees incidents 

such as this one at Camp Pinecliffe take on greater meaning 
than one might assume at first glance. 


The year after Andrew “Stein” Neil Steinharter and | shared a 
dorm room at St. Lawrence University, Steinharter spent a se- 
mester abroad as an exchange student in Africa. After gradua- 
tion, | attended his wedding to a woman whose last name is 
Baird. She was a fellow student at St. Lawrence, and the sister 
of Deborah Baird, who lived one door down from Steinharter 
and |. Steinharter would often say “yahoo” to suggest ‘great’ in 


a slightly sarcastic, offhand way. | had heard the word, but until 
then | had never heard anyone use the word in conversation. 
Many years later word was used for a web portal corporation. 


Yahoo means a race of people who are brutish and crass. The 
name is from Gulliver’s Travels. | am direct to the point of being 
impolite, so the label yahoo could be applied to me. Swift’s 
book is repeatedly brought to my attention because there is a 
chain of automotive parts and supplies stores in Japanese 
called Gulliver. Another theme common to the novel and my life 
is travelling. | have been to at least 48 states in America, and 
lived and worked in half a dozen. | have been to almost all the 
provinces of Japan. | was born in Myanmar, have lived and 
worked in more than half a dozen countries, and traveled to 
more than 40 countries in Europe, Asia, North, and South Amer- 
ica. Hence, the novel’s theme of traveling might also relate to 
me. 


Finally, there is another commonality. Gulliver: 


progresses from a cheery optimist at the start of the first part to 
the pompous misanthrope of the book’s conclusion and we may 
well have to filter our understanding of the work if we are to be- 
lieve the final misanthrope wrote the whole work.FN 


One does not need to filter one’s understanding of this docu- 
ment if one knows that the cheery optimist wrote until 2005. 
The “final misanthrope” wrote and edited the rest. 


1983 


In the spring of 1983, near the end of what would be my last se- 
mester at St. Lawrence, | began dating a Senior, Shanan 
Raines. Raines was born in Rochester, New York. We stayed in 
touch after she graduated. 


My grandfather had financed my father’s business to the extent 
that his business was more of a shell to finance our family than 
a real business. Other than my student loans, granpa Harold 
was now paying a considerable part of my first two years of tui- 
tion at St. Lawrence. | also earned money by making sand- 
wiches to sell to other students. | bought the sandwich ingredi- 
ents at the grocery store, and made the sandwiches myself. | 
worked other part-time jobs, and took out bank loans to pay the 
rest of my tuition and living expenses. 


My father was not in the habit of handing me money. While | 
was in high school, he quickly learned the danger of handing 
me his credit cards. | had a paper route from about 12 years 
old, and from 16 held part-time jobs, beginning at Price’s Sea- 
foods. 


One telephone conversation | had from St. Lawrence with my 
father in Florida was after | had just come back from parachut- 
ing during my Freshman year. After hearing about my parachut- 
ing, | suspect he was not confident | was spending my time 
wisely at St. Lawrence. No doubt he did not think sending me 


money would be a proper use of his hard-earned funds. The 
next time | called my parent’s home collect, they refused the 
charges. | never called them collect again. 


At the time | finished my summer job at Camp Pinecliffe in 
Maine in August 1983, my grandfather was seriously ill. He was 
in no condition to give me further financial help for college. | 
hitchhiked the more than 1500 kilometres to my parents home 
in Florida to discuss my plans with them. My father suggested | 
start a business in Florida with his help. He and Amy told me 
they did not think | had enough persistence to finish college. | 
disagreed, and returned to Rochester in August. | took a leave 
of absence from college, worked full-time, saved money, and 
planned to apply to a less expensive college. 


| had talked about visiting my grandfather for some time, but 
continued to procrastinate about thanking him in person for con- 
tributing to my college expenses. My grandfather died that Sep- 
tember, the day before his eighty-seventh birthday. To this day, | 
curse myself for not having found the time to see him. Perhaps 
because of that Harold Brainard Allen looms particularly large in 
my mind. My father had not encouraged me to visit my grandfa- 
ther because my father had his eye on my what my father be- 
lieved would be a substantial inheritance from his father. 


As | explained, after college, my grandpa Harold had two em- 
ployers in his life: the First National Bank, and then the Upjohn 
Company. He rose to the Board of Directors of both, and most 


likely learned quite a bit about investing, transferring and hiding 
large sums of money. My grandfather, however, had seen how 
my father and | went through money. When my grandfather 
died, My father and step-mother eagerly attended Harold’s fu- 
neral. My father’s younger sister and her family, who still live in 
the same town where my grandfather lived, tell me my parents 
were virtually in a rage when they discovered there was little to 
be had. My parents, particularly my stepmother, seemed to 
think there would be large sums of money. My father and Amy 
directly expressed to me their dismay and mystification about 
the missing money. | understand my father’s ignorance, but if 
Amy claims to be an experienced business person, | do not un- 
derstand how they did not realise that responsible investors do 
not leave a large estate to inevitably be taken mostly by inheri- 
tance taxes. About 2013 | was led to believe there is a Spanish 
proverb: a step-mother never made her stepson rich. 


| now have a fairly good guess where the money went. A few 
years before my Harold’s death, | would conservatively esti- 
mate Harold’s personal financial worth to be in the tens of mil- 
lions of dollars. Despite this wealth he did not live extravagantly. 
More importantly, in the 20 years from when he officially retired 
from Upjohn until he died, he was able to seed investments 
worth trillions of dollars today. One example would be adding 
his financial seed to his physical seed of Apple, Inc. 


After he retired, my grandfather spent a lot of time helping oth- 
ers manage their estates and retirement savings using a lot of 
inventive investing with hidden sources, and difficult to trace ori- 
gins. Given his stature in the community, he could probably 
steer quite a bit of money in certain directions, and he did. Har- 
old prudently invested his money, and the money of a substan- 
tial number of the retirees in his community, in the Aerospace 
Project. The exact method is unclear to me, but there are abun- 
dant clues of the placement of the funds. Some of the clues to 
where the money may be hidden are in this autobiography. 


My grandfather thoroughly understood the obstacles that propo- 
nents of the Aerospace Project would face, and he wanted to 
facilitate overcoming those obstacles. My grandfather wanted to 
provide marginalised individuals with tools to overcome obsta- 
cles to individual empowerment. Investments placed with the 
right people, at the right time and place, could tip the balance in 
favor of individual liberty by creating powerful libertarian tools. 
The tools that grew out of these investments could be used to 
counter the overwhelming power amassed by opponents of 
more fluid movement of labor, wealth and education. Harold 
knew there were intransigent interests blocking global progress 
and individual empowerment. Consequently, | suspect he 
placed funds in strategic investments that would be tactically 
useful in the struggle against hegemony and tyranny of over- 
bearing, invasive government. 


One example: at this time in the late 1970s and early 1980s, 
the personal computer industry was just beginning. Anyone with 
minimal familiarity with the aerospace industry would realise 
computers would be essential to the Aerospace Project. More 
importantly, my grandfather and others probably appreciated 
that the personal computer would be necessary to empower 
strategic individuals to counter the Shadow that clings to the In- 
cubator. 


As | explained under Name Game, Bill Gates the Identity has 
some relevance to the Aerospace Project. Another computer 
icon, aman whose startup required funds just about the time 
my grandfather was secreting away money, is even more rele- 
vant to individual empowerment: Steven Paul Jobs. The Book 
of Job, the apple in the Book of Genesis, St. Steven, and many 
other similarities suggest that Jobs was thoroughly tied to the 
same Incubator as the Aerospace Project. Jobs’s middle name, 
and his adopted father’s given name, is from Paul the Apostle. 
There is a proverb: there could have been Christianity without 
Jesus, but not without Paul. Anyone who knows me even a bit 
can tell you, | don’t have much in common with Jesus, but, to 
analogise: there could have been an Aerospace Project without 
me, but there could not have been an Aerospace Project with- 
out Jobs. Even if Jobs never had any idea of the source of his 
inspirations, good fortune, or funding, and | am certain he had a 
pretty good idea, he played, and his company plays, an integral 
role. 


Again, as with the Taliban metaphor explained above, the 
reader should not over simplify. The investments were never la- 
beled: ‘aerospace project’. Contrary to what one former Diet 
Member’s Diet Secretary, GracefullySpacious BridgeThree, 
told me he suspects, the secreted Aerospace Project funds are 
not in a Swiss bank. There is no simple authorization key to un- 
lock access to the funds. At the same time, if we do not align 
the source of the funds with the purpose of the funds, we are 
wasting a huge opportunity. 


The love of Harold’s life, Mabelle, Mr. Job’s birth mother, sur- 
vived Harold, and passed in Green Valley, Pima, Arizona. 


1984 


During this period, | often hitchhiked. The tranquility and free- 
dom of standing beside an interstate as a twenty year old is diffi- 
cult to explain. In 1984 | hitched more than 20,000 kilometres. | 
met many supposedly ordinary people. 


On one of those journeys, the driver was turning off one ex- 
pressway on to another expressway. | was in Virginia, or therea- 
bouts. | was continuing toward, and then through Washington, 
D.C. The last ride had dropped me off at a new expressway clo- 
ver leaf in a very rural area. Other than the ramps to and from 
the other interstate, there was no entrance or exit. There were 
no hotels, gas stations, or services at this interchange. There 
were no buildings in view. Dusk was gathering. 


| was standing in the middle of nowhere, with no idea when 
someone would stop to offer me a ride. The night would be 
chilly, but | did not mind sleeping ‘rough.’ The scenery was 
breathtaking. As the sun set behind sweeping arcs of clean con- 
crete expressway ramps, dew gathered on the woods. A person 
taller than me walked up from beyond the horizon. His clothes 
were dirty and worn. From a beaten, weathered face told me he 
had walked from Texas. 


Back in Rochester, | worked at a McDonald’s Restaurant on 
Monroe Avenue. McDonald’s Corporation is the world’s largest 
chain of hamburger fast food restaurants. The main entree at a 
McDonald’s is called a Big Mac. In the US, the nickname for 
McDonald’s is: Mickey D’s. A Mickey Mouse Operation is not a 
flattering term in American.FN | used to use a nickname: Mak, 
which in EasternGate Japanese (WV y 77), is identical to the 


McDonald’s nickname. The nickname for McDonald’s (V7  ) 


in WesternGate Japanese sounds like my nickname followed 
by an American slang term for money: dough. The character 
prediction in Windows and Apple software for the WesternGate 
nickname for McDonald’s, suggests: Y ‘y 7 =. The ideographic 


character for dough means: (1) temple; shrine; hall; (2) prefix to 
building meaning “magnificent.” This is an example of the Name 
Game played from the perspective of a non-native Japanese 
speaker resident in Japan. 


One observation | had from family visits to South America and 
Europe was of currencies. For instance, if one converts the fi- 
nancial equivalent of dollars, francs and pounds when buying 
the same item in the respective countries, the price is considera- 
bly different. Nevertheless, if one considers the value of one 
unit of currency, i.e. a pound, a franc or a dollar, as the stan- 
dard unit of value in the economy, each society conceptualizes 
the unit as relatively similar value within the context of each 
economy. While the actual exchange rates may suggest a large 
raw difference, in practice, the different currencies behave re- 
markably similarly within their own economies. 


The example | used in my discussions at the time was a McDon- 
ald’s Big Mac. In either America or England then, the price of a 
Big Mac was about 1.5 units of sterling or dollars. Essentially, 
various psychological influences factor into the value of our cur- 
rencies, but in each economy, the differences are less telling 
than exchange rates would suggest. The Economist newspaper 
concretized and improved on my ideas to create the Big Mac In- 
dex in 1986.FN 


After Ms. Raines graduated from St. Lawrence, she returned to 
Rochester to live with her parents, work for a year and apply to 
graduate schools to become a clinical psychologist. We contin- 
ued dating. Her father was a otolaryngologist, and | often visited 
her parent’s homes in Rochester and on Canandaigua Lake. 
They were very generous to me, and | became fond of both her 


parents. | often worked with her father on carpentry projects at 
their cottage on Lake Canandaigua, and generally maintaining 
their properties, which brought back happy memories of work- 
ing with my dad, as well as memories of my grandfather’s cot- 
tage on West Lake in Michigan. To help me save money to re- 
turn to college, the Raines suggested | move in to their Roches- 
ter home. Shanan started graduate school in clinical psychol- 
ogy at Buffalo. Then she suggested | was better suited to psy- 
chology than law. 


Her father found me work with a friend of his who owned a fran- 
chise of The Trane Company, a heating, ventilation and air con- 
ditioning corporation. Notably, my mother’s father, Sidney Mac- 
Intyre, owned a business in the same industry when he began 
law school. | enjoyed working at Trane, and admired my tough, 
practical coworkers. This might have been the first place | 

heard the word o-ring. Trane’s work involved the use of sealing 
valves, joints, etc., so my coworkers were often referring to, or 
asking me to obtain an O-ring. The requests and discussions of 
O-rings seem in hindsight to have occurred in a particularly loud 
voice, and with much repetition. | also spent some days reorgan- 
izing the o-rings in the stock room with a co-worker. 


An O-ring, also known as a packing, or a toric joint, is a mechani- 
cal gasket in the shape of a torus; it is a loop of elastomer with a 
disc-shaped cross-section, designed to be seated in a groove and 


compressed during assembly between two or more parts, creating 
a seal at the interface. 


Using the Name Game, the transliteration of the Japanese word 
for apple is ringo, or o-ring with the syllables reversed. The let- 
ter “O” is like a zero. A ring of people might refer to the Shadow, 
the Illuminati, or the Incubator. The Lord of the Rings is incoinci- 
dental. 


On a dreary autumn day in Rochester | was walking by a corner 
of Elmwood and Mt. Hope Avenues in Rochester. Walking west 
on Elmwood, looking to the far side of Mt. Hope, there was a pe- 
destrian in the far cross walk near the Mount Hope Cemetery, 
where my mother was. On the far corner to my left was Strong 
Hospital, a teaching university where she had died of third de- 
gree burns over 90% of her body. On this day, an automobile 
attempting to turn the corner, hit the pedestrian in the cross 
walk with a thud. The body just fell in a heap. | did not go to 
help. 


1985 


After working in Rochester for a year and a half, | enrolled in 
the State University of New York (SUNY) system, the largest 
campus of the largest comprehensive system of universities, 
colleges, and community colleges in the world, and studied at 
the University of Buffalo (UB). | lived at 415 Lisbon Avenue. Be- 
sides using my savings from working full-time, | took out more 


bank loans to return to school. | took a heavier than normal 
course load, went to school through the summer of 1985, and 
graduated a semester early. 


At SUNY UB, a Lebanese Arab, Michael Wahibi, was one of my 
five closest schoolmates. Another one of the five was Annie 
Henderson, a Catholic, and we regularly went to Catholic Mass. 
| enjoy the peace and serenity of Catholic worship, although | 
did not take communion. My understanding was that unless one 
was a Catholic, one is not to take the symbolic body and blood 
of Christ. 


For sometime | had been thinking of what to do after gradua- 
tion. Returning to the region of my birth, Southeast Asia, fre- 
quently came to mind. SUNY Buffalo had a large Asian student 
population, and | joked with friends about methods to start cas- 
ual conversations with Asian women on campus. | talked about 
moving to Singapore. | had taken up playing squash in my first 
two years at college, and | continued to play while at UB. | met 
a man, Danish Kumar, who was an awesome squash player. | 
often wondered why such a great squash player would waste 
time hitting with me. The name Kumar refers to the child of 
Skanda, the Hindu God of War. Danish is a common personal 
name. A danish pastry brings to mind a donut. Donuts are sup- 
posedly a favorite food of American police officers. Mr. Kumar 
was from Singapore, and we often discussed Singapore. This 
further fueled my interest in going. 


| also continued my major in Political Science. The least popu- 
lar required course in Political Science at UB was Empirical Po- 
litical Science. The course focused on applying the scientific 
method to the study of politics. Topics included statistics, con- 
trol groups, abstract theoretical ideas, and issues most people 
found tedious, but | found fascinating. ‘Geek’ is certainly a word 
that comes to mind when one considers my interest in this sub- 
ject. To some, the course’s professor, Gerald Hoskin, was as 
dry as the subject, but | found his understated manner, and sar- 
castic humor to encourage considered, thoughtful examination 
of political theories and facts. In class, | met Wade Benjamin 
Coye, another one of my five closest schoolmates. He had a 
few years on me, had served in the military, and worked on the 
‘Hill’ for a congress member in D.C. He also went on to law 
school, and owns his own firm. In hindsight, meeting Coye was 
fortuitous from the perspective of the Incubator’s priorities. | 
found Coye particularly entertaining because he asked poignant 
questions in class. For example, Prof. Hoskin was discussing 
the statistical relative poverty of Central America, and Coye 
asked: In calculating per capita income and other statistics, do 
the statistics include unreported income? For instance, are bot- 
tle collection, junk collectors, and most importantly, drug ex- 
ports to the United States calculated in GNP? Hoskin admired 
Coye’s ingenuity, but not the spirit in which Coye offered his wis- 
dom. | tried to hide my smirks, and perhaps | was successful be- 
cause Hoskin recommended me for an honour’s thesis pro- 


gram. Hoskin’s focus was on Dependency Theory applied to 
the Latin American/United States economic relationship. 


| had studied Spanish in high school, and found the language a 
little more challenging than | find American. My high school 
Spanish grades reflected my enthusiasm. This lack of enthusi- 
asm for the Spanish language carried over in college so that | 
was not interested in pursuing studies of Central and South 
America. This was 1985. | suspect advanced scholars of De- 
pendency Theory clearly recognized that Dependency Theory 
could also apply to American/Japanese relations. Now, twenty 
years later, dependency theorists can still not package Ameri- 
can economic dependency in a palatable form for Americans. 
Moreover, there is an historical precedent of economic depend- 
ency with another island empire off the coast of America: Great 
Britain. “For a century and a half, London’s imperial policies had 
molded the North American colonies into suppliers of raw mate- 
rials and consumers of British manufactured goods.”FN The 
US/Japan economic relationship corresponds to the US/Europe 
relationship before the last century: Americans produced little, 
but exported much natural resource. Indeed, one of the four 
Japanese ideograms for America means: “rank next; come af- 
ter” (4). The Japanese who chose that ideogram probably rec- 


ognized America’s subservient status, a status that America 
blindly fulfills to this day in the role of the world’s police. 


The harsh reality is that the advanced economy, Japan, is im- 
porting raw materials from, adding value, and exporting proc- 
essed materials to the dependent economy, the United States. 
The advanced economy, Japan, is building factories in the de- 
pendent country, the US, to exploit a resource of the dependent 
country: labor. According to a quote sourced to a Japanese busi- 
ness executive, “The United States with its highly competitive 
agricultural sector has by now taken the place of Japanese’s 
prewar colonies, supplying agricultural products and raw materi- 
als to a Superior modern industrial machine”.FN Whatever you 
do, do not tell the Americans that Japan has economically colo- 
nized America. 


Moreover, were Americans to recognize this dependency, | won- 
der: can Americans change? The US/Central American depend- 
ency pits the US as the advanced economy, and Central Amer- 
ica has had a difficult time weening itself off US economic de- 
pendency. In 1986 Hoskin often said, “We have invaded Nicara- 
gua 11 times this century.” 


| resisted the professor’s guidance to research Dependency 
Theory, and wrote a paper on voting habits of social classes in 
comparative democracies finding, to my surprise, that Japan fell 
within the Western statistical sphere. In hindsight, | realize if | 
had been a bit quicker, and willing to follow the Incubator, | 
would have picked up the clues to write a paper on Japanese/ 
American dependency. | graduated in the fifth month of that 


year, and we invaded Central America a few more times before 
the century was out. Dependency theory is as applicable today 
as it was then. 


1986 


In July 1986 | bought an old Kawasaki 400 motorcycle for 
US$300, and drove from New York to Utah. | lived and worked 
at the Rustler Lodge in Alta, Utah from August 1986 to May 
1987. In my free time, | skied at the Alta and Snowbird ski re- 
sorts. Alta ski resort is acknowledged as some of the steepest 
lift-serviced skiing anywhere, and the best ski lift-serviced pow- 
der snow in the world. 


Despite the Mormon faith originating near Rochester, | did not 
meet many, perhaps any, Mormons in Western New York. | of- 
ten met Mormons while in Utah, and later in Japan. Their relig- 
ion seems reasonable enough, and | enjoy their company. In 
Salt Lake City | bought a new Honda 500 motorcycle, an Inter- 
ceptor, and toured the Western United States. My brother lived 
in Valle, Arizona, near the Grand Canyon. | occasionally went 
by motorcycle to visit him for a long weekend, and return to 
work, driving more than 2000 kilometres in a three or four day 
weekend. 


1987 


In 1987, | moved from Utah to the Bay Area of Northern Califor- 
nia where | worked for EDS, Electronic Data Systems, a com- 


pany owned by Ross Perot, a Texan. Perot became wealthy by 
contracting with the US Government for data processing serv- 
ices. One of my coworkers, a typical California fraternity guy, 
was Curiously friendly. His priorities seemed to serve priorities 
of the Incubator. He regularly invited me to watch the Congres- 
sional hearings investigating Oliver North’s activities in the lran- 
Contra scandal. 


The coworker invited me to join him for a school reunion at his 
college in Chico, California. Chico means “small” or “boy, kid” in 
Spanish. We went to Chico, and drank all night. Just before the 
bar closed in the early morning, | was speaking with my co- 
worker’s acquaintances, and | said something inappropriate, as 
is my wont. At closing, | walked back alone. 


| walked down one street parallel to others in a perpendicular 
grid typical of Western American towns. On the next parallel 
street over, a bicycle rider was riding in the opposite direction | 
was walking. As he came parallel to me, one street over, he 
was smashing large, plate glass windows of a department store 
with a heavy, Kryptonite-type u-shaped bike lock. As the rider 
came perpendicular to me at an intersection, the rider struck a 
pedestrian in the mouth with the lock, and kept riding. 


| walked a few more steps in stunned incomprehension. The 
sun was just coming up about this time, and what | had just 
seen finally dawned on me as well. | ran to the pedestrian. 
Blood and pieces of teeth were flowing from his mouth, as he 


was telephoning for an ambulance. The pedestrian told me he 
had never seen the rider before. | could hear the ambulance si- 
rens wailing in the distance. The victim assured me he would 
be fine, and insisted | go ahead and leave him there. | walked 
away with him holding his hand over his mouth to catch the 
blood and teeth, with sirens in the distance. 


In hindsight, | suspect someone or something was sending me 
a message for the remark | had made to my coworker’s ac- 
quaintances. Rather than inflicting violence on me, the Incuba- 
tor was trying to impress on me that | should speak more tact- 
fully. This sort of dissuasion has become a regular occurrence 
in the Incubator. 


When | lived in Rochester, Raines had introduced me to a high 
school friend of hers, Gregg Anderson. Mr. Anderson had 
moved to the Bay Area several years before me. He and his fa- 
ther worked for defence contractors. Anderson introduced me to 
Sarrafzadeh Najib, a Persian friend of his whom we called Bi- 
jan, Mr. Sarrafzadeh’s given name spelled backwards. Besides 
these two, my third closest acquaintance in the Bay Area was a 
Swede: Carina Lennartsson. 


My elder sister lived in Seattle, Washington, and introduced me 
to a friend of hers named Zoé. Also in Seattle was Deborah 
Baird. | visited and stayed with my sister in Seattle. | ap- 
proached both Zoé and Deb Baird on separate occasions, but 
they were not interested in more than friendship. Synchronicity. 


Also in Seattle | visited my Uncle Dennis for the last time before 
he passed.

1987 


About August 1987 Ms. Lennartsson offered to pay my way to 
Sweden. | accepted, and studied Swedish at Grimsl6vs 
Folkhdégskola in Kronobergs, Sweden, while working in an as- 
sembly plant packaging Ikea carpeting. Living in Sweden was 
the first time | had resided outside the US. Often times the first 
foreign country one lives in occupies a special place in one’s 
memory, much like a first love, and for me, Sweden is that. Oth- 
ers follow, but your first occupies a special place. According to 
my Incubator, the Swedes have been active in United Nations 
peacekeeping efforts. 


For the winter, | moved to Austria, where | worked as a ski tour 
guide at Mt. St. Anton. Kate Harris, my supervisor at Super- 
travel, my employer, might have been the person who started 
me reading The Economist newspaper. | became an avid 
reader. 


1988 


In the spring, | briefly traveled around Spain, worked at migrant 
labour, and moved to Skiathos, Thessalia, Greece. In Skiathos | 
taught water skiing for an English winter and summer resort 
company, Club Mark Warner. 


From time to time, when | remember a conversation better than 
others, | explain to those whose memory does not serve, ex- 
actly where each of us was when the conversation took place. If 


we are near the place, | point to where each of us was stand- 
ing. Sometimes | move to the position where | was standing at 
the time of the conversation to help my listeners recall our dis- 
cussion. While working Mark Warner, | recollected a conversa- 
tion for one of my coworker’s, Mark, to help him recall a conver- 
sation. Then he suggested | had a photographic memory. | re- 
plied that | thought a photographic memory was someone who 
could look at a page of text and recall the text verbatim without 
looking at the original text. 


While living in Europe, there were a number of transportation 
related disasters. These were not coincidences, but nothing is. 
In the British Channel, large car ferries regularly failed to close 
their docking ramp doors before going out to sea. A few months 
before | arrived in Europe, a wave washed in the open door of a 
ferry, and promptly sank the craft, resulting in a disaster killing 
188 on 06 March 1987. The investigation of this, the Herald of 
Free Enterprise ferry disaster, was continually in the news upon 
my arrival in Europe. Note the name of the vessel. 


A few months after arriving in Europe, on 18 November 1987 at 
about 19:30, a fire started in an escalator of the King’s Cross un- 
derground station in London. Thirty-one persons were killed 

and more than 60 were injured. In October of the following year 
a cruise ship sank in Greece, four died. 


Also in October, the the company | worked for in Greece flew 
the staff to London at the end of the summer season. | found a 


job in London as a motorcycle courier for Kingwing’s Couriers. | 
can verify every other employer | have ever worked for except 
this one. The office was at 38 Store Street, London WC1E 7DB, 
and the phone was: (01) 631-1454, but | am unable to find any 
record of the existence of this company. In the context of Actors 
and the Aerospace Project, the name of the company may be a 
clue to explain why no evidence is available to prove the com- 
pany ever existed. While working as a motorcycle courier, a 
dump truck ran over my foot on a bridge over the Thames, in 
view of the House of Commons. Due to the injury, | was forced 
to find employment elsewhere. 


While standing on a train platform on my way to work, | usually 
stood at various places on the platform. On the day of the Clap- 
ham Junction rail crash, | stood at the end of the platform clos- 
est to this collision of two trains. On the train lines, other than 
the train occupants, | was probably the closest to the disaster. 
In that ‘accident’ on the twelfth day of the twelfth month of the 
sixty-third year of the BrightPeace Era, a few hundred meters 
from me, the GiftedPersons killed 36 people. 


Less than ten days later, a jet allegedly bombed by a Libyan 
crashed in Lockerbie, Scotland, killing 259 people on the plane 
and 11 people on the ground on 21/12/1988. 


The next summer, | was hitchhiking on the M4 expressway from 
Wales to Berkshire, England. An automobile driver kindly 
picked me up. | was riding in the front passenger’s seat of the 


rather small car as we pulled up alongside a tractor-trailer on 
my side. Suddenly, the tractor-trailer in the next lane blew a tire. 
The driver continued unperturbed driving beside the shredding 
tire, as pieces flew off from the rim a meter or so away from my 
face. 


While living in Berkshire, | regularly went to a café on the 
Thames. On the evening of a Saturday of a bank holiday, the 
twentieth day of the eighth month of the first year of the 
ReachPeace Era, a dredger struck the Marchioness riverboat, 
which sank on the River Thames. The P.O.M.E.s killed 51 peo- 


ple. 


Two months later 161 passengers died when the passenger 
boat Mogosoaia collided with the tugboat Peter Karaminchev 
on the Danube River. In the world’s worst offshore oil disaster in 
terms both of lives lost and affect on industry, 167 people were 
killed when Occidental Petroleum’s Piper Alpha oil rig in the 
North Sea exploded after a gas leak on the sixth day of the sev- 
enth month of 1988. 


| suspect these incidents were widely publicised in the media to 
send a dramatic signal. First, the Western peoples did not have 
the technological aptitude to transport human cargo safely. The 
Japanese are particularly adept at safely transporting human 
cargo. Nevertheless, no one understand moral and ethical im- 
peratives less than the Japanese. From the perspective of the 
Aerospace Project, the Japanese may be useful from a logisti- 


cal perspective, but Japanese ethical and moral values are al- 
most useless to the Aerospace Project. 


Another lesson of all these incidents: the Incubator was condi- 
tioning me to behave in a desired manner. | tend to be frank to 
the point of offending people. To correct my behaviour | saw dis- 
plays such as the pedestrian smashed in the face with the bike 
lock in California. Another example: a BSE epidemic while | was 
in England meant: take my foot out of my mouth. Commonly, in 
English, we refer to a person who makes an offensive remark 
before discovering one has offended the listener as ‘putting 
one’s foot in one’s mouth.’ The British call BSE: Hoof in Mouth 
disease. To call someone a cow in English is not a compliment, 
but in Hindi, the meaning is considerably different. 


While riding on the train from Reading to London, abusive pas- 
sengers threw items at my companion, and hit me when | ob- 
jected. At the insistence of my companion, and against my bet- 
ter judgment, | did not object further. On the fifteenth day of the 
fourth month of this first year of the ReachPeace Era, the Hills- 
borough Football disaster resulted in 96 deaths from the crush 
of people at a stadium in Liverpool. 


In London, | worked at Snow+Rock, and began dating a co- 
worker, Wendy Gordon, a New Zealander. She was born in 
Napier, New Zealand. Napier is the name of a brand of facial tis- 
sue in Japan. 


1989 


During the 1989 summer | taught water skiing in Reading, Eng- 
land with a professional water skier named John Battleday at 
Kirtin’s Farm Country Club. Battleday was a good teacher, but a 
better skier. Before, during and after | worked for him, he won 
competitions, including a silver for slalom at the World Water 
Ski Championships in 1981. The year | worked with him, some 
American and Australian skiers boycotted the competition in pro- 
test to a change in regulations, so Battleday was one of the 
older competitors that year. He won his second bronze medal in 
slalom, and modestly claimed his medal was partly thanks to 
the boycott. 


Ms. Gordon, a photographer, was traveling to the Middle East, 
to tour and view the Pyramids. She invited me to join her. | de- 
clined, but we continued to date after she returned. One of my 
other buddies was Tim King. He was a water skiing buddy of 
mine who later came to visit us in Florida. On occasion we 
would eat at a greasy spoon we called The Cafe. The guy that 
ran the ski shop at the club used to burst into song, but only the 
title refrain, of Granpa Bought a Rubber. My paternal grandfa- 
ther Harold came to mind. Since then that song title has been 
repeatedly brought to my attention. 


| heard about people called Sleeper Agents either while | was in 
London, or after returning to America. In conventional fiction, 
Sleeper Agents are people who have been subjected to mind 


control techniques, such as drugs, torture, psychological condi- 
tioning, implanted devices, and telepathic manipulation who 
then are either released, or allowed to escape back to friendly 
territory.-N This would seem applicable to me in that | was born 
in Asia, underwent enculturation in America, and have now 
been sent back to Asia. 


If | first frequently heard the term after returning to America after 
having lived in Europe, the Americans may have been using the 
term regarding my London stay, suggesting my goals were now 
more British or European than American. In Incubator terms, 
my use of the term Sleeper Agents is to indicate a person who 
is an Asset, without realising so. This is particularly useful to the 
Incubator for collection of information to determine how the Ad- 
ministrators will run the Incubator. The Incubator functions ac- 
cording to the rules the Asset sets. So if an Asset sets a stan- 
dard to judge others, the Incubator judges the Asset by that 
standard. Also, by collecting information about an Asset’s opin- 
ions, the Incubator’s Administrators can use the Asset’s subcon- 
scious to fine-tune the Incubator. 


There is a Japanese proverb borrowed from ancient China 
about ink. This proverb was explained to me in year 13 of the 
ReachPeace Era, about the time of 9/11: The deepest blue is 
from indigo. This saying applies “to a person who surpasses his 
parent, master, or teacher in skill in any profession or trade.” 
Just as the bluest dye comes from indigo, the purest Incubatee 


will be the product of his own shit. In other words, an efficiently 
functioning Incubator will run by the rules of the Incubatee. 


An illustration of a Sleeper Agent would be a person in a conver- 
sation who discusses an issue cognisant of the meaning of her 
individual role, but not aware of the conversation’s subtext, or 
how her role fits into the larger scheme of things. The Sleeper 
Agent does not realise the euphemistic nature of the conversa- 
tion. In contrast, one of the other people, possibly a Handler, a 
Freelancer, or a person overhearing the conversation perhaps 
electronically, is cognisant of the individuals’s roles as well as 
the larger picture of the context of the conversation. One, some 
or none of the conversationalists understands the impact of 
their individual remarks. The members of the conversations 

who are Assets, but are not aware of the subtext of the conver- 
sation or the larger picture, could be said to be ‘sleeping.’ Never- 
theless, the listener, or the entity receiving the report of the con- 
versation, fully understands the overall scheme. 


Returning to the chronology, as the summer waterski season 
ended, | was considering moving to Israel to work on a kibbutz, 
and then going on to South Africa to teach waterskiing at Sun 
City. This was during apartheid in South Africa, and | was talk- 
ing about hitchhiking from London to South Africa, with a stopo- 
ver at a kibbutz. | had contacted Sun City in South Africa, and 
they said that they could not hire me until they had interviewed 


me there. Nevertheless, Gordon again invited me on a trip, this 
time to Amsterdam. | accepted. 


On my return from Amsterdam, Her Majesty’s Customs denied 
me an entry visa in to the United Kingdom because they cor- 
rectly suspected | had been working illegally in the UK. Except 
for Sweden, | never had a valid work permit in Europe. Cus- 
toms held my passport at Heathrow. The authorities gave me 
72 hours to return to the dormitory at the country club, collect 
my belongings, and leave. My total financial resources came to 
about GB£30, if you don’t count the thousands of dollars of 
debts in student loans and cancelled credit cards in the United 
States. According to international law, the carrier bringing me to 
Heathrow was obligated to return me to Amsterdam at no 
charge. Since | had no money to speak of, less than zero, | ap- 
peared to returning to the Continent. 


Many months before | had discovered an error in my taxes from 
years ago, and applied for the corrected refund. While | had 
been visiting Amsterdam for the weekend, a check for me from 
the US Government suddenly arrived at the front desk of the 
country club. The check was sufficient to cover a return flight to 
America, but little else. Luck, good or bad, never was, and 
never is a factor. 


| bought a ticket to Orlando, Florida, and went to stay with my 
brother in Daytona Beach, Florida. Ms. Gordon followed me 
some months later. Initially, we lived in a tent behind my 


brother’s trailer in a trailer park. She and | worked in Florida, 
and in 1990 we sailed a boat with others around the Caribbean. 


1990 


| had asked Gordon to marry me in Florida, but when she did 
not respond after several months, | presumed she had decided 
against it. Near the end of our Caribbean cruise, we anchored 
off of Isla Mujeres, and befriended some of folks who lived on 
shore, two of whom were a married, older Jewish American cou- 
ple, early retirees. | discussed my thoughts about returning to 
law school and they encouraged me: “No one can take your 
education away from you.” Mr. Jobs had been forced out of Ap- 
ple in 1985. Jobs returned to Apple the same year | graduated 
from law school. The Incubator was not only recycling my 
ideas, but Mr. Jobs, perhaps knowingly, was also having an im- 
pact on my Bubble. 


| decided to return to Florida, and apply to law schools. Gordon 
then said she had decided yes, she wanted to marry me. As 
she thought about it better, | thought better of it. | decided if it 
took her that long to decide, we had better not. 


Gordon returned to New Zealand, and | went back to my 
brother. My farewell to Gordon at the airport in Key West was 
sadder for me than for her. We had covered much ground to- 
gether, literally and figuratively, in good times and bad. Although 
| knew we were not well suited for each other, | had dated her 


for a longer period than anyone previously. As her plane taxied 
out to the runway, | broke down and cried. Perhaps because | 
had initiated the separation, | could afford the emotion. Gordon 
was never that emotional. 


About this time my future ex-wife, Persistence SmallTurf, 
spent a year as a high school exchange student in Utah, where 
she converted to the Mormon religion.

Section 1 


chronology 


1991 


One day | went to a car parts shop on the outskirts of New 
Smyrna. The shop was a rough, Daytona Beach biker sort of 
place, so an elegant woman who appeared to be identical to my 
mother seemed out of place. There were two store clerks, burly 
Harley types. After the woman appeared to pay with a credit 
card, the clerk appeared to hand her card back to her, and 
loudly read the name off the card: Marcia Allen. | stared at her. 
The clerks and the woman locked eyes with me. | averted my 
gaze. | am also supposed to believe Mr. Jobs is alive and well, 
and living on the South Island of New Zealand. 


For years | had given thought to law school, and the couple on 
Isla Mujeres had renewed my interest. My parents also encour- 
aged me. | called toll-free directory information for the career 
guidance office of the American Bar Association. The directory 
assistance operator initially told me there was no such office, 
and then suddenly said: ‘Oh, here it is, | just found it.’ As | ex- 
plain below in the chronology, | later realised that the Incubator 


had probably quickly inserted a fake number in the operators 
computer screen to influence my interest in Japanese. | called 
the number | received from the operator, and requested to 
speak to someone who could recommend what language | 
ought to study. The person who answered the phone strongly 
encouraged me to study the Japanese language. The person 
claimed the Japanese language was by far the language most 
in demand in the legal profession. This mystery person told me 
under no circumstances should | study Russian. There was a 
glut of Russian speakers. Years later after | graduated from law 
school, | was looking for a job while living in New York City. | 
telephoned an attorney at a large firm, and he asked me if | 
spoke Russian. He told me Russian was in very high demand. 
This passes for humour in the Incubator. 


| began the testing and application process. The closest test 
preparation centre was about an hour drive inland from New 
Smyrna Beach, where | lived with my brother. | soent much time 
and speeding fines on the drive. Because | wanted my career to 
have some international connection, Amy, my pseudo mother 

by my father’s second marriage, suggested | study the Japa- 
nese language while studying law. My father agreed with her ad- 
vice, but then he always did. 


| met a woman on spring break in a bar in Daytona. She was 
from Connecticut, and we began dating. About this time my ma- 
ternal grandmother, Doris “Dot” Currey Martin, gave me an an- 


nuity which would have eventually matured at about $100,000. | 
moved to New Britain, Connecticut, and shared an apartment 
with Larry Graves. | applied to law schools at state universities 
between Hawaii and Maine. | began studying Japanese at Cen- 
tral Connecticut State University. H. Ross Perot, who now 
owned EDS Data Systems where | had worked, ran for Presi- 
dent. | volunteered on his campaign. He quit, and then reen- 
tered the race, but | did not waste time on him again. 


| bought a mountain bicycle, and became very enamoured with 
this sport. Many of the best features of snow skiing are avail- 
able by cycling in the mountains. Moreover, mountain biking is 
less dependent on the weather. 


1992 


My middle name is McIntire. In English, | began introducing my- 
self as Mak about this time, which is short for McIntire. Also, | 
occasionally signed correspondence as ‘Mak.’ 


| moved into a house that was sub-divided into two apartments, 
each with four residents. In the other apartment lived Edward 
“Ed” Daniel Alkalay. Mr. Alkalay was a few years younger 
than I, but a year ahead of me in law school. Later that same 
year | moved to the apartment where Alkalay lived with two oth- 
ers. 


| began at the University of Connecticut School of Law, and con- 
tinued studying Japanese, but at a different school: Trinity Col- 
lege in Hartford. During my first year of law school, | went to 
see my family for the holidays. Preceding my arrival, my father 
discussed the visit of ‘his son the law student’ with his golf com- 
panion. The golf companion disparaged the addition of another 
attorney to America. My father corrected his companion: “There 
will not be another attorney. There will be another good attor- 
ney.” Comments like this may seem inconsequential, but with 
time and repetition, the affect of remarks like this was substan- 
tial. 


Another example: there had been news reports of ethical impro- 
prieties in the pharmaceutical industry. My dad lamented the 
situation, and remarked how disappointed his father, who had 
retired more than three decades before, and passed away more 
than a decade before, would have been to hear these reports. A 
pharmaceutical company, not Upjohn, was named, but the im- 
pact on the public’s perception of the industry was what con- 
cerned my father. To a very significant extent, | feel as though | 
am responsible for protecting the faith of my ancestors, as well 
as others who have invested time in me, and believe we have a 
responsibility to improve our societies. 


1993 


In February 1993 | interviewed for the Japan Exchange and 
Teaching (JET) program in Boston with representatives of the 


Ministries of Education, Finance, and Foreign Affairs. Sepa- 
rately in the same month, | attended a job forum in New York 
City for law students on legal careers. One of the audience 
members discussed a graduate law program in CapitalEast that 
was to soon start accepting students. The program for Ameri- 
can law students would be offered by Temple University’s Ja- 
pan Campus School of Law (TUJ Law). | made up my mind to 
attend when | heard of the program. Temple University is head- 
quartered in Philadelphia. The Second Continental Congress 
adopted the Declaration of Independence in Philadelphia. The 
first year of the program was to be the following year, 1994. | in- 
tended to attend in 1995, the second year of the new program. 


About this time in Connecticut, in an idle conversation, | ques- 
tioned Mr. Andrew Norton, a Connecticut State legislator and 
classmate, whether my foreign birth would be an obstacle if | 
ran for President. He did not think so. 


| was dating Margaret Mary Magetteri, a fellow law student. She 
worked in the legal department at the headquarters of Aetna In- 
surance in Hartford, a Fortune 100 company with more than 
25,000 employees. President Clinton nominated the then gen- 
eral counsel of Aetna, Zoé Baird, for the position of Attorney 
General of the United States, the highest law enforcement offi- 
cial in the country. Congress eventually did not approve Baird’s 
nomination because she had employed a foreigner at her home 
as a nanny. 


“The nanny did not have the proper authorization to work in the 
United States. In Baird’s case, it was the hiring of an illegal immi- 
grant couple from Peru and the failure to pay employment taxes 
for them that led to her downfall. Household employment cases 
also cost two other would-be Clinton appointees their positions, 
U.S. District Judge Kimba Wood, a candidate for attorney general, 
and Bobby Ray Inman, nominee for defense secretary.”FN 


In hindsight, | realised there seemed to be a very high correla- 
tion with Events and my life. | knew two Bairds, both serious pro- 
fessional women. | had become friendly with one of the Bairds, 
named Deborah, who now lived in Seattle where my sister 
Deborah also lived. | also became friendly with a woman 
named Zoé, again in Seattle. Like the nanny, | had worked as 
an illegal alien. At law school in Hartford, | had expressed inter- 
est in politics to classmates. The Attorneys General are almost 
invariably lawyers. The media was reporting names and Events 
with curious similarities to my life. More close to my immediate 
circumstances, the nominee herself was head of the depart- 
ment where my girlfriend worked. | frequently went to her office 
to pick Magetteri up from work. These are just a few seemingly 
coincidental Events and incidents, but these became increas- 
ingly frequent. The Incubator became increasingly obvious as 
the number of incidents mounted until | realised these were in- 
coincident Events, and that there is no such thing as a chance 
Event. 


| accepted a position on the JET program in RollingStone, Cas- 
tleConstellations, Japan. In July 1993, | moved to Rolling- 
Stone with my mountain bike, my ski equipment and other lug- 
gage to spend a year in CastleConstellations. When | arrived in 
CastleConstellations the first permanent member of the Rolling- 
Stone education department | met was Mr. CalmTrust PineE- 
ternal. As well as being an employee in the office of the Board 
of Education, PineEternal was a Buddhist priest. He lived with 
his family at a temple that had been with his ancestors for gen- 
erations. | worked for the RollingStone Board of Education. My 
main school was RollingStone City Girl’s High School and | 
regularly visited RollingStone Girl’s City Commercial High 
School. At my main school, and other schools | visited, the 
school administrators assigned a liaison to escort me, explain 
my responsibilities, and the expectations of the school’s admin- 
istrators. | generally enjoyed these visits, thanks partially to the 
guides. 


1994 


The Japanese school year ended partway through my contract. 
At the end of the academic calendar, the schools rotated the liai- 
son at my main school, and another person became responsi- 
ble for relaying instructions, etc. At the time | referred to the po- 
sition of this liaison as my “handler.” | have used that term since 
then with other ex-patriots in Japanese, and | have heard them 
use the term to refer to the same type of person because the 


term fits. From that experience, | became better prepared to un- 
derstand the extent that Incubator Handlers were manipulating 
my surroundings in the Incubator. About this time, the Japanese 
and United States governments were considering building a 
joint jet fighter aircraft. 


During the Japanese school year graduation recess in the 
spring of 1994, | visited family friends in Myanmar and South- 
east Asia for almost a month. In Yangon, | met with old family 
friends, conducted some informational interviews, and visited 
our old home, the hospital where | was born, and my father’s 
church. | hung out in places to let the feel of Yangon seep back 
into me, and | was amazed at how much came back. 


One visit | had was with a professor in his office at the Univer- 
sity of Yangon. The professor described to me an account of 
the 8/8/88 Uprising. He had watched some of the uprising 
through his office window which was just behind the professor’s 
desk in 1994. Outside that window government troops drowned 
student protestors in a fountain. Asked in 1994 if the professor 
might be subject to reprisal for discussing such an Event, the 
professor pointed to the professor’s secretary, sitting between 
the door and myself. The central government’s Secretariat had 
selected the secretary for the professor so the Secretariat could 
keep track of the professor’s meetings, discussions and con- 
tacts. The permissibility of secretaries in Myanmar, as a lot of 
the customs of the Myanmar government, may have been 


heavy handed, but | realised from these experiences, in Japan, 
and even in the US, there are restrictions exercised more dis- 
cretely, but the restrictions still have the same chilling effect on 
individual’s actions. 


Back in RollingStone, one of the people | had met was Mr. Hus- 
bandBecome TreeSmallBell. TreeSmallBell worked for the 
Board of Education. He was very kind. | was particularly struck 
by the courage he had to move back to his home town after an 
education in CapitalEast because he wished to take care of his 
family. 


When | left CastleConstellations, | stored most of my belong- 
ings | had brought to RollingStone in the teacher’s dormitory 
where | had lived for the last year. Sleeping in the main hall of a 
Buddhist temple is a great honour. On my last night, |, as my 
predecessor had been, was fortunate enough to sleep in the 
main hall of Mr. PineEternal’s ExcavationFriendReligion 
TempleoftheTrough(inAtmosphericPressure)Manager. The 
characters used in the name for this temple were to resurface 
many years later at a temple where | regularly practiced Zen. 


In August 1994, | flew to Los Angeles, where within hours of my 
return my passport was stolen while | was on the phone. | took 
a train to San Francisco to visit three high school classmates, 
then to Seattle to see my sister. The train from Seattle to Chi- 
cago arrived a full 24 hours late, a rude reminder of how West- 
erners transport human cargo. From Chicago, went to Roches- 


ter, New York, where | bought a second mountain bike, a 
Bridgestone. The name of this company might be one of the 
first proper nouns which taught me the importance of fully trans- 
lating proper names. The company name, Bridgestone, was a 
translation of the founder’s last name, which would be transliter- 
ated as ishibashi, which means stone bridge. Ten years later, | 
lived across the street from him, where | drafted the initial ver- 
sion of this manuscript.FN As a rule, Japanese and English lan- 
guage grammatical and word order are reversed. When translat- 
ing his name to use as the company name, he reversed the 
Japanese order of the ideograms to arrive at: Bridgestone. | am 
loosely following this practice of reversing the order when | 
translate proper nouns in this chronology. 


While attending the fall semester of law school in Connecticut, | 
completed the application and enrollment process for TUJ Law. 


On 28 December 1994 | arrived in CapitalEast and met Attor- 
ney Vicki L. Beyer. Then she was the Director of TUJ Law, and 
later a Dean of Temple University. | next went to CastleConstel- 
lations to collect my belongings that | had left there in August, 
and then went skiing in CourseSeaNorth for the new year holi- 
day. 


1995 


| attended the 1995 spring semester at TUJ Law. At some point 
during the semester, Beyer asked me why | had chosen to 


study the Japanese language. | recounted to her my experience 
calling the American Bar Association. Some days later, she told 
me she was unable to find a ‘career guidance’ office at the 
American Bar Association. She told me there had never had 
been such an office. When she told me that she was unable to 
confirm my assertion about the career advice from the Bar Asso- 
ciation, | felt as though she suspected | was deceiving her, al- 
though | never did. The career guidance office was a figment of 
my Incubator. If Beyer had tried to contact the fictional career 
guidance office, the Incubator did not connect her to the ficti- 
tious office. Beyer, to her credit, was often on the look out for 
things that were amiss, particularly as the related to the clan- 
destine disservices. 


One of my TUJ Law professors, Gerald “Jerry” Paul McAlinn, 
had been the director of TUJ Law the first year of the program. 
In this, the second year of the program, McAlinn was teaching a 
TUJ Law comparative legal systems class. Prof. McAlinn told 
me he recommended Ms. Beyer for the position. McAlinn was a 
professor of law at Aoyama Gakuin University, or Aoyama Uni- 
versity. The initials for Aoyama University are the same as the 
name of the mobile phone provider | was using when | first 
drafted this: au. 


| also discussed some matters with students who figure later in 
this chronology. James Longmire Harrison told me he wanted to 
work in the energy/power generation sector. John Crosby had 


an unusual way of looking at the world, and we had many good 
laughs together. Attorney Crosby presaged cloud computing 
and software as a service (SaaS) in our intellectual property 
class 15 years before those ideas were widely accepted. Joe 
Albert, who had been a science undergraduate, suggested de- 
signing parachutes into airplanes similar to the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration Space Shuttle. On commer- 
cial jetliners, however, these parachutes would be for emergen- 
cies when the plane is crashing. The parachute would mechani- 
cally deploy from the tail section of the plane to slow a rapid de- 
scent. Albert bears a striking resemblance to former President 
William Jefferson Clinton. 


Almost half my TUJ Law classmates were Jewish, including Vic- 
toria Botvin, Carl Katz, Greg Fishbone, Elisa Silverman, Pamela 
“Pam” Weinsaft and others. This Jewish proportion at TUJ Law 
was many times the proportion of the general population of 
America, or of Jewish students at Connecticut, but still less than 
the proportion at my secondary school. We discussed the simi- 
larities between Jews and Japanese. Ms. Silverman told me 
that there was a body of literature supporting the hypothesis 
that the Japanese people, the Irish and others are the lost 
tribes of Israel.FN Silverman is ethnically Irish, but Jewish by 
adoption. If the Irish are a lost tribe of Israel, Atty. Silverman 
would be lost & found. Ms. Botvin worked as Senior Associate 
Counsel at the U.S. House of Representatives. 


About March 1995, Dean Beyer, visiting Prof. Lou Natali from 
Temple University in Philadelphia, other TUJ Law students and 
|, visited the American Embassy. The Ambassador, Walter F. 
Mondale, was scheduled to meet with us, but suddenly became 
unavailable. Instead, a sharp shooter from the Federal Bureau 
of Investigations spoke to us of the siege of the religious com- 
pound at Waco, Texas. Prof. Natali vehemently berated the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigations, and the agent for murdering 
many civilians in the assault to end the siege. | was impressed, 
and still am, by the courage Prof. Natali displayed confronting 
an individual who had clearly violated the basic principles of the 
American Constitution. 


On one occasion we visited InTheUrbanPrefecture Prison to 
tour the facilities, and study Japanese incarceration methods. 
We were told that Japanese prisoners who refuse to eat are not 
put on life support. This figured prominently in my mind when | 
was jailed at the CapitalEast Detention Centre almost a decade 
later. 


Timothy Langley, a former General Counsel of Apple, Inc. (Ja- 
pan), invited me to lunch at the CapitalEast American Club. Mr. 
Langley had recently resigned as General Counsel for Amway 
Japan, Ltd. 


“More than 3.6 million independent business owners distribute Am- 
way products in more than 80 countries and territories. Amway is 


part of the Alticor family of companies whose global sales totaled 
$4.5 billion.” 


Langley told me that at that time Amway was the largest foreign 
company in Japan by revenue. He said left Amway due to egre- 
gious ethical violations. Some years later he failed to pay his 
Georgia Bar dues, and the Bar terminated his license. He may 
have found he can be more effective without a license. At our 
lunch in 1995, he suggested | write a book to advance my politi- 
cal career. About April | was first introduced to Mr. OneLonged- 
For TundraJoy at the Diet. He was the Executive Director of a 
RedHill think tank. Mr. TundraJoy taught International Relations 
at Dokkyo University. The ideograms for dokkyo mean German 
cooperation. TundraJoy invited me to bring law school class- 
mates to participate in a political debate with his students. 


| had heard a University of Connecticut Law School classmate, 
Michael “Mike” Thomas Dunn, was studying for an LLM at the 
University of CapitalEast as a Ministry of Education scholar, but 
we had never met. Dunn’s first year at the University of Con- 
necticut was while | was on a leave of absence on the JET Pro- 
gram. When | returned to Connecticut for the fall 1994 semes- 
ter, Dunn was in CapitalEast, and was still there when | was 
studying at TUJ Law in 1995. 


| learned later, Dunn, raised in Texas, had lived in Scandinavia 
and studied Swedish. Also like me, he had finished college de- 


spite his father’s claims he would not. | telephoned Dunn to in- 
vite him to attend the debate with TundraJoy’s students, but he 
was unable to participate. 


In May 1995, classmates, Crane Steven Landis, Paul Mow, 
Bradford “Brad” Pirie and | attended a debate at Dokkyo Univer- 
sity. Persistence SmallTurf, my future ex-wife, was one of the 
students in the class. After the debate, Persistence and | ex- 
changed contact information. When | gave her my business 
card, she bounced up and down. | thought she was too pre- 
cious for words. 


| asked TundraJoy if | could work at his think tank, and | eventu- 
ally did. | suggested to Persistence that TundraJoy was romanti- 
cally inclined with students. Persistence dismissed my idea as 
idiotic. TundraJoy later left Japan to work at a think tank in 
Washington, DC., and my suspicions were confirmed about his 
extra-curricular habits. 


Persistence accepted my invitations to social occasions with 
American law students. We spoke Japanese because my Japa- 
nese language skills were better than her English was at the 
time. After several social occasions, we had a chance to speak 
privately. We discussed politics almost exclusively. | was pleas- 
antly surprised to speak with a young, Japanese woman who 
was traditional and patriotic. | mentioned to her that | admired 
Henry Kissinger. Persistence had just been reading material on 
Kissinger, and we discussed him. She been assigned the read- 


ing in TundraJoy’s class. This assignment was not a coinci- 
dence. | suggested Japan needed someone like Kissinger, and 
she agreed. One catchphrase from my political philosophy, 
“Only Nixon could go to China” was used in Star Trek VI: The 
Undiscovered Country. Kissinger was the architect of Nixon’s 
foray into China. 


Playing the Name Game with the creator of Star Trek, Gene 
Roddenberry’s name does not take much work: gene rodden- 
bury = the DNA to bury the rod. The rod might refer to a spear 
or weapon. Alternatively, rod could refer to nuclear fuel, and 
burying the rod would mean discontinuing the use of weapons 
that brought us IslandDisseminate and SpitLeader. The name 
also has sexual innuendos. 


My classmate Brad Pirie and | were talking in HorseRiding- 
GroundRicePaddyExpensive one day. We were walking to 
the train station from the office building housing the TUJ Law 
Program at the time. Mr. Pirie asked me what | wanted to be- 
come. | suggested | become Japanese’s Henry Kissinger. In 
conversations with my TUJ Law roommate and classmate, Sid- 
ney “Sid” Weeks, | said | thought America needed an Ambassa- 
dor for Japan who spoke Japanese. Mr. Weeks graduated from 
Duke University in 1989 with an A.B. in Comparative Area Stud- 
ies. Duke’s program for studying telepathy is well documented. 


About June 1995, | discussed my travels in Europe with a class- 
mate: John Neil Seward, III. Mr. Seward was working in Capital- 


East for, at the time, the largest law firm in the world, Baker & 
Mackenzie. His father, John Neil Seward, Il, lived in Texas, and 
Seward Ill was attending the University of Texas law school. Se- 
ward II had been a translator for MacArthur after the Pacific 
War, and had published numerous books on Japan. Seward 

IIl’s mother was Japanese. | recommended he visit Europe. | 
thought he might find the contrast of Europe useful given his ex- 
tensive knowledge of Asia. He studied law in London the follow- 
ing academic year. 


The semester | studied in CapitalEast, SupremeTruth Aum 
bombed the subways, and Timothy McVeigh bombed the Fed- 
eral Building in Oklahoma. In a conversation Seward Ill and | 
had in ValleyAstringent, | asked his opinion of how to prevent 
violent political dissent such as the bombing of the Federal 
Building. He foresaw a need for strict measures in the short 
term, but gradual understanding of political ideas like McVeigh’s 
in the long term. 


As explained above, | hope the reader will carefully consider 
the translation, or lack thereof, of the proper nouns in this docu- 
ment. Regarding the Hindu character, Aum, used in the name of 
the Japanese religion: | have used the English transliteration of 
the Hindi. | have only translated Japanese words into English. | 
did this because | think | have some understanding of the Japa- 
nese ideograms, particularly as the ideograms relate to this 
chronology. Nevertheless, translating non-English characters, 


such as Aum, is beyond my abilities. Also beyond the scope of 
my authorship is the analysis of English proper nouns and their 
meaning. For instance, my family name means little rock,FN a 
name with bearing on the Aerospace Project. Nevertheless, | 
have not ‘translated’ the historical meaning of these English 
proper nouns in my English manuscript. Certainly the symbol- 
ism of the English proper nouns is just as significant, but | will 
leave that for more skilled hands. 


Moreover, ‘translating’ ancient English proper nouns into cur- 
rent proper nouns might obfuscate more than clarify because 
English is not an ideographic language. Because there are not 
graphic pictograms in written English, the etymology of the 
word is not well preserved. | suspect this lack of preservation in 
the English language inhibits Image Guidance. 


The lack of ideograms in a language means the multiple ideas 
the word might suggest do not occur as readily in the minds of 
native speakers. This makes the multiple meanings a word 
might have less accessible to native speakers of non- 
ideographic languages, and makes Image Guidance more chal- 
lenging. English words, for instance, because there are no ideo- 
grams, are less useful for Image Guidance. 


This does not mean native speakers of non-ideographic lan- 
guages are less adept at Image Guidance than native speakers 
of ideographic languages. The lack of ideograms in a language 
does mean that native speakers of non-ideographic languages 


must work harder at Image Guidance. In some cases, a native 
non-ideographic language user may find Image Guidance more 
challenging, which results in more effort. Focused effort results 
in being a better Image Guidance communicator than one might 
become if raised on an ideographic language. 


On 09 June 1995, not long after | began dating Ms. Persistence 
SmallTurf, | met Ms. Persistence RiceFieldJoy at a bar called 
Acaraje, and we dated as well. Because | met this Persistence 
second, | used to refer to her as Persistence Too. At the time 
there was no caller ID on most phones, and when either Persis- 
tence would call and identify herself by her first name, | made a 
point of speaking about non-consequential matters until | could 
determine with which Persistence | was speaking. 


| was sincerely attracted to both Persistences. | enjoyed Small- 
Turf’s political discussions, and | enjoyed RiceFieldJoy. The Ri- 
ceFieldJoy Persistence wanted to come visit me in Connecticut, 
and discussed plans to visit me at law school in September of 
1995. After RiceFieldJoy’s suggestion, | suggested my future 
ex-wife, SmallTurf, come visit me in Connecticut as well. When 
Persistence Won agreed, | discouraged Persistence Too from 
visiting. 


| naively thought that because | had met RiceFieldJoy (Persis- 
tence Too) in a bar, and Persistence Won (SmallTurf) at a politi- 
cal debate, Persistence Won was more in tune with my future 
plans. Perhaps the happier path would have been the one | did 


not choose. RiceFieldJoy is my present spouse’s middle Ameri- 
can name. The Bubble was trying to warn me that an extant 
spousal doppelganger. 


| left Japan on 22 August 1995. | had much luggage from my 
stay at CapitalEast, as well as my stay the previous year at Cas- 
tleConstellations. Whenever you fly on your birthday and you 
have extra luggage, if they try to charge you an additional fee, 
ask to have the fee waived because of your birthday. It worked 
for me, but this was quite a few years ago. Instead of free extra 
baggage, perhaps when flying on your birthday, ask if they will 
bump you up to business class. 


In October 1995 Persistence Won visited Connecticut. After she 
overcame the initial apprehension, and uncertainty, she enjoyed 
the visit. Also in the fall of 1995 | met Howard Colefield at one 
of the Japan-America Society meetings, and we were both ac- 
tive on the Board of Directors. Colefield was also studying Japa- 
nese. | recommended he apply to the JET Program. He did, 
was accepted, and worked in the program. He is still in Capital- 
East, and has done very well. Better than me. 


During this time | regularly visited New York City, and stayed 
with Alkalay, my former law school housemate. This is the same 
year, the movie Ed was released. Alkalay would frequently kid 
me about my lack of tact. He suggested that there was no “wall” 
in my brain which most people had in their brains. That hypo- 
thetical wall is what enables some people to think things, but 


not say them. In contrast, | tended to say whatever came into 
my mind. My lack of discretion was a source of amusement, 
and some renown among my buddies. Alkalay concretised this 
with the joke about my lack of a “wall.” 


On the Emperor’s Birthday, | returned to Japan for a visit during 
the school holidays. Persistence Won gave me a necktie. | 
gave her a pre-engagement ring. During the 1996 New Year 
holidays Persistence Won and | visited CastleConstellations. In 
CounterForWizardMachines, we had lunch with our host, Paul 
McLaughlin, and an acquaintance, Stephen “Steve” Kerr. 
McLaughlin may have told Kerr of my political aspirations. 
McLaughlin asked me what sort of political office | would like to 
run for, and | answered: perhaps a US Senator. Persistence 
Won was not visibly impressed, but the other two seemed inordi- 
nately impressed. Afterwards, Persistence and | discussed their 
reactions. Persistence also thought they seemed disproportion- 
ately impressed. My goals seemed like common sense at a 
minimum to Persistence SmallTurf. | was glad to see her confi- 
dence in me. 


1996 


| returned to Connecticut on 15 January 1996. | felt confident 
moving my relationship with Persistence forward. | invited her to 
come to America after she graduated in March 1996, and she 
moved to Connecticut then. 


| heard much about premarital counseling in the Incubator me- 
dia at this time. | consulted Dr. Michael Luce, a mental health 
counselor at the University of Connecticut Health Centre for 
pre-engagement counseling. | invited Persistence to go with me 
to allow both of us to fully clarify concerns and future goals, but 
she declined. After several visits, Dr. Luce told me | seemed in 
good shape. He said | was approaching my relationship well, 
and | did not need to consult him further. In our last meeting, for 
reasons that seemed unrelated to anything | ever told him, he 
cautioned me that sex with my spouse, myself and another 
woman at the same time is the leading cause of a relationship 
like mine failing! 


On 06 April 1996 Persistence Won and | went for a walk in the 
woods of the West Hartford Reservoir recreation area. We 
climbed a hill. At the top, we paused at an overlook clearing 
with picnic tables surrounded by a low stonewall. | lifted Persis- 
tence up so she was standing on the wall. Behind her was a 
steep descent, almost a cliff. | went down on one knee with the 
engagement ring, and asked her to marry me. She accepted. 


The only student | met with a hyphenated name at the Univer- 
sity of Connecticut law school had started law school the year 
after me. He suggested | write a book. | thought he was politely 
telling me | talk too much. 


During spring 1996 at the University of Connecticut School of 
Law, | wrote an upper class writing assignment, the equivalent 


of a law school thesis. The graduate law degree in America is a 
Juris Doctorate, but a full doctoral thesis is not required. Com- 
monly in law school professors would alternate using “he” or 
“she” when speaking of a hypothetical person. Usually, we use 
the male pronoun to represent male and female in English, as 
in other languages. Recently, randomly inserting either pro- 
noun, using ‘they’ or ‘them’ which is technically grammatically 
incorrect, and other means have become popular. 


| considered writing my thesis on gender-neutral pronouns. | 
was going to invent words to substitute for him or her, he or 
she, and his/hers. At the beginning of my thesis, | would explain 
the words. | discussed the idea of using xhe (pronounced ‘z’) as 
a pronoun for a hypothetical gender-neutral person in my paper. 
| invented other words for the other pronouns. 


| ultimately decided against this because at the time in the me- 
dia Congress again did not confirm a Presidential appointee. 
This time the candidate was from Philadelphia. In this case, the 
liberal treatise the nominee had written as a student became an 
issue in the appointment process. Again, | realise in hindsight, 
Events in the media seemed to correspond very closely with in- 
cidents in my own life. In the case of the gender-neutral pro- 
nouns and the premarital counseling, | followed the lead of 
Events repeatedly in the news. This occurs naturally in every- 
one’s life, but | gradually realised the extent seemingly coinci- 


dental news stories and other occurrences were being manipu- 
lated by Handlers in my Incubator. This is brainwashing. 


A few weeks after discussing my gender-neutral pronoun idea, | 
read in the Letters to the Editor of The Economist a letter sug- 
gesting the use of gender-neutral pronouns. The pronouns 
were almost indistinguishable from the pronouns | had consid- 
ered for my paper as a law student. In May | graduated, and 
Persistence and | moved to New York City the same day. | have 
never been to Connecticut since, and | have purposefully driven 
around the state to avoid going through it. | began studying for 
the bar exam. 


Strawberry Fields is a memorial very close to where John Len- 
non was shot. Persistence and | had planned to be married in 
Strawberry Fields, but rain forced us indoors. On 12 June 1996 
we married at a Unitarian Church in New York City across from 
Strawberry Fields in Central Park. Seventy-four years earlier, 
my paternal grandparents had honeymooned by camping out in 
Central Park. 


One day, while | was studying for the bar exam, Persistence 
went shopping in our neighbourhood. The area was very work- 
ing class, with many European immigrants. She came home 
very excited. She told me she had sat down on a bench ina 
public space. Nearby there were bunches of old men sitting 
around playing checkers. She said: they were smoking, and | 
was smoking. They were gesticulating, and speaking very 


loudly in a foreign language. Many years later, she still had that 
sweet enthusiasm about new, different people and places. They 
were probably Greek men, since | had seen them in our neigh- 
bourhood from time to time, and recognised the Greek lan- 
guage from having lived there. 


A long, long time ago, | too used to enjoy sitting in Japan with 
old men, in public spaces, and taking in the atmosphere. Age- 
old habits appealed to Persistence and |, and we to them. One 
example, Persistence was well suited to wearing traditional 
Japanese dress. After we were married a month or so, Persis- 
tence said she wanted separate bedrooms. | found this conser- 
vatism appealing. 


Section 2 


Marriage 


| am a firm believer in the sanctity of the marriage contract. The 
conservative use of divorce is for the long term good of individu- 
als and society. Certainly for centuries there has been legiti- 
mate uses of and methods for divorce. For example, the Jewish 
Get has a long and respected history. There are a variety of le- 
gitimate reasons for granting divorce. Nevertheless, due to tech- 
nological ‘advances’ governmental authorities have begun to en- 
courage and readily permit divorce. In litigated divorces judges 
have become more activist. Judges regularly insert themselves 
in nuptial relations to pass judgment. Such judgment, or any 
government intervention whatsoever, would not have been re- 
quired a century ago. 


Years ago, if someone wanted a divorce, they just left the juris- 
diction. If one moved far enough away to where no one knew of 
one’s previous marriage, leaving the jurisdiction was not even 
always necessary. Nowadays, improved record keeping means 
authorities have had to confront ‘practice marriages,’ evolving 
marital emotions, and inconvenient matrimonial circumstances. 


Marriage has become meaningless because courts easily grant 
divorces. Moreover, when divorce is too readily invoked, the di- 
vorce becomes more of a legal fiction than a fact. If most divor- 
cees were honest with themselves, they would acknowledge 
that they will carry their love for that former spouse in their 
hearts until the day they die. Instead, people lie to themselves: 
‘If | can get a court or a legal authority to give me a stamp of ap- 
proval, | can get this person out of my life.’ 


A better practice would be to just leave the de jure marriage in- 
tact, and permit individuals to remarry. For the first few millen- 
nia in which marriage was used, we were unable to thoroughly 
confirm if individuals had previously married. Improved record 
keeping this century requires courts to confront the reality of pre- 
vious marriages. | suspect that before the appearance of cur- 
rent record keeping systems most people followed the practice 
of simply moving far enough away to start again. Technology 
now permits us to record marriages despite individuals’s at- 
tempts to cover up previous marriages, or evade jurisdiction. 
Nevertheless, these last few decades in which we have started 
keeping accessible records of previous marriages coincides 
with the timeframe in which government authorities’s have be- 
come much more willing to validate, and even encourage the 
casual destruction of marital contracts. 


The fabric of society is disintegrating. Increasing crime and so- 
cial problems are a direct and direct cause of the devaluation of 


the marital relationship. Respecting marriage means all forms 

of marriage, not just monogamy. The rights of polygamists, Is- 
lamic or Mormon polygynists or Masai or Tibetan polyandrists, 
are just as fundamental to the fabric of society as any other mar- 
riage. Conservatism is not just a look back ten, twenty or fifty 
years. True conservatives look to ancient ways, eternal values 
that have been here for centuries. 


One solution to improve the civil rights of individuals wishing to 
marry according to conservative marital beliefs may be a liber- 
tarian approach. Privatising divorce by creating “marital corpora- 
tions”F N would reduce government interference in our lives, im- 
prove personal application of laws and rules, and improve the 
ability of individuals determined to preserve the marriage con- 
tract. Essentially, we would turn the clock forward using libertari- 
anism so that we could turn the clock back to when marriage 
meant something. 


One way to judge the expected life of a philosophy is to judge 
the age of the philosophy. By calculating how old a theory or 
practice is at present, past performance may predict, or at least 
gauge, the remaining life expectancy of a theory or practice. If 
we have evidence that something has lasted for some time, we 
have a reasonable basis on which to suspect that thing will last 
for at least that time. Ideas that have been around for a long 
time will likely remain for a long time. Marriage, whether polyg- 
amy or monogamy, is one of those ideas. Because marriage is 


a time-tested tradition, marriage deserves our respect and pro- 
tection. 


One of Christianity’s greatest weaknesses is the lack of history 
compared to Buddhism. The teachings of these two religions 
are very similar: selfless devotion to others, sacrifice, and pov- 
erty. Buddhism is considerably older than Christianity, and per- 
haps partly because of this, Buddhism is much more tolerant of 
other religions. Also, Buddhism’s polytheistic foundation opens 
the religion to other teachings. Cherry-picking the good and the 
bad from religions is a practice the Japanese culture uses as 
well. | hope Christianity comes to terms with the many saints, 
apostles, and prophets and acknowledges the inherent spiritual 
weakness of monotheism. 


Not much has changed after more than one hundred years of 
colonial missionary zeal in Asia: 


“The hatred of Western religion in China and adjacent countries is 
undoubtedly due to the needless and implacable attacks which 
have been made upon the ancestor-cult.” 


“The real and avowed objects of missions is defeated by persis- 
tent indifference to sociological truths; and the martyrdoms and 
sacrifices are utilized by Christian nations for ends essentially op- 
posed to the spirit of Christianity” 


“Nations that, while refusing to endure religious intolerance at 
home, steadily maintain religious intolerance abroad, must eventu- 
ally lose those rights of intellectual freedom which cost so many 
centuries of atrocious struggle to win.” 


“Perhaps this book, in spite of many shortcomings, will not fail to 
convince some thoughtful persons that the constitution of Far- 
Eastern society presents insuperable obstacles to the propaganda 
of Western religion, as hitherto conducted; that these obstacles 
now demand, more than at any previous epoch, the most careful 
and humane consideration; and that the further needless mainte- 
nance of an uncompromising attitude toward them can result in 
nothing but evil. FN 


Polytheism should naturally draw people who espouse equality 
and egalitarian democratic values. Monotheism grew from the 
Monarchs of early Christian Europe. Religion, like any system 
used to interpret one’s reality, is a system of control, at the very 
least a system of self-control. The monarchs of Europe used 
Christianity to solidify their power by making the monarch a god 
of a monotheistic church. In the same way, egalitarians could 
use polytheistic Christianity to promote the development of indi- 
viduals. By espousing each person’s ability to grow spiritually, 
we will strengthen the electorate.

On 30 August 1996, Persistence Won and | arrived in Japan for 
our honeymoon. Some days later, | met my CapitalEast class- 
mate from the previous year, John Seward for a drink in Valley- 
Astringent. Seward was now the General Counsel in Japan for 
Bear Stearns, a mid-sized American investment bank. During a 
friendly, rambling conversation, he told me his father, the Japan 
author Jack Seward II,-N has had many spouses, and di- 
vorces. Seward III has many siblings, and half-siblings. Most, 
perhaps all of Seward IIl’s siblings have a mother of Japanese 
origin. After our chat, we went down to the street level, and | 
gave Seward III a hug goodbye. He is not the hugging type. | 
still smile when | think how awkward | was. Persistence and | 
left Japanese on 23 September. 


Since Persistence was a child, she had wanted a pet cat. | was 
never particularly fond of cats, but | agreed to adopt one. | be- 
came attached to the cat, but the cat cried quite a bit. We 
adopted another cat in hopes that the second cat would calm 
the first cat. | came to find both cats even more endearing. 

Since Persistence had wanted a cat first, | suggested that the 
first cat we adopted was hers, and the second cat was mine. Be- 
ginning in 1996 and into 1997, | taught both cats to obey com- 
mands such as, sit, stay, come, and fetch. | even tried to teach 
the first cat to use the toilet. | read of various contraptions, plat- 


forms positioned on top of the toilet seat, to enable cats to use 
the toilet without the cat falling in the toilet bowl. 


Nevertheless, | was unable to find one of these cat toilet train- 
ing seats for sale anywhere in New York City. | eventually gave 
up trying to toilet train the cat when | could not construct a 
proper platform to set on top of the toilet seat. In 2000, the 
movie Meet the Parents was released. The movie lampoons a 
man who works for the CIA who trains his cat. 


1997 


The first paying law job | had was in Immigration Law. The clien- 
tele of the Law Office of Ronald W. Freeman, my employer, was 
primarily Japanese corporations. The law practice was in 
Tribeca, Manhattan. There were several attorneys, and several 
Japanese citizens employed in the office. All the attorneys, in- 
cluding Freeman, were either Japanese citizens or ethnically 
Jewish. Perhaps both, if you believe the theory that the ethnic 
Japanese people are the lost tribe of Israel.FN 


Persistence and | had started the application process for her 
permanent residency card in the US. We had an interview in 
the US Federal Building across the street from my office. The 
US Immigration and Naturalization Service is infamous for filing 
difficulties. Both of us spent hours standing in line outside the 
bureau’s office in New York City. Many people, including us, 
regularly arrived around dawn to stand in line outdoors to be 


able to enter when the building opened at 09:00. The forms and 
process were cumbersome, and even with my attorney qualifica- 
tion, experience, and knowledge, we both met ludicrous, uni- 
maginable obstacles. 


Socially, | met Mr. ThirdGlory “Glory” WisteriaThatOne and 
Mr. Naotoshi “Taki” Takizawa. | met them both at a chapter of 
Toastmasters, a national association of public speakers. The 
chapter | joined in NYC was composed of speakers giving 
speeches in their non-native language, e.g. Japanese individu- 
als presented in English, and native American speakers pre- 
sented in the Japanese language. Both gentlemen were living 
in New York City at the time. Like me, WisteriaThatOne had 
spent some time skiing in the American West. At the time he 
worked for Pasona, and Weinsaft told me he was the youngest 
Vice-president of Pasona ever. Takizawa is a Japanese Na- 
tional, born in Korea during the Japanese occupation. Some- 
time after 2005, Raymond R. Tait coined the phrase for folks 
like ourselves: ‘third country kid’ (TCK). TCKs are people 
whose citizenship, home country, and birth nation are different 
countries. | am a TCK because | was born in Burma, my citizen- 
ship is American, and | live in Japan. Tait is a TCK, and at the 
time | met Takizawa, he was a TCK. 


Persistence stayed in touch with classmates from college. One 
of her former classmates was working as a reporter in Washing- 


ton, DC. She heard that my suspicion regarding Prof. Tundra- 
Joy’s romantic relationships with his students was correct. 


| thought Persistence should obtain an American driving li- 
cense. Her international driving license was valid for a year, and 
that license had expired. In addition, | thought acquiring a li- 
cense would reflect positively on her permanent residency appli- 
cation. Also, residents of America use public transportation less, 
so while in America thought she might have more reason to re- 
quire a driver’s license. Finally, because a driver’s license is so 
common in America, Americans use a driver’s license as a com- 
mon form of identification. 


| requested Persistence Won obtain an American license on 
multiple occasions. | suggested this in front of people we knew 
at our home, and when store or administrative clerks asked her 
for identification in public. About this time, clerks repeatedly 
asked her for a driving license. At the time, | did not connect the 
relationship between my requests, and the public requests. | re- 
alise now: | was naive. In hindsight, | recognise my requests 
that she obtain a license, and the repeated requests from oth- 
ers were not a coincidence. Nevertheless, the more | suggested 
she obtain a license, the more obstinate she became. 


In New York City, Alkalay, my former law school housemate, 
was working as an Assistant General Counsel for the Corpora- 
tion of the City of New York. Alkalay asked me what | thought of 
Rudolph W. Giuliani, the mayor running for reelection. | told Al- 


kalay | liked Giuliani. | worked on election campaigns for both 
political parties, and as a poll watcher for the Republican Party. 
As a poll watcher, an armed, off-duty officer escorted me to as- 
sure election procedures were carried out properly. The adminis- 
trators of the poll-watching program told me that because of pro- 
cedural irregularities, the Republican candidate, Giuliani, had 
lost the election for the Mayor’s office in 1989. Allegedly, activi- 
ties of poll watchers, such as me, were essential to the election 
of Republican candidates in NYC such as Giuliani. 


During my experience as a poll watcher, | saw first hand the bla- 
tant irregularities, and improper methods used in various pre- 
cincts. Most serious violations appeared in predominantly black 
neighbourhoods. The chaos and likely miscounting of votes that 
occurred in one precinct | witnessed was unimaginable. To 
claim that the system | saw was a republican democracy was a 
gross mislabeling. | vocally expressed my dismay to others, in- 
cluding Alkalay, on repeated occasions. Many years later, the 
same sort of election irregularities became an important issue 
in the election of George W. Bush. Moreover, the state in which 
the disputed election was eventually resolved by fiat, Florida, 
was also the home to my parents, and two of my siblings and 
their families. This was not a coincidence. 


During this time, Silverman came to visit New York. She met up 
with Weinsaft and myself on separate occasions. 


In August 1997 | worked for Special Counsel at White & Case in 
Manhattan on a due diligence matter producing documents. 
White & Case has thousands of attorneys, and is headquar- 
tered in New York with tens of offices worldwide. 


“White & Case established its Tokyo office in 1987, one of the first 
Western law firms to open an office in Japan. Today [their] Tokyo 
office is the largest foreign law firm in Japan and has the largest 
number of attorneys registered to practice as foreign attorneys of 
any law firm in Japan. In 1995, White & Case was the first foreign 
law firm in Japan to... [establish]... a joint enterprise with 
Japan-licensed attorneys. [home page accessed 2004] 


In the basement of White & Case’s New York headquarters, | 
worked on the merger of two large defence contractors. One of 
the defence contractors was being merged into the other. An- 
other portion of one of the defence companies was merged into 
the other defence company, a client whom | worked for some 
years later. Based in Dallas, Texas, and renowned for develop- 
ing and commercialising semiconductor and computer technol- 
ogy. White & Case was advising to enable approval from the De- 
partment of Justice for the merger. | now suspect these compa- 
nies were intricately related to the financial preparations my 
grandfather Harold had made. 


| sat next to an attorney who was pursing a doctorate at Yale. 
This attorney encouraged me to pursue another degree. My last 
year at the University of Connecticut, Mike Dunn had told me 


he was considering another degree at Harvard after he gradu- 
ated from the University of Tokyo. Dunn asked me whether | 
might be interested in another degree at Harvard. 


| organised and participated in gatherings at the Association of 
the Bar for the City of New York. On one occasion, | met a 
widely published and charismatic Yale law professor. We dis- 
cussed the Middle East. In a conversation after his presenta- 
tion, he was impressed by a theory | had that the US was not 
the least bit serious about facilitating peace in the Middle East 
because if the US did so, a huge source of revenue for the US 
military-industrial complex would evaporate. Within a day or so, 
| was surprised to read a nationally syndicated editorial in the 
New York Times by Thomas L. Friedman describing views al- 
most identical to the ideas | had expressed to the professor. 


The Middle East editorial, the example of the gender-neutral 
pronouns in The Economist, and the poll-watching incidents are 
just some examples of my ideas popping up in the media, and 
public events. | will expand on the connection of the election 
campaigns, the media, and my life in more detail, but these are 
representative examples. These are just the few that come to 
mind. There were probably many instances | did not notice. | 
am unable to recall all the examples | did notice. These reports 
further reinforced my perception that someone was specifically 
tailoring the media | was seeing for me. Someone was maintain- 
ing an Incubator with me inside. The public stories in the media 


related to my personal life too closely, and too frequently to be 
chance.

While living and working in NYC, | sent an email to Howard Co- 
lefield from Connecticut, now in Japan, that | would like to re- 
turn to Japan. | wrote that Persistence Won preferred the 
United States. To move closer to the Japanese sphere of influ- 
ence, | wrote to Colefield that the West Coast might be a com- 
promise. Sid Weeks accepted a job offer in CapitalEast with To- 
shiba, the same company that still employs my future ex- 
spouse’s sister-in-law’s future ex-husband. Despite our dual di- 
vorces, he and | still socialize, and he attended my wedding re- 
ception for my second marriage. 


In Los Angeles, the headquarters of the US subsidiary of a 
Japanese electronic game software company was hiring. The 
Secretary of the Board of Directors of the American subsidiary, 
Attorney OnePure WildernessWillow explained that the com- 
pany was starting a legal department in Los Angeles, and | 
might be the first of many new staff for the new legal depart- 
ment. Mr. WildernessWillow asked me how much | wished to 
earn. He offered me a position with a generous transfer pack- 
age, health insurance, a signing bonus of approximately 15% of 
my annual salary, and a salary 30% more than | had requested. 


1998 


From 26 December 1997 to 04 January 1998, Persistence Won 
and | visited Japan. Before departing, | contacted Sid Weeks to 


see if he wanted me to bring anything to him in CapitalEast. As 
requested, | brought Weeks some Mennen Speed Stick®. 
Americans pronounce Mennen like ‘men on.’ Stick could indi- 
cate a phallus or a rocket. 


Regarding the brainteaser given by Bernstein at Camp Pine- 
cliffe, that brainteaser indicated one man was needed in the 
spaceship. That is not true. Even one man would not be neces- 
sary since sperm could simply be stored on the spaceship and 
used as necessary to create offspring. The Affiliation Product: 
Mennen Speed Stick® may refer to if the males of our species 
do not present a good case for taking men along on the coloni- 
sation of space, the spacecraft might just be better off with all 
women. The Meaning of the Affiliation Product would be: ‘get 
men on the spacecraft, quick.’ 


Some argue the Mitochondrial Mother originated as an attempt 
to colonise Earth. Earth Mother worship, which might be the 
most ancient religion, would appear to have scientific basis in 
our DNA.

A note about the culpability of using an Affiliation Product. | am 
unable at this time to definitively determine if, for example, 
Weeks was conscious of his use of this or other Affiliation Prod- 
ucts. If we fully subscribe to Jung’s theory of Synchronicity, then 
there is no coincidence. There are no chances. Therefore, we 


must presume that whether someone is conscious of the mean- 
ing of the Affiliation Product or not, their use of an Affiliation 
Product is significant. Moreover, if Weeks was an Asset, Weeks 
may not have been aware of his status as an Asset, i.e. a 
Sleeper Agent. Incoincidentally, Weeks and | slept together for 
an entire semester of law school in CapitalEast. | do not need 
to believe or know Mr. Weeks was cognisant of the implication 
of his remarks for his remarks to be relevant to me as an Affilia- 
tion Product. The remarks themselves are significant, and rele- 
vant in the larger context. 


| started work at the Japanese video game company in January 
1998. Persistence and | moved households a total of four times, 
three cross-country, and one transpacific. In each instance, one 
of us proceeded the other in the move. | suspect the Incubator 
was trying to test us to see if the other would join. Persistence 
moved from New York to Los Angeles a month after | arrived in 
LA. We lived a short distance from my work. She was not in- 
clined to housework. | came home for lunch, but other than that, 
her days were free. Almost invariably, the house would be in the 
same condition when | came home from work as when | left. 
She was watching much television. | thought Persistence 
needed a career. While | was out of town for a few days ona 
business trip with WildernessWillow, the rental car Persistence 
was driving collided with another vehicle. She never had ac- 
quired an American license as | and others had repeatedly sug- 
gested. 


At the time she called me with the news of the accident, | was 
in the middle of an introductory meeting with our intellectual 
property counsel in Seattle. When Persistence called me she 
was very emotional and in tears. | excused myself from the 
meeting, and did what | could to sort out the problem from more 
than 1500 kilometres away. Later, in a conversation in which 
WildernessWillow was asking about her, he suggested she 
needed a job. 


| visited the Japanese video game’s offices in Honolulu. This 
studio was the main site of their production in the US. | stayed 
for several days on the business trip to familiarise myself with 
the office. 


John Crosby, a classmate from TUJ Law, and now a patent at- 
torney, introduced a high school classmate of his, John Shake- 
speare, to me. Shakespeare and | regularly went mountain bik- 
ing in Southern California. One day WildernessWillow came to 
my office as | was looking out the window at the mountains | 
had been riding in the day before. WildernessWillow laughed, 
as | appeared to be daydreaming. 


| had said to Shakespeare that | looked at the mountains from 
my office window and wondered about the futility of my career. 
My work seemed valueless. | read about the South Bay Moun- 
tain Bike Club on my computer in my office. The South Bay 
Mountain Bike Club’s main organiser, Mansoor Sabbagh, had 
Middle Eastern ancestry. | became active in the club. 


Some months later, WildernessWillow arranged to have a Japa- 
nese woman introduced to me. The woman was employed at 
the video game company’s CapitalEast headquarters. She inco- 
incidentally visited Los Angeles while Persistence was out of 
town. The woman WildernessWillow introduced me to did not 
seem interested in me, but she did her job. At about this time, | 
became conscious of how a private rendezvous could affect my 
professional goals. | did my best to satisfy WildernessWillow, 
but my efforts were insufficient. 


Colefield and | continued to exchange emails from time to time. 
He had gone to CapitalEast on the JET Program, and eventu- 
ally settled there. About this time he became interested in ques- 
tioning fate, destiny, chance and coincidence. One issue we de- 
bated was the chance involved when one person walks onto a 
plane that crashes for no apparent reason related to that per- 
son. Is that chance? This exchange of thoughts stuck with me, 
and perhaps the inability to satisfactorily respond to Colefield’s 
somewhat rhetorical questions prompted me to write this trea- 
tise. 


The American headquarters of the video company closed, and 
the staff, more than 100, including myself, dismissed. | pursued 
a possible job transfer to Honolulu, but that was not to be. Wil- 
dernessWillow continued to work for the video game company 
for four more years. After | returned to Japan in 2001 he hired a 


classmate of mine from Los Angeles: Kazumi Hasegawa, a 
Japanese citizen with Chinese parents. 


About the time WildernessWillow let me go from the video 
game company, | received an opportunity to interview for a posi- 
tion in a Project to train and employ software programmers. 
Nevertheless, | chose to remain in law. | passed the program- 
mer opportunity on to Persistence, starting her on a successful 
career. The work opportunities took her to both coasts of Amer- 
ica, and she rose to a supervisory level at Tokio Marine when 
she returned briefly to Japan. | was supportive of her career 
whenever possible, including moving household more than 
3500 kilometres when her employer transferred her. In contrast, 
if she had stayed in Japan after college, she had told me, her 
only job option would have been selling insurance door to door. 
She also worked for insurance companies in America and Ja- 
pan. Though she possessed some English skills when we met, 
my Japanese language skills were initially far superior to her 
English. She would not have had the opportunity to live in Amer- 
ica and improve these skills if not for me. Her foreign and com- 
puter language expertise were also a direct result of my efforts. 


From time to time, | had heard of Habitat for Humanity. Through 
volunteer labour and donations of money and materials, Habitat 
for Humanity builds and rehabilitates simple houses with the 
help of the homeowner (partner) families. The charity sells Habi- 
tat houses to partner families at no profit, financed with afford- 


able, no-interest loans. The homeowners’s monthly mortgage 
payments are used to build still more Habitat houses. The re- 
ceptionist at the video game company and | related well to each 
other. She told me of her two sons, and other personal details 
including her experience with Habitat for Humanity. Apparently, 
after a lengthy interview process, the charity was building a 
house for her. She went to see the building site from time to 
time. Jimmy Carter, President of the United States from 1977 to 
1981 is a native Georgian, born and raised in the tiny southwest 
Georgia hamlet of Plains near the larger town of Americus. An- 
other spelling of Plains would be planes. Mr. Carter is closely 
associated with the charity, and the Operational Headquarters 
of Habitat for Humanity is in Americus, Georgia. 


About this time | was frequently treated to viewings of the movie 
Point Break, which features four bank robbers called “the Ex- 
Presidents” because they wear masks of former U.S. Presi- 
dents. Many Americans regularly benefit from the renowned ‘re- 
volving door’ that employs citizens in government. Individuals 
are trained, educated, and released to the private domain. This 
revolving door is just as applicable to US Presidents as anyone 
else who works in public service, and then in the private sector. 
The advantages of the revolving door may be even more appli- 
cable to US Presidents because of the extent to which they are 
briefed on confidential information, and the complete picture. 


The impotency of the American Presidential office is well docu- 
mented. American Presidents are naturally constrained by the 
limits of office. The Federal Government is a juggernaut, and 
eight years at the helm enables one to do little more than turn 
the ship a degree or two one way or the other. The next Presi- 
dent may simply turn the ship a degree or two back. Serving 
two terms as President of the United States is more of a train- 
ing course for private practice. The US Presidency, the Japa- 
nese Prime Ministership, or any major head of state, is really a 
lesson in what one would like to do, but cannot do as the head 
of state. Heads of major nations also receive an education by 
the military industrial complex for eight years or so. At the end 
of two terms as Prime Minister one could not simply erase that 
knowledge. The true power of being head of state comes after 
leaving office. 


After working at the Japanese video game company, | began 
consulting on and investigating Internet and software technol- 
ogy ventures. One enterprise involved consulting Mr. BringMe- 
ABook. BringMeABook, who | visited in Phoenix, specialised in 
financing. Another potential member of the venture was Michael 
Gioan, whose company specialised in data networks storage. 
BringMeABook was attempting to find funding for a venture 
which included Gioan. The venture intended to produce and 
maintain organisational and technical documentation for 
enterprise-level networks to warehouse information. Unfortu- 
nately, one of the partners not named here became more inter- 


ested in making a quick buck than developing a solid solution. 
In the end that unnamed partner received neither when Gioan 
stopped development on the system and moved into working 
on e-commerce. Applying the Name Game to the American pro- 
nunciation of Gioan’s name gives us: ‘Gee, | own... .’ 

From various associates and reading material, | received en- 
couragement to clearly state my financial goals. | lived a few 
kilometres from the proposed site of Steven Spielberg’s new stu- 
dio in Playa Del Rey. This would have been the first new studio 
to be built in Los Angeles in approximately 50 years. 

About ten kilometres from our home was Sony Studios. | knew 
Sony from working at the Japanese video game company, a 
few kilometres from Sony Studios in Marina Del Rey. Just after | 
married Persistence in 1996, she exchanged her wedding ring 
for a Sony Playstation II. The Synchronicity of Spielberg, Sony 
and these incidents becomes clearer after my return to Japan. 


Playa del Rey is Spanish for Beach of the King. Marina del Rey 
dates from only 1965 so the name originates more from Ameri- 
can than Spanish. A marina is a harbour for small boats, so the 
name would suggest Harbour of the King or something similar. 
Los Angeles means the angels in Spanish. The city was origi- 
nally a village founded and named by the Spanish with the full 
name of: The Village of Our Lady the Queen of the Angels of 
Small Portion of Land.FN Angels is a term for an affluent individ- 
ual who provides capital for a startup, usually in exchange for 
convertible debt or ownership equity. 


The symbolism of the financial angel metaphor is relevant to 
phone calls | made from or received at my home in Playa del 
Rey in 1999 on several separate occasions. Two of these calls 
included one call to BringMeABook, and another to Gioan. In 
hindsight, | realise that these calls were, if not monitored, at 
least investigated by Handlers. Handlers negotiating my fi- 
nances had been occurring since at least adolescence, and 
there was no reason to suspect they would stop. | clearly stated 
in separate phone calls to Gioan and BringMeABook a net fig- 
ure in US dollars of 20 million that was to be my share. In con- 
versations with others, such as Persistence Won and my sister, 
| explained how | arrived at that figure, and why | believed the 
figure was a reasonable amount. 


In the years since then | made clear that by “net” | meant trans- 
action fees, including taxes, were not my responsibility. | stipu- 
lated that under no circumstances was the United States gov- 
ernment to receive any tax revenue from this transaction. Also, 
the transaction was to include the establishment of a financial 
organisation to hold the funds. Coinciding with the phone calls 
to BringMeABook and Gioan, and the conversations with Persis- 
tence Won and my sister, | had a phone conversation with a 
male attorney 10 or 15 years more senior. | recall the conversa- 
tion distinctly because | was struck by his sudden digression 
about “walking around money.” He asked me if | knew what 
‘walking around money’ was, and | replied | thought the phrase 
referred to pocket money or loose change. That was not cor- 


rect. He explained ‘walking around money’ is sufficient funds to 
enable oneself to conduct one’s business, achieve goals, and 
see to responsibilities in the style to which one is accustomed. 
‘Walking around money’ is enough ‘to get around,’ or ‘get on 
with one’s life’ without wasting energy worrying about whether 
your next paycheque will clear the bank. That year Po Bronson 
published a book called The First 20 Million Dollars is Always 
the Hardest. 


1999 


In June 1999 in The Angels, | interviewed for a legal position. At 
the interview, the supervisor, Attorney Scott Lane, asked ques- 
tions indicating concern that | might try to usurp the judge’s role 
in determining fault. | assured him | would not. | accepted the 
offer of employment. This was a complex environmental litiga- 
tion matter with several different entities working cooperatively. 
The defendant’s insurance company hired defense counsel: 
Paul, Hastings, Janofsky, and Walker (Paul Hastings), which 
was a 1000-attorney law firm headquartered in The Angels with 
18 offices worldwide including CapitalEast. Paul Hastings hired 
Zia, a document production services company from the Bay 
Area in Northern California. Zia hired Special Counsel, a nation- 
wide company, to supply Zia with approximately 100 attorneys 
over the life of the litigation. Special Counsel hired me. 


We worked in office space leased near the site of the dispute. 
This matter and the matter at White & Case in Manhattan were 


similar in the structure of employment on the Project. Both in- 
volved employment of approximately 100 attorneys by Special 
Counsel. In both | worked at the instruction of a law firm with 
branch offices in CapitalEast. Both involved a matter defending 
huge, multinational, defense industry corporations. Both were in 
the same metropolitan area where | lived, one of the two largest 
metropolitan areas in America. 


One day in the break room one of the associates from Paul 
Hastings was reviewing documents. | came into the room to 
use the phone to call Persistence. | spoke to her using Japa- 
nese, and said the work was monotonous. After | hung up, the 
associate complimented on my Japanese speaking skills. The 
associate had studied the Japanese language in college, but 
claimed to be unable to speak Japanese very well. Oops. 


About this time, my third sister told me of her volunteer work 
building houses for Habitat for Humanity. | told her | had heard 
that was an organisation affiliated with former American Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter. She said she enjoyed the camaraderie. 


Just after | began a project job for Paul, Hastings, Janofsky & 
Walker, LLP, Attorney Crane Stephen Landis, a classmate from 
TUJ Law, returned to Los Angeles from Washington, DC. Lan- 
dis had worked as legal counsel to the Democratic Party, and 
was now looking for work in The Angels. | suggested | approach 
my supervisor to see if there were any job openings for Landis 
on the Project. Landis voiced reservations about Paul Hastings, 


but his objections were not clear. | questioned him further. He 
evaded answering. After speaking with Landis, | began to con- 
sider what my coworkers and | were doing as a whole, instead 
of just thinking about what | was doing individually. 


| began to see what | suspect Landis meant about Paul Hast- 
ings. To protect attorney/client privilege, | am unable to go into 
detail here about what | found ethically and morally objection- 
able. Nevertheless, | will try to describe my situation, and the 
procedural aspects of my attempt to respond to the circum- 
stances. Attorney Scott Lane worked directly for Zia. After Lane, 
the next most senior attorney in our office, Tiffany Burrell, and 
all the other attorneys, including myself, worked for Special 
Counsel. Occasionally, Paul Hastings attorneys would come to 
visit the office, as in the case of the Paul Hastings associate 
who heard me complain in Japanese to Persistence about the 
monotonous work. Lane was also an avid mountain biker, and 
used a Palm PDA. | had a Zaurus PDA, and we compared 
PDAs, which were just becoming popular, and were social. We 
went to dinner at a bad sushi place, and went mountain biking 
together. | hesitated to bring my concerns to Lane because | 
knew speaking to him would be pointless, although according to 
the California Bar Association Rules of Professional Conduct, 
this was my only recourse. 


| telephoned a number on several occasions, and | was led to 
believe | was connected to The State Bar of California Ethics 


Hotline. The persons on the other end of the phone line told me 
that what | was doing was not unethical. They did not indicate 
they saw anything wrong with what | was doing. They did not in- 
struct me to inform my direct report in writing. | would not be sur- 
prised to learn that this effort to contact the California Bar Asso- 
ciation had been Incubatorized. More specifically, by Incubator- 
ized | mean my effort to gain guidance from the California Bar 
was similar to my effort to consult the American Bar Association 
‘career guidance’ office. Prof. Beyer had successfully debunked 
my belief that | had contacted the Bar Association when seek- 
ing advice about what foreign language to study. 


Nevertheless, in the case of the Ethics Hotline, | have no fac- 
tual evidence to indicate | was not connected with the California 
Bar Ethics Hotline. Moreover, unlike the ABA career services of- 
fice, no one has ever told me that the California Bar Ethics Hot- 
line is a fabrication. Nevertheless, much like my attempted call 
to the ABA, | obtained a number and dialed the call. | used a 
public pay phone in a bowling alley across the street from my 
workplace. | am certain | was being observed by others in the 
bowling alley while dialing the call, but | do not know who those 
people were. 


In contrast to when | telephoned the Ethics Hotline in 1999, to- 
day when | telephone the Ethics Hotline in 2010 | am told the 
Ethics Hotline must call me back. The requirement that the Eth- 
ics Hotline call inquiring attorneys back may have been due to 


experiences such as my potentially Incubatorized inquiry in 
1999, or the Incubatorized experiences of others that were 
brought to The State Bar of California. If my calls to the Ethics 
Hotline in 1999 were being intercepted, and the State Bar later 
discovered this, the State Bar may have then implemented this 
system of returning the telephone calls of attorneys who con- 
tacted the Ethics Hotline for advice. Nowadays, when | explain | 
am calling from Japan, however, the person to whom | am led 
to believe works at the Ethics Hotline tells me that the Ethics 
Hotline cannot return international calls. 


The important point is that the Incubator reacts much faster to 
increased precautions such as the Ethics Hotline consultation 
procedures than the individuals or entities that are trying to bat- 
tle the Incubator. The Incubator is considerably more adept at 
circumventing the Rules of Professional Conduct than The 
State Bar of California is at keeping pace with the Incubator. To 
some extent the Incubator feeds on my wisdom. To another ex- 
tent, human interaction is required somewhere in the chain to 
feed back to me my wisdom. No matter how many rules we in- 
vent, how many laws we pass, how ethical we may aspire to be- 
come, we are our own worst enemies. | am still under no delu- 
sions that the State Bar of California can keep up with, much 
less stay ahead of, the shenanigans the Administrators invent 
to avoid laws and rules. Consequently, when | call the State Bar 
of California Ethics Hotline and speak to a man named Mark 
Taxy, who tells me he is the Staff Attorney for the Ethics Hotline, 


| really cannot be certain who is providing me with cites. Be- 
cause | am calling internationally, the Ethics Hotline is not call- 
ing me back, so the security precautions enacted by the State 
Bar to respond to the hypothetical interception of my 1999 calls 
to the Hotline are not keeping pace with the changes the Incuba- 
tor has taken to alter my circumstances. | am just as ill- 
equipped to battle the Incubator in 2014 as | was in 1999. 


In any case, back to the chronology, and the project for Paul 
Hastings in 1999: | had not become an attorney to engage in 
ethically questionable activity. | did not think | was abiding by 
proper moral standards, but | had no real recourse. | could of 
course have petitioned Attorney Lane, and risk losing my job. 
The concerns | did manifest resulted in a few of my supervisors 
making nervous noises, but | sincerely doubt | more than ruffled 
a few feathers. At best, | was farting in a hurricane. | contacted 
Temple University Law Prof. Louis “Lou” Natali in Philadelphia. 
By telephone, | thoroughly explained my situation to Natali, who 
seemed dramatically concerned. | believe Natali thought Paul 
Hastings’s conduct was very inappropriate, but Natali emphati- 
cally told me to do nothing until | heard from him. | never heard 
from him again until 2009. After a reasonable duration in 1999, | 
began to seek other sources of advice, including the counsel of 
Ms. Burrell, who had recently resigned from the project to work 
as a government prosecutor. When | did eventually communi- 
cate with Natali again in 2009, we had a social exchange of 


emails, and | confirmed via email, that he recalled the tele- 
phone call in 1999. 


John Seward from TUJ Law telephoned from CapitalEast while 
| was at home in Los Angeles. Seward, a Texas attorney, told 
me his father in Texas, the Veteran of the Pacific War, allegedly 
owned a sword(s), damaged by or in the possession of a former 
attorney. Both Sewards wanted to contact the attorney. Seward 
Ill was calling me for this attorney’s disbarment record. Either 
Seward could have readily obtained this information themselves 
if they had contacted the California State Bar Association di- 
rectly, but | fulfilled the request, and relayed the information by 
telephone. | suspect that the Sewards’s request was a thinly 
veiled suggestion that if | did not quiet down, | too might face 
disbarment. The “sword(s)” probably symbolised a weapon(s). 
The metaphor could represent a former client defense com- 
pany, or the American defense or intelligence industries. 


| have learned that whenever attorneys in my situation are dis- 
barred for protesting ethically objectionable activities, a protest 
that displeases powerful elites, the stated disbarment reason is 
invariably unrelated to what provoked the ire of the powerful. 
The disbarment always relates to some seemingly unrelated 
slip-up by the protesting attorney. The lack of correspondence 
of the true cause and the stated cause for disbarment enables 
the Administrators, Handlers, or Freelancers to plausibly deny 
the reprehensible activity. The real problem will not even be- 


come an issue, much less the subject of any examination or in- 
vestigation. The proximate cause of the disbarment is distinct 
enough to enable the reprehensible activity of the power elites 
to go completely unconsidered. 


Persistence may have overheard a phone conversation, and 
asked me about my behaviour. | discussed the matter with her 
without violating attorney/client privilege. She assured me it 
was nothing, and said that Paul Hastings would not tell me to 
do anything wrong. She told me to do my job. She said do not 
worry about the ethical issues. 


| again contacted Burrell by telephone, and Burrell relayed my 
concerns to Lane. Lane met with me, and discussed the issue 

in a condescending manner. He suggested the defence com- 
pany client, and Paul Hastings, would not trust us to do the acts 
that concerned me. The implication of his explanation was: if un- 
ethical, questionable conduct was occurring, more trusted attor- 
neys with a longer relationship to Paul Hastings and the de- 
fence company performed the conduct. 


Besides introducing me to my cycling companion Shakespeare, 
Crosby from TUJ Law also introduced me to James Bisho. One 
evening we met socially. Shakespeare, Bisho, Crosby, and | 
were in an apartment in Santa Monica, perhaps Bisho’s apart- 
ment. We were drinking, and people were playing poker. | 
asked Bisho what he did, and he looked me squarely in the 
eyes, and said he worked for the American Central Intelligence 


Agency. We continued with our gaze locked until | nodded, and 
said: “Really.” 


The Paul Hastings partner responsible for the case, the lead at- 
torney for the defense, visited our office. This was perhaps the 
first or second time she had ever been to the office while | was 
there. The partner spoke in a loud voice as she, Lane, and a 
Paul Hastings associate walked by my desk. She made re- 
marks that indicated Lane had relayed my ethical concerns. 
She made the remarks to allay my concerns without addressing 
me. She probably did not want to speak with me for fear that 
my objections would take on greater weight simply by a discus- 
sion. The three of them joked, and laughed nervously. | had not 
indicated to Lane that | wished to pursue the matter further. | 
knew Persistence did not want me to, and | did not want to risk 
losing my job. Most of all, | Knew the officially proscribed 
method for objecting to potential ethical violations, i.e. writing a 
letter to Lane, would have little effect. The only result would 
probably be a detrimental affect on how much work this and fu- 
ture employers assigned me. 


Other procedures for leaking the information were made obvi- 
ous to me, e.g. approach the judge directly, or contact the me- 
dia. Both of these are egregious violations of an attorney’s re- 
sponsibility, and would have been unconscionable, not to men- 
tion the shame | would have brought on my ancestors and de- 
scendants. From a young age | have believed in the importance 


of striving to improve our world. | grew up to believe that not tak- 
ing action when | saw others behave immorally was adding to 
the problem. The Incubator, including my family, taught me that 
people who stood by and watched wrongdoing without taking 
action were just as culpable as the wrongdoers were, perhaps 
more so. Indeed, because of the advantages | had received, in- 
action on my part was even more reprehensible compared to 
the original wrongdoer. If you think about culpability, the original 
wrongdoer may act instinctively or for good reasons in their own 
interest. The responsibility as the observer or second actor is 
arguably greater because of the opportunity to analyse the activ- 
ity in a detached manner. | was the observer or second actor in 
this scenario. Not only was | just standing by doing nothing, by 
simply doing my job, | was a complicit wrongdoer. My behaviour 
was technically, ethically correct, and morally corrupt. My con- 
science was pulled between the insignificance and the irrespon- 
sibility of my actions. 


“But | felt that | had been startled more than touched by that sud- 
den suppression of the personality, the Self—because of the mys- 
tery thereby made manifest. In one moment—under the vapour of 
chemical—voice, motion, will, thought, all pleasure and pain and 
memory, had ceased to be;—the whole life of the budding sens- 
es—the delicate machinery of the little brain, with its possible price- 
less inheritance from countless generations—had been stilled and 
stopped as by the very touch of death. And there remained, to all 


outward seeming, only the form, the simulacrum—a doll of plastic 
flesh, with the faint unconscious smile of an icon. . ."FN

1999 continued 


About a year or so after Persistence accepted the opportunity 
to be trained as a computer programmer, finished the instruc- 
tion, and began working for Towers Perrin in Los Angeles, the 
department she worked for at Towers was moving to Virginia. 
Her employer offered her a position in Virginia, she accepted, 
and we prepared to move to Virginia. Since Persistence’s job 
was a permanent position, and my job would end when the liti- 
gation ended, | took as much of the responsibility for moving as 
possible. Since | did not have a job in Virginia, after moving Per- 
sistence and our household to Virginia, | returned to Los Ange- 
les, and went back to Paul Hastings to work for a few months. 


Attorney Arjang Seraji, a native Farsi-speaking coworker be- 
friended me, and we spent our break time together. We went to 
office and electronic supply stores, and Halloween shopping. 
We discussed his investments on the stock exchange. Seraji 
told me of an associate of his father who had spouses in Paris 
and the Middle East. | told Seraji | wanted to meet this man. 


Another attorney, Mr. Douglas “Doug” Jacques, and | took our 
breaks together, and occasionally went drinking in the evening. 
Jacques was supportive of Lane’s efforts to maintain the goals 
of our employers. He was an Oklahoma attorney, a state border- 
ing Texas. 


Sabbagh from the bicycle club suggested | lead a ride next to a 
research facility where most of the allegedly significant inci- 
dents took place in the litigation | was working on for Paul Hast- 
ings. He had never suggested | lead a ride before, and he 
never did again. John Shakespeare had pointed out the re- 
search facility wnen we had gone cycling nearby. | may have 
first heard of the research facility in New York or Connecticut. 
The facility is a federally funded research and development en- 
tity managed by a reputable California university. A German 
Jew founded the entity, and the American space age began 
with the launch of one of the facility’s products. 


Coworkers at Special Counsel, attorneys, expressed their admi- 
ration for Chuck Yeager and astronauts. | had heard Japan and 
the United States were in the planning stage of cooperating to 
build a joint strike fighter. Japan and the US scrapped those 
plans sometime between my stay in CastleConstellations, and 
my work at Paul Hastings. 


With Persistence in Virginia, | had much free time. | wished to 
work more hours; however, | could not work overtime at Paul 
Hastings without supervision. | had to leave when the supervi- 
sors left. | had ceased my efforts at seeking ethical guidance, 
so | suspect my superiors wished to reward me. Supervisors 
stayed late, enabling me to work more hours. On one evening, 
Lane and | stayed after, and left the office together. After we 
locked the office and went downstairs, Lane left, and | made a 


phone call in the lobby. After | finished my phone call, | exited 
the building. As | entered the parking lot, a woman was attempt- 
ing to carry a child from her minivan to a man’s vehicle, a sedan 
or station wagon. The child was resisting, screaming, and yell- 
ing. The man subdued the child without violence, and placed 
the child in his vehicle. | called the police, and described what | 
saw. The local police appeared to take my call very seriously. 
The state and local police in America are theoretically independ- 
ent of the national police force: the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tions. | suspect the scene | witnessed was the Incubator’s Ad- 
ministrators way of sending me a message. | was supposed to 
believe the client company, and the Americans were trying to 
‘get me on board,’ but | was resisting. 


While in Los Angeles, | contacted and visited the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service to check on the status of Persis- 
tence’s permanent residency application, but the government 
was not able to tell me the status of her application. The Serv- 
ice did not grant permits according to the announced schedule. 
As a rule, the permit took many more years to receive than the 
official schedule. We regularly updated our address with the Im- 
migration and Naturalization Service. From time to time, | would 
call and visit, but there seemed to be no progress for many 
years. 


In November 1999, | resigned from the Paul Hastings Project to 
return to be with Persistence in Virginia, as planned. | had inter- 


viewed for positions in Washington, DC, and Virginia. Joe Albert 
from TUJ Law offered me a job in Westchester, but | wanted to 
be closer to Persistence Won. During the Thanksgiving holiday, 
| was driving in New York City, with WisteriaThatOne in the front 
passenger seat, and Persistence sitting behind me. | was dis- 
cussing the Immigration and Naturalization Service. Wisteria- 
ThatOne, a Japanese citizen, had a US permanent residency 
permit. | kidded WisteriaThatOne about his marital plans and le- 
gal status in the US. WisteriaThatOne stated a bit out of context 
that he did not need to marry an American to live permanently 
in the US. He then glanced quickly at Persistence, and quickly 
back at me. 


From 29 December 1999 to 08 January 2000 Persistence and | 
visited Japan. A few months after | left, the Paul Hastings tempo- 
rary office for the litigation permanently closed in February 
2000. The Zia staff returned to the headquarters, and all the 
staff hired by Special Counsel were let go. 


In Virginia, | went to work on the 2000 Census for the United 
States Department of Commerce, Bureau of the Census. | had 
also worked on the 1990 Census, but that was before law 
school. | was “Feeling ten years older now, and fifty bucks 
richer.”FN 


The General Counsel (GC) in Japan for Morgan Stanley, an 
American investment bank, contacted Dean Beyer of TUJ Law. 
The GC wanted Beyer to recommend an attorney for an open- 


ing in the legal department at Morgan Stanley in CapitalEast, 
and Beyer suggested me. Beyer relayed the information to me 
in Virginia, and | telephoned the GC in CapitalEast. After sev- 
eral phone conversations involving the GC describing to me 
what he wanted, | told him that the person Morgan Stanley was 
looking for was Beyer. The GC later offered Beyer the job, and 
Beyer accepted. 


2000 


For many years, | had been an admirer of John Sidney McCain 
Ill, a US Senator from Arizona. McCain was, at this time, a Re- 
publican candidate in the primary elections for US President. 
Persistence also admired McCain. We participated in his cam- 
paign by distributing printed materials encouraging people in 
our neighbourhood to vote for McCain. McCain’s only Virginia 
appearance was in our metropolitan area. | attended this ap- 
pearance on 29 February 2000, the day of the Virginia primary 
election. This was the only time | have ever been to see a Presi- 
dential candidate. In an audience of several thousand people, | 
incoincidentally bumped into an airline pilot from our neighbour- 
hood who had also supposedly volunteered on McCain’s cam- 
paign. | don’t recall his name, but he was an associate of Dave 
Winiker. We sat together during the speech, and exchanged 
comments. 


High school students in the audience had been preselected to 
stand and ask the candidate questions. One of the students 


who asked a question was tall and dark complexioned. As this 
student stood to ask his question, but before he could speak, 
McCain suddenly asked the student a question. McCain’s ques- 
tion was something like “Do you play basketball?” African- 
Americans make up the vast majority of professional basketball 
players in America. One could conclude that McCain interrupted 
the student’s question to suggest that the student’s intellectual 
skills were less important than his physical skills. After McCain’s 
speech, | reported the following impressions to my neighbour. 
When McCain first appeared in the crowd, McCain seemed ex- 
traordinarily pleased. There seemed to be tears in his eyes. | ex- 
plained my impressions of the interaction with the Black stu- 
dent. | said: | do not think McCain is suitable to lead America. 


The next day the newspaper reported McCain made a major 
blunder in the appearance | saw. The blunder the newspaper 
claimed McCain made was not the one | thought he made. The 
issue the newspaper reported did not seem logically supported 
by the explanation in the article. The misstep described in the 
article was inconsequential. Nevertheless, the newspaper 
claimed that because of the blunder in McCain’s speech, 
McCain had lost heavily in the primary election. The next day 
McCain officially withdrew from the primary race. Consequently, 
George W. Bush, Governor of Texas, easily won the nomination 
for the Republican Party. Until that time, the race had been very 
close, according to the media. 


| relate the information about the American presidential primary 
election, and the earlier information about the New York City 
mayoral contest for a very specific reason. That reason is NOT 
to convince the reader that | influenced the results of these con- 
tests. | am trying to persuade the reader that people manipu- 
lated appearances to try to make me believe | influenced these 
Events. The participants may have been following a very pre- 
cise script. Perhaps McCain’s teary eyes were because he 
knew the stupid thing he was supposed to say in a few minutes. 
Perhaps he was simply tired, and he said the wrong thing at the 
wrong time. In any case, the outcome of the election may have 
been determined well before my participation. | am asserting 
these incidents were simply tests to see if | would follow the 
leader, my conscience, or how | would react. Whether | altered 
the course of Events is a conclusion | do not need or wish to 
make because making such a conclusion either way will con- 
fuse the issue, and will not help me either way. The point is my 
development was the product of Incubatorisation. If the reader 
also refrains from trying to judge whether | affected outcomes, | 
think the reader might better understand my conclusions. 


These displays of my hypothetical efficacy also occurred in the 
examples | have given above concerning the Presidential Cabi- 
net nominees, the print media articles, etc. Given my current cir- 
cumstances, | am unable to accurately assess if | am affecting 
outcomes. | am only attempting to show that Events in the me- 
dia | consume correspond on repeated occasions to my per- 


sonal circumstances more than can be reasonably attributed to 
random occurrence. Consequently, | make an effort to under- 
stand that happenstance is not real. Flukes and accidents are 
labels we use when we are unable or unwilling to explain 
Events. Hence, we use words such as ‘luck’ or ‘chance,’ which 
have no basis in reality, because we wish to explain outcomes 
which are otherwise inexplicable. The words have semantic 
meaning, but no real significance. Many of us, including me, 
use them in everyday conversation to gloss over the reality 
which may not be convenient to discuss at the time. 


An example of a term with linguistic, but no real meaning would 
be the phrase: right-handed screwdriver. Such an item does not 
exist. Nevertheless, there is a label for this nonexistent object. 
Luck or chance are similar to a right-handed screwdriver in that 
luck and chance are labels for things that do not exist. Some 
might call these coincidence, fate, god(s), or whatever. Never- 
theless, these words are used to avoid our responsibility to dis- 
cover the truth. These causes are explainable, if we choose to 
trace the roots of the Events. The cause may not be discovered 
today, this year, or even in our life time, but the longer we use 
imaginary explanations, the longer we will wait before we find 
the truth. We simply choose to not look too deeply, or examine 
too closely. The easy way is to ascribe the answer to chance, 
luck, or happenstance. 


Unwilling Persistence 


Persistence related a turn of phrase to me she heard from Cal- 
vin, a coworker at Towers. Calvin, who is African-American, and 
transgender, said to Persistence: “You’re not feeling me.” He ex- 
plained this was an American English phrase. The phrase 
meant someone who heard what a person was saying, under- 
stood the meaning of the words, but was not able to connect 
with the emotions of the speaker. Essentially, Calvin was dis- 
cussing telepathy. Calvin was trying to explain to Persistence 
that she was not very communicative, nor willing to come to a 
meeting of the minds. | knew how Calvin felt much better than 
Calvin did. 


| decided to visit a marriage counsellor in hopes that Persis- 
tence and | could better resolve issues with a neutral third party. 
Persistence was not very interested. On 04 April 2000 | met Jen- 
nifer Kristyn Neidermeyer, LCSW at the Churchland Psychiatric 
Associates in Churchland, Virginia. Neidermeyer seemed to en- 
joy the conversation. | did not mind the conversation, but | 

might have enjoyed our chat as much as Neidermeyer did if Nei- 
dermeyer had been paying me, instead of me paying her. 


Neidermeyer encouraged me to bring Persistence on the next 
visit, suggesting that without meeting Persistence, Niedermeyer 
could not do more. | invited Persistence to join me. She ex- 
pressed no interest in joining me, but as Events unfolded, we 
did not have an opportunity to pursue seeing Ms. Neidermeyer. 


| called and visited the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
office in Virginia several times. We had repeatedly updated our 
address with the Immigration and Naturalization Service, and 
saved copies of the notification, but the Immigration and Natu- 
ralization Service had no record of receiving my letters. On one 
occasion | sent correspondence with a tracking number to have 
a record of delivery. After a few weeks, Persistence Won and | 
went to a post office in the Immigration and Naturalization Serv- 
ice building in Los Angeles, to confirm delivery. The post office 
had lost the data corresponding to the tracking number. The 
postal clerk showed us the computer terminal display confirm- 
ing the tracking number existed, and indicating no other informa- 
tion was available. The clerk was unable to confirm delivery of 
the letter at all. The clerk’s supervisor was unable to help. 


The Virginia office of the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
finally told me that because the government had been unable to 
locate us, they transferred Persistence’s file to the Deportation 
Department in Washington, DC. | called the Deportation Depart- 
ment several times, and spoke at length with a senior staff mem- 
ber. The Department was unable to find the file.

Towers offered Persistence a position back in Los Angeles. She 
accepted. The Census offered me a Supervisor position in Vir- 
ginia. | declined. We moved to an apartment recommended by 
Attorney David C. Peters, a fellow TUJ Law Program alum. We 
lived on Clinton Street in Los Angeles. 


| approached Persistence. She was not interested in a physical 
relationship. She remarked that married Japanese couples that 
had sex for a few years were no longer interested in having sex 
with one another. 


When Persistence moved to America, my Japanese language 
skills were considerably better than hers. | made a point of help- 
ing her with her written and spoken English. Frequently, | would 
correct documents she needed to write at work. | encouraged 
her to improve her English, and did what | could to help. About 
this time her English became more proficient than my Japa- 
nese. | asked her about saying something correctly in Japa- 
nese. She was irritated, and told me that she did not want to be 
a Japanese language teacher. 


| attended a JET Alumni Association function where | met Mr. 
NextRay DeerSmallBell, Director and Consul at the Japanese 
Consulate in Los Angeles. DeerSmallBell and | were immedi- 
ately able to relate to each other. The Japanese Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs had stationed DeerSmallBell in Los Angeles for one 


year for a of sabbatical. He spoke English and Farsi. The Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs normally assigned DeerSmallBell to the 
Japanese Embassy in Iran. 


DeerSmallBell and | met socially. | had never been to a Japa- 
nese bar where staff members serve guests primarily by casual 
conversation, i.e. a hostess bar. | expressed interest, but DeerS- 
mallBell said the quality of hostess bars in Los Angeles was 
very poor. DeerSmallBell encouraged me to visit Iran after he 
returned there later that year. | said | would like to visit. 


During the summer of 2000, | began work at the law firm of Ru- 
tan & Tucker. The firm, started in 1908, included a large number 
of politically prominent, as well as politically hopeful attorneys. 
As in most 100-attorney plus law firms, there were sections cor- 
responding to the firm’s principal business areas. Rutan was un- 
usual in that there was a Public Law Section. A handful of firms 
across America have a Public Law or Government Law Section. 
The type of clients defines the Public Law discipline. Matters un- 
dertaken by Public Law Sections generally involve only two 
types of clients: either government entities or non-governmental 
clients who have legal issues related to government entities. Fo- 
cusing the practice in this way enables attorneys in Public Law 
to gain experience with government issues, pursue a political 
career, and, if mutually acceptable, stay in contact with the firm. 
The Public Law Section at Rutan & Tucker is 20-30 years old, 
and was one of the first Public Law Sections outside of Wash- 


ington, DC. Most law firms with Public Law Sections have sev- 
eral hundred partners and are located in or near Washington, 
DC. At Rutan & Tucker, Public Law was the largest and best- 
known section. 


Although | have never heard anyone say so, | believe there is 
another very important reason for Public Law sections. Firms 
tailor these sections to attract a certain client. These clients 
want to explore, cultivate, and evaluate an attorney’s potential 
in the political arena. In return for a fee, the client receives a 
Playing Field to test a potential candidate, the target, i.e. the As- 
set in the Incubator. The Playing Field includes the law firm, 
and the Asset’s surroundings as arranged by the law firm or the 
client. The firm receives the client’s business, the attorney’s la- 
bour, and, if the Section is successful in nurturing the attorney, 
a politician with close ties to the firm. Essentially, this is a sort of 
finishing school for attorneys to become politicians. In some re- 
spects, these Public Law sections are micro-Incubators. 


Two partners in Rutan & Tucker’s Public Law Section inter- 
viewed and hired me directly. The firm did not hire me through 
the normal recruitment process. This unofficial hiring process 
caused intra-section disputes during my employment at Rutan 

& Tucker. Additionally, my birth in Asia, and my Japanese lan- 
guage ability caused some suspicion.Right from the beginning, 
even when | was not at work, people began to scrutinise my per- 
sonal life closely. For example, one weekend during the day, 


Persistence and | were going to drive to the store. Our car park- 
ing space at our apartment complex was about 100 meters 

from our apartment door. After we left our apartment door, we 
walked around a corner of the garage to the car. A Latino gentle- 
man about my age, dressed in coat and tie was riding a foot- 
propelled scooter. A bit peculiar, but even harder to miss be- 
cause he passed by us in close proximity. He said quietly, but 
clearly “Que hora es?” Spanish for “What time is it?” | reached 
for my wrist where my watch should have been under my long 
sleeve shirt. | realised | had left my watch on my dresser. 


This sort of monitoring of my actions took a sharp increase 
about the time | started at Rutan & Tucker. The man calculated 
his actions and the volume of his voice for me to hear, but not 
for Persistence. This became Incubator’s modus operandi, 
which ultimately resulted in Persistence suing me for divorce. 


At Rutan, my maternal grandfather had come up during a dis- 
cussion of the legal industry in Honolulu. As explained above, 
he had practiced law there, and my mother was born there. | 
had applied to law school in Honolulu, visited Honolulu on busi- 
ness, and pursued a possible job transfer to Honolulu while 
working at the Japanese video game company. Another surreal 
incident like the business suited scooter rider occurred on my 
lunch break from Rutan & Tucker. | was driving to a Subway res- 
taurant listening to Public Broadcasting System radio. The two 
guests were Noam Chomsky and Erwin Chemerinsky, a profes- 


sor whom | had seen in live lectures while | was studying in a 
bar exam preparation course. At the time, Chemerinsky was a 
Professor of Constitutional Law at the University of Southern 
California Law School in Los Angeles. He is now the Dean of a 
new law school in Orange County, not far from where | heard 
this radio broadcast. Noam Chomsky is a Professor of Linguis- 
tics and Philosophy at the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy. | believe both men are Jewish. They are both well re- 
spected, well known leaders in their fields, and thought provok- 
ing. Their conversation on the radio included theories | had 
heard myself express. Naturally, one comes across similar 
ideas from time to time, but the conversation was clearly di- 
rected at topics closely related to my life. Chemerinsky’s voice 
is distinctive, and | immediately recognised his manner of speak- 
ing from my bar exam preparation classes with him. 


A note about technology: if | had been the only consumer of this 
tailor-made broadcast for one, rather than waste Chemerinsky’s 
and Chomsky’s time, the radio show could have been produced 
using a voice machine. Technology to alter a voice to sing in or 

out of tune, or sound like a particular person’s voice is common- 
place. About 2004 or 2005 | contacted Prof. Chemerinsky by e- 

mail to see if he recalled making the broadcast. As | suspected, 

due to the number of public appearances he makes, he replied 

he may have made the broadcast, but could not be certain. 


During a break in the radio broadcast, there was a promotional 
announcement for an upcoming Public Broadcasting show. The 
show was supposedly about a light haired boy, born abroad 
who spoke Japanese. The character on the show was “fraught 
with anxiety about the trials and tribulations of living overseas.” 
The story took place in Honolulu. The name of the radio show 
was The Sun Also Sets. 


| bought my lunch and returned to my vehicle to eat while listen- 
ing to the radio. A stream of announcements continued while | 
was eating. Public Radio is supposedly commercial-free. | sus- 
pect the Incubator Administrators or Handlers, i.e. whoever was 
deciding when | should return to the office, needed to delay for 
some reason. Alternatively, perhaps they just wanted to see 
how long | was willing to wait to hear Chemerinsky and Chom- 
sky discuss my ideas. By the time the two guests, and the mod- 
erator returned, | had driven to a park to listen without the dis- 
tractions of the restaurant parking lot. This was September or 
October 2000, and the Bush v. Gore presidential race was heat- 
ing up. The radio discussion turned to presidential eligibility cri- 
teria, including foreign births. The American Constitution con- 
tains wording regarding the eligibility of foreign-born citizens, 
such as myself, to run for President of the United States. While 
in law school in Connecticut | had discussed in an idle conversa- 
tion whether my foreign birth would be an obstacle if | ran for 
President. Chemerinsky and Chomsky did not conclusively re- 
solve the point. 


The show insistently invited listeners to call in. When | did, the 
staff immediately answered my call on about the second ring. 
The speaker on the other end of the line, whom | will refer to as 
T1, was not like an operator | had come across when | called 
into radio stations in the past. T1 behaved much more circum- 
spectly, and repeatedly confirmed his responses with a supervi- 
sor in the background. T1 also put me on hold to inquire how to 
best respond to my comments. While speaking with T1, another 
operator, T2, called me with additional questions from a differ- 
ent Incubator monitoring incident, explained below. The mes- 
sage of having T2 call me during my chat with T1 seemed to 
be: this is another incident where we, the Handlers, are going to 
collect information about you and your opinions. | told T2 | 
would call T2 back, and returned to speak to T1. | asked T1 ifa 
person born overseas with American parents would be eligible 
to run for President of the United States. T1 told me the pro- 
ducer of the show would call me back. After | hung up with T1, | 
called back T2. Several hours later, T1’s producer responded 
with a well-researched and informed answer that such a person 
would be eligible. 


These two examples, the Spanish-speaking scooter rider and 
the radio show, were not isolated incidents. These activities oc- 
cupied most of my time and energy. The actual work product at 
the office seemed to be of little or no interest to anyone. Accord- 
ingly, | did not feel my life in the American legal industry was a 
productive use of my time. 


According to staff at Rutan, my direct report at Rutan & Tucker, 
used large doses of prescription medication for anxiety. While 
employed by Rutan & Tucker, | needed to visit a doctor for a 
physical ailment. My regular doctor at the University of Califor- 
nia at Los Angeles was not included in my Rutan health insur- 
ance coverage. The doctor | was able to consult would have 
been closer to Rutan & Tucker’s geographic sphere of influ- 
ence. Even after | began to suspect that some of the medica- 
tion contained extraordinarily high doses of the anxiety medica- 
tion my direct report allegedly took, | took the pills the doctor 
proscribed for me as directed. The medication seemed to have 
some effect on my cardiac system. During a period of intense 
cardiac sensation, including palpitations, Persistence and | 
were sitting in a deli having breakfast. There was a television 
behind Persistence facing me. The TV news was reporting that 
the Republican Vice-presidential candidate, Richard Cheney, 
was experiencing heart difficulty. He needed hospitalisation. In 
contrast, in a conversation | overheard when | approached my 
direct report’s office at Rutan & Tucker, a staff member dis- 
cussed how impressed they were by the ability of some un- 
named person to function normally despite heavy doses of 
medication. 


One day | had lunch with a person who was supposedly a sen- 
ior partner at Rutan & Tucker. At lunch, the senior partner con- 
fessed to being disappointed at being unable to dissuade his 

son from the son’s love for a Japanese woman. After consider- 


able efforts, his son was enticed to break off the relationship. To 
the father’s continuing dismay, his son had immediately fallen in 
love with another Japanese woman. | suspect this senior part- 
ner may also have been a psychologist or psychiatrist because 
the evening after my lunch with him, | overheard a conversation 
while in the checkout line at the video rental store near my 
home. The speakers | overheard did not appear to have an af- 
filiation with Rutan & Tucker. The conversation attracted my at- 
tention because it was so awkward, and so apparently out of 
place. They were discussing a lunch appointment, and said that 
sometimes attorneys are also psychologists/psychiatrists. | 
think they were trying to suggest that my lunch partner was also 
educated in psychology. 


My undergraduate studies focused on politics, but the next larg- 
est number of credits | took in college were in psychology. The 
senior partner’s manner and method of questioning at lunch re- 
minded me of clinical psychoanalysis. | never found out if he 
was a mental health professional. Although | walked back with 
him to his office at Rutan & Tucker after our lunch, | am still not 
certain he even worked at Rutan & Tucker. After that day, | 
never saw him again. 


Frankie Goes to Hollywood 


In November 2000 Persistence and | considered visiting my sec- 
ond sister for Thanksgiving in Phoenix, Arizona. Frankie, a man 
| knew through the JET Program Alumni Association, invited us 


to join him and his family instead. We accepted. The dinner was 
at Frankie’s home in Los Angeles with Frankie’s alleged sister 
and her spouse. Frankie claimed his sister and in-law lived in 
Phoenix, Arizona, the same city as my sister, more than 500 
kilometres away. Just inside the entrance of his apartment was 
a video of a major Hollywood movie meant to refer to my life. 
Frankie and | discussed the movie. 


In the Japanese language, Frankie is pronounced: furanki. A 
Japanese word for incubator is also pronounced furanki. This 
entire evening felt like the Incubator turned on full power. As din- 
ner progressed, | recognised our dinner companion’s voice 

from Rutan & Tucker. | suddenly realised | had spoken with 
Frankie’s supposed brother-in-law when | called the mailroom 

at work. The sister made subtle remarks about my sister’s men- 
tal health and sexual orientation. They couched these com- 
ments in complex English, and referred to incidents and Events 
or people that Persistence would not understand or recognise. 


During the meal, | felt terribly ill. | resisted the urge to regurgi- 
tate or fall over, and continued as best | could to disguise my 
discomfort. At one point, the woman inquired how | kept going. | 
suspect my food had been tainted. After President George 
Bush’s visit to Japan when he regurgitated and collapsed at a 
public dinner, a Japanese phrase for throwing up became popu- 
lar: to bush. On the way home, | explained to Persistence what 
had happened. Initially, she expressed doubt about my suspi- 


cions, but began to believe me as | presented her with more 
facts. Her confidence in me was short-lived. She later sug- 
gested | had been imagining things. 


Commutation 


The commute to my home from Rutan & Tucker was more than 
70 kilometres each way. My home and office were both only a 
kilometre or so from the freeway. Nonetheless, Southern Califor- 
nia traffic congestion made a one-way three-hour commute a 
regular occurrence. 


| enjoy driving. | have driven for a living in Europe and America, 
and | have a truck driver’s license issued by Japan. In addition, 
as explained above, | have taught sports in Europe and Amer- 
ica, including as an instructor assisting a world ranked profes- 
sional athlete. Consequently, my driving skills and coordination 
are not typical, so on some days | could make the commute in 
less than an hour, even in heavy traffic. Nevertheless, senior 
counsel at Rutan & Tucker were not pleased with my driving 
habits. Rutan & Tucker considered me a tool to bring a return 
on investment. The investment they had in mind was not grow- 
ing an F1 driver. | appreciated the investment Rutan & Tucker 
was making, but others had also invested in me, and | wished 
to put those investments to use. Driving entertains me, and not 
putting my skills to use annoys me, so | drove according to my 
abilities. While moving with the flow of traffic, and assiduously 
respecting every traffic ordinance except the speed limit, | con- 


sistently drove 140 kilometres per hour. As a rule, | drove with 
my headlights on for safety, and so the Incubator Handlers 
could keep track of me. On my Rutan & Tucker commutes, | 
never had an accident, and the police never stopped me. The 
following are various methods my Handlers used to make me 
stop driving at the level | had become accustomed. 


After | had moved to Los Angeles from New York, Alkalay, my 
law school housemate, told me he received a job offer from the 
Department of Justice in Washington, D.C. He accepted the of- 
fer, quit working for the City of New York, and moved to D.C. 
We stayed in touch from time to time by e-mail and telephone. | 
had mentioned Alkalay to an attorney at Rutan & Tucker who 
had worked at the Department of Justice. Some days after that 
discussion, Alkalay called me on my mobile phone while | was 
driving to Rutan one morning. | reduced speed, moved to a 
slower lane, and told Alkalay | could not speak since | was driv- 
ing. He claimed to be calling to see that all was well. He and | 
did not speak by telephone as a rule. We were both too cheap 
to spend money chatting long distance. | asked Alkalay if things 
were still the same with him, and he said, no, the situation was 
quite different. He indicated his responsibilities had changed. Al- 
kalay and | could both be yahoos at times. Nevertheless, his 
tone and manner were serious. He was circumspect; and | sus- 
pected at the time that his change of duties had some relation- 
ship to my employment at Rutan & Tucker. 


From that telephone conversation onwards, | began to suspect 
that Alkalay was more of a Handler than a former law school 
housemate. He was now working on the Incubator. | encour- 
aged him to visit. 


Rutan & Tucker resorted to other methods to modify my driving 
habits. For example, for some days as | prepared to depart 
from home to go to Rutan & Tucker, a patrol car passed by my 
car or a police helicopter hovered overhead. Furthermore, 
these vehicles would frequently ‘escort’ me on the freeway by 
following me for some kilometres. 


Concerning my Handlers’s efforts to learn more about me, | co- 
operated whenever possible. For example, one morning a busi- 
ness card for car insurance was on the windshield of my vehi- 


cle. There was no police ‘escort’ in sight, so | called the number. 


| spoke to a person whom | will refer to as T2. While | was 
speaking with T2, T2 had to confirm responses repeatedly with 
someone in the background. There was no indiction that T2 
was in training, or was not proficient at his job. From time to 
time T2 put me on hold, seemingly to be certain our conversa- 
tion was moving in the proper direction. In response to unusu- 
ally personal questions for automobile insurance, | freely di- 
vulged very private information on a mobile phone. After T2 
clearly indicated he was collecting information for my Handlers, 
there were still additional questions not normally a part of the 
screening process for automobile insurance. | answered one of 


his questions affirmatively, although legally | could have denied 
the criminal conviction in question. Moreover, in follow-up ques- 
tions, | provided him with details on the incident. 


At the end of our conversation, he told me my insurance rate 
was already one of the least expensive available due to my 
good driving record. Throughout these sorts of interactions, | 
tried to be helpful and polite. | thanked T2 for the assistance. T2 
seemed startled that | would be grateful, and we said good-bye. 


Whatever you do, don’t talk politics 


One day after work, | was to attend an internal office function. | 
had a dish for lunch made with garlic, possibly causing my 
breath to smell, so | started to leave the building to buy breath 
mints. On the way out, | incoincidentally met my direct report at 
Rutan, the man who had hired me with another Rutan Public 
Law partner. He seemed concerned about me leaving the build- 
ing, and suggested | use the vending machines on a floor be- 
low. The floor with the vending machines was the reception 
floor for Enron, an energy, and power conglomerate based in 
Houston, Texas. “Enron” in English sounds similar to the words 
‘end run.’ An end run is “An attempt to avoid a difficult situation 
by transcending it without confronting it directly.” 


At the internal office function, | sooke with Partner Mark For- 
syth. We discussed politics at length, and | mentioned we 
needed an American Secretary General of the United Nations 


from the Republican Party. He said an American Republican 
United Nations Secretary General was impossible. | replied by 
telling him about a conversation | had with a retired US Marine 
Sergeant in Spain, who had told me finding a job in Spain 
would be impossible. | recounted to Forsyth that | managed to 
find a job that same day. Another example | refrained from men- 
tioning was my parents telling me | would never finish college. | 
graduated with a summa cum laude thesis. 


After the function, | returned to my office. | was the sole occu- 
pant of my office. As | walked in, something smelled particularly 
pleasant, as if someone had just sprayed air freshener before | 
returned. A ‘breath of fresh air’ is an American expression mean- 
ing: a new idea, opinion, or feeling. ‘Smelling sweet,’ in Ameri- 
can English, as in most languages, is a positive reference. | sus- 
pect someone at Rutan liked my UN Secretary General idea. 


American computer game software 


The Rutan & Tucker computer system supposedly had a particu- 
lar limitation. The computer staff told me the system ran better if 
the user did not use the ‘X’ icon in the top, right corner of the Mi- 
crosoft Word software. The ‘X’ icons close the document and 

the word processing program. | had used the ‘X’ icons on my 
home desktop for years with only the typical Microsoft poor per- 
formance, but no incident of note. Consequently, at Rutan & 
Tucker | intermittently forgot to not use the ‘X’ icon. | never no- 


ticed any irregularities when | sporadically used the icon at Ru- 
tan & Tucker. 


Christians and Jews maintain that Jesus died on ‘the cross.’ 
English readers may read ‘X’ as in the letter ‘X,’ but an ‘X’ is 
also a form of a ‘cross.’ My father raised me as an atheist ina 
Jewish community. During adolescence, | began explaining my 
beliefs as agnostic, but | always enjoyed Greek mythology, and 
became a bit of an animist. While living in Japan | adopted 
some of the beliefs of the RoadToDivineMorality, but my 
mother raised me to accept: “. . .the priesthood of all beliefs, so 
it was not such a big switch.” At the time of publishing this on 
the web in 2011, | regularly attended shul, and | still call myself 
Jewish. Despite claims that America respects and welcomes all 
faiths, the reality is considerably different. Perhaps the best evi- 
dence of this is a judicial opinion from the US Supreme Court 
case: Church of the Holy Trinity v. United States. In that ruling, 
the Court determined that America is fundamentally a Christian 
nation. My lack of religious affiliation is noticeably not welcome 
in America at times. Rutan & Tucker is in Orange County, a con- 
servative area of suburban Southern California. My discussion 
with the senior partner lamenting his son’s affections for a non- 
Caucasian woman is just one example of entrenched racism. 
Also, like most of America, Orange County has a solid streak of 
Puritan religious ideology. 


| never discovered whether Rutan & Tucker was trying to make 
a religious metaphor using the ‘X’ icon. Certainly, there are 
many other possible explanations. The letter ‘X’ can also refer 
to the female chromosome. Alternatively, “X’ may have been a 
metaphor for ‘X-rated,’ the rating given to adult videos in Amer- 
ica. Another possibility was Rutan & Tucker wanted to discour- 
age my gender-neutral pronoun invention from law school using 
xhe for he or she. Perhaps the most reasonable explanation 
was Rutan & Tucker software really did not work well when the 
user closed the Microsoft Word document or program using the 
‘x’ icon. | do not know. Another possible connection, which 
arises later in this chronology, may be the symbolism attached 
to the letter ‘Y.’ 


Another technology issue involved peculiarities with Rutan copi- 
ers, computers, and elevators. For instance, when | was alone, 
although | promptly exited the elevator, at times the doors 
would suddenly close when | was part way out. Other times, as 
| entered, the doors would abruptly stop opening halfway, begin 
to close, and | would bump the doors. | Suspect this was due to 
something inappropriate | had just done or said to someone be- 
fore riding the elevator. In addition, the networked photocopiers 


would not function if | were copying something my Handlers pre- 


ferred | not copy. One might easily claim | had become hyper- 
sensitive. | admit | may be mistaken about some of these suspi- 
cions or interpretations, but | could not have imagined all of 
these instances, incoincidences, and interrelationships. 


At the time | hyphenated my family name in English. At work | 
may have lightheartedly referred to people who hyphenate their 
names as “an hyphenator.” The system’s spell checker on my 
computer continually rejected hyphenated words. The spell 
checker rejected hyphenated words even after | had saved the 
previously rejected word in the system’s dictionary, or in the dic- 
tionary on my desktop instead of in the system dictionary. The 
message the Incubator was trying to send me was they did not 
like my hyphenated name or the spouse attached to the name. 


The Rutan & Tucker computer network software permitted staff 
at a different computer to view what appeared on a computer 
screen at another terminal. Screen sharing such as this has 
now become fairly commonplace, but then special software was 
required. The official use for this remote-viewing software at Ru- 
tan was when computer users called the firm’s computer centre 
for assistance. Rutan & Tucker occupied the top five floors of a 
large building at 611 Anton Boulevard. If a computer user called 
the computer centre, computer staff could remotely view the 
user’s screen to answer the user’s question without either the 
user or the support staff physically going to the other’s office. 
This was the first time | had heard of this software, and | con- 
sulted Persistence. She told me the software was common 
knowledge. She said also that software at Towers permitted her 
supervisors to track not only what appeared on her computer 
screen, but also every keystroke she made. 


On one occasion, | walked down to the computer centre without 
warning. My office was a short distance from the computer cen- 
tre, but it was still easier to call to receive word processing com- 
puter support than visit. This time, however, | was going to ex- 
change thoughts with one of the technical staff about my pocket 
PC compatibility discussed below. When | walked in, | ad- 
dressed the technical staff member from across his desk. He 
drowsily looked up at me, seemed to suddenly realise whom he 
was looking at, looked quickly back at his computer screen, and 
rapidly began moving his mouse. Initially, | thought he was play- 
ing a computer game. As you may have noticed, | enjoy com- 
puter games. | wanted to see, so | walked around to his side of 
the desk. On his screen, | saw that he was sorting through sev- 
eral different views. | found he was closing the software contain- 
ing the view of what appeared on my desktop. | was able to 
clearly see that he had been monitoring my computer use. | can- 
not imagine why this was necessary, but Rutan was probably 
regularly monitoring my computer use. 


One day, after a particularly grueling, mind-numbing battle of 
fighting with the computer and the photocopiers at Rutan & 
Tucker, | overheard staff indicating the person assigned to ‘play’ 
with me: Partner Layne H. Melzer. He was Rutan & Tucker’s ris- 
ing star, and was supposedly pursuing the California governor- 
ship. | continued until almost everyone had left for the day, and 
then wrote something on my screen for Melzer to see. Without 
saving the file, | closed the document, shut off my computer, 


and shut my office door. Before leaving the floor my office was 
on, | Knocked on Melzer’s door. Without waiting for an answer, | 
opened the door, as Melzer was closing software on his com- 
puter. Melzer and | made pleasant conversation indicating we 
both knew what the other was doing. After speaking with Mel- 
zer, | took the elevators down, wary of the doors. Although | had 
not pushed the button for the floor, the elevator stopped on En- 
ron’s floor. The doors opened. The floor was dark, but | could 
hear footsteps in the distance. The large blue-green Enron logo 
was glowing in the dim light of the exit lamps. 


On another occasion, two partners conducted a casual meeting 
in the conference room across the hall from my office. They left 
the door open, and spoke loudly enough for me to hear them. 
Their conversation was about a man and a woman. They said 
she would leave him in a matter of time, and made other de- 
rogatory remarks. | replied by typing a message on my com- 
puter. The two partners continued their banter. Someone ap- 
peared at the door of their conference room to subtly suggest 
the partners cease. The partners continued speaking, and | typ- 
ing. Amore senior staff member arrived with a little less subtle 
message that they move to another room. The partners and | 
continued. Finally, a senior member of the firm interrupted 
them. We ceased. 


Most of my official responsibilities at Rutan & Tucker involved 
Eminent Domain actions. Our main client was a municipality. 


That municipality was home to locations of a former defence 
company, and the client | worked for with Paul Hastings. The for- 
mer was one of seven US locations, and the latter was one of 
eleven US locations. “Second gate,” a second theme park next 
door to the original park, was doubling the size of a major attrac- 
tion in the municipality. We were acquiring pieces of property 

for the municipality using the power of condemnation and, when 
necessary, litigation. The properties the municipality acquired 
facilitated access to the theme parks and services in the area. 
We sued property owners not willing to accept the price the mu- 
nicipality offered to pay the property owners to sell the desired 
property. My direct report had never lost a case. My formal func- 
tion was drafting pleadings and conducting legal research on 
the Internet. 


My PC would repeatedly crash, so | often would move to an- 
other PC at an unused desk to continue working. On one occa- 
sion, after | moved to another PC, that PC also crashed, so | 
moved to a third PC. The Rutan & Tucker network connected all 
these PCs. Partner Steven Daniel “Dan” Harbottle, who, along 
with my direct report, had hired me for this job, walked past to 
see if | was irritated on one of these occasions. Then my direct 
report walked past, attempting to discreetly check to see if | 
seemed upset. If | did not appear sufficiently provoked, | was 
afraid the computer might crash again. Consequently, on this 
and other occasions, | made an effort to appear angry. | hoped 


that whoever was trying to irritate me could have a sense of ac- 
complishment, and stop trying to bother me. 


The computer staff would change my PC tower from time to 
time, so | was encouraged to avoid storing data on the PC’s 
hard drive. Instead, | was encouraged to store information in 
the system. This also would permit our employer to keep a 
closer watch on our work product. Initially, | saved website ad- 
dresses for legal research on my Internet browser. When the 
PC tower was changed, | lost the bookmarks | had saved in the 
Internet browser. | started a Yahoo account for frequently used 
legal research bookmarks. In addition, when the computer 
would crash, and | moved to another terminal, | could continue 
my research on the Internet using my bookmarks from the Ya- 
hoo account at another terminal. 


Pocket PC 


About this time the technical support staff member who | had ob- 
served monitoring my computer told me attorneys at Rutan & 
Tucker were buying pocket computers. He encouraged me to 
buy a pocket computer. For some years, | had been saying that 
being able to use handwriting to input ideographic characters 
would be useful for looking up Japanese words in a dictionary. 
About this time, the Input Method Editor (IME) by Microsoft had 
become available in a handheld version. 


To enter ideographs using the IME function one uses the 

mouse to trace the character strokes with the cursor on the com- 
puter screen. This was fairly unique, advanced technology at 
the time, although commonplace today. Using IME, the user 

can look up characters even though the user does not know 

any of the phonetic readings of the ideograph. When searching 
in an electronic dictionary, if the user knows even one of the 
readings, IME is not particularly useful. Native speakers of Japa- 
nese will usually know at least one reading of a character, but 
for beginning speakers of Japanese one of the more difficult as- 
pects of using ideographs is searching in a dictionary when one 
does not know a phonetic reading. 


One of the people | discussed this with was my father-in-law in 
Japan, who later sent me a pocket PC from Japan. The pocket 
PC | received from him is the only one | ever saw with the IME 
function. Beyer from TUJ Law, now at Morgan Stanley, also re- 
ceived one of these pocket computers from Morgan Stanley, 
but without the IME function. Beyer searched, but was unable 
at the time to find a pocket PC for sale with this handwritten 
character recognition function. Rutan & Tucker attorneys who 
had pocket PCs received assistance from computer support 
staff synchronising their pocket PCs with their desktops. My 
pocket PC, however, used a Japanese language operating sys- 
tem which was incompatible with the American operating sys- 
tem. 


| had lunch with three partners: the managing partner of the 
firm, Harbottle, and a senior member of the firm who had previ- 
ously been a managing partner. The latter regretted the number 
of people moving to Southern California. Since | had just moved 
to California, | suspected this remark was directed at me. | 
heard | was the only Japanese speaker that had ever worked at 
Rutan & Tucker. On my way to work in the mornings, | listened 
to the Japanese language radio show. One day on my return 
commute, the announcer made remarks in English intending to 
mock the verbal affection Persistence and | often shared with 
each other. In addition, the announcer said they were unable to 
program in the Japanese language. Just after this, Rutan & 
Tucker hired Mr. Darren Peterson. Peterson was married to a 
descendent of Japanese nobility, and his Japanese was much 
better than mine. He was studying to be an attorney. 


At home, | had installed software provided by Rutan & Tucker 
allowing me to access the firm’s computer network from my per- 
sonal desktop. After a return commute, there was a Suspicious 
incident on my home desktop when | tried to log into the Rutan 
& Tucker system. As | explain later, about a year after this | 
learned that Internet connectivity is possible through a standard 
wall outlet electrical connection. If such technology exists, no 
connection other than electric power is necessary to monitor a 
computer user remotely. | am now accustomed to thinking that 
every keystroke | make, every time | move the cursor, someone 
may be monitoring my actions. When | first began this manu- 


script in 2003, that was a bit of a peculiar way to think, and that 
| was paranoid. Thanks to Mr. Snowden et. al., now, not so 
much. 


When | first drafted this chronology in 2003 and 2004 | was us- 
ing a Windows desktop connected to a wall outlet. That desktop 
was supposedly not connected to the Internet. Due to the 
length of this manuscript and computer limitations, at the time | 
saved the first part of this chronology as file <a>, and the sec- 
ond part as file <b>. In file <a>, the ‘X’ icon appeared normally 
in the top, right corner of the document permitting me to close 
the file. The *X’ icon did not appear in file <b>. The computer 
crashed almost daily, sometimes more. | do not know if this was 
related to my composition, but | presume so. 


Several days after writing the preceding paragraphs, | went to 
Yahoo Café in CharacterBrook to read my e-mail. Three loud 
English speakers sat next to me, purposefully speaking loudly 
enough for me to hear their conversation. One of the speakers 
Claimed to have had a very old Toshiba laptop. He recently 
bought a new laptop. Years ago, | received a large Toshiba lap- 
top. | was in the process of considering consulting an attorney 
regarding my ethical and legal liabilities for disclosure of infor- 
mation in this document. | needed to show the attorney the text 
of this document. | was concerned about even printing this docu- 
ment given my obligations under attorney rules of professional 
conduct. | realised | could use the laptop to deliver the text. 


This speaker at Yahoo Café in 2003 claimed his new laptop ran 
Microsoft Expert (XP). Yahoo Café CharacterBrook uses XP on 
their laptops. The speaker said ME does not work well, but that 
XP is great, and 2000 is not bad. The desktop | used to write 
the first draft ran Microsoft Millennium Edition (ME) or ‘me,’ a 
preposition indicating ‘myself’ in English. Some suggest | am 
too self-centred, and not appreciative of what America has done 
for me. They want to discourage me from the ME or the ‘me’ 
method of operating. The year two thousand is the second mil- 
lennia anniversary of the birth of the Christian icon. The operat- 
ing system on the PC used to draft this initial manuscript, the op- 
erating system on the laptops at the cafe, and the symbolism 
may be unrelated. Nevertheless, if we decide there is no rela- 
tionship, and presume all is coincidence, we may very well miss 
significant correlations which enable us to see the larger 
scheme. 


Privacy Games 


There were attorneys | admired at Rutan. One of the partners at 
Rutan & Tucker and | had a long conversation in his office 
about various political issues. He suggested America needed a 
Constitutional amendment to protect privacy. Neither of us re- 
ferred to my privacy specifically, but he was clearly giving me a 
friendly opportunity to complain about invasions of my privacy if 
| chose to object. | suspect he had suffered similar invasions of 
privacy. | tried to euphemistically explain | could not envision 


how a Constitutional amendment could stop the legal invasions 
of my privacy we both knew were occurring. | was not convinc- 
ing. He probably still feels we need a Constitutional amend- 
ment. For future reference to this partner, | will refer to him as 
Privacy Partner. 


Privacy Partner and another former managing partner at Rutan 
& Tucker are Jewish, an American religious minority with an eth- 
nic component. As a child | lived in the suburb of Brighton, 
where that minority is a majority. | share many character traits 
with my fellow Jews, such as the need for, and belief that there 
must be righteousness in our world. According to DNA research 
| am Ashkenazi. “The term “Ashkenazi” refers to Jews of mainly 
central and eastern European ancestry. Most historical records 
indicate that the founding of the Ashkenazi Jewry took place in 
the Rhine Basin and subsequently underwent vast population 
expansions.” “Around half of all Ashkenazi Jews trace their mito- 
chondrial lineage back to one of four women, and [my] hap- 
logroup N1 represents one of those lineages. N1 is seldom 
found in populations of non-Ashkenazi Jews.” “This indicates a 
strong genetic role in the Ashkenazi founder event, which likely 
occurred in the Near East.” 


Consequently, | am more comfortable and familiar with Jewish 
customs and Hebrew than typical Americans. Many of the 
women | dated in America were Jewish, and | can speak a very 
few words of Hebrew. In a predominantly Christian environment 


like Orange County and most large law firms, Jewish individuals 
notice my familiarity. These two partners had offices just down 
the hall from me. In a discussion with a former managing part- 
ner in his office, | learned he had been the managing partner for 
only a year. He stepped down from the post, so that more part- 
ners in Rutan & Tucker would have the experience of being the 
managing partner. He seemed to think that by allowing others 
to gain experience as the managing partner, he could distribute 
responsibility more evenly throughout the firm. | consulted him 
on a proposed course of action. He expressed disapproval of 
my proposed course of action simply because my proposed 
course of action was unethical. This has been the only time a 
practicing attorney explained a decision based on the attorney’s 
code of ethics alone. He did not base his ethical objection to my 
suggestion on a particular rule, guideline, or law. These are just 
two examples of good, decent attorneys at Rutan. 


Persistence and | volunteered for Habitat for Humanity. While 
doing so, a photographer came to take pictures of us working. | 
met legal professionals there who seemed to have some con- 
nection to Rutan, but | have no way of knowing. The Incubator 
is always on. 


Tokyo 


Rutan & Tucker suggested | start making court appearances 
scheduled by Mr. Ross Berton, and fired me claiming a down- 
turn in the legal business cycle. Peterson, the other Japanese 
speaker at Rutan, was fired a month or so later. Berton, who 
was Jewish, claimed to have worked for a California governor in 
Sacramento. | had little in common with Berton’s politics, and 
even less with his ethics. | discovered later that Berton was mis- 
appropriating the auspices of another California attorney with a 
record of discipline for violence. | performed court appearances 
for various attorney agencies throughout the Southern Cailifor- 
nia area. Attorneys of record would hire me through an agency 
to appear in court at scheduling conferences, hearings, and to 
complete pleadings with or without the client. While there was 
no ethical or legal guideline on point, judges did not like this 
practice. They preferred to have the attorney of record make 
the appearance. 


An attorney of record should be able to answer a judge’s ques- 
tions better than appearing attorneys. In addition, judges pre- 
ferred to see the attorney of record in the courtroom rather than 
an appearance attorney because a judge can hold attorneys of 
record accountable for deadlines, statements by the attorney at 
the hearing, etc. The attorney of record, more so than an ap- 
pearance attorney, should know the facts. Indeed, attorneys of 
record often hired agency attorneys to avoid facing the judge. | 
came to fully understand the judges’s objections, and began to 
look for work in Japan. 


A focus group of one 


In the Incubator about the time Rutan & Tucker fired me, the 
court battle resolved the American presidential election in Flor- 
ida, home to my parents and two of my siblings. In California, 
there was a power problem. Apparently, the electrical distribu- 
tion grid was not allocating energy to cities other than Los Ange- 
les, where | lived. The media reported widespread power disrup- 
tions lasting for many hours. 


Enron was in the news as being involved in the trading of power 
commodities potentially contributing to the power outages. The 
media reported the Vice-president-elect, Richard Cheney, had 
served Enron in some capacity, and that President-elect, 
George W. Bush, was on a first-name basis with the president 
of Enron. Although plausibly deniable, | suspect Enron was the 
client that hired Rutan & Tucker to put me in an Incubator to 
test my motives, and actions. 


In the news, but years later, the power issue was also a factor 
in the governor’s election recall. The recall resulted in the elec- 
tion of Arnold Schwarzenegger. | had heard for probably 15 
years that Schwarzenegger was considering a California Guber- 
natorial run. | had always been a vocal supporter. 


Again, as | wrote regarding the Presidential primary election 
and the New York City Mayoral election, | really do not know 
whether my casual opinions made any difference in the election 


of Schwarzenegger. | also do not know the connection between 
my actions, Enron, Richard Cheney’s cardiac condition, and the 
power shortages in California. | did see a relationship between 
Events and resourceful, omnipresent people attempting to per- 
suade me of a connection with my actions and thoughts. 


For years Alkalay had joked about the lack of a “wall” in my 
brain separating my thoughts from my speech. Alkalay teased 
me now and then. | read in the Los Angeles Times during the 
campaign that Bush claimed Bush’s friends teased Bush about 
having no wall in his brain which caused him to say things that 
might be better left unsaid. Also in the paper, Bush said from his 
ranch in Texas he favoured reducing American military forces to 
far less in number. Bush premised this plan on new training 
techniques, and technology, to foster a new type of “super- 
warrior.” That was the first and last | ever heard of this super- 
warrior. At times like this, | recalled the man | met hitchhiking 
who had walked from Texas to Virginia. 


Repeatedly during the W. Bush presidency, | would incoinciden- 
tally meet people from Texas. Now, during the Obama presi- 
dency, | meet a lot of incoincidental people from Chicago. Exam- 
ples of some of the Bush encounters follow. 


Years later, while | lived in CapitalEast, | was riding a train to Ri- 
cePaddyReach Airport to catch a plane to the US. On the train 
| met a man from Texas returning home from business in Ja- 
pan. He made a point of telling me that his Handlers provided 


him with interpreters, and if he was not pleased with one, his 
Japanese Handlers arranged another for him. | think he was al- 
luding to my spouse, and providing another for me if | was dis- 
satisfied with Persistence Won. 


On a domestic connecting flight, | sat next to a woman from 
Texas. She discussed education issues in America. This is not 
the same woman indicated below who | refer to as LT, who also 
discussed education issues with me on an airplane. LT was 
from NYC. Bush, from Texas, campaigned on a platform of be- 
ing the “Education President”. In my conversation with this 
Texan woman, | did not follow the basic common sense tenet of 
avoiding discussion of politics and religion. The Texan clearly 
wanted to hear my views, and test her opinions on me. 


This is the main purpose of the Incubator. The Incubator func- 
tions to tap into the man-on-the-street wisdom that | readily 
pour forth. Just as when conducting polling, the focus group 
can be narrowly limited to a very few people if one has carefully 
researched the representative sample. This Incubator has just 
one focus group member: me. Nevertheless, by carefully select- 
ing these individuals, a series of incubators could be monitored 
to have a very precise grasp on what conventional wisdom, and 
more importantly, unconventional wisdom is saying. 


| met two men from Texas in Japan on business. We casually 
struck up a conversation at a McDonald’s in ValleyAstringent. In 


this instance, we discussed Mexican immigration into the 
United States. 


The number of people | met who told me they were from Texas 
escalated just about the time of the first election of the second 
Bush, a former governor of Texas, to the US Presidency. The 
second Bush is supposedly referred to as “W.” The repeated 
meetings of Texans and the topics of conversation were clearly 
incoincidental. This is the Incubator, and the President’s politi- 
cal machine was putting the Incubatee to use just as someone 
did in the case of McCain, the New York City Mayoral contests 
and numerous others. 


2001 


Beginning in January 2001 | took a Japanese language course 
at the University of California at Los Angeles as a non- 
matriculating student. Out of the dozen or so students in the 
class, three were California attorneys: Mr. Anthony “Tony” 
Mao Fay, Jr., Mr. James Freedman and myself. | had never 
met an attorney in a Japanese language class until then. On 
the first day of class, both attorneys sat next to me before we 
had introduced ourselves. Another student in the class, Larry 
Mahl, was married to a Japanese woman who was licensed as 
a New York attorney. 


Fay was born in greater China. We met socially, and just after | 
moved to CapitalEast, he did so too, making us both TCKs. He 


worked as a tax attorney at White & Case in CapitalEast. On 
two occasions Fay suggested Freedman might be, or is in the 
American Central Intelligence Agency. 


Freedman began his career with O’Melveny & Meyers, then a 
900-attorney firm with thirteen offices worldwide, including Capi- 
talEast. He regularly visited me in CapitalEast. Consider the 
name Freedman in the context of my wish to be ‘free’ of my 
American Incubator. Another student, a psychologist, who fre- 
quently sat near me in the class also moved to Japan after me, 
while her husband remained in America. Larry Mahl also moved 
to CapitalEast not long after | did. Mahl went to work for Sony. 


While in CapitalEast, Fay and | met socially with Beyer. During 
our conversation, | noted the number of fellow students from my 
UCLA Japanese language class, almost a quarter of the class, 
who ‘coincidentally’ moved to Japanese just after | did. Fay also 
seemed to think the high percentage of the class that moved to 
Japan after | did was peculiar. Beyer did not. 


While in Los Angeles, | heard of an attorney, Bruce Harrison, 
through the Asian Pacific American Legal Centre of Southern 
California. | sooke with Mr. B. Harrison several times on the 
phone, and we arranged to meet, but due to a change of plans, 
and my departure for Japan, we were unable to meet face to 
face, but we spoke on the phone. Mr. B. Harrison told me about 
his experiences in Southeast Asia during the Vietnam War. He 
had worked undercover for the American Central Intelligence 


Agency in Laos and Cambodia when, according to official 
sources, there was no American defence activity in those coun- 
tries. | asked him if the CIA permitted him to discuss this, and 

he said enough time had passed since the incidents. | dis- 
cussed my interest in American politics, although | was consider- 
ing going to Japan, and he replied that a stint overseas could 

be helpful to a future political career in the US. 


Besides Rutan & Tucker, | heard about the downturn in the Cali- 
fornia legal market from other sources as well. Nevertheless, 
just as | began looking for work in Japan, | suddenly received 
interviews with Southern California law firms, Universal Studios 
Intellectual Property Legal Department, and a manufacturing 
company. At the same time, in CapitalEast, within a couple 
weeks | found 12-15 companies and law firms who had poten- 
tial job opportunities to discuss with me when | visited Capital- 
East to interview.

2001 continued 


Before entering Japan on 20 February 2001 for interviews, the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service had still not notified us 
of the status of Persistence’s US residency permit. | made sev- 
eral lengthy calls, and visited the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service office. Obtaining her residency permit before mov- 
ing to Japan made sense for quite a few reasons. First, she 
would not need to enter the US on a tourist visa when we vis- 
ited. Second, we had invested immeasurable effort in obtaining 
the residency permit. Third, | did not want to stop and restart 
the process again later if we should decide to return to America. 
Fourth, Persistence was interested in obtaining the permit. 
Fifth, | am an idiot. 


Then Mahl was working for Warner Home Video. He introduced 
me to the intellectual property attorney with whom | interviewed 
at Universal Studios. Mahl also introduced me to a California at- 
torney, John Terrence Murphy. Murphy was a partner at the 
CapitalEast office of Squire, Sanders & Dempsey, at the time a 
US firm from the state of Ohio with 750 partners worldwide in 
20 offices including CapitalEast. This and the other American 
firm | interviewed with in CapitalEast wanted me to wait months, 
if not a year, before | could possibly come to work in Japan. 
They seemed to be stalling me. The vast majority, if not all the 
Japanese law firms | interviewed with in CapitalEast had a part- 
ner with political experience. These included sitting Diet Mem- 


ber, recent Diet Member, retired Supreme Court Justice, and for- 
mer Ministry officials. 


In late February or early March 2001 | met John Seward from 
TUJ Law at his home in TaoismBeMadlyInLoveSurface. We 
entered a sushi restaurant across the street from his home, and 
Yahoo Japan’s headquarters, but after looking inside, Seward 
decided we should go to a restaurant for dinner in South Moun- 
tainBlue. 


| told Seward | was interested in running for a Diet seat. | asked 
him if he could help me with financing. Seward indicated he 
might be able to help. | asked him about his father’s swords, 
and he seemed unconcerned. He was unaware of the outcome 
of the search for the attorney or the swords. Seward told me of 
an attorney in CapitalEast with four girlfriends and a spouse. 
The Koran teaches that a man may have up to four spouses if 
he believes he can treat them equally. Seward said he owned a 
Land Rover, and planned to buy a Porsche 911. Ascribing sig- 
nificance to Affiliation Products is problematic. One might assert 
that the Land Rover was a reference to me because | moved 
around a lot. Regarding the Porsche, AT&T began using 9-1-1 
as the single phone number emergency call system beginning 
in 1968. Instead of 9-1-1, Japanese uses 1-1-9. Nine-eleven is 
shorthand for the 11 September 2001 disaster in the United 
States. 


In hindsight, Seward’s use of the model name of the Porsche 
automobile could have been a reference to the 11 September 
disaster eight months later. In the use of these these Affiliation 
Products, here and elsewhere, there is no way for me to know 
how conscious Seward was of his use of this symbolism. Was 
Seward simply an Asset? Was he a Handler? Administrator? 
None of the above? 


Seward paid for our dinner, and made a point of saying the 
credit card was a “company” card. Perhaps he was simply try- 
ing to allay my concerns that | should pay for a portion of our 
meal. People supposedly use ‘company’ to refer to the Ameri- 
can Central Intelligence Agency. 


Show me the Work 


After about four interviews in CapitalEast, | received three job 
offers. At that point, my enthusiasm at the remaining interviews 
waned. One offer was from Markus Janssen, a German attor- 
ney working as a Registered Foreign Attorney in Japanese. 
Janssen was associated with a Japanese firm, Komatsu, Koma 
and Nishikawa. Koma sounds the same in English as coma. | 
mentioned the dual meaning of the name to Larry Mahl and Sid 
Weeks. Janssen now works for Baker & Mackenzie. 


In February 2001 | met Takako Nakamura. Ms. Nakamura and 
| met several times. She complained about work and dissatisfac- 
tion with her supervisors. On one occasion, | had an appoint- 


ment to meet with her after meeting with Janssen. The meeting 
with Janssen went late, and | could not help having the feeling 
Janssen was somehow aware of my date after my meeting with 
him, and that he was testing me to see where my priorities lay. | 
postponed the Nakamura appointment. 


Sometime later Janssen discounted the offer of employment, 
explaining he had been unaware that | could not read Japanese 
proficiently. Again, this is all conjecture, but | suspect the dis- 
counted offer meant that if | wanted Nakamura, the cost would 
be deducted from my salary. | passed the job opportunity on to 
others, including University of California at Los Angeles, and 
TUJ Law classmates. Sid Weeks, my roommate from TUJ Law, 
took the job. Weeks Japanese language skills are considerably 
better than mine. 


| received an offer from Kojima Law Offices. The name partner 
of the law firm had the same transliterated family name as the 
transliterated portion of my family name at the time: Kojima- 
Allen. Some years ago, the current foreign associate at the firm 
had allegedly admitted himself to a mental health facility. Again, 
| passed the job opportunity on to others, including University of 
California at Los Angeles and TUJ Law Program classmates. 
One of the people to whom | referred the job opening was Pam 
Weinsaft from TUJ Law. She eventually moved to CapitalEast 
from New York City to take the job. During the job offer, and my 
passing the opportunity to others, | never once met or even saw 


LittleTurf, the name partner. | began to doubt he existed. After 
Weinsaft started employment there sometime later, | met her for 
lunch. After we had taken our seats in a restaurant, Little Turf 
and others from their firm entered and sat immediately behind 
us, facing Weinsaft. She was unsure he was the name partner, 
so we left the restaurant without Weinsaft addressing them or 
introducing us. 


The third offer was from Asahi Law Offices, at the time one of 
the five largest Japanese firms. | had interviewed with Mr. 
LengthenRejoice TrueWisteria, the firm’s managing director’s 
heir apparent. The salary offer was more than double what | 
had ever received in the United States. Before using the name 
Asahi, often translated as Rising Sun in English, the firm used 
the names of Mr. TwoPure RicePaddyMeasuringBox, and Mr. 
Hump Buttocksinlet, the head partners of the New York and 
CapitalEast offices, respectively. 


Beyer knew ButtocksInlet, and liked him. After offering me em- 
ployment, Asahi provided me with a proposed employment con- 
tract. | consulted Beyer about the employment contract. When 
negotiating the contract at Asahi, Beyer suggested | add a pro- 
bationary period. This seems like the sort of advice one usually 
advises an employer, but Beyer recommended I, as an em- 
ployee, insert a probationary period. One might argue that 
Beyer’s purposes would be better served by assisting Buttock- 
sinlet rather than me. ButtocksInlet had a longer history in the 


legal market in CapitalEast. Beyer also suggested that instead 
of vague contract terms regarding my ethical responsibilities, | 
substitute language that held me to specifics determined by the 
New York and California professional codes. | relayed both pro- 
posals back to Asahi, and we changed the contract accordingly 
to include a probationary period, and the standard ethical guide- 
lines. During the three-month period, either Asahi or | could con- 
clude the contract with one month’s notice. Terms in Asahi’s ini- 
tially proposed contract seemed unusually strict. For instance, | 
was not to disclose that | worked on a particular matter: forever. 
Attorneys are frequently required to provide a transaction list to 
subsequent employers. One reason for this is to determine if 
there would be any conflict of interest if the attorney accepts the 
new employment. Asahi’s proposed employment agreement 
would have prevented me from avoiding conflicts of interest by 
contractually prohibiting me from disclosing relevant matters 
and clients to future employers. At my suggestion, we included 
an exception for legal proceedings. Ultimately, all the informa- 
tion that | am disclosing here was disclosed in a civil proceed- 
ing, voiding the prohibition on disclosure. 


Terms of the relocation package were included in the contract, 
except for the initial hotel accommodations when | moved to 
Japanese. TrueWisteria orally notified me that | would have two 
months at Asahi expense in a hotel of Asahi’s choosing before | 
needed to find an apartment. | requested the contract specifi- 
cally state | had two months in the hotel. TrueWisteria refused. 


This was not exactly the sort of reliance they taught me in law 
school. 


While | was in Japan for interviews, a notice from the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service arrived at our home in Los Ange- 
les. This calls to mind my ‘chance’ experience with my tax re- 
fund while living in the UK. The Service had transferred Persis- 
tence’s file from the Deportation Department in Washington, 
D.C. to the Los Angeles office. We were to appear at the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service office in Los Angeles for an 
interview. | departed Japan on 08 March 2001 to return to Los 
Angeles to consult Persistence. She was enthusiastic about 
Asahi’s job oppportunity, but suggested she remain in the 
United States for the time being. Towers conveniently offered to 
provide Persistence with a visa if she decided to remain in the 
US long-term. | called and visited the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service. On the day of the interview, | arrived early to reg- 
ister for our appointment. Persistence came later directly from 
work. The interviewer separately questioned Persistence and I. 
The interviewer asked me if Persistence married me to obtain a 
US work permit. | replied | did not think so. | added Towers 
would sponsor her if necessary. 


| accepted the job offer from Asahi, and prepared to return to Ja- 
pan. After | returned to Japan, Persistence received her perma- 
nent residency permit in Los Angeles. Once awarded, the Immi- 


gration and Naturalization Service rarely rescinds a residency 
permit, despite official policy to the contrary. 


Rutan in Tokyo 


Just before the end of my first two weeks of accommodations at 
the hotel Asahi had arranged for me, TrueWisteria told me that 
Asahi would pay only the first two weeks of accommodation. 
TrueWisteria apologised. He claimed he had misunderstood the 
other partners. Rather than misunderstanding, | believe what 
happened was a change of opinion among senior partners in 
the firm. Once Asahi had discovered that Persistence would not 
be joining me immediately, they became concerned. Their fears 
took on many forms. Asahi was puritanical in curtailing my per- 
sonal activities. They made obvious remarks. There was the re- 
duction of my hotel allowance from two months to two weeks. 
Asahi staff tried to excuse the moral fanaticism by saying they 
had never had a foreign associate with a Japanese spouse. 


Conversations with non-Asahi people included casual inquiries 
about where and what type of place | wanted to live. Conversa- 
tions in and out of work regularly included queries regarding 
when Persistence would be arriving. Judging from conversa- 
tions overheard and partaken, Handlers hoped | would sign a 
year contract for housing soon. | sensed that the housing was 
being prepared, but to do so the Incubator had to first fully vet 
the sort of place | wished to live. 


| felt at times that my experience at Rutan & Tucker was simply 
the dress rehearsal for the stage production at Asahi. The differ- 
ence being that in Japan | was not in an environment where | 
understood what was normal, and what was not. For instance, 
while | was discussing a client, Mr. Yusen Yagi, with a Japa- 
nese attorney associate at Asahi, | confirmed that the family 
name was Yagi, and the personal name was Yusen. The associ- 
ate smirked, and said that is the name, supposedly. | began to 
suspect that Yusen Yagi was not a real name, and that the cli- 
ent was a fabrication to test me and others. By way of introduc- 
tion to the matter another associate told me that Yagi was the 
founder of Usen Corporation, currently the leader in the Japa- 
nese domestic cable broadcasting market, and the world’s larg- 
est cable broadcasting music service. Mr. Yagi, | was told, was 
on an Olympic organising committee. His other personal back- 
ground was explained to me. The background given to me was 
more than would usually be necessary for a junior associate. 
The background seemed tailored to particularly endear Yagi to 
me. 


About 2004 the only individual listed on the corporation’s home 
page as a shareholder of Usen Corporation was Yasuhide Uno, 
who owns almost 63% of Usen. All other shareholders listed 

were institutions. One of three Usen Corporate Auditors was 

ButtocksInlet. In a meeting with this person alleging to be Yagi, 
his personal staff, ButtocksInlet, and Asahi attorneys, | watched 
as ButtocksInlet intentionally tipped a cup of water in my direc- 


tion. | am not certain why ButtocksInlet spilled the water on the 
table in front of him. He purposefully drew a hand across in 
front of him, knocking over the water. He could have been sug- 
gesting that he had made a mistake by making available outlets 
to me | did not have access to in America, specifically opportuni- 
ties to socialise with women. ‘Water’ has sexual overtones, par- 
ticularly in Japan. Water, floating in water, and returning to the 
womb also have literary and Freudian symbolism in English. Al- 
ternatively, ButtocksInlet may have wanted to see who cleaned 
up his mess. 


In any case, the experience for me and other foreign attorneys 
at Asahi was counterproductive to building trust between Japa- 
nese, foreigners, attorneys, and clients. | was unable to ascer- 
tain effectively whether a client was real or fake, even after | 
had met with the client in person in a supposed legal consulta- 
tion. Rutan & Tucker toying with me was humiliating, but typical 
of the childish nonsense | had come to expect in America and 
the American legal profession. Asahi attorneys toying with me in 
a weak imitation of the Americans was an unwelcome shock, 
created unnecessary friction, and lowered my opinion of Japa- 
nese. Ethically, | did not think either was a proper pursuit for at- 
torneys, and | was embarrassed to participate. Perhaps be- 
cause of my previous experience at Rutan, or because of the 
international nature of the employment, | was more willing to 
take action in the case of Asahi. In contrast, at Rutan | had 


been willing to wait and see what my ‘superiors’ would do. At 
Asahi, | thought | should do something. 


| assisted one of the partners with a client | will call Corporation 
Q. Corporation Q is an atelier based in Paris, France with, at 
the time, 10 worldwide subsidiaries, almost 250 shops, and 
2000 employees worldwide. | do not recall the partner’s name, 
but | will refer to him as the Corporation Q partner. At the time, 
ButtocksInlet’s office was on the corner of the main floor of the 
International Section of Asahi. Bordering that corner, separated 
by secretaries, was my office which | shared with three Japa- 
nese associates, and bordering the other corner of ButtocksIn- 
let’s office was TrueWisteria’s office. Next to True Wisteria was 
Mr. FaithDisclose PleasingThree’s office, and the next office 
was occupied by the Corporation Q partner. 


This was in the Akasaka Twin Towers New Building. The acro- 
nym for the first three transliterated words of the building’s 
name is ATT. The name of the Akasaka Tameike Tower building 
nearby also uses ATT as its acronym. The Akasaka Tameike 
Tower houses the law firm Tanaka, Akita, Nakagawa/Clifford 
Chance. Three years later, the Court appointed this firm in 2005 
to be my trial counsel. The ATT buildings are less than a kilome- 
tre from the United States Embassy. In the United States, the 
acronym of the American Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
the former telephone monopoly now deregulated to permit com- 
petition, is AT&T. The Affiliation Product for ATT came to have 


the following very complicated Meaning associated with the Indi- 
cator. 


| recall two occasions when the Corporation Q Partner came to 
my office. | clearly remember the discussions at my desk be- 
cause the speaker’s words carried more meaning than the 
speech alone conveyed. Certainly a second reason | recall the 
conversations is that | have turned the discussions over in my 
mind from time to time. Perhaps yet another reason | recall the 
conversations is due to Image Guidance. 


We were advising our client on alleged infringement of intellec- 
tual property rights by, judging from the ethnicity of the names 
of the alleged infringers, Japanese individuals. The Corporation 
Q Partner explained that Japanese, French and most Continen- 
tal European Civil Code theories of contract are different from 
American common law contract theory. The Japanese/ 
European method tends to find a contract formed by a meeting 
of the minds. American contract theory prefers a more eviden- 
tiary method that reduces the agreement to writing. Without a 
writing, a meeting of the minds governed by American contract 
law will be more difficult to prove compared to Japanese or 
European contract law. The Corporation Q Partner suggested a 
judge enforcing a Japanese or European meeting of the minds 
would be relatively more inclined to find a contract without a writ- 
ing. | think the point the partner was trying to make was one 


might interpret the contract theory distinction to be fundamen- 
tally related to different methods of telepathic communication. 


America does not as readily recognise methods like telepathy, 
or subtle indications of intent as much as more historical cul- 
tures like Europe and Japan acknowledge telepathy. The part- 
ner was trying to tell me that he knew my thoughts. He was sug- 
gesting there was general agreement about cooperating with 
me to achieve my goals. Then | had not reduced my goals to a 
writing, but the partner was indicating Europe and Japan 
shared my interest in reducing the militaristic tendencies of the 
United States. Perhaps the United States required a writing to 
satisfy the terms of my disassociation with American Image 
Guidance. To facilitate the transition to Japan, the United States 
was indicating a method of transfer. ATT is an Affiliation Product 
Component indicating the deregulation of the monopoly the 
United States holds over my Image Guidance. 


On the second occasion in my office, the Corporation Q Partner 
discussed writing a book with me. He told me that Asahi staff, 
from time to time, would write books or publications to promote 
the firm, publicise research, and advance the author’s under- 
standing of topics of research. He probably was aware of my 
knowledge of the monitoring of my computer use when he dis- 
cussed the advisability of handwriting as opposed to using a 
computer. In part because | had his advice in mind, | drafted 
handwritten portions, such as this and other portions, which | 


wrote while in jail at the CapitalEast Detention Centre. When | 
posted this manuscript as a blog in 2011, | indicated the por- 
tions under the headings: “Writing on Empty.” 


To Bush or not to Bush 


| met an employee of Yahoo Japan, and we went for dinner at 
the restaurant John Seward and | had entered and left without 
eating. The sushi was clearly bad, and my companion declined 
to eat it. Nevertheless, like the medication at Rutan & Tucker, | 
ate it anyway. After we said goodnight | became violently ill. | 
suspect someone was not pleased | was socialising with people 
like the Yahoo Japanese employee. This was the first incident 
in Japan where | ate tainted food, but far from the last. On occa- 
sion, to condition my behaviour and generally discourage me, 
restaurants served me contaminated food. 


Once at dinner with WisteriaThatOne, Weinsaft and Persis- 
tence, the master of the restaurant seemed visibly distraught 
with the duty of concocting and serving me contaminated food. 
WisteriaThatOne tasted my entrée, and | think WisteriaThatOne 
understood what was occurring. This became so routine that | 
eventually became fairly adept at concocting a method for re- 
covering. The solution was to drink hot sake and take a hot 
bath. 


A store opened across the street from the Asahi offices in the 
ATT New Building. The store was exactly the sort of mountain 


bike shop | had patronized in the past. The store’s name was 
Y’s Road. In 2009, a Y’s Bikes opened up near my home in 
GrandHill. In the spring of 2001 the letter Y began appearing 
prominently in a variety of places in my daily life. The initials for 
the fictional client Yusen Yagi were both Y. “Y!” is the logo for Ya- 
hoo. The symbol for Japanese currency, ¥, includes a Y and an 
‘equals’ sign. Y represents the male chromosome. In English, 
‘Why’ is pronounced the same as the letter Y. | ask myself ‘why’ 
to an extent that was clearly frustrating to attorneys at Rutan & 
Tucker, Asahi and others. People tell me | think too much, usu- 
ally people who think their life would be easier if | thought less. 


| was not sure of the significance, or of the relationship, if any to 
the *X’ symbolism at Rutan. Perhaps this Y was to represent the 
yin to the ‘X’ of Rutan’s yang. Perhaps the Aerospace Project 
has some significance to the X and Y symbolism, particularly 
the chromosomes of the genders of prospective passengers. 
Regarding the ¥ symbol, one of the matters | worked on at 
Asahi involved liquefying substantial Japanese assets Suppos- 
edly belonging to Yagi. The process seemed to take more time, 
and steps than necessary. Mr. Justice WisteriaThatOne, the 
supervising partner, may have just been educating me in the 
process, or testing my teamwork with himself and the associ- 
ate. 


After a particular conversation with J. WisteriaThatOne, | began 
to suspect that Asahi was testing me to transfer the client’s 


funds for my personal use. Yagi’s fictional personal name, 
Yusen, is pronounced the same as the word for: right of way. 
Naturally, transferring funds for my personal use would have 
been illegal, and | never did anything to indicate | would do so. 
Even so, a simple internal sale and transfer of international as- 
sets began when | started at Asahi, but was not finished when | 
quit. 


Ms. Vicki Beyer from TUJ Law had married an Australian, Mr. 
John Adams. To this day, Australia plays a significant role in the 
Incubator. One reason for Australia being a recurring theme in 
the Incubator may be the value of thinking globally, and acting 
locally. Another reason for the significant role by Australia may 
be regionalisation. If Japanese’s power increases, so does the 
region’s and so does Australia’s. Also, Australia, like all neigh- 
bours, has good reason to understand their neighbourhood. 


Part of better understanding one’s neighbours is understanding 
their language. The non-expat Australian’s are the largest, clos- 
est native English-speaking people to Japanese. This results in 
Australia focusing proportionately more on the Japanese lan- 
guage study than many other native English-speaking coun- 
tries. For instance, to translate many of the proper nouns in this 
treatise | am using Jim Breen’s JDIC based at Monash Univer- 
sity in Australia. This resource is arguably the premier online dic- 
tionary. 


The top-level Internet domain name for Australia is the same as 
the name of the company which was my mobile phone provider 
in 2004: au. | wondered then if au could be an Affiliation Prod- 
uct. Perhaps the au corporation served purposes other than sim- 
ply providing communications. In contrast, another mobile 
phone provider in Japanese, DoCoMo, which is more than one- 
third government-owned, might serve the purposes of the Japa- 
nese government. Some years later, | switched to DoCoMo to 
test this hypothesis. | did not notice a difference. 


Adams and | regularly discussed politics. Beyer, Adams, and | 
attended a theatrical performance of Shakespeare in RelaySta- 
tionNew. During the intermission, Beyer introduced me to a 
Caucasian woman in the audience. While | was speaking with 
her, Beyer left to speak with someone else. This Caucasian 
woman had been born in Hong Kong, and | replied | too ama 
“White Asian.” | wondered aloud why the term White African 
was in common use, but no one ever called us White Asians. 
The woman was visibly disgusted at my suggestion she was a 
White Asian. | am not certain why she took offence, but | sus- 
pect she considered herself a loyal subject of Her Majesty the 
Queen of England, and my suggestion that she was a White 
Asian seemed to contradict her loyalty to the Queen. 


During our conversation, this woman looked intently into my 
eyes, as if she were clinically searching for something. | still do 
not know what she was looking for in my eyes. | can think of 


three possible reasons why this woman was looking at me pecu- 
liarly. 


The three reasons are, first, she may have tried to see if | was 
being sincere. Second, she reminded me a bit of Kate Harris, 
whom | worked for in Austria, and if she was Ms. Harris, she 
was looking for an indication that | recognised her. The third 
possibility involves an experience when a different person 
asked me if | thought | had been brainwashed. This White Asian 
at the theatre in RelayStationNew may have thought | had been 
brainwashed, and was looking for some indication. 


On our way home from the theatre, Beyer asked me what the 
woman and | had discussed. | reported to Beyer that | asked 
the woman what she did, and the woman had responded she 
was a travel writer. Beyer scoffed, and suggested that she was 
not really a travel writer. Beyer commended me on being able 
to ask her what she did. Beyer admitted she had never been 
able to ask her what she did, but that she had heard of John Se- 
ward II’s connection with the American Central Intelligence 
Agency, and Beyer wondered aloud about John Seward III con- 
nection with the Central Intelligence Agency. Career paths have 
a tendency to run in families, and the intelligence gathering ca- 
reer path is no exception. Beyer seemed to think the White 
Asian woman from the theatre, a British National, worked for an 
intelligence gathering operation.

Paddy Foley’s = Patsy’s Folly 


After Weinsaft’s move to CapitalEast from New York City, Wein- 
saft and | met for a drink in the evening. She suggested meet- 
ing at Paddy Foley’s, a pub in TreeBookSix. At the pub that 
evening, | met a group of customers interested in questioning 
me extensively on my practice of law at Asahi. | also met my 
predecessor at Asahi. Additionally, a Spanish man approached 
me. He said he used to live in Phoenix. He had an incredible 
amount in common with me, and was very chummy. He offered 
to introduce me to James “Jim” Moynihan, the ranking Ameri- 
can Federal Bureau of Investigations officer in Japan. Moynihan 
was drinking at the bar. He could discern this Spaniard was 
pointing him out to me, but Moynihan did not acknowledge us. | 
declined the offer of introduction to Moynihan. | was concerned 
that if this Spaniard introduced Moynihan to me, my reputation 
in Moynihan’s mind would be associated with this Spaniard. In 
addition, | did not want to reinforce the suspicions of Asahi, and 
others, that | had some affiliation with the US Government, par- 
ticularly a law enforcement bureau known for cooperating with 
the CIA. Moreover, | suspect Moynihan had set the Spaniard up 
to introduce me to Moynihan. 


| found out later that Moynihan was also raised in Rochester, 
New York. We both have Japanese spouses, and we are both 
attorneys. Rochester is a community more than 400 kilometres 
from New York City with a fairly distinctive accent. For decades, 


| never knew another person raised in Rochester married to a 
Japanese citizen other than Moynihan and I. As well as his Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigations connection, Moynihan was also 
the Legal Attaché at the American Embassy. He has served in 
Japanese and China for years. After the events relayed here, 
he was transferred to the FBI in D.C., and then left the FBI to 
work in-house at Louis Vuitton in EasternCapital where he is 
now. Moynihan is also the name of a famous Senator from 
New York. | heard later that Paddy Foley’s is popular among 
American Embassy, and military personnel patrons. 


| called John Seward. He returned my call to my mobile phone 
one day while | was at my desk at Asahi. Seward was going to 
China. 


Asahi has no Public Law Section as Rutan & Tucker has, but | 
felt | was in a similar situation with a client hiring the firm to 
learn more about me. Asahi seemed pressured by a third party 
to explore my intentions. Again, | have suspicions of who that or 
those clients might be, but no hard evidence. One client again 
paying for the Incubator might have been Enron, simply carry- 
ing over the activities Enron had started with Rutan & Tucker. 
The American Federal Bureau of Investigations, the Japanese 
government, the United Nations and China may also have hired 
Asahi to test my metal. Unlike Rutan & Tucker, where Enron 
had an office on a floor below, and the media reports relating to 
my personal life, the clues indicating who might have hired 


Asahi to Incubate me were insubstantial. Consequently, | am in- 
clined to think at least one of the clients never changed, even 
when | changed firms, in which case at least Enron was still one 
of the Administrators. Enron went bankrupt not long after | left 
Asahi. Judging from people | rode with in the elevator, the client 
possibly had offices on a floor above Asahi. 


In the basement of the building was exit 12 of the Magnate- 
Mountain CisternJewel subway station. The MagnateMoun- 
tain festival was one of the big three festivals during the DoorIn- 
let (1603-1868) and GovernmentBright (1868-1912) Eras, ac- 
corded condescending notice by Lord StreamBenevolence 
himself, but fared badly in the nineteenth century. Magnate- 
Mountain was the shrine to which baby StreamBenevolence 
magnates were taken to be presented to the company of 
gods.FN Sid Weeks and others used Affiliation Products to sym- 
bolically liken my awakening to an infant’s birth. The Mountain- 
Magnate symbolism was just one more example of this. 


Lunch Break 


During afternoon breaks from work, | often walked to StreamE- 
ternity RoadToDivineMorality Shrine. On the way there, | 
passed the US Embassy Housing Compound. One day, as | 
walked by on the far side of the road, | turned my head and 
glanced at the housing compound entrance. There was no one 
around except an ethnically Asian guard by the gate. The guard 
Snapped to attention and saluted me. | thought that was 


strange. As time progressed more people, uniformed and other- 
wise would snap to attention and salute me. 


| sat for a bit at the shrine, and left. A US Marine is not difficult 
to spot in CapitalEast, even in street clothes, and one day when 
| strayed from my usual route back to work, a person who fit the 
visual stereotype of a Marine was standing on the corner glar- 
ing at me as | walked by. The people monitoring my actions 
wanted me to know they were observing me. 


While working at my desk at Asahi, | generally left my mobile 
phone on my desk. | usually left my phone in manner mode. On 
occasion, although | had placed my mobile phone on my desk, | 
felt a sensation in my breast pocket, or my slacks pocket where 
my phone would have been had | not removed my phone from 
my pocket. The sensation was similar to when one’s phone is 
receiving a call in manner mode. Neither the office nor mobile 
phone on my desk was ringing, or vibrating, but | had a physi- 
cal, Pavlovian sensation of receiving a call. This is a common 
sensation. Mike Dunn acknowledged he regularly had the same 
experience. The meaning of this sensation did not become 
clear to me for at least a year. The phone was not receiving 
data, but | was. This is an example of Image Guidance naturally 
developing without any conscious effort. The vibration sensa- 
tion is a Source>Self>Tangible>Body Indicator. The Affiliation 
Product: telephone suggests telepathic reception. Phones, 


calling, etc., are often used as euphemisms and metaphors for 
telepathy. 


Occasionally | went to lunch with other Japanese attorney asso- 
ciates at Asahi, but only if the lunch were scheduled a week or 
so in advance. The other associates would not check their cal- 
endar, or confirm a lunch appointment on the spot, but would 
contact me later to confirm. | think they needed to obtain permis- 
sion to lunch with me. Of the several hundred employees, there 
was only one other Asahi staff member who was not ethnically 
Japanese: a British man of South Asian ancestry working as a 
proofreader. He did not have a law license at the time, but has 
since been called to the New York Bar. He introduced himself in 
the hallway one day, and suggested we have lunch some time. 

| suggested that day. He agreed, and we met for lunch that day. 


On our way to lunch, we discussed psychology. My mind 
flashed back to the psychoanalysis | probably underwent at a 
lunch with the alleged senior partner at Rutan & Tucker a few 
months earlier. | asked this proofreader if he had studied psy- 
chology. He answered cryptically: “I read a little.” We entered a 
restaurant, sat down, and ordered. As we were waiting for our 
food, an associate from Asahi suddenly appeared, and sat 
down with us. After having such difficulty arranging lunch with 
the Japanese associates, | did not think this was a coincidence. 
By this time, | did not think anything that happened to me was a 
coincidence. 


| concluded that the British proofreader was not a mental health 
professional, since the two of us did not seem to be trusted to 
have lunch alone. After lunch the proofreader and | went for cof- 
fee. On the way, we passed a procession of limousines and po- 
lice vehicles. The proofreader looked at me and said that could 
be the Prime Minister. Perhaps he was trying to indicate he was 
aware of my political agenda, but was simply amused. Then 
again, perhaps he was just making conversation. 


About this time, | went to dinner with ten or so associates from 
Asahi. In a taxi on the way back to the office after dinner, a sup- 
posedly inebriated man in the crosswalk collided with our taxi. 
The incident seemed to me more like the man stumbled into our 
taxi, than vice versa, but the taxi driver apologised profusely. 
The pedestrian was belligerent, and someone, perhaps the taxi 
driver himself, called the police to take down the information 
about the incident. 


We were not far from our office, so the other three associates 
from the taxi and | walked back after paying the taxi fare. On 
the way, we discussed the incident, and the three attorney asso- 
ciates told me this was the first accident any of them had ever 
seen, much less in which they had been involved. The contrast 
with my childhood, where | had been in and seen multiple auto- 
mobile accidents before | was an adolescent, was striking. The 
Incubator probably staged this incident to send a message to 


distinguish Japanese and Western safety in transporting human 
Cargo. 


Matters | worked on at Asahi caused me to question the thor- 
oughness with which we were practicing law. For example, our 
client, a United Kingdom-based financial services company, 
was acquiring a Japanese insurance company. The supervising 
attorney, TrueWisteria, was less cautious than American due dili- 
gence would require. | was concerned about the ramifications 
for my New York and California attorney licenses. | was also 
concerned about whether Asahi had malpractice insurance. | 
consulted Mr. EnglishLeader WisteriaHelp, a senior Asahi part- 
ner whom | trusted. | asked him if | was covered by malpractice 
insurance. | am not sure if Mr. WisteriaHelp did not know the an- 
swer to my question, or did not want to know, but he suggested 
| consult Ms. SignOfTheRatPure MinorFountain, one of the 
founding partners. MinorFountain, who shared the same family 
name as the then Prime Minister, had supervised the foreign as- 
sociates in the past. Now TrueWisteria had taken over these du- 
ties. Ms. MinorFountain also would or could not answer my 
question about whether Asahi had malpractice insurance that 
covered me. She told me to ask the Business Manager, Mr. 
BeautifulVictory WellCribNew, about the malpractice insur- 
ance. Mr. WellCribNew was not an attorney. He told me: until 
that time, no foreign associate had ever inquired about malprac- 
tice insurance. What should have been a very simple question 
for administrating a law firm: ‘do we have malpractice insur- 


ance?’ resulted in an extensive investigation, multiple meetings, 
and a not very satisfactory answer. 


Persistence was still in America, but | spoke with her several 
times a week. In a conversation with her from my hotel room, 
she said she had noticed a gradual change in my manner of 
speaking. She said | sounded as though my conversation was 
more measured, thoughtful, and mature. 


Asahi held joint meetings with the accounting firm Asahi Arthur 
Anderson. Although Asahi and Asahi Arthur Anderson had no 
formal ties, these meetings were more like section group meet- 
ings. According to what partners at Asahi told me, sharing the 
name created some sort of bond. We discussed general issues 
of an educational nature. Afterwards we went for dinner and 
drinks. During the series of meetings | associated with a presi- 
dent of a company within the Asahi Arthur Andersen group. This 
president and | generally understood each other. He had lived 
in Palos Verdes, an area of Los Angeles that | particularly en- 
joyed, which had also been home to DeerSmallBell, another 
Japanese national with whom | got on well. Once when we 
were drinking late into the morning, this President said: “you 
and | are similar: you can do everything, so they do not let you 
do anything.” He meant | was not permitted to do anything. 


Asahi had recently implemented a system to provide an opportu- 
nity for partners and associates to meet for lunch or dinner. 
Every month, the system paired associates and partners to 


schedule a casual outing. In the three or four lunches | had with 
partners, | was fortunate to have lunch or dinner with very sen- 
ior members of the firm, including Mr. WaterBountiful Book- 
Cascade, a former Councillor of the Minister’s Secretariat at 
the Ministry of Finance. 


| suppose the partners enjoyed the chance to practice their Eng- 
lish with me, and | enjoyed hearing their opinions. One opinion | 
heard from Attorney BookCascade stuck with me. He repeat- 

edly said something in Japanese, “nihon wa sukunai” (HAI¢> 


7%\). | was unsure of the exact meaning. | took his wording to 


suggest Japan was insufficient, meagre or undeserving. Not un- 
til after our lunch was over, and | returned to my desk to consult 
my pocket PC dictionary, did | understand what | now think is 
the proper implication of his remarks. 


To illustrate how this mistaken impression has consequences, | 
will use an example. For some years, | mistakenly thought the 
Don Henley song lyrics from the End of the Innocence: “for this 
tired old man that we elected king” were: for this tired old man 
with the electric cane. Even now when | listen to the song, | am 
unable to distinguish which words Mr. Henley is singing. The 
“tired old man” might refer to Ronald Reagan. | thought the elec- 
tric cane referred to the technology of the military/industrial com- 
plex. Because of this, | conceived of an electric cane which | un- 


derstand to be a sort of crutch the US Government uses to 
keep folks in line. 


| am a bit of an early adopter. | like my gadgets, and | like taking 
advantage of the most recent advances using those gadgets. 
The tailoring of the media for any one individual’s consumption 
is awe-inspiringly easy in the Internet age. If you want someone 
to see something, just misdirect the URL while they are surfing 
the web, send them an unsolicited email, or edit a web page to 
deliver the information. Tailoring the media for an audience of 
one has now become easy, and relatively inexpensive. 


When confronted with this eventuality of tailored media, one 
can either be technophobic, or as is done in martial arts, try to 
use your opponent’s strengths against your opponent. If you 
are technophobic and you try to limit your use of technology, 
you might as well go out and live naked in the woods because 
eventually, no matter how limited your use of technology is, 
they will use the little technology you use against you. Alterna- 
tively, you might try to go the other way, and use the technology 
better, faster or more innovatively than those who conspire to 
manipulate you. 


| am not sure | have managed to use technology for my own 
purposes, but | do rely heavily on my electric cane. | have ac- 
cepted that running from technology will not work. The march of 
technological progress is inescapable, and the sooner you famil- 
iarise yourself with what they want to do to you, the sooner you 


can try to start steering the path in a direction you wish to go. 
My willingness to use technology should not be confused with 
my willingness to consume media. Most of the information one 
can learn from the media is nonsense, and you are better ad- 
vised to consider your immediate surroundings rather than ab- 
sorb nonsense some media outlet thinks is important for you to 
believe. This ship called ‘the media’ is also a juggernaut not un- 
like the juggernaut of the US Government explained above. The 
extent to which each of us are able to steer our own media jug- 
gernaut is limited, but if you rely on technology, you might steer 
a little bit more than without technology. Moreover, because of 
the ubiquitous invasions of my privacy, | Knew | had already lost 
the battle to preserve any private portion of my life. The only so- 
lution would be more transparency, not less. 


| was aware that that the function translating Japanese and Eng- 
lish in my Pocket PC was the only one | had ever seen. | had 
heard there were others, but | never met anyone with such a dic- 
tionary. Beyer’s Pocket PC with a Japanese language operating 
system notably lacked the dictionary. | Knew when | looked up 
words in my Pocket PC this was most likely a dictionary defini- 
tion tailored for an audience of one. After lunch with BookCas- 
cade, when | looked in my Pocket PC for the meaning of the 
word | thought he had repetitively used: sukunai, the first word | 
was directed to was: tsukanu ({1*), which means mistress. 


If | was following Image Guidance, and | was purposefully di- 


rected to the definition for mistress, | should interpret BookCas- 
cade’s remarks as: ‘Japan is your mistress.’ 


Moreover, when | play the Name Game, another important fac- 
tor that leads to a variety of interpretations is the large number 
of homophones in Japanese. BookCascade could easily have 
intentionally mispronounced the word as: sukenai (317 7), 


tsukanai ({{’72), dsukanai (ERA), sukanai (RFD‘7RL), or 


something else according to the Japanese habit of punning. Fur- 
thermore, BookCascade repeatedly used the phrase during our 
lunch. He did so again at a dinner with other Asahi members, 
and on other occasions. BookCascade’s repeated, gleeful ex- 
pression resonated with me for months. 


One hand washin’ the other, and no- 
body gettin’ clean 


MinorFountain and | arranged to meet for one of these lunch ap- 
pointments to enable associates and partners to become better 
acquainted. The hotel Asahi had arranged for me was a mem- 
ber’s hotel. MinorFountain held the membership personally. A 
week or so before my lunch with MinorFountain, comments 
from other partners indicated my room visitors were not as quiet 
as they could have been, and | was disturbing the neighbouring 
room. | made a point of locating a hotel for rest visits. On our 
way to lunch, by reading in between the lines of what Minor- 


Fountain was telling me, she seemed to appreciate the effort | 
had made to find a hotel for rest visits. In addition, as we 
walked, MinorFountain indicated that Asahi often used the hotel 
we were approaching, the ANA Hotel near the US Embassy. 
We had lunch at a restaurant in that hotel. That was the only 
time | had lunch with Asahi staff in a hotel. 


During lunch, MinorFountain discussed recruitment at Asahi. Mi- 
norFountain led the conversation in a way to indicate that | 
might be of some assistance with expansion of the firm. We dis- 
cussed the legal industry in CapitalEast, including firm mergers, 
and Asahi’s plans. Asahi tried to keep two or three foreign asso- 
ciates on staff. Nevertheless, for reasons that were becoming 
readily apparent, turnover among foreign staff was high, and at 
the time | was the only foreign associate. MinorFountain asked 
me about evaluating potential foreign associates. | replied to 
her question, and added a suggestion that Asahi consider hiring 
a senior foreign attorney. | thought a more senior attorney could 
evaluate potential foreign associates for Asahi better than me. 
In addition, | thought, but did not add, a senior foreign attorney 
could provide mentoring to junior foreign associates with con- 
cerns about matters such as the due diligence matter, and the 
lack of clarity on the malpractice insurance, supra. | was think- 
ing Markus Janssen might be a good senior foreign attorney for 
Asahi. | did not use Janssen’s name, but | think MinorFountain 
felt me. 


MinorFountain dismissed the idea that Asahi should hire a sen- 
ior foreign counsel as ludicrous by giving me a chuckle that indi- 
cated she thought | was cute. Less than two years after | left 
Asahi, Markus Janssen’s firm, Komatsu, Koma & Nishikawa, 
and Asahi merged. One interpretation in English of the new 
name, Asahi Koma, could be ‘coma of the Rising Sun.’ 


To understand their hiring goals better | suggested | help with 
the annual recruitment of Japanese attorneys. MinorFountain 
congratulated me on my idea. | thanked MinorFountain, but ex- 
plained the idea was not mine, but hers. The restaurant we 
were eating at was effectively on the second floor, although the 
floor numbering is different because the street level outside var- 
ies. Before lunch, we entered the building on the street level, 
rode the escalator up one floor, and entered the restaurant. Af- 
ter lunch, we now needed to descend one floor in the hotel to 
return to street level to walk back to the office. Rather than re- 
turning by an escalator as we had entered, we walked toward 
the elevators. Waiting for the elevators, | suspected MinorFoun- 
tain was testing me to see what my reaction would be if she 
took the elevator up to a room. 


On our way back to the office, MinorFountain and | were again 
discussing recruiting of foreign associates. She asked me a 
question which indicated Asahi was evaluating potential foreign 
associates in a way that was legal in Japanese, but not in Amer- 
ica. | respectfully cautioned her about American hiring prac- 


tices. At about the same place the British proofreader and | had 
seen the caravan of limousines, MinorFountain responded by 
looking me in the eyes, reaching out with her right hand, and 
squeezing my left bicep. As she was squeezing my left bicep, 
MinorFountain said: ‘we are not concerned; we are consulting 
the Ambassador.’ My interaction with Japanese people in public 
did not usually involve physical interaction, so her touching me 
took on much meaning. On subsequent occasions for several 
years afterwards when someone would squeeze my left bicep 
while conversing with me | was reminded of her remarks about 
the Ambassador. This resulted in an Affiliation Product for an 
Ambassador that lasted for several years. MinorFountain’s 
grasp was a Source>Other>Tangible>Body Indicator. Her re- 
marks were an Other>Verbal Method. My bicep was a Sour- 
ce>Self>Tangible>Body Indicator. The right and the left Indica- 
tors gradually took on additional significance. A person on sub- 
sequent occasions grasping my right bicep would indicate the 
U.S. Ambassador because | was right handed, and | learned 
American before | learned the Japanese language. A person 
grasping my left bicep would indicate the Japanese Ambassa- 
dor. The Source>Other/Self>Verbal/Telepathic/Cognitive Meth- 
ods would also alter my interpretation of the Indicator. 


At a reception dinner for potential new Japanese attorney hires, 
MinorFountain gave a welcome toast. Prime Minister Minor- 
Fountain had come into office just as | moved to Japan. Partner 
MinorFountain referred to the recent installation of the Prime 


Minister’s cabinet, a cabinet including a record number of fe- 
male Ministers. She suggested the future for young attorneys 
was particularly bright: the implication being women’s opportuni- 
ties were increasing. As | rewrite this in 2014, more than a dec- 
ade later, another Prime Minister is making the same noises. 


| also had dinner with one of the other Asahi founding mem- 
bers, Mr. FaithDisclose PleasingThree, at a Korean grill restau- 
rant near his home. Having dinner in the neighbourhood of his 
home could be interpreted as a generous gesture. | was dis- 
cussing my admiration for the rail system in Japan, particularly 
the punctuality. PleasingThree said, poignantly: ‘yes, but the 
planes are always running late.’ | did not understand at the 
time, but he was referring to the universe plane, Japanese for 
spaceship. | think he was trying to suggest that the Aerospace 
Project for which Enron was employing Asahi to test me was go- 
ing slowly. In addition, ButtocksInlet, MinorFountain, and others 
made the point symbolically on more than one occasion that 
they had been waiting a long time for me to come to Japan. 


Secretarial Musical Chairs 


All during this time, Persistence was in Los Angeles. She even- 
tually came to CapitalEast in July. To enable the reader to un- 
derstand the context of future events from this point in this chro- 
nology, early 2001, | will jump ahead by explaining that Persis- 
tence and | cohabited until May 2003. We divorced in 2004 af- 


ter | failed to persuade the Tokyo District Court Judge to deny 
her divorce complaint. 


Returning to the events in the first half of 2001, Mr. TrueWis- 
teria’s secretary also served as my secretary. Her nickname 
was “Tai.” Her e-mail address was derived from the translitera- 
tion of her Japanese name. For some reason her email address 
had become her nickname. | began to suspect TrueWisteria 
wanted me to relieve him of the burden of a present or past rela- 
tionship with Tai. Perhaps their relationship was only wishful 
thinking on Tai’s part. In any case, | was not interested. Per- 
haps because of this issue Tai and | did not have a very good 
working relationship. 


After | had met Takako Nakamura during my visit to CapitalEast 
in February to interview, | continued to see Ms. Nakamura after 
| moved to CapitalEast. At this point | was still thinking | could 
endure Asahi for some time, so | proposed to her that after | 
worked at Asahi for a year, | would see if Asahi would employ 
Nakamura as my secretary. Ms. Nakamura told me her friend 
was ill. She was not specific, but | could not help the feeling that 
she was being pressured to meet me in exchange for favour- 
able treatment for her boyfriend. We parted ways. 


| am a gregarious person, and did not have trouble meeting an- 
other woman, this time with Brad Pirie from TUJ Law when we 
went out in the evening while he was visiting CapitalEast. The 
day after | met this new woman, TrueWisteria asked me: ‘When 


would Persistence arrive?’ TrueWisteria seemed to wish Persis- 
tence arrived sooner, rather than later. 


This was just one instance where | felt Asahi wished my social 
life were less gregarious. This new woman worked in a depart- 
ment store. Without any prompting from me, she claimed to 
want to work in a law office. She claimed secretarial work was 
appealing, although she had no experience. Her comments, 

and actions, indicated she was receiving information from some- 
one regarding how to behave with me. On at least one occa- 
sion, | suspected there was someone standing behind me giv- 
ing her instructions. She was not terribly clever, and we parted 
company. 


Later that year in August, while explaining why | left Asahi to 
John Adams, | mentioned this second woman expressing inter- 
est in being my secretary. Adams asked me how the second 
woman could know what | had told the first woman if they did 
not know each other. He seemed sincerely mystified. At times, | 
had suspected Adams might be advancing the interests of a 
third party, perhaps related to the Affiliation Product: au, as a 
sort of Handler. Nevertheless, his sincere naiveté here seemed 
to indicate otherwise.

The Value of Science 


In the ceiling of Asahi Law Office’s main meeting room, there 
was a tinted, transparent plastic half-bubble. | could not see be- 
hind the plastic, but | inferred there was a camera on the other 
side. | attended a section group meeting in this main confer- 
ence room at Asahi in the ATT New Building. As | was taking 
notes, | recalled something unrelated to the section group meet- 
ing discussion which | wished to discuss with Tai. At the top of 
my notes, | wrote: “Tai” in big letters, and circled the letters. In 
smaller writing below, | noted what | wanted to remember to dis- 
cuss with her. The word “Tai” would probably have been legible 
from the display connected to the video camera which | sus- 
pected was behind the tinted bubble in the ceiling. The smaller 
writing reminding me about what | wanted to remember to ask 
her was probably indecipherable to the viewer of the display. 
My note in smaller writing had nothing to do with the section 
meeting. 


After a few minutes, Tai appeared at the door and sat down at 
the conference table. | stared at her and she stared at me. That 
was the only time | had ever seen a secretary in a section 
group meeting. | suspect the person monitoring the video dis- 
play connected to the camera in the plastic half-bubble in the 
ceiling saw my note where | wrote: “Tai,” but could not see the 
smaller notation. The monitoring person had relayed instruc- 
tions for Tai to join the meeting, or told her to join the meeting. 


More than once, Asahi annoyed me by presupposing what | 
wanted. Besides, the matter | wanted to speak with her about 
had nothing to do with the meeting. | looked at her, and then 
looked directly at the camera concealed behind the tinted bub- 
ble in the ceiling. | glared at the tinted bubble for a few mo- 
ments, trying to communicate my dissatisfaction to the Law 
Firm of the Rising Sun, as the ideographs for Asahi might be 
read. Naturally, my glaring at a tinted plastic half-bubble in the 
ceiling probably concerned the viewer of the monitor about as 
much as me farting in a hurricane, again. Part of my frustration 
at my impotence has provoked me to publish this. 


| try to have a positive work attitude. | did not want to criticize 
Asahi to Asahi or to outsiders. | was concentrating on adapting. 
At a workday lunch in the building above BoninWhite-Eye Sta- 
tion, Attorney Vicki Beyer asked me about my situation at Asahi. 
She might have inquired at the behest of Hump ButtocksInlet. 

In any case, | did not doubt for a minute that anything and every- 
thing | told her about my work would be relayed to ButtocksIn- 
let, and not necessarily by her. | had come to constantly pre- 
sume there was always at least one Handler or Freelancer 
nearby, in this case to relay my responses to Asahi. 


In response to Beyer’s inquiry about my work situation at Asahi, 
| explained to her about my secretary, and | tried to explain that 
people monitored my actions closely. By way of example, | 
asked Beyer if she knew the people sitting at tables on either 


side of our lunch table, and if they were listening to our conver- 
sation. The question seemed to sincerely mystify her. | also 
wondered aloud about information people could collect using 
listening devices in someone’s bedroom to scrutinize what a 
person said in their sleep. Particularly disturbing about this 
method of information collection is the disclosing party would be 
unaware of the disclosure. | was trying to give concrete exam- 
ples of my Incubator to make her appreciate the surveillance in- 
volved. | do not think | successfully explained myself to Beyer. 
She told me the headquarters for the Japanese Self-defense 
Forces, and the American military in Japan was in TreeBookSix. 
| asked Beyer about the finger(s) she used to push the buttons 
in an elevator. She indicated her pointer. She asked me. | re- 
plied | use all five. After lunch | returned to work.

That evening | went to a social occasion outside the office with 
Asahi attorneys. | left the office with associates, and Mr. Reali- 
tyStrength PineTreePeace. We took the elevator down. Pine- 
TreePeace stood closest to the buttons to work the elevator. 
When everyone was inside, he looked at me, and made certain 
| was looking at him. Then his gaze turned to the elevator the 
buttons, and he pushed the first floor button using all five fin- 
gers. 


| assisted with the annual recruiting by meeting with many of 
the attorney candidates for attorney associate positions at 
Asahi. Many of the prospective associates asked me when | 
was returning to America. Someone from Asahi had obviously 
coached them to goad me with these questions, but since all of 
them were only a few years out of high school, | could not be- 
come very upset with them. Even the thought of my employer 
engaging in this pathetic pantomime did not irritate me as much 
as disgust me. | was embarrassed to be associated with Asahi. 


| simply wished to distance myself from my employer, and these 
Japanese attorneys. 


Welcome, when are you leaving? 


During my employment with Asahi, my return to America was a 
topic of almost daily conversation. Frequently strangers, taxi 
drivers, barbers, etc., would ask me in casual conversations 
when | would return. | usually explained that my birthplace was 
in Asia, and | had no plans to return to America. Perhaps this 
sort of harried questioning was what motivated my successor to 
return to Utah after less than a year on the job. The repeated 
questioning regarding my return left me with conflicting impres- 
sions. First, | felt as though people were teaching me to memo- 
rise a script. In other words, | was to convince myself that | 
would stay in Japan indefinitely. Perhaps this is brainwashing. 


At the same time the other impression | had was | was not giv- 
ing the right answer. The Administrators and Handlers wanted 
to be sure that they would receive a return on their investment. 
They may have thought that a reasonable return on investment 
would only occur if, working through Asahi, | returned to Amer- 
ica at some point. Another possibility was that competing Sta- 
bles were overlapping in questioning me regarding this and 
other issues. These Stables may have simply sincerely wanted 
to discover and confirm my plans. Most likely, the persistent 
questioning was because of all of these reasons, my own uncer- 
tainty and other reasons of which | am not aware. 


After the dinner PineTreePeace took Asahi attorney associates, 
including me, to a hostess bar called The Zoo. The Asahi attor- 
neys and the hostess bar proprietors seemed were concerned 
about permitting me to converse with a Japanese woman, so 
they arranged for me to speak with an Israeli hostess who 
worked in the bar. 


| drank alcohol. There was witty banter. This was the first host- 
ess bar | had ever been to after years of hearing about them, so 
| was a bit enlivened. Also, | wanted to be appreciative to Pine- 
TreePeace, our host, by being pleasant, and entertaining. Even 
though the Israeli was very attractive, | was not attracted to her. 
The Israeli hostess said she was returning to the Middle East 
very soon. | made an effort to be amusing in a flirtatious, joking 
manner. | said: ‘| too am going to the Middle East very soon.’ | 
smiled, and feigned surprise that her plans coincided with my 
entirely imaginary trip. A listener could have dismissed my re- 
mark as American humour, flattery, or both. Having said that, 
even Americans sometimes have difficulty telling whether | am 
joking or serious. 


The hostess asked me if | thought | had been brainwashed. | 
asked her to define brainwashing. She did not reply, but looked 
for something in my eyes. | think she and Asahi suspected | had 
some military connection. 


| severely underestimated the impact of my idle remark about 
going to the Middle East, and the combination with my purpose- 


ful Affiliation Product: Pushing the buttons of the military indus- 
trial complex had unexpected ramifications. Naturally, there was 
a considerable amount of other conversation and daily activity 
that also factored into the way my situation unfolded. Neverthe- 
less, incidents seemed to pile on top of each other, and soon 
spiraled out of control. 


One lesson that the Incubator most definitely wished to teach 
me was that my casual remarks had very real consequences. 
As | cautioned above, | am not trying to allege that my casual 
remarks did have real consequences. Nevertheless, the Incuba- 
tor seemed to become obsessed with teaching me that my idle 
remarks will have real consequences. 


| met a number of available women about to return to their 
home countries. Usually, these women were Asian. These coun- 
tries were often in regions, such as the Middle East, undergoing 
some sort of conflict, or the countries themselves had simmer- 
ing civil conflicts that were not the least civil. The countries of 
origin of these women were made to appear to compete for 
where | could use my alleged influence. For example, besides 
other Middle Easterners, | met a South Korean woman with ties 
to the North. We became close, as described below. The North/ 
South Korean conflict was frequently in the media then, and 
has continued. | met an Indonesian woman with ties to Papua. 
Papua was granted special autonomy status by Indonesia that 
year, 2001. 


Also, in contrast to the women of other countries, | met men 
from Myanmar, my country of birth. A military coup occurred in 
Burma the year | was conceived there. The political situation 
there has continued to be an issue. 


When | have spouted forth with my political opinions, | have al- 
ways espoused regional solutions whenever possible. This is 
also relevant vis-a-vis Australia as analysed earlier. If one were 
to apply my regionalisation logic, | should have been focusing 
on the Koreas more than Israel. Nevertheless, | began to re- 
ceive more information about the Middle East. 


In August 2001, | went drinking at a Kirin City restaurant with 
Tony Fay in RelayStationNew. The parent company of the res- 
taurant is called Kirin Brewery Company, Ltd. Kirin took their 
name from the creature featured in their logo which is “a mythi- 
cal hooved Chinese chimerical creature known throughout vari- 
ous East Asian cultures, and is said to appear in conjunction 
with the arrival of a sage.”FN 


The ideographs for the Japanese name of the company also 
means giraffe. Giraffes have long necks. A giraffe’s long neck 
may be the evolutionary product of natural selection because 
the longer neck enables giraffes to see over obstacles to ob- 
serve events, such as the approach of predators, from a greater 
distance than animals with shorter necks. Seeing a great dis- 
tance could be a metaphor for the ability to see a great ‘dis- 
tance’ in time, either backwards or forward as a prophet might. 


At the Kirin City | met a Korean woman whom | found particu- 
larly appealing due to a certain physical quality. This quality 
gave her the impression of youthfulness. Ironically, this quality 
normally associated with youthfulness could also be interpreted 
to suggest she was further evolved. Compared to a person that 
appeared more mature, one could argue that she had ad- 
vanced more genetically. 


“Humans have evolved by a general retardation (or slowing down) 
of developmental rates, leaving our adult bodies quite similar in 
many respects to the juvenile, but not to the adult, form of our pri- 
mate ancestors—an evolutionary result called paedomorphosis, or 
‘child shaping.” FN 


A note about time: | doubt time is linear. 


“In general, the Judaeo-Christian concept, based on the Bible, is 
that time is linear, with a beginning, the act of creation by God.” 
“Ancient cultures such as Incan, Mayan, Hopi, and other Native 
American Tribes, plus the Babylonian, Ancient Greek, Hindu, Bud- 
dhist, Jainist, and others have a concept of a wheel of time, that 
regards time as cyclical and quantic consisting of repeating ages 
that happen to every being of the Universe between birth and 
extinction. "FN 


Believing time is linear, like the idea that humans are the only 
intelligent life in the universe is equally anthropocentric, and na- 
ive. The sort of thinking that suggests we are alone in the uni- 


verse is the same self-centred thinking that allowed Europeans 
to tell themselves for centuries that there was no land mass in 
the ocean between Japanese and Europe, that the sun and 
other planets revolved around the Earth more than vice versa, 
and equally childlike conceptualisations of our shared reality. 
The Special Theory of Relativity has “been experimentally veri- 
fied,”FN yet we still wish to believe time is linear. Perhaps, like 
many other concepts which humans have believed for so long, 
relatively recent discoveries in the last hundred years or so will 
take centuries, perhaps millennia to seep into our individual con- 
sciousnesses. Humans are presently too simpleminded to con- 
ceive of how time really works. 


Perhaps there are intersecting planes of time, or wormholes link- 
ing different moments in time or a variety of other possibilities 
that we cannot even envision. In any case, given our past re- 
cord with understanding our world, whatever we believe now is 
definitely wrong. Some time in the future we will have a better 
understanding of how time works, so one should not become 
too attached to whatever you think right now, including the idea 
that time is linear. Our mutual conception of time is one exam- 
ple of our existence being defined by our shared reality. Another 
example, the colour red is defined by our agreed determination. 
“Red is any of a number of similar colors evoked by light consist- 
ing predominantly of the longest wavelengths of light discerni- 
ble by the human eye, in the wavelength range of roughly 630- 
740 nm.”265 What one person sees as red, and refers to as red 


in communication with others, may be physically perceived by 
her as a different colour than the red perceived by everyone 
else, but she commonly refers to that colour as red. 


Reality has been defined by shared agreement. We believe, 
therefore we exist. If we could all sincerely and completely be- 
lieve that we do not exist, we would cease to exist. The power 
our mind has over our existence is frequently underestimated, 
and when we do realise the extent of our created reality, we of- 
ten neglect or forget to consider that self-creation when dealing 
with philosophy or even everyday problems. 


A note about my cites for this shared reality: | have repeatedly 
cited Wikipedia as a source in this text. Wikipedia is generally 
not the most reliable source. Indeed, like most conventional wis- 
dom, Wikipedia is often wrong. Wikipedia does, however, serve 
as a general overview, and the wiki format reinforces my point: 
we define our reality. Even the CIA admits assassinating Al- 
lende, the President of Chile. Nevertheless, many organisations 
and individuals continually monitor Wikipedia to make certain 
the website does not disclose information harmful to the pur- 
poses of the organisation or individuals. Consequently, al- 
though the CIA may acknowledge in scholarly articles that the 
CIA assassinates people, the CIA sees no reason for permitting 
such information to become common fodder in the media such 
as Wikipedia. We often forget that reality is quite literally what 


we make it, and my citations of Wikipedia and Wikitionary are to 
reinforce my point that reality is determined by majority rule. 


In trying to determine the reason for this alleged sudden inter- 
est from foreign women who wished to return to their nations of 
origin, | realised on two occasions before my first marriage | 
met and dated women whom | later moved long distances to 
live near. The first instance was moving from California to Swe- 
den. | dated a Swede, Carina Lennartsson, for a couple months 
before she took me to Sweden. The second instance was from 
Florida to Connecticut. Several months before | moved to Con- 
necticut, | met a woman from Connecticut on vacation in Flor- 
ida. We began a long-distance relationship. In hindsight, there 
may have been more planning involved in these introductions 
than | suspected at the time. Yet in these two instances when | 
moved there were at least five differences with my situation at 
the time. The first difference was there had been financing for 
my moves to Sweden and Connecticut. The woman paid my 
way to Sweden, and | received money from my grandmother 
just after meeting the woman from Connecticut. A second differ- 
ence was | had known the Swede and the Connecticut native 
for months before moving to their places of origin. Most impor- 
tantly, a third difference between those moves and my circum- 
stances at this time in CapitalEast was | had not been married 
at the time | met the Swede and the Connecticut native. A fourth 
difference was | left places well-traveled people generally agree 
are less refined for places that are more refined, specifically 


from California to Sweden, and from Florida to Connecticut. A 
fifth difference between the introductions to the Swede and the 
Connecticut native and these introductions in CapitalEast was | 
was attracted to the Swede and the Connecticut native. | was 
not attracted to these women in CapitalEast attempting to en- 
tice me to move home with them. 


In the case of the Middle East, | had no financing. Second, in 
contrast to the Swede and Connecticut native, | had just met 
this Israeli working in the hostess bar, the Indonesian, or the Ko- 
rean in Kirin City. Third, | was married. A fourth distinguishing 
characteristic of these introductions, the refinement factor of the 
woman’s place of origin, is difficult for me to gauge in these 
CapitalEast introductions because | had never been to Korea, 
and | have never been to the Middle East. Consequently, | will 
not pass judgment on whether those places are more refined 
than Japan. In any case, refinement is a subjective measure. 
Nonetheless, if one uses life expectancy as a measure of refine- 
ment, Japan and Sweden rank first and second. Fifth, | was 
never attracted to the Israeli. | was simply trying to be pleasant 
for the sake of my employer. After that conversation over drinks, 
| never saw her again. Even so, the imaginary trip to the Middle 
East soon became an obsession of the Incubator, and, by exten- 
sion, an inescapable part of my life.

| left RicePaddyReach to visit Los Angeles for our wedding anni- 
versary on 12 June 2001. | flew on Singapore Airlines. The Ma- 
lay man sitting next to me on the way to Los Angeles seemed 
like a serious, middle manager. Nevertheless, our conversation 
was peculiar. He claimed to be working in the computer industry 
in Malaysia. Gradually, he told me how much he admired Bill 
Gates. He praised Gates’ work, including Gates’ relationship 
with Malaysia. He wanted to know what | thought of Gates, and 
Antitrust, a film on the in-flight entertainment. The movie was a 
story about a conspiracy by a computer mogul who resembled 
Gates. The conspiracy involved video surveillance and monitor- 
ing of young, potential competitors, killing them, and stealing 
their work. 


| believe he was trying to determine if | had some connection to 
Bill Gates. Judging from then recent conversations partaken 
and overheard, apparently people had replaced the theory that | 
had some military connection with a theory that | had a com- 
puter industry connection. A brief note about the sort of murder 
and violence suggested by the film Antitrust: intrigue does not 
prefer violence or murder. If violence or murder are used, atten- 
tion is brought to the intrigue, and invoking plausible deniability 
becomes much harder if attention is drawn to the intrigue, and 
the intrigue often becomes an Event. If the intrigue becomes an 
Event, the plausible deniability must be rock solid, so violence 
and murder is generally kept at a minimum to reduce time, ef- 
fort, money and traceability. 


| told the Malay about Gates’ alleged arrest when Gates was 
about 20 years old. Gates’ arrest occurred in the same state as 
the Los Alamos Nuclear Research Facility, one of the primary 
places the atom bomb was developed. The crime(s) Gates was 
charged with were not public information in 2004. Nevertheless, 
in 2010, the incident involving Gates alleged arrest is now pur- 
ported to be a traffic violation, and the “details of which have 
been lost over time.”FN Apparently, Mr. Gates has a short mem- 
ory. After | raised the issue of Gates arrest with the Malay, he 
seemed convinced that | did not work for Bill Gates. 


The Malay discussed the advantages of living in Singapore. Ap- 
ropos of nothing, he said one could have one’s own airplane 
there. He was alluding to the Aerospace Project. We discussed 
my trip to Singapore in 1994, what | thought of the country, and 
if | could ever live there. | told him | liked Japan because it had 
mountains. He sat somewhere else for most of the remainder of 
the flight. | think he may have known someone on board the 
plane. 


On my visit to Los Angeles to see Persistence for our wedding 
anniversary, the Incubator, just as in Japan, repeatedly sub- 
jected me to Image Guidance tailored for me. For instance, an 
AT&T television commercial precisely corresponded with a si- 
multaneous conversation | was having with Persistence in our 
home. | suspect the Incubator wished to remind me of my extra- 
curricular opportunities in Japan in the context of my discussion 


with Persistence. The AT&T commercial featured international 
calling information to Japan from the U.S., and ended with a 
name to contact: South (Minami). At the time, | shared an office 
with a Mr. TimberTreesTrouble South at Asahi Law Offices in 
the ATT Building. We had gone drinking together in RedHill 
AreaLyingOutside TheGatesOfACastleKeptUnderSurveillanceB 
ySoldiers. Months later, just a few days before 9/11, | met Mr. 
South in New York. South is also the lower hemisphere of the 
world, an area less financially advantaged than the northern 
hemisphere, and | find the appeal of an underdog more roman- 
tic. 


This example of the AT&T commercial is just a single, simple ex- 
ample of the constant media barrage | experience. One defini- 
tion of brainwashing is: “any method of controlled systematic in- 
doctrination, esp. one based on repetition or confusion.”FN If 
the media barrage | had suffered before entering law school 
was not a “controlled systematic indoctrination,” the media bar- 
rage | was and am experiencing most certainly is “controlled 
systematic indoctrination.” The media barrage could also be de- 
fended as a form of Image Guidance. This sort of communica- 
tion is a constant exercise for both the Incubator and the Asset. 
Gradually, | had become less of a student of Image Guidance. | 
suspected the Incubator now expected me to be taking on the 
role of instructor or leader. Increasingly, | found myself deciding 
the Affiliation Products, defining the Meanings, and determining 
the Components. In a sort of real time, rapid fire Rorschach 


test, | was frequently being increasingly confronted to select 
Parts and Methods. The deepest blue comes from your own 
shit. 


Taxi Driver 


While riding in taxis, | often chatted with the drivers. Sometimes 
the drivers seemed to have an agenda, or items they particu- 
larly wanted to ask me about, or discuss. 


Taxi 1 


While leaving Asahi late on a Friday to visit my in-laws in the 
country, a taxi driver wishing to discourage me from politics in 
Japan told me no one cared about politics in Japanese. Com- 
pared to the US, Japan has almost twice the voter participation 
rate, but | replied that no one in America cares about politics ei- 
ther. 


Taxi 2 


| needed to find a place to live. After my experiences telephon- 
ing Supposedly typical commercial phone operators such as T1 
and T2 while employed at Rutan & Tucker or my attempt to call 
the career guidance office of the American Bar Association, | 
knew any call | made to a putative landlord would be a feeble 
attempt at self-determination. Consequently, my father-in-law at 
the time called around, and found a long stay hotel for me. 
Even though | had not make the telephone call, | knew the 


place he found was the result of a search a bit more contrived 
than my father-in-law just picking up a phone and randonlly re- 
ceiving some available housing. A long stay hotel with units for 
rent by the month in Japanese is called a monthly mansion. 
The place he found was a monthly mansion a few blocks from 
Non-Persistence Avenue. The ideogram for Persistence in the 
street name is the same ideogram as my former spouse’s per- 
sonal name. Persistence Won was still in America at the time. 
The Incubator may have been trying to tell me one or a combi- 
nation of the following by providing me with housing near Non- 
Persistence Avenue, a main thoroughfare. | lacked my wife at 
the time, and therefore, we could not progress. Alternatively, | 
lacked the personality trait of persistence. Another alternative 
was the Incubator intended the street name to indicate | was 
better off without Persistence. The name Persistence is a tradi- 
tional woman’s name in English or Japanese. The previous 
year when | had described Persistence to Darren Peterson from 
Rutan, Peterson had recited a joke he had heard about Japa- 
nese individuals named Persistence: ‘the Persistence who 
lacks perseverance’. The closest station to my home was Pim- 
pleHeadHaven. 


In the Incubator, much was made of my political efforts to 
plough the middle course, and take the moderate view between 
the two poles of Japan and United States, or left and right. Per- 
haps consequently, people often directed the conversation to 
my monthly mansion being located in MiddleValley. Addition- 


ally, a few hundred meters from my home was MiddleValley 
Cemetery, which included the grave of the final Generalissimo 
of the StreamBenevolence Era: RejoiceCongratulate, the last 
of the 15 generals of the Era. The burial sites of six of the pre- 
ceding 15 generals are on the other side of GateSay Way at 
EternityFeelAtHome Buddhist Temple.FN In MiddleValley | of- 
ten saw fireflies. Apparently, EasternCapitol used to be full of 
fireflies. FN That is the ancient Japan | love. 


A taxi driver taking me back late one night to my monthly man- 
sion after a wild evening verbally asked me who had found my 
accommodations for me. | answered ‘the company.’ | used the 
word ‘company’ as Seward had used it in February. | do not 
know if some sort of intelligence agency had found the monthly 
mansion, but | would not be surprised. The Incubator mixes that 
sort of responsibility around, so | have a difficult time knowing 
who is to blame for what. 


The taxi driver clearly heard my answer, ‘company,’ but asked 
me again, and | answered the same way. The driver seemed to 
know | was wrong. The time was 4A.M. or so. | was tired after 
a long evening of drinking, and socialising with fellow Asahi at- 
torneys, and Asahi Arthur Anderson accountants. The driver 
asked me yet again, and | again responded ‘company.’ | sus- 
pected the driver wished to discuss my family because my 
father-in-law was the person who suggested the monthly man- 
sion to me. Moreover, | suspect the driver wished to discuss my 


then father-in-law because the driver eventually wound the con- 
versation around to discuss my father-in-law by way of asking 
me if | was married. As | am rereading this chronology, ten 
years after the fact, even though | vividly remember this taxi 
ride, and | still remark to myself: ‘I can’t believe this s&%t.” 


Another possible explanation why the driver asked me five or 
so times how | found my monthly mansion was because he was 
startled that | would be sending him a Central Intelligence 
Agency Affiliation Product concerning my then father-in-law. 
Asahi did not suspect my father-in-law was working for the CIA. 
From my perspective, Asahi was working for the CIA, and my 
father in law was working for Asahi. Nevertheless, after Asahi’s 
suspicions, my Affiliation Product: Pushing the Buttons of the 
Military Industrial Complex, and other similar experiences, | real- 
ised how communicating with these people had become a com- 
pletely f(‘&%$#d up mess. 


Taxi 3 


Not only in Japan, but when | returned to Los Angeles for our 
wedding anniversary, the taxi driver in America had a prear- 
ranged agenda for conversation. The driver who took me to the 
airport to return to Japan began discussing Middle Eastern 
women. | had told him | was returning to Japanese, and he be- 
gan comparing Japanese and Arab women. He said: ‘like Japa- 
nese women, Arab women were also very good at understand- 
ing men, and took good care of their spouses.’ 


These taxi drivers suddenly just started speaking about sub- 
jects relevant to my life. If this happened occasionally, | could 
dismiss these as unrelated events, but even an idiot, which | 
had become from years of Incubatorisation, began to recognise 
a pattern. | have only related three instances of conversations 
with taxi drivers. In the interest of Keeping this concise, | will not 
list more. Besides the experiences | recall, there were more that 
| cannot recall. 


Tokyo 

| returned to Japan on 16 June 2001. At work, | went to discuss 
the passenger on the airplane with MinorFountain. | also began 
to discuss Enron with MinorFountain, but she claimed to be un- 
familiar with the company. | had approached MinorFountain be- 
cause she had ‘graduated’ from handling the foreign attorneys 
at Asahi. Also, in our lunch discussion she had not seen the 
need for a more senior foreign attorney at Asahi to counsel indi- 
viduals like me in situations like this. | thought by giving her con- 
crete examples of the sorts of situations | was regularly facing, 
she might begin to grasp why some senior foreign mentoring 
was necessary. Moreover, | had no one else | trusted. Minor- 
Fountain was more amused than concerned. 


She suggested | meet with Mr. SonNextAgile IslandinAPond. 

Attorney IslandinAPond was an Asahi of-counsel who was a re- 
tired Ambassador to China, Singapore, and Australia, as well as 
being a former Supreme Court Justice. MinorFountain mock- 


ingly suggested that IslandinAPond might introduce me to Japa- 
nese royalty. | eventually followed her advice to meet with Islan- 
dInAPond some months later. He was friendly, and talkative. He 
did not offer to introduce me to Japanese royalty. The royalty | 

did eventually encounter was not from Japan, but Saudi Arabia. 


| visited a ‘snack’ bar in the evenings near my monthly man- 
sion. The bar had a picture of the Mister Donuts proprietor on 
the wall. | think every time | was there the owner played the 
Dixie Chicks album: Fly. | tried to find the name and address of 
this bar, but my efforts were thwarted. | will call this bar the Mis- 
ter Donuts Bar. American police officers are venerated for eat- 
ing donuts. Donuts could also be interpreted as ‘do nuts,’ i.e. do 
nothing. 


| became friendly with some of the patrons who regularly visited 
the bar. Eventually they invited me to go hiking with them in the 
mountains on a weekend. | accepted, and we went hiking in iso- 
lated mountains. One of the hiker/patrons seemed more associ- 
ated with my American Handlers than the others. He had 
worked overseas for a foreign oil company. | asked about the 
sort of work he had done, but he answered cryptically. He had 
done well, and retired early, financially secure. | do not recall 
nor can | find a record of his name, so | will refer to him as Han- 
dler: oil company. 


While we were hiking, Persistence called me from America on 
my mobile phone. She was selling her car, and there were 


some difficulties with closing out the loan. From this and other 
comments she had made, | began to suspect that someone 
was creating unnecessary obstacles to make her departure 
from America difficult. The associates of Mr. Jobs called this the 
reality distortion field. There is nothing terribly mysterious about 
this distortion field. Almost all the peculiar reality can be ex- 
plained by pathetic little men trying to be puppeteers pulling lev- 
ers behind curtains. They are either invariably men, or women 
trying to be men. 


Handler: oil company said, after | hung up from the phone call 
with Persistence: | was lucky to receive a phone signal in such 
a remote place. His Affiliation Product was | had good connec- 
tions or that the signal or my phone received special attention. 
He may have been right. Then again, perhaps he was blowing 
smoke up my &%$. 


| was more concerned that the Americans seemed to be delay- 
ing Persistence’s departure. | now understand they wanted me 
divorced from her whatever the costs, but my devotion was to 
her and the institution of marriage. She was my wife. | vented 
my irritation on Handler: oil company. The next time | spoke 
with Persistence the situation had been resolved. 


On another occasion, the Handler: oil company invited me to a 
gathering at his second home in CapitalEast. At the gathering, 
he introduced me to a computer technician working at Baker & 
Mackenzie. The computer specialist and | discussed Seward’s 


departure from Baker & Mackenzie. The computer specialist 
said, “I had to delete [Seward] from the system.” Ostensibly, he 
was referring to computer access and files. Euphemistically, he 
meant something else. He said Seward had gone out on his 
own. Seward had switched jobs from Baker & Mackenzie, a ma- 
jor law firm, to Bear Stearns, a global investment bank and se- 
Curities trading and brokerage that spectacularly collapsed in 
2008. Nevertheless, in this 2001 conversation, the computer 
specialist was trying to suggest Seward was some sort of 
rogue. | think he wanted to distance Baker & Mackenzie and 
himself from the Sewards’s actions regarding the sword(s). 
Plausible deniability is like a warm, wet blanket. 


Another guest at the gathering was a sword master. We ate 
sushi and watched a video on the proper method for suicide by 
disembowelment. The computer specialist had studied under 
the sword master to be a “control” in the suicide by disembowel- 
ment ceremony. He claimed he had recently received a suicide 
by disembowelment control certification. The Japanese suicide 
by disembowelment ceremony involves a control or second, 
standing beside the soon-to-be deceased warrior. The control 
or second is usually selected by the person committing suicide. 
After the warrior plunges his sword into his own abdomen, the 
second decapitates the warrior. “Because of the precision nec- 
essary for such a maneuver, the second was a skilled 
swordsman.’”FN 


The computer specialist went into detail: the skill of the second 
was essential if the person performing suicide by disembowel- 
ment did not properly perform the incision. He emphasised they 
had not killed anyone when practicing this hobby. He invited me 
to attend the sword lessons with the master. The sword master 
and | exchanged business cards. | attended a lesson at the 
sword master’s practice studio. The computer technician did not 
attend. We did nothing related to suicide by disembowelment, 
but we did practice the way of the sword. | enjoyed the lesson, 
but | never returned. People said many of his students were 
American military personnel. Non-pacifists could easily use the 
image of me practicing violence for ends | did not want to en- 
courage. 


On Non-Persistence Avenue one day | spoke to some foreign- 
ers in need of directions. Later, a Japanese individual told me 
that when Japanese individuals see foreigners speaking to 
each other, they assume the foreigners are speaking about 
Japanese people. On another occasion, | went for a drink in the 
evening with Janssen. The next day at Asahi comments from 
an associate indicated a partner was concerned that | had been 
socialising with the competition. Suspicion by Asahi was under- 
standable. | was equally suspect of everyone | encountered, so 
when my employer shared the same fear, | was not surprised. 
Then again, | was not comforted either. 


| frankly express my opinions. Two of my favourite topics of con- 
versation are law and politics. If Asahi was half as clueless as 


they seemed to be, they could have at least figured out my politi- 


cal goals from my discussions with co-workers. In a conversa- 
tion with an Asahi associate, | said | was not very good at 
chess. | said | could think a few moves ahead, but building a 
long-range strategy was one of my weak points. 


| enjoyed walking and cycling around CapitalEast. Observers 
may have noted my interest in maps. To achieve the political of- 
fices | was considering a the time, more than a sense of direc- 
tion is necessary. The Administrators appeared to want me to 
sketch out specific long-range goals so that the Incubator could 
operate more efficiently. The Handlers communicated their de- 
sire for a plan or a map by various hints | will try to explain here. 


What the Dickens? 


| had dinner with Beyer, Longmire Harrison, and others at the 
top of Ebisu Garden Plaza, above Morgan Stanley’s offices. 
Beyer was then and is now working in the Legal Department of 
Morgan Stanley. Although my role was a minor one, about this 
time Beyer thanked me for what | had done to help her entry 
into Morgan Stanley. Harrison is several years my junior, but is 
about two hundred and ten centimetres tall, and at the time we 
were at TUJ Law, he spoke better Japanese than I. | do not 
know how one can evaluate if someone is better at Image Guid- 
ance than oneself, but if one can, at the time we were at TUJ 


Law, both Seward and Harrison were considerably better at Im- 
age Guidance than | was. | have not seen either of them in per- 
son for years, but we are in touch via the web. At TUJ Law, Har- 
rison told me he planned to work in the power generation sector 
as an attorney. After dinner, he and | were walking alone to the 
train via the GodOfFishing&Commerce Skywalk. Harrison had 
mentioned he had been living in Washington, DC. | asked about 
the work Harrison had been doing there. He said there had 
been a Project at a major international law firm with an office in 
CapitalEast. | believe this law firm has a Public Law Section. 
The client had requested his participation. | asked Harrison who 
was the client, and he said Enron. | smiled, and we made eye 
contact. | said | had a little bit of experience with Enron. Harri- 
son laughed, put an arm around my shoulders, and gave me a 
hug as we walked side by side. 


| said good night to Harrison, and went to meet the others who 
had gone on to a bar called What the Dickens. Shakespeare 
uses the word dickens, and people generally use the word dick- 
ens in exclamations of confusion. Charles Dickens is the name 
of a famous author. As a child, | heard my father use the term, 
e.g. “You little dickens,” as a term of endearment to a mischie- 
vous Child, often me. For years Persistence and | had often jok- 
ingly or sarcastically used the term when referring to each 
other. Except for my family, until the bar in GodOfFishing&Com- 
merce, | never heard anyone else use the expression. Another 


definition of dickens is devil. The bar opened about the same 
time Persistence and | were married. 


Tom Chan, a Pennsylvania attorney born in China and raised in 
the United States, had studied at Temple University in the US 
and at TUJ Law. He joined us at the bar. We discussed current 
events. About that time, the Chinese had secured the landing 
near Hong Kong of an American surveillance aircraft that had 
strayed into Chinese airspace. The Chinese refused to return 
the plane to the US until the Chinese were able to fully inspect 
the plane. | suggested China never return the plane. | had seen 
enough American adventurism. For the sake of Americans and 
foreigners | wished to curtail the almost annual invasion of other 
countries by America. | said China needed an aircraft carrier(s) 
to bring home the dangers of adventurism to Americans. An Af- 
filiation Product including Former Prime Minister BroadPeace 
RootFormerlyin ’s remark about Japan being America’s “un- 
sinkable aircraft carrier” came to mind. Nevertheless, | was 
thinking conversely that the Chinese could be using Japan as 
an aircraft carrier. Neither ideas were good. 


RootFormerlyin, an ally of former President Reagan, is from the 
same prefecture as Persistence. Persistence and her father 
had reminded me of this more than once. | am a great admirer 
of RootFormerlyIn and Reagan, but | was hoping our unsink- 
able aircraft carrier would influence America, rather than blindly 
follow US militarism. In the media in my Incubator, the aircraft 


captured by China was a Component in the Affiliation Product: 
Steven McIntire Allen’s return to Asia. The Affiliation Product in- 
cluded my defection from the United States to Asia which in- 
cluded the ATT Component. 


| took a taxi home from GodOfFishing&Commerce. Upon enter- 
ing the taxi, | requested the driver take me home to Pimple- 
HeadHaven. The driver asked me for directions because he did 
not have a map. The driver said in Japanese: ‘Japanese drivers 
do not have maps’. 


Sounded like more plausible deniability to me, but if | wished to 
arrive at my destination, the directions were my responsibility. 
The driver then asked me if | had a map. During this discussion, 
we were at the taxi stand, and the driver would not drive. This 
was in 2001. In 2014 almost all Japanese taxis have electronic 
navigation systems. 


Geography 101 

Increasingly in the following days, wherever | turned someone 
would be holding up a map in front of me. Others would be in 
my way while pointing at a map. | often found maps in front of 
me. These sorts of hints kept up for some time, until on on 20 
June 2001 | finally wrote an email to serve as a ‘map.’ The map 
| wrote included the sorts of political offices in jurisdictions | 
have mentioned in this chronology, as well as a suggestion that 
we extend the three-month probationary period at Asahi. | wrote 


the map on my Yahoo e-mail account and sent the email to my- 
self using a non-Yahoo forwarding account. | sent the message 
from a public Internet terminal at Kinko’s Copies, a computer 
and printing services store. | will call this map email the Geogra- 
phy 101 email. 


| had used Kinko’s frequently in America, and generally like the 
business model. A ‘kink’ is a peculiarity. The letter ‘O’ or zero, is 
a recurring symbol | associate most closely with the concept of 
origin. In the Japanese language, kinko means a “safe; vault; 
treasury; provider of funds.” Simply hacking into my Yahoo 

email account would not be particularly difficult for anyone deter- 
mined to monitor my activities. Moreover, emails are sent as 

bits and bytes over the internet. Technology enabling individu- 
als to piece together these bits and bytes to find emails of inter- 
est to them is readily available. After | sent this email, | began 
meeting various people from all over the world who seemed to 
have pieced together some of my emails, such as the Geogra- 
phy 101 email. Users possessing this technology may view mes- 
sages from or to particular addresses or containing particular 
keywords, even though the user is not a sender or receiver. An 
Internet user with this technology may have been able to inter- 
cept the message on the way to or from the servers and routers 
on the Internet. 


One American company builds all the routers on the Internet. A 
quasi-governmental organisation officially owns all the routers 


on the Internet. The US military created the quasi-governmental 
organisation owning the routers at the time of the opening of 
the Internet to public use. 


Writing the map was a relief. For weeks, | had been mentally re- 
hearsing what to write. | had been enduring the constant influ- 
ence of others who wished me to give them some indication of 
my goals. Harassment is an understatement. | now felt com- 
forted by the thought that | had surmounted a hurdle. Little did | 
know | had simply set myself up for bigger, more bizarre hur- 
dles ahead. 


After sending and receiving the Geography 101 email, | read 
the messages in my e-mail inbox. | received a message from 
Heather Yoselow, a former University of Connecticut Law 
School classmate. A birth defect paralysed Heather below the 
neck. She had recently received excellent news, and sent me 
an e-mail to let me know. | was happy enough for tears to well 
up in my eyes. At that moment, Seward called me. He was re- 
turning my call | had made a week or so before. As | spoke on 
my mobile phone, | left the computers so as not to disturb the 
users at the other computers nearby. | faced large windows 
looking out on the street. | wanted to be sure that someone 
watching me could see that | was not sad. | was happy, al- 
though teary eyed. Seward, apologised for not returning my call 
sooner, and asked if | was well. After a cursory conversation, 
we said good-bye. 


After sending the map message from Kinko’s, | went to the Mis- 
ter Donuts Bar. When | arrived the master, as usual, contacted 
other regular patrons by immediately sending some emails from 
his laptop behind the bar. One of the regular patrons who ar- 
rived greeted me, and began saying how wonderful e-mail was. 
He was unusually cheerful. He asked me repeatedly if | thought 
e-mail was wonderful. 


After sending the Geography 101 email, the requests for a map 
ceased. Nonetheless, a new type of request began for informa- 
tion about how | intended to achieve the political offices listed in 
the map message. For example, an Asahi associate and | had 
arranged to have coffee at Starbucks. Using the Name Game 
and steam of consciousness thinking, the name of this coffee 
shop originating in Seattle indicates fame and money. Using 
more established references: “[t]he company is named in part 
after Starbuck, Captain Ahab’s first mate in the novel Moby- 
Dick, as well as a turn-of-the-century mining camp (Starbo or 
Storbo) on Mount Rainier.”—- N One might argue that the mining 
camp refers to prospecting, and the Moby-Dick story is a meta- 
phor for the aerospace project. 


The novel Moby-Dick: 


“.. tells the adventures of the wandering sailor Ishmael, and his 
voyage on the whaleship Pequod, commanded by Captain Ahab. 
Ishmael soon learns that Ahab seeks one specific whale, Moby 

Dick, a ferocious, enigmatic white sperm whale. In a previous en- 


counter, the whale destroyed Ahab’s boat and bit off his leg. Ahab 
intends to take revenge. ”FN 


Perhaps most authoritative: “starbucks is also a currency in 
Spaceballs: The Animated Series.”FN 


This Starbucks was on the ground floor of the Akasaka Tameike 
Tower Building, mentioned earlier, and shared the acronym ATT 
as did the Akasaka Twin Towers New Building that housed my 
office. In the same building were new offices of Goldman 
Sachs, and as | mentioned, the law firm Clifford Chance/ 
Tanaka, Akita, Nakagawa. The Incubator told me the former 
chief executive officer of Goldman Sachs was the star of former 
American President Clinton’s administration. Some weeks be- 
fore, | had been waiting for the light to change at a crosswalk, 
and two supposed Goldman Sachs employees in front of me 
spoke in a loud voice about opportunities available at Goldman 
Sachs for someone who submits their CV at the right time. At 
the moment the color of the light changed, | thought: ‘What a 
£&’()O=g crock of s%$t.’ 


In the lobby of this ATT Building, as | sat on a sofa facing the 
Starbucks inquisition, the American conversation at the table be- 
hind the sofa was closer to my ears than my inquisitor. The for- 
eigners sitting in front of me, who were behind the inquisitor 

and not in the inquisitor’s line of vision, were waving a flow 
chart around for me to see. Meanwhile, the conversation behind 


me was talking about a deadline. These people were attempt- 
ing to solicit more information from me. We returned to Asahi. 
At my desk at Asahi, | wrote a memo on my work computer 
about what had happened at Starbucks. | was unsure whether 
Asahi had seen my Geography 101 email. Furthermore, | was 
unsure whether Asahi wanted any part of my political plans. By 
this time at Asahi, | had been through enough computer experi- 
ences similar to computer experiences at Rutan & Tucker that | 
knew Asahi staff could see what | was writing on my computer 
screen. Nevertheless, just in case, | saved the Starbucks memo 
in the Asahi system, rather than on my desktop. | explained that 
Goldman Sachs wanted more information, and if we did not 
come up with a more detailed plan by Friday, | would resolve 
the situation myself. Friday was a week before the last business 
day of my three-month probation period at Asahi. Prior to the 
end of the probation period would be my last chance to legally 
terminate my employment contract. If | did not terminate my em- 
ployment contract | would have to wait until the one-year con- 
tract ended. Asahi never indicated they wished to assist me 
with my goals in the Geography 101 email, or the memo | wrote 
after returning from Starbucks. | do not know if law firm manage- 
ment had even seen either of the messages, but | suspect not. 
In some respects, | think Asahi was as much a pawn as | was. 


Given the panicked, ill-prepared responses Asahi manifested 
on other occasions, | think Asahi severely underestimated the 
extent the Incubator monitored me. My relationship with Asahi 


had not developed enough for them to trust me. At the same 
time, | was not inclined to cooperate with Goldman Sachs be- 
cause of our differing political party affiliations, former President 
Clinton’s perjury, and my general distrust of Americans.

Section 1 


chronology 


| had begun to conclude that | should quit Asahi. | had become 
frustrated with the childish, clandestine Game played first at Ru- 
tan & Tucker, and now Asahi. Again, | felt as though there was 
no real value in the work | was doing, and | did not wish to par- 
ticipate in this charade. Moreover, my tremendous respect for 
the Japanese people, and Japanese society, was beginning to 
erode because of my experience with Japanese attorneys imitat- 
ing American legal practices. | expected inefficiency and petti- 
ness from the Americans, but when | saw the same traits in at- 
torneys at Asahi, | wished to end my association. 


Once | left Asahi, | thought | would be able determine what 
course to pursue with less interference. Given the amount of in- 
terest in my every movement, as well as the number of inter- 
views and job offers | had just over three months before, | felt 
certain that another opportunity would quickly arise. | made a 
point of not saying a word during my waking moments about my 
plans to resign. 


| participated in a series of meetings at Asahi with Client Radio- 
active. Client Radioactive was the client of senior partner Hus- 
bandObey RicePaddyMean, now at Allen & Overy, not to be 
confused with Allen & ovary. | worked for Mr. RicePaddyMean’s 
on this matter with a junior Asahi associate, Mr. Exertion For- 
estChestnut. ForestChestnut had practiced in Texas. 


We three met regularly with three senior Client Radioactive em- 
ployees, including a Vice-president. The Vice-president was the 
heir apparent of Client Radioactive, one of two or three Japa- 
nese nuclear energy conglomerates. ForestChestnut and | 
drafted and rewrote contracts for Client Radioactive, under the 
supervision of RicePaddyMean. In previous meetings, Forest- 
Chestnut took the minutes. In my last meeting with Client Radio- 
active, ForestChestnut was not taking notes, so | did. | had be- 
come accustomed to the Japanese language as spoken by Ri- 
cePaddyMean’s and Client Radioactive’s Vice President. You 
could say we had good Image Guidance connectivity because | 
was able to take verbatim notes in English of their Japanese 
conversation. | trusted RicePaddyMean, and felt comfortable 
with the Client Radioactive employees. The meeting lasted 
about two hours. By the end of the meeting, | had about 15 
pages of notes. 


The subtext indicated Client Radioactive was referring to my 
plan to quit Asahi. | do not suspect RicePaddyMean was aware 
of the subtext of Client Radioactive’s remarks. | do not know the 


extent to which Client Radioactive was aware of my plans. | 
knew that Client Radioactive and Enron were both in the power 
industry was incoincidental. In this and other instances, the use 
of Affiliation Products by others could mean entirely different 
things to each of us. Nevertheless, the Meaning was valid from 
both perspectives. If RicePaddyMean and Client Radioactive 
were notified of my plan to resign, how they became aware of 
my plan is not clear. In any case, judging from the remarks, Cli- 
ent Radioactive probably had more access to the Incubator 
than Asahi or RicePaddyMean. Client Radioactive’s metaphori- 
cal remarks indicated | should not quit until after September 
2001, a few months away. Evidently there was to be something 
occurring in September. Client Radioactive was not specific 
about what day in September, or what would occur in Septem- 
ber. 


The three-month probationary period was over at the end of 
June 2001. The contract term would expire naturally at the end 
of one year, the end of March 2002. If | waited until after Sep- 
tember, but before March to terminate my employment | would 
be breaking the terms of the contract. | think Client Radioactive 
knew me from the Incubator well enough to know that | would 
not break the terms of the employment contract, but Client Ra- 
dioactive thought suggesting | wait was worth a try. 


| had potentially notified Asahi of an opportunity to extend the 
probationary period in my Geography 101 email. If Asahi had 


access to the Incubator, which might have included some of the 
information garnered from the people who were following me 
everywhere, Asahi should have had access to that email. If 
Asahi was not aware of that email, | feared that working at 
Asahi would be working at cross-purposes. | thought this would 
be an indication that | was in two Incubators, and my Handlers 
at Asahi, and my Handlers in my usual Incubator were not com- 
municating. Occupying two distinct Incubators was resulting in 
more reality distortion than was useful or necessary. 


After the meeting with RicePaddyMean, ForestChestnut and Cli- 
ent Radioactive, the Client Radioactive staff left. RicePaddy- 
Mean, ForestChestnut, and | reviewed the meeting. | was ex- 
hausted, and wanted a short break. | wrote: “ten minute break” 
on my note pad in big letters. | looked around the ceiling. | real- 
ised that there was no tinted half-bubble in the ceiling in this 
meeting room. | tuned out the discussion. RicePaddyMean and 
ForestChestnut quickly finished speaking. 


Walking down a street in ValleyAstringent at the time | was work- 
ing on the Client Radioactive matter at Asahi, a European fam- 
ily and their Japanese guide stopped me to ask for directions to 
a sushi restaurant. The head of the family worked in Japan for 
one of Client Radioactive’s competitor. We exchanged business 
cards. The incoincidences kept coming. 


Nationalists like me 


| regularly went swimming at a sports club in BagReservoir. 
One day after my workout | was walking to the train from the 
sports club. | stopped to buy a sports drink at a convenience 
store, and sat down in front of the store on a bench to drink. 
There were ten or so riot control police officers, similar to SWAT 
teams in the US, stationed at various points on the sidewalks. 
Normally there were no police in the area. There was no em- 
bassy or police box in view which might have explained the 
number of police. 


Sitting within easy conversational distance of me was a man 
older than me by about ten or fifteen years. He seemed like the 
sort of person who only uses loan words derogatorily. He did 
not seem like the sort of person who spends much time with for- 
eigners. This is the kind of Chivalrous Organization individual | 
tend to find trustworthy. | never learned his name so | will refer 
to him as The Older Man. 


We started a casual conversation. | noticed The Older Man was 
facing a vehicle across the street that was typical of the type 
Japanese Nationalists drive: a black truck with some garish writ- 
ing in white, and traditional crests. One of the police officers 
was a few meters from us. The police were close enough to 
hear the tone of the conversation, but far enough away to not 
hear the content without electronic surveillance. If either the 
Older Man or | had posed a threat to the other, the police could 
have defused the situation rapidly. The police seemed to be 


standing guard on a perimeter. They were facing away from us 
as much or more than toward us, and did not appear to be ex- 
pecting anything, but they were clearly vigilant. 


Our conversation turned to politics, as most of my conversa- 
tions do. The Older Man’s political opinions were clearly right of 
centre, and our views had much in common. The Older Man 
asked me how long Prime Minister MinorFountain could remain 
in office, and | replied in Japanese: ‘two terms is good, yes?’ 
We continued speaking a bit longer, | finished my beverage, 
and thanked him for the conversation before leaving. As | 
walked by the last officer on the perimeter, | held my hands in a 
Hindu peace mudra. 


Section 2 


Not very soverign 


"It is lamentable, that to be a good patriot one must 
become the enemy of the rest of mankind." 
- Voltaire 


The Dependency Theory explained earlier puts Japan in the 
driver’s seat economically. In the military/industrial realm, how- 
ever, the opposite is true. Every time a young Japanese child 
looks up in the Japanese sky and sees a jet flying overhead, in- 
security is increased. The American military frequently has ‘acci- 
dents’ at their bases overseas. One documented occurred on 
03 February 1998 in Italy when a US Air Force fighter jet flew 
into cable car lines killing 19 civilians. Another on 19 April 1999 
the US Air Force killed a Puerto Rican with an errant bomb. 
There have been many more accidents, and one would natu- 
rally expect that there are considerably more that the US mili- 
tary has not had to acknowledge. 


The Occupation of Japan by the US Government works on the 
subconscious of every Japan citizen. Moreover, there is still no 
armistice between China and Japan. All parties fear the other 
no less today than they did in 1945. The ‘world policeman’ role 
that America is so proud of fulfilling has engendered no more 
safety or confidence after 75 years. Consequently, America 
looks more like a bully today than when America first started po- 
licing. 


In contrast to most Americans having no idea about the state of 
war to which Americans subject others, most Japanese individu- 
als will not consciously admit the status quo state of war. Even 
something as simple as the lack of a peace accord with China 
wears on the typical Japan individual at some level. The fear of 


militarised America is easily visible if one looks closely at the 
contemporary psyche of Japan individuals. American bullying 
has become a commonplace hallmark of American foreign pol- 
icy so that we do not even recognise the activity as bullying. 
The repercussions are clearly evident if we are willing to recog- 
nise the causes. 


For instance, after substantially drafting this manuscript in To- 
kyo, | was hired by a Japanese attorney in Osaka. The attorney 
was universally disliked by Japanese and foreigners for his lack 
of integrity. Perhaps the best evidence for what low regard his 
Japan attorney associates have for him might be that they ar- 
ranged for him to hire me, and kept him purposefully ignorant of 
this treatise. In any case, more than one Japanese person in 
Osaka told me this attorney was a prime example of the dam- 
age done to the Japanese character by the American occupa- 
tion. | was told his petty, childish manner was typical of the ef- 
fect the American occupation’s had on the mentality and psyche 
of Japanese men, particularly of his generation because he 
came of age during the height of US troops stationed in Japan. 
His constant efforts to degrade me while paying for the privilege 
by employing me was his only way of combating these feelings 
of inadequacy. | am hardly alone. Foreigners all over Japan 
share my experience. The decreased number of US troops 
may make the problem less evident, but the results are still the 
same. 


The Japanese foreigner complex is a natural result of the Pa- 
cific War not being over. After a country is conquered, usually 
the invading forces occupy the country, treaties are signed, the 
war ends, and the soldiers go home. In Japan’s case, the Ameri- 
can conquerers have clearly not gone home, so any rational ob- 
server would conclude the war is not over. If you do accept that 
the Occupation has not ended, the Japanese mentality makes a 
lot more sense. Japan has a military government that has ruled 
the country for centuries, perhaps millennia depending on your 
definition of military, rule, etc. This method of shadow steward- 
ship has become cripplingly comfortable. 


American protestations like: ‘they want us here,’ or ‘we are pro- 
tecting them’ are as flimsy when Americans use them in Asia as 
when Americans used the same excuses with the puppet dicta- 
torships of Latin America. Japan today is the Vichy France of 
the 21st Century. 


The public’s and the media’s abilities to accept clearly irrational, 
illogical and unsubstantiated evidence is well proven. The weap- 
ons of mass destruction that were never found in Iraq is just 

one example. What is amazing in the case of the Vichy of the 
Orient is the number of scholars, diplomats and intelligentsia, 
both foreign and Japanese, willing to turn a blind eye to Ameri- 
can fascism. The Japanese people’s ability to accept as truth 
the falsehood of sovereign independence of the Japan nation is 
certainly welcomed by the occupying foreigners who are glad to 


whitewash the Occupation. In Japan, the ability of intelligent, 
educated foreigners to delude themselves into complicity in vio- 
lating the independent rights of sovereign Japan is even more 
impressive. Naturally, among the Japanese one frequently 
meets sycophants and obsequious hangers-on who have made 
a living sucking off the American teat. This is the normal result 
of any foreign nation militarily occupying another nation for dec- 
ades. 


In the case of the status quo, what seems unique to Japan is 
the thoroughness and duration of the propagation of a false real- 
ity that Japan is a politically independent country. The main 
cause of the acceptance of this false reality depends on two cru- 
cial ingredients. One ingredient is the Japanese ability to share 
realities that conflict with the truth, and the other ingredient is 
Japan’s historically military government. 


The American military stewardship serves the US military indus- 
trial complex’s insatiable appetite for growth. Numerous schol- 
ars have documented that there is no authoritative political 
power in Japanese. What these scholars have yet to prove is 
that in 2014 the real seat of Vichy Japan’s political, military, 
and diplomatic power lies in the TentOffice of Washington, D.C. 
The American government is stewarding control of Vichy Japan 
just as the Japanese generals stewarded political, military and 
diplomatic control for the Chrysanthemum throne for centuries 
beginning about 794. The stewardship which was initiated by 


the Japanese generals is commonly referred to as the TentOf- 
fice government. The seat of the Chrysanthemum throne was in 
CapitalCapital at the time the TentOffice government was 
founded in EasternGate. The stewardship of Japanese govern- 
ment by the TentOffice was initiated by moving the military and 
administrative seat of power away from the Chrysanthemum 
throne in CapitalCapital, and establishing the TentOffice near 
what is now CapitalEast, far from the throne in CapitalCapital. 


Beginning about 1853 with the U.S. Navy invasion of Japan, the 
Americans were integral in another eastward shift of Japanese 
power, but this time the shift was of the situs of both the throne 
and the TentOffice. The throne was moved east from Capital- 
Capital to CapitalEast, closer to the TentOffice. About the same 
time, give or take a century, the TentOffice was moved east 
from EasternGate to Washington, D.C. The American TentOf- 
fice government satisfies important goals of the Chrysanthe- 
mum throne. The throne understands the failure of the Bright- 
Peace emperor to reign in the Japanese military from being 
sucked into a trap by the Americans at Pearl Harbor. Evidence 
for such entrapment, a trap that would not have occurred if the 
trappers had not been assured of plausible deniability, will al- 
ways be sketchy. Causation can never be definitively proven re- 
garding anything. Nevertheless, the logic | explained earlier, is 
solid if you are willing to not be trapped by the trappings of your 
own culture. 


Hints that the Pacific War was an engineered so the Chrysan- 
themums to further ensconce the TentOffice move to D.C. in- 
clude: in 1945, when determining where to drop the atomic 
bomb which eventually went to SpitLeader, “Secretary of War 
Henry L. Stimson struck Kyoto from the list because of its cul- 
tural significance”, and because Stimson “had known and ad- 
mired Kyoto ever since his honeymoon there several decades 
earlier.”— N Stimson was a conservative Republican attorney 
who served as Secretary of War, Secretary of State and 
Governor-General of the Philippines. Clearly he was a member 
of the power elite, and would likely have been aware of an Aero- 
space Project if one existed, but most certainly he was aware of 
a Search for Zero. 


One might argue that there was no way for a Stimson to see far 
ahead enough to anticipate an Aerospace Project, but the 
Search for Zero is like a Holy Grail. The search is a goal in it- 
self. No other purpose is necessary, and the Search was just as 
relevant a 1000 years ago, perhaps more so, than the Search is 
now. The Aerospace Project would be easily foreseeable to 
elites and visionaries. Relative to his time, Jules Verne, with 
less apparent political connections than a Stimson or a Grand- 
Harmony, predicted much more detailed technology than elites 
at the dawn of the aviation age would be anticipating by predict- 
ing an Aerospace Project. A Secretary of Defense and Secre- 
tary of State foreseeing an Aerospace Project a century away is 


not just plausible, the prediction of such programs are practi- 
cally part of their job descriptions, as is the Search for Zero. 


Another hint that the Pacific War was an engineered opportu- 
nity for the TentOffice move to D.C. include: CapitalCapital was 
spared from almost any bombing at all during the war. Stim- 
son’s knowledge and admiration of CapitalCapital likely ex- 
tended to the GrandHarmony Dynasty itself, which had been up- 
rooted from CapitalCapital just a few decades before Stimson’s 
honeymoon in CapitalCapital. Based on my understanding of 
how the world seems to work my guess is that Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt (FDR) had some sort of quid pro quo with the Grand- 
Harmony Dynasty. At the time of Stimson’s honeymoon about 
1890, the throne had been cohabiting in CapitalEast with the 
TentOffice for only a few decades after the throne had Capital- 
Capital to itself for centuries. The throne may have been finding 
CapitalEast a bit cramped to share with the other power nexus 
of Japan, the TentOffice government. 


FDR/Stimson’s quid pro quo with the Imperial Family may have 
been a contingency plan for reining in Japanese generals, and 
extracting the TentOffice government from CapitalEast to be en- 
sconced in Washington, D.C. (Distinguish that Washington with 
the one encompassing Seattle, home to the Gates.) The physi- 
cal situs of the TentOffice stewardship was and is never as 
clear as the situs of the throne. In some ways, that is the power 


of the stewardship. An un-locatable target is more difficult to un- 
dermine. 


While arguing the FDR/GrandHarmony/Stimson quid pro quo, 
one could also argue that the hot war portion of WWII was a 
war of independence in which the TentOffice run by the Japa- 
nese generals unsuccessfully attempted to unseat the Ameri- 
can stewards who had come to Japan less than a century ear- 
lier in their Black Ships. The theory that the Japanese military 
wanted free of the American yoke, and the GrandHarmony Dy- 
nasty wanted to ensconce the TentOffice government in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are not mutually exclusive. On the contrary, 
the conflicting wishes of the throne to move the TentOffice to 
D.C., and the Japanese military’s wish to kick the Americans 
out would necessarily lead to the Pacific War. War gave the 
throne and the military a method to advance their opposing 
goals, even though the throne and the military were ostensibly 
on the same side. This is typical of The Game, where the Sta- 
bles, Leagues, and Actors may appear to be on official sides, 
but the reality is a constant flux of competition and posturing 
which have nothing to do with apparent loyalties. The quid pro 
quo between the US elites and the throne makes even more 
sense if you keep in mind that the Search for Zero and the Aero- 
space Project were and are much more the priority of elites of 
such as families, as GrandHarmony, Stimson and FDR. In con- 
trast, the priorities of the militaries are realpolitik. 


As mentioned above, numerous writers have analysed, studied, 
explained, and proved the lack of real political power in Japa- 
nese. A term now in vogue in 2011 in Japan was ‘spiritless’. 
That the Government of Japan has built a spiritless nation-state 
is not disputable. The point now is: what we can do to fix the 
problem? 


The first step would be to end the Occupation of Japan by the 
American military, remove the Vichy government, and give the 
Japanese people an opportunity to determine who will be their 
leaders, and what sort of government will run their country. With 
the exception of the brief flourishing of republican democracy in 
the early twentieth century, this would be the first time in argua- 
bly a millennium that Japan’s people could freely choose their 
leaders. Naturally, the failed experience last century, and the 
lack of practice tends to breed hesitancy in and out of Japan. In 
a conversation with Asahi Partner MinorFountain on Thursday 
28 June 2001 | told her America’s Constitution needed a clause 
similar to the Japan Constitution’s English version of Article IX. 
MinorFountain said this was the first time she had heard a for- 
eigner say this. The idea seemed to appeal to her. The official 
English translation of Article IX is notably different from the text 
of the Japanese Constitution. The official translation of Article 
IX reads: 


“Aspiring sincerely to an international peace based on justice and 
order, the Japanese people forever renounce war as a sovereign 


right of the nation and the threat or use of force as means of set- 
tling international disputes. 

(2) To accomplish the aim of the preceding paragraph, land, sea, 
and air forces, as well as other war potential, will never be main- 
tained. The right of belligerency of the state will not be recognised. 


As Sun Yat-sen explained, to win any battle, or war, one must 
become one’s enemy, so that the winner succeeds at becoming 
what the foe would have become more than the vanquished foe 
ever does. Military strategists call this theory: “. . . replication, 
an inviolate principle which says that organisations which op- 
pose each other tend, over time, to become alike.” The basis of 
America’s victory over the fascists of the mid-twentieth century 
was the replication of fascism by the US government. By win- 
ning the hot portion of WWII Americans have become more fas- 
cist than the Nazi’s or the Japanese militarists ever were. The 
US Government has more fascism practice, decades of prac- 
tice. 


Every government, including the US, and every religion, includ- 
ing Christianity, pitches fundamentally the same propaganda at 
their respective citizens and members. “War results when a na- 
tion ascribes itself a special mission, which usually takes the 
form of believing itself to be a defender of civilisation.”— N Madi- 
son Avenue, Hollywood, and the United States of America are 
NOT different, they just have more resources, and a more vio- 
lent culture. | have argued repeatedly with Americans about 


many of these points, but such discussions with Europeans are 
ludicrously brief because Europeans fundamentally understand 
lessons which took them centuries to learn. | fear Americans 
will also require centuries to learn these lessons. 


America continually pats itself on the back about how wonderful 
Americans are, and how America has a duty to save the world. 
Americans, because Madison Avenue and Hollywood have 
honed an art into a science, have thoroughly succumbed to 
such propaganda. The practice of replication may be best exem- 
plified by the ability of the American government to imitate and 
improve on the success of the Nazi propaganda minister, Jo- 
seph Goebbels (1897-1945). The Chinese government is now 
replicating the success of the American government by unifying 
Chinese citizens by creating bogeymen where none exist. 
American fear of the Chinese is well warranted if the Chinese 
continue to use America as their foe to be vanquished. If the 
Chinese succeed in becoming a super power by replicating 
American methods, the Chinese government will be uber- 
facists of an order we have yet to experience. 


A note about our friends the Commies 


Capitalism and communism are labels applied to philosophies 
in their purest form which mean nothing in practice. Nationalism 
is much more meaningful and powerful than any economic sys- 
tem. Nationalism derives from tribal, religious, geographical, 
and historical forces predating civilisation and money. Money, 


more precisely economics, is the basis for capitalism and com- 
munism. The world’s oldest profession may be prostitution, but 
before there was money, professions relied on allegiance, bar- 
tering, and feudalism. 


One may convincingly argue that one reason industrial Identi- 
ties in the United States started the European War was to in- 
sure an influx of Jews to America. This was the simplest and 
fastest way to import the talent needed to manage American 
wealth effectively. At the time the US Government was enforc- 
ing immigration quotas against Jews, the industrialists knew 
that confronting these quotas would be politically useless. En- 
couraging a Jewish version of the Irish potato famines was con- 
siderably more politically expedient so the Nazi horrors were 
probably actively encouraged by many American industrialists. 
In the same token, Japan became a military empire to create 
the Greater East Asia CoProsperity Sphere to evict the Western 
imperialists. Another example, America fanned the jihad of the 
Afghanis against the USSR by strengthening the Taliban. Every 
country in the world tells their citizens that their country’s sol- 
diers are dying for their country’s citizens. Only America says 
so louder and more frequently because more Americans are dy- 
ing invading more countries. Until every American soldier is 
standing on American soil, the Americans will not have ‘free- 
dom’. The longer America is lured abroad to fight wars, the 
longer Americans will know no peace at home. 


Humans have been fighting wars using the same basic strategy 
with essentially the same results for millennia. The strategy and 
the results can be summarised in five steps. 


1. Goto the other peoples home with a weapon. 


2. Beat them with the weapon or threats of a weapon to 
prevent or discourage them from coming to your home and beat- 
ing you. 


3. They bring the same or a similar weapon to your 
home and beat you. 


4. You get a bigger, better, newer weapon with more 
bells and whistles. 


5. Goto step 1. 


This has been going on since we were cavemen. This ‘man 
fight man’ strategy will continue to produce the same result: 
more death. There is no way to win if we do not stop this down- 
ward spiral. 


How do we break this cycle? Very simply: outlaw step 1, and en- 
act mechanisms to enforce the law. Nations with soldiers out- 
side their borders will always be in a state of war with other na- 
tions until we do not recognise the de facto war that results 

from stationing soldiers outside one’s nation. We must conform 
international law to obvious truths. We must enshrine in the law 


that any military occupying any ground or air space in any na- 
tion other than the military’s nation of origin, is an attacker, and 
in a de jure state of war with the occupied nation. The occupier 
must be legally recognised as an attacker. If not, we will con- 
tinue to live the lie of nations ‘occupying’ other nations for the 
sake of the occupied nation, and the vicious circle will continue 
until we are destroyed. 


Section 3 


carrot & stick 


Generals are notorious for their tendency to “fight the last war” — 
by using the strategies and tactics of the past to achieve victory in 
the present.FN 


The question we should be asking ourselves is: what do we 
need to do to achieve victory in the future? In the age of weap- 
ons of mass destruction, mass propaganda, and space travel 
we can and must come up with something better. To fix this vi- 
cious circle we need a two prong approach: a negative deter- 
rent and a positive reinforcement. The negative deterrent is an 
international police force. The positive reinforcement is the Aero- 
space Project. 


Negative Deterrent 


To make a viable international police force, we need to take the 
following steps, or something equally effective to provide for a 
real representative, egalitarian system of international law. 


|. | Make the United Nations legislature bicameral. 


A. One chamber will have financial authority, and one 
chamber will have political authority. 


B. All member nations will have a seat in both cham- 
bers. 


ll. |The member state’s vote in either chamber will only be 
counted if certain basic criteria are met. 


A. Political: representative will be elected directly to the 
political chamber by the member state’s constituents. 


1. Constituents are adults over the age of 18. 


2. The election of the member states’s political representa- 
tive must be observed and approved by independent 
poll monitors. 


B. Financial: representative’s vote in the financial cham- 
ber will only be counted if the member state has en- 
acted and adhered to an Article IX clause. 


C. If the member state has met the criteria for a vote to 
count in either chamber, the vote in either chamber will 
be weighted by: 


1. Political: the total votes cast by all constituents for 
any candidate in the election held for the member 
state’s political representative. 


D. Financial: dues actually paid by the representative’s 
member state. 


Ill. Create a permanent international military. 


A. The present Permanent Member seats of the Security 
Council are eliminated, and council members are 
elected by a super majority of the political chamber. The 
financial chamber funds a permanent military that is 
commanded by the Security Council. 


B. The force is automatically dispatched whenever any 
member state with a vote in both chambers is occupied 
or invaded by another nation. In other words, the 
occupied/invaded nation must have enacted an Article 
IX clause. The force is dispatched regardless of 
whether the occupying/invading nation has enacted an 
Article IX clause. 


IV. Move the UN headquarters to a sovereign capital district. 


A special administrative district has strong precedent to enable 
unencumbered exercise of legislative and executive power. In- 
dia, the US, Australia, China and others have established territo- 
ries exclusively for their capitals to ensure even application of 
the law. Even if one does not accept that the situs of the UN en- 
ables the US to exert undue influence on member states and 
the UN itself, the situs certainly creates an atmosphere which 


does not benefit all member states equally. The US Govern- 
ment clearly recognises this principle as evidenced by the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


The new district must be in a location that is politically and geo- 
graphically neutral. For instance, the location for the UN capital 
district could be: 


. Permanently and irrevocably ceded to the UN, for ex- 
ample Hawaii; 


» —Acountry which is unable to project a power that 
could be interpreted as a threat to any member state, for exam- 
ple Iceland; or, 


» — Territory which is not presently occupied by any na- 
tion, for example the North or South poles. 


The disadvantage of a place like Hawaii is the image we project 
of the UN. Do we really want our delegates lounging on the 
beach? That is the advantage of the colder climates such as 
the poles or Iceland. Another advantage of the poles is sym- 
bolic. This may seem farfetched, or a bit too farsighted, but in 
the event space travelers should return, an increasingly likely 
proposition in future millennia in view of the Aerospace Project, 
or visit Earth, the poles would be the best place for a UN head- 
quarters. By locating the world government at one of the poles, 
and leaving the other pole empty, extraterrestrials, and for that 


matter, any Aerospace Project that came back and was unsure 
who or where to contact, would naturally be inclined to opt fora 
pole if there was any edifice or human activity at only one pole. 
There is no more greater ‘apex’ of the Earth than either pole, ex- 
cept for Mt. Everest. Nevertheless, the tallest mountain in the 
world may change, while if the poles change, the Earth will be- 
come uninhabitable. 


The problem of the expense of maintaining a UN headquarters 
at either pole, particularly the South Pole, is likely prohibitive for 
the near future. Certainly a much more economical method 
would be to simply erect some sort of beacon or marker at both 
poles to direct interplanetary visitors to the world capital. In any 
case, | do like the message we send member state’s represen- 
tatives if we select a cold, remote site for the UN capital district. 
By locating a UN HQ in a cooler, remote venue, we will encour- 
age candidates for member state’s representatives who are 
dedicated to the work, rather than candidates who want the glit- 
ter of NYC, or the leisure of Hawaii. 


Also, minimise UN reforms unless reforms encourage ratifica- 
tion. As little of the UN should be changed as possible not be- 
cause the UN is well organised. It is not. The UN is a bloated, 
inefficient bureaucracy like any other. Only a minimum of the 
dues structure, number of Security Council seats, etc. should 
be altered to encourage more support for the foregoing altera- 
tions. The less changed, the less to argue about. Also, the less 


changes, the less, if any, additional cost will be incurred, and un- 
predictability and instability during the transition will be de- 
creased. For example, dues should be calculated using the 
same formula as at present. The weighting of these dues will en- 
courage rich countries to accept these alterations in the UN 
structure. Also, the reforms should make the UN more reflective 
of the member states and their people, and inspire a reduction 
of the growing tendency of the UN to replicate bloated national 
governments. Nevertheless, if a more agreeable dues arrange- 
ment, number of Council seats, etc. can be determined now or 
in the future, a better arrangement should be instituted. 


These new rules and laws would take precedence over present 
‘treaties’ or ‘agreements’ such as Status of Forces Agreements 
(SOFAs). Enactment of the foregoing changes to the UN Char- 
ter, and enactment by member states of Article IX would immedi- 
ately render such treaties immediately null and void. SOFAs run 
contrary to the moral and ethical prohibitions on the ability to for- 
sake, even willingly or by contractual agreement, one’s civil and 
sovereign rights. Such ‘legal’ agreements are facades for imperi- 
alism. A basic fundamental principle of just legal systems is that 
unconscionable contracts shall not be permitted to stand. 
Viewed without the aid of propaganda, SOFAs are clearly un- 
conscionable, but SOFAs take on a life of their own. Trying to 
terminate SOFAs frequently becomes an insurmountable task 
especially for more prosperous, populous nations who are par- 
ties to a SOFA. 


If we do not institute a reform of the UN as outlined above, the 
US will continue to play policeman for centuries. Most impor- 
tantly, the Americans are probably worse at reining in their own 
military industrial complex than foreigners would be at reining in 
the US military industrial complex. Without massive legal for- 
eign pressure to force a change in American foreign policy, the 
Americans will certainly not do so of their own accord. To en- 
courage such a change in the Americans, Japan must take the 
lead. To curtail the US Federal Government’s imperialism a per- 
manent military force is required. The definition of terrorism is 
determined only by the victim. For the child with an amputated 
limb, the terrorism of the Taliban and the terrorism of the US 
military is indistinguishable. 


Those races that lead are the races who first learned that the high- 
est power is acquired by the exercise of forbearance, and that lib- 
erty is best maintained by the protection of the weak, and by the 
strong repression of injustice.FN 


The same might be said of genders. To prevent accusations of 
a reemergence of Japanese militarism, | have suggested for 
years that a standing UN military be composed of women. 
Clearly, Interpol, ad hoc measures, and the United Nations ef- 
forts to date are insufficient to curtail American interventionism. 
| have repeatedly verbalised the need for a Japanese led force. 
Except for Japan, | doubt the ability of any other nation to 
counter the hegemony of the United States government. Pre- 


venting the US Federal Government from invading countries 
semiannually will first require at least one nation to stand up to 
American bullying. 


Historically, there is justification for suggesting Japanese 
women take the point. Patrick LafCadio Hearn came to Japan 
in 1890. The following are some of Hearn’s impressions of the 
training the Japanese female receives. A century has changed 
little. 


But under the Tokugawa Shdgunate politeness became particu- 
larly a popular characteristic — a rule of conduct maintained by 
even the lowest classes in their daily relations. Among the higher 
classes it became the art of beauty in life. [. . .| Courtesy was a 
moral and aesthetic study, carried to such incomparable perfection 
that every trace of the artificial disappeared. Grace and charm 
seemed to have become habit — inherent qualities of the human 
fibre — and doubtless, in the case of one sex at least, did so be- 
come. 


For it has well been said that the most wonderful aesthetic prod- 
ucts of Japan are not its ivories, nor its bronzes, nor its porcelains, 
nor its swords, nor any of its marvels in metal or lacquer — but its 
women. Accepting as partly true the statement that woman every- 
where is what man has made her, we might say that this state- 
ment is more true of the Japanese woman than of any other. [. . .] 
Considering that heredity is limited by sex, there is reason in the 
assertion: the Japanese woman is an ethically different being from 


the Japanese man. Perhaps no such type of woman will appear 
again in this world for a hundred thousand years: the conditions of 
industrial civilisation will not admit of her existence. [. . .] The Japa- 
nese woman can be known only in her own country — the Japa- 
nese woman as prepared and perfected by the old-time education 
for that strange society in which the charm of her moral being — 
her delicacy, her supreme unselfishness, her childlike piety and 
trust, her exquisite tactful perception of all ways and means to 
make happiness about her — can be comprehended and valued. 


She is an artificial product in only the same evolutional sense that 
all character is an artificial product; and it required tens of centu- 
ries to mould her. She is not, on the other hand, an artificial type, 
because she has been particularly trained to be her true self at all 
times when circumstances allow — or, in other words, to be de- 
lightfully natural. 


Thus to succeed required angelic goodness and patience; and the 
Japanese woman realised at least the ideal of a Buddhist angel. 


Most strange may seem the combination, in this child-soul, of gen- 
tleness and force, tenderness and courage — yet the explanation 
is not far to seek. Stronger within her than wifely affection or paren- 
tal affection or even maternal affection — stronger than any wom- 
anly emotion, was the moral conviction born of her great faith. [. . 

.] Rather might she be compared to the Greek type of noble 
woman — to Antigone, to Alcestis. With the Japanese woman, as 
formed by the ancient training, each act of life was an act of faith: 


her existence was a religion, her home a temple, her every word 
and thought ordered by the law of the cult of the dead.... This 
wonderful type is not extinct — though surely doomed to disap- 
pear. A human creature so shaped for the service of gods and 
men that every beat of her heart is duty, that every drop of her 
blood is moral feeling, were not less out of place in the future 
world of competitive selfishness, than an angel in hell.FN 


This is the creature required to start an international police 
force. 


Positive Reinforcement 


To increase international cooperation, in addition to the nega- 
tive deterrent of a permanent military force, the Aerospace Pro- 
ject would focus on building a universe plane dedicated to build- 
ing a lasting peace. To protect the goals of the Aerospace Pro- 
ject, some hope this will be a memorial to the ReachPeace Em- 
peror. | don’t particularly care anymore, but the GrandHarmony 
family may serve as well as anybody to be the poster children. 
Considering the Chrysanthemum Throne “is the oldest continu- 
ing hereditary monarchy in the world” the throne maybe the 
most reliable entity with which to trust the symbolism of at least 
one vehicle of the Aerospace Project. 


Constitutionally the prohibition against the Chrysanthemum 
Throne’s political activity is not an issue because the universe 
plane memorial will be a funeral expense, a moving mausoleum 


for the ReachPeace Emperor. Donations from other royal fami- 
lies, elites, etc. for the funeral expenses for this ReachPeace 
GodBuilding would also be donations to build the first universe 
plane. Contributors might reserve the construction of a plane of 
their own in the future by donating to the investment costs of 
building the first universe plane. Initially, we need to build at 
least one plane, and the first one will be Japan plane.

By insisting 
Japan go first, we ensure quality control, and reduce the possi- 
bility of allegations of wrongdoing if anything should fail. 


Opponents will claim the Pacific War was but one battle in the 
fight for extraterrestrial conquest. Consequently, to respond to 
accusations of extraterrestrial imperialism we should keep the 
following in mind. Natural history has proven that Earth species 
possessing the natural desire to venture over the next horizon 
will thrive because they expand their gene pool. Genetic muta- 
tion is an inherent good. Interbreeding is also an inherent good, 
because expansion of the gene pool strengthens the gene pool. 
Every species changes constantly. Species that expand their 
gene pool prosper. Seeing what is over the next hill is a healthy, 
natural urge manifested by the desire for interstellar travel. To 
paraphrase Immanuel Kant: experience is itself a species of 
knowledge which deserves understanding. WR

have worked out all the bugs, glitches and conundrums of orbit- 
ing cities, we could begin launching some of these cities on 
gradually larger orbits of Earth, resulting in progressively longer 
journeys, starting with a decade or so. 


Eventually, artificial moons making, for example, a 500-year cir- 
cumnavigation of Earth, will bring back a species with an evolu- 
tionary path 500 years different from species living on Earth. 
The resultant interbreeding should be an inherent good if prop- 
erly managed. If not properly managed, | was more idiot than 
savant. 


We will never know if Japan is capable of what | propose until 
we try. The responsibility we are taking on is unprecedented.

Section 1 


chronology 


In the morning of 29 June 2001, the last business day of my 
three month probation period, | gave my notice to Asahi that | 
was resigning. ButtocksInlet thought my resignation was amus- 
ing. RicePaddyMean was very sad. He and Mr. ForestChestnut 
have since left Asahi. | was also sad because, again like Rutan, 
there were attorneys | admired and respected at Asahi, just not 
as much or as many. 


My short employment at Asahi was not peculiar. The foreign as- 
sociate who was hired after me was a Mormon hired from Utah. 
He worked at Asahi less than six months. He moved to Japan 
with his wife and children, and, after leaving Asahi, returned to 
Utah. Asahi associates had told me that Asahi had never fired 
anyone. 


FaithDisclose PleasingThree appeared to be receiving Incuba- 
tor information from Jim Moynihan, Jerry McAlinn, or a similar 
source. After | gave notice of my resignation, PleasingThree 
came to my office to discuss a matter we had completed some 


time ago. At least two of the three Asahi associates with whom | 
shared the office were present. Apropos of nothing, Pleas- 
ingThree consulted me regarding how many years moratorium 
on disclosure we should have on a matter | had worked on for 
him. Pleasing Three tried to imply my agreement to two or three 
years. One of the Japanese associates laughed openly at Pleas- 
ing Three’s suggestion. The American Statutes of Limitations for 
conspiracy are generally two or three years depending on juris- 
diction and offence. | suspect PleasingThree and others feared 
being implicated in the upcoming Events of 11 September 
2001. | think the associate found the idea that | could do any- 
thing that might harm Pleasing Three to be amusing. 


Takizawa, whom | had met in New York City, moved back to Ja- 
pan just before | did. In the afternoon, he was “in the area,” and 
stopped in to ask if | had time for a cup of coffee. | discussed 
my resignation from Asahi with Takizawa during our cup of cof- 
fee. | was not cheerful. Takizawa reminded me of the political 
goals Takizawa claimed | had discussed with him in New York. 
That evening at the Mister Donuts Bar near my monthly man- 
sion, when | told the regular patrons about quitting, they were 
all optimistic. One said Japan needed attorneys. They assured 
me | would find another job soon. | had one of those ‘oh my 
gods, what have | done’ feelings in the pit of my stomach. 


Concluding the contract with Asahi required | work at Asahi one 
month after notification that | wished to terminate the contract. 


Therefore, | worked at Asahi until the end of July. My efforts at 
finding another job, even an interview, during my last month 
met with no success. 


Events 


One might conclude that John Seward had warned me of the 
September 11 Event in February 2001, although | was not cogni- 
sant of the warning. The final Client Radioactive meeting in 

June was the first time | realised there was something sched- 
uled for September. In other conversations, Supposedly coinci- 
dental, | also heard indications of a September Event. For exam- 
ple, until hours before the disaster | repeatedly met event plan- 
ners. They would pointedly use this job title to refer to them- 
selves. Event planners supposedly arrange conventions, 

shows, and displays for companies, governments, or individu- 
als. | met these event planners while | was out drinking, waiting 
for my luggage at the airport, or talking with friends. These 

event planners were both male and female, Japanese and for- 
eigners. Until February 2001, | do not recall ever meeting an 
Event Planner. After 9/11 | did not meet another event planner 
for years. 


One morning before work, | went to a convenience store equi- 
distant from Asahi’s offices and the American Embassy. | was 
buying buckwheat noodles, and hot tea. | was selecting a tea, 
and the person next to me was browsing as well. The person 
looked to me like the kind of person who is a civil servant in the 


American Embassy. One of us reached in front of the other. The 
civil servant glanced at me as we were about to excuse our- 
selves for reaching across. Suddenly, the civil servant’s entire 
demeanour changed. 


Clearly, he recognised me, although | cannot recall ever seeing 
him before. The civil servant’s face suddenly became flush, per- 
haps in response to my own. He stood more erect, promptly se- 
lected something, and went directly to the cash register. The 
same kind of change came over this civil servant as the change 
| saw at Rutan & Tucker when | found the technology staff mem- 
ber watching my computer screen. In both instances, | felt like 
Dorothy in the Wizard of Oz as she pulled back the curtain to 
reveal a real human. Both times a person behind the curtain 
who had pulled levers in the Rutan & Tucker machine, and a 
person who was pulling levers in the present Incubator, had un- 
expectedly come face to face with the object the watchers had 
been observing from a distance. This seemed to be more star- 
tling for some of the watchers than for me. The US Marine | dis- 
cussed earlier, some attorneys at Asahi, and other individuals 
were Handlers, people who dealt with me in-person. This cus- 
tomer at the convenience store was more of an Incubator Moni- 
tor than a Handler. Monitors manage the Incubator from afar, in 
this case probably the Embassy or some similar place. Monitors 
do not usually meet me in person, and when this one did, he 
was taken aback. This Monitor distinction is revisited with Sid 
Weeks. 


During July, | focused on my duties at Asahi, and my job 
search. The legal employers in Japan just four months before 
had been desperate for American attorneys. Four months be- 
fore | heard that firms were compensating for the shortage of 
Japanese attorneys by using American attorneys for corporate 
transactions whenever possible. Nevertheless, now | could not 
get a single job interview. | sent an internal firm-wide farewell 
email to Asahi. In the message, | attempted to convey to Asahi 
that | appreciated being woken up. 


Section 2 


religion & law 


The Middle East peace process became a recurring theme in 
my job search. When | try to think of one substantial fact ration- 
ally supporting my obsession with peace in the Middle East, | 
cannot. Some possible reasons follow. 


Close acquaintances from high school lived in Tel Aviv, as did 
law school classmates from EasternCapital. Silverman was con- 
tacting me about preparations to move from Chicago to Tel Aviv. 
Her correspondence increased after she moved to Israel. | 
knew DeerSmallBell, to whom | related well, at the Japanese 
Embassy in Iran. He had invited me to visit him there. Flipping 
through the channels at the hotel Asahi had arranged for me 
months ago, Middle East stories constantly filled the TV news. 
PineTreePeace had introduced me to the Israeli hostess, from 
whom | received reading recommendations via email. One of 
these reading suggestions was very educational. ForestChest- 
nut had contacts in the Middle East, and experience in Israel. 
Kissinger, a personal hero of mine, and a Jew, had worked to 
establish diplomatic relations between Israel and Egypt. There 


was the theory of the Japanese people being the lost tribe of Is- 
rael. Also, there was that after so little productivity, | wanted to 
do something valuable, worthwhile. | seemed to have a tremen- 
dous number of people interested in my activities, whereabouts, 
and political plans. | had been subjected to a barrage by the In- 
cubator in an attempt to brainwash me to believe that resource- 
ful, omnipresent people sincerely wanted to know what | was 
going to do. | felt as though | had an opportunity | should not 
waste. Therefore, | chose a seemingly unusually difficult task. 
Considering the ubiquitous wherewithal influencing me, | 
thought: why not put these means to good use. | thought: why 
not try something amazing. The most difficult, amazing Project | 
had been led to find interesting was, to use a well-worn English 
phrase: ‘peace in the Middle East.’ 


If we have been brainwashed, the brainwashing has to do with 
the American insistence on interfering in the internal political af- 
fairs of other countries. Naturally, the cultural influences of wher- 
ever we live are unavoidable. Nevertheless, some influences 
are more avoidable than others. For instance, under American 
law, public schools begin the day by swearing “allegiance to 
one nation, under God.” In addition, during the ‘American Cen- 
tury’ that had just ended, my nation of citizenship had suppos- 
edly come of age. According to the propaganda taught in Amer- 
ica, America’s coming of age was due to rescuing the world 
from fascism. For decades, America has been engaged in a 


Christian crusade in Arab lands no different from the crusades 
of the Middle Ages. The past several centuries have seemingly 
changed nothing. This crusading Christian philosophy, like the 
Buddhist philosophy that we can live for others, contains some 
enduring appeal. 


| looked at Japanese, and | thought if anyone could efficiently 
extricate the Americans from these Christian crusades in the 
Middle East and elsewhere, the Japanese government could. 
My confidence may be as misguided now when | trust in the 
Japanese to help America extract itself from the role of world po- 
lice. | thought | would use my energy to work through the Japa- 
nese people to encourage American pacifism. One important 
distinction about the development of law in the East and the 
West is in the West’s legal system largely grew out of religion. 
The secular legal system was divorced from the religious legal 
system.FN The monarchs and their representatives justified 
their rule by claiming to be carrying out divine will. Canon Law 
was church law, and not until the Age of Individualism, did the 
law split in to Common or Civil Law and Canon law. 


Much like the public’s resentment of high-handed church clergy, 
one reason the public has come to resent attorneys is the cult- 
like status of the legal profession. “Law is the rule of the 
dead.”FN Attorneys posture to be the arbiter of these rules. 

The antediluvian origins of the profession also explain why 
many families that historically include ministers also include law- 


yers, and vice versa. Often time generations of such families 
will alternate as clergy for one generation, then lawyers the next 
generation. The dichotomous role of ministers of law and 
church in the West is similar to the dichotomous role of samurai 
in Japan. In the West, officer of the court and minister of the 
church are two sides of the same coin. In contrast, in Japan, 
the samurai served two roles: one as warrior, and the other as 
civil servant. 


Illustrations in the West of the shared history of the church min- 
isters and court ministers include clothing such as the gowns, 
terms such as Minister of State, and functions such as marriage 
performed by either clergy or magistrates. In the Jewish religion 
the rabbinical leader was the original attorney. Legal practitio- 
ners are a secular clergy. This was not accidental. The division 
of the profession into ministers of court and ministers of church 
began when separate courts began trying crimes depending on 
the law being broken. The monarch’s law was God’s will, and 
the common law gradually became one of human will. 


Still in the United States, two states, Virginia and Louisiana, con- 
tinue to divide law based on Courts of Equity and Courts of 

Law. The division of Equity and Law is very distinct from the divi- 
sion of God law and human law, but the practice of dividing a 
judicial system is similar in principle. Incoincidentally Virginia 
was the last state to legalise interracial marriage. | was four 
years old at the time. Grouped loosely into families of judicial 


systems, Courts of Equity could be said to be the descendants 
of Canon legal systems, and Courts of Law are the descen- 
dants of the people’s legal system. In the Law Courts the com- 
moners are the arbiters of right and wrong. The people suc- 
ceeded to the monarchs’s role for areligious matters. The Law 
Courts rely on legal codes. The Equity Courts rely more on jus- 
tice, morality, ethics, and rights. 


In East Asia, thanks to Confucius et. al., this ostensible division 
of church and state did not occur. In contrast to the West, in the 
East: 


A striking peculiarity, of course, is the absence of a true ecclesiasti- 
cal hierarchy — due to the fact that government never became dis- 
sociated from religion.F-N 


Instead, an intelligentsia built a strict gentleman’s code of con- 
duct that grew into a strict ethical code, bordering on law. In ad- 
dition, in Japan, the Generalissimo and the TentOffice facilitated 
the preservation of the monarchy. By keeping the Emperor 
above politics, the Generalissimo and the TentOffice preserved 
the Chrysanthemum throne as a symbol worthy of deification. 
Without this separation of monarch and state centuries ago, | 
suspect the Emperor and “The Way of the Gods” FN would 
have gone the way of the Chinese Emperor. 


Section 3 


Japan & America 


This division of religious and legal duties carries over into differ- 
ent advantages for both Japan and the United States. The po- 
tency of the Japan/America alliance is due to the way the two 
countries compliment the weak points of the other, a good yin to 
the others yang. Also, each countries greatest weaknesses are 
their greatest strengths. Japan is the world’s third largest econ- 
omy and between the two of them, America and Japan possess 
a tremendous amount of the world’s wealth, not to mention intel- 
lectual property. 


Nevertheless, the preponderance of power that these two coun- 
tries hold vis-a-vis the rest of the world is not best evidenced by 
their wealth. More significantly, there is a rejuvenating, adventur- 
ous energy in one, and a persistent, methodical force in the 
other. The cooperation of these two countries creates a symbi- 
otic relationship that far surpasses the cooperation of any other 
two major national powers in the world today. One reason both 
enjoy this advantage is due to their relative isolation. In the 

case of Japan, centuries of enculturation have resulted in the 


truest melting pot in the world. Americans labelling America a 
melting pot is just one example of American’s wishful thinking, a 
people trying to create a self-fulfilling prophecy. Ironically, Ameri- 
cans are quick to criticise the Japanese people for enforcing 
conformity, but the reason Japan is a melting pot and America 
is not is because of the Japanese pressure to conform. Com- 
pared to Japan, very little assimilation occurs in America. Amer- 
ica is more of a cultural mosaic than a melting pot. For exam- 
ple, despite large populations of other races in both Britain and 
the US, the percentage for interracial marriage in the United 
States is near the single digits, while in Britain, interracial mar- 
riage is close to fifty percent. Interracial marriage in Japan is 
very low because assimilation is effective within the first genera- 
tion or two of immigration resulting in low percentages of minor- 
ity races, and little opportunity for interracial marriage. 


In the case of the US, the creative success is due to the unbri- 
dled capacity for disregarding anything that has gone before; 
almost the antithesis of the Japanese method. While between 
them, Japan and America account for more than 51% of net 
worth in the world by current exchange rates,FN they crystallise 
much more than half of the creative driving force of civilisation 
and progress. Naturally, “creative driving force” is a subjective 
judgment, and impossible to quantify or measure, but given the 
concentration of wealth, the attraction of other culturally power- 
ful forces naturally gravitates to these two giants. 


China and a united Europe are closing fast, but the world cul- 
ture and economy is becoming so interwoven that this sort of 
international competition will be moot by the time Europe and 
China have closed the gap. For instance, at present exchange 
rates, China’s world net worth is just two percent.FN Japan and 
America have too much of a head start thanks to geographical 
influences. 


To some extent, Europe and America faltered due to the Age of 
Individualism.FN Nevertheless, centuries of separate political 
states that developed due to the geography of the European 
continentEN resulting in different languages and economic phi- 
losophies in Europe, were not obstacles which Japan or Amer- 
ica had to confront. The philosophies of monarchy and feudal- 
ism in Europe were replaced, to some extent, by a philosophy 
to encourage individual fulfilment regardless of social status. 
This individualism resulted in formerly marginal political players, 
specifically merchants, artists, lower aristocracy and the military 
classes, asserting authority over the masses. ‘Democracy’ was 
the banner used to create a new monetary tyranny in the West 
operated by the new power elite. This new power elite used 
populist democracy as a mantle to give the appearance of a ma- 
jority. 


“Propaganda has been a human activity as far back as reliable 
recorded evidence exists.”F N While claiming to be democratic, 
the new power elite simply became more adept at propaganda 


than the monarchs. The new elite had to be more adept at 
propaganda than the monarchs because the moneyed elites did 
not have centuries of filial piety and divine rule propaganda to 
rely on. Essentially, the monarchs had a big head start. 


One example of the new elite’s early propaganda was Shake- 
speare. Using the Name Game, Shake means “To brandish.” 
Rattling a sabre or shaking a spear is a sound indicating a war- 
like frame of mind, if not action. Shakespeare contains subtle, 
but generally unfavourable treatment of Africans and darker 
skinned characters. This was during the time of the early cru- 
sades, not unlike current Western crusades in the Near and Mid- 
dle East. Shakespeare was intended for a broad audience, and 
meant to instil in them a subconscious will to support ethnocen- 
tric religious wars. AS money became distributed according to 
achievement, the newly wealthy used their new economic 
power for political power. In Europe capitalism essentially be- 
came the best check on a tyranny of the democratic majority. 


Contrast Japan where just as the Age of Individualism was start- 
ing four hundred years ago in Europe, and individuals were en- 
forcing their will over others, Japan was consolidating the best 
points of feudalism into communitarian values. These communi- 
tarian values are presently the envy the world over, at least 
among those not blinded by racial or cultural biases. Europe’s 
misdirection was followed by the adoption of good and useful 
French political values in an American Constitution that was co- 


opted by the same power elite on the other side of the muddy 
puddle. These values and the US Constitution have been cor- 
rupted for use by vested military-industrial interests to create an 
extreme form of individualism that encroaches on the civil rights 
of others, particularly others who do not share those values or 
Constitution. 


Just because someone does not share your values does not 
mean you should not respect them with your values. If you do 
not respect them with your values, they will never learn the vir- 
tue of your values. This backwards and forwards ebb and flow 
of individualism and communitarianism is typical in Western cul- 
ture. Trial and error is a more respected form of evolution in the 
West. The words evolution and revolution are just a letter apart 
in English, whereas one Japanese word for revolution brings 
to mind almost entirely negative connotations, such as war and 
violence, rather than the more positive suggestion of the revolu- 
tion of the solar system. To some extent, this approach to revo- 
lution and evolution is a Western attitude that indicates a lack of 
respect for history. Ancestor worship, so much more prevalent 
in Japan, ensures that Japan does not recklessly try new theo- 
ries or methods. Other countries, particularly America, move 
through phases of development, experiment and explore vari- 
ous theories, and if unsuccessful, shelve the theory. Frequently, 
this results in two-steps backwards, one-step forward. This 
Causes circuitous progress, if any at all. In the name of pro- 
gress, the reverse often occurs. 


In contrast, Japan takes a more gradual approach. Until an idea 
is well tested, and likely to prove valuable, Japan does not dis- 
card the old ways. Ultimately, using this method Japan 
achieves more useful, practiced progress than other societies. 
Other than communitarianism, perhaps the best cross-cultural 
example of this contrast of Japan’s respect for the past, and the 
West’s lack of appreciation for the past, is animism. While many 
societies have discarded animism due to the successes of 
more organised religions, Japan, thanks to geographic isola- 
tion, has preserved animism, and enshrined the mythology in 
the Road ToDivineMorality. 


The real religion of Japan, the religion still professed in one form 
or other, by the entire nation, is that cult which has been the foun- 
dation of all civilized religion, and of all civilized society — 
ancestor-worship. 


That is to say, gods in the oldest Greek and Roman sense. 


The earliest ancestor-worship — ‘the root of all religions’ as Her- 
bert Spencer calls it — was probably coeval with the earliest defi- 
nite belief in ghosts. 


Although the religion of ghosts was once the religion of our forefa- 
thers — whether of northern or southern Europe — and although 
practices derived from it, such as the custom of decorating graves 
with flowers, persist to-day among our most advanced communi- 


ties — our modes of thought have so changed under the influ- 
ences of modern civilization that it is difficult for us to imagine how 
people could ever have supposed that the happiness of the dead 
depended upon material food. 


In fact, every advanced human society has, at some period of its 
history, passed through the stage of ancestor-worship, but it is to 
the Far East that we must look to-day in order to find the cult coex- 
isting with an elaborate civilization.-N 


Regarding communitarianism, while the West was developing 
individual rights, the StreamBenevolence era preserved the 
best parts of feudal cooperation to ensure the most good for the 
most number of people,FN albeit at a tremendous cost to indi- 
vidual liberties. The global village philosophy currently in vogue 
in the West essentially Japanese. Most countries are now trying 
to turn the clock-back to recapture the values Japan has pre- 
served. Naturally, Japan is not the only country to have pre- 
served values. Many other conservative cultures manage to 
avoid ‘backward’ progress. Saudi Arabia and, to a lesser extent, 
the United Kingdom are other examples. 


“The more restrictions and prohibitions there are in the world, the 
poorer the people will become. 

The more elaborate instruments [Different Interpretation: ‘sharp 
weapons’ the people possess, the more confused will the land be- 
come. 


The more skills and crafts the people have, the more bizarre ob- 
jects will be produced.FN 


“The more the universe seems comprehensible, the more it also

Return to NYC | 


What he is interested in are 
ideas, eternal ideas beyond 
all temporal and spatial 
limitations.

About this time, Persistence arrived in Japan. | am not as inter- 
ested in money as most people. In contrast, Persistence had 
married a lawyer, and expected an attorney’s salary. With the 
exception of divorce, her family does not have a history with the 
legal profession. Consequently, my perception of my duty as an 
attorney conflicted with her financial expectations. Placing my 
ethical, moral and professional obligations above my financial 
goals confused her. Once she realised that | had priorities 
which were more important than money, she became more dis- 
couraged. 


One of the advantages in marrying a foreigner is in the 
spouse’s culture most people are unable to recognise the for- 
eign spouse’s weak points as easily as the spouse’s culture rec- 
ognises the spouse’s weak points. For example, Persistence 
was raised in BeforeBridge. On more than one occasion, she 
confided in me that she felt like a country bumpkin in Capital- 
East. | have the same feeling about myself when | am in New 
York City. My upbringing in Rochester is much more rural than 
most people, even Americans, associate with the name: New 
York. There is a state of New York and a city of New York, just 
as there is both a prefecture and city of GrandHill. | was raised 
in the state, but not the city. The state of New York is equal in 
size to almost two-thirds of MainState. | lived more than 500 
kilometres from New York City. My upbringing was more like 
someone raised in AutumnRicePaddy City than someone 
raised in CapitalEast. 


New York City, like CapitalEast, is on an ocean coast, whereas 
Rochester, like AutumnRicePaddy, is on the coast of a different 
body of water, not an ocean. | was raised in a place analogous 
to the Japan Sea coast, specifically on one of the Great Lakes. 
‘My’ New York was on the opposite coast from the large me- 
tropolis. This area of the US is sometimes teasingly referred to 
as the North Coast of America. In Italian ‘la costa nord’ means 
‘the north coast,’ and ‘la cosa nostra’ refers to Chivalrous Or- 
ganisations. 


In America Persistence is not as self-conscious of her manners 
or non-cosmopolitan attitudes. The same could be said for me 
vis-a-vis Japan. When Persistence lives in Japan, she feels she 
has effectively dropped several notches on the social scale. 
Factors such as my age, attorney qualifications, travel, and fam- 
ily history distinguish my situation from Persistence’s. Neverthe- 
less, people with a similar upbringing recognise our shortcom- 
ings better than foreigners applies to me as much as to her. Un- 
fortunately, | do not think Persistence adequately values herself 
or her abilities. In discussions with classmates and acquain- 
tances before we were married, | acknowledged that Persis- 
tence lacked confidence. Nevertheless, | also used to joke that | 
had more than enough confidence for both of us. As events 
proved, | was ignorant to think | could compensate for her feel- 
ings of inadequacy. These are inner emotions for her to wrestle 
with alone. Permitting her to divorce me only permitted her to 


run from those feelings rather than confront them. Only she can 
resolve these issues. 


Perhaps because of this writing she will confront those issues, 
but | highly doubt that. If | could advise her, | would suggest she 
write a chronology of her life. Frankly, | would suggest everyone 
write a chronicle. You may be astonished at what you uncover. 
You may learn more than you thought possible. Most impor- 
tantly, by writing one’s own account, people may realise that 
chance, coincidence and luck are simply words we have as- 
cribed to things we do not understand. Accidents are incidents 
we are unable to explain satisfactorily. In other words, accidents 
are what we call incidents to excuse insufficient examination or 
analysis. Life is a journey to uncover things we are afraid to ad- 
mit to ourselves. 


The reality is that most people, in Japan, America, or anywhere, 
can see the purity of a person’s essence. The compassion my 
former wife showed from time to time engendered affection. Oth- 
ers could see these qualities in her as well. For instance, we of- 
ten went to see Dot, my mother’s mother, in Rochester. One 
time in Rochester, several caucasian women were having lunch 
at a table near us. As we exited the restaurant, they stopped us 
to say how beautiful Persistence was. The aura of her person 
obliged people to say so aloud. On another occasion, we were 
walking down a street near Steinharter’s house in New York 
City. A dark skinned woman backing her car out of her driveway 


stopped, lowered the passenger window of her car, and leaned 
over to tell Persistence she was “stunning, lovely.” Her beauty 
comes from inside, echoes on her exterior, and then bounces 
out for all of us to see, except her. | wish her radiance were as 
visible to her. 


9/11 airlines 


In August Dot became ill. Because my mother passed when | 
was a child, Dot’s role had become akin to a mother. In Septem- 
ber 2001, Dot would be 101 years old, and she still lived in 
Rochester, New York. My next elder sibling suggested | visit 
Dot. | am the eldest son, and probably took more responsibility 
for looking after Dot than if | had not been the eldest son. | con- 
sulted Persistence, and she agreed. | shopped around for 
flights to Rochester, New York. 


In recent years, the best prices | had found were on Asian air- 
lines. | avoid American airlines. | have repeatedly advocated the 
opening of American airspace to international competition. 
Airline market protectionism has prevailed largely because, | 
suspect, of the ability of many commercial airliners to carry sur- 
veillance equipment, particularly the flag carriers. | have no con- 
crete evidence of this, except for what | have deduced from the 
obvious. The surveillance is to collect political, diplomatic, mili- 
tary and industrial intelligence. Countries without satellite obser- 
vation capability could rely on aircraft mounted equipment. The 
information collected by the airline could be of use to the gov- 


ernment regulating the airline or the airline might collect the in- 
formation for resale. If American skies were open to interna- 
tional competition, commercial aircraft that was less amenable 
to the US Federal Government could easily collect information 
which is presently concealed. 


My experience, and the experience of people with whom | 
speak, is that service and prices on foreign airlines are gener- 
ally better than American airlines. Nevertheless, as | called 
around for a ticket in August 2001, | found that the only seats 
available were on American airlines. In addition, on this occa- 
sion, if | called and found a good price, checked another agent 
to compare prices, and called back the first agent, the seat was 
no longer available. This went on for several days, including an 
agent interrupting a lunch appointment to say the seat that had 
been available was no longer available. The agent asked me if | 
wanted to make a new reservation, and if so, would | be using 
the same agent. The agent was probably trying to make a point 
about my lunch partner. In any case, Dot’s death appeared im- 
minent, and | became a bit frustrated with the abuse | was re- 
ceiving. 


Before | left, | called Jim Moynihan at the American Embassy. 
This was the first time | had ever contacted him. Moynihan 

promptly answered the phone. | told Moynihan, who had also 
grown up in Rochester, | was returning to Rochester. | asked 
him if | should buy a mobile phone | could use internationally. 


There was no doubt in my mind that if anyone was plugged into 
the Incubator, Moynihan was one of them. The Affiliation Prod- 
uct: telephone was as accessible to him as that Affiliation Prod- 
uct was to me. Americans call mobile phones: cell phones. | 
avoid using the word ‘cell’ because cell is also a term used to 
explain communist political structures. My conversation with 
Moynihan was a veiled reference to releasing information freely 
as opposed to keeping a closed mouth. | was more inclined to 
speak freely and openly, and | was giving Moynihan an opportu- 
nity to tell me to shut up. The mobile phone | had only worked 
in Japan. Moynihan said that whether | buy a phone that works 
internationally depends on how much the phone company 
would charge me for the calls. 


| asked Moynihan if | should send his regards to someone in 
Rochester, and if there was anything | could do for him while | 
was in Rochester. He told me to contact a high school class- 
mate of his who was the founder of a Don & Bobs, then a ham- 
burger restaurant in Rochester. Moynihan said to call Moynihan 
after | returned to CapitalEast so he and | could meet for drinks. 
This was in August 2001. 


| had accepted a job with Phoenix Associates. | had started 
training, but not working. Phoenix Associates was explicitly not 
an English conversation school. The person that hired me, 
Adrian P. Crawley, was clearly a Handler, and my trainer for the 
employment. Crawley alluded to the fact Phoenix Associates 


was doing more than just English training for Japanese corpo- 
rate clientele. He discussed his experience with Britain’s intelli- 
gence gathering personnel in the UK. While we were standing 
on a balcony overlooking CapitalEast, he referred to the ability 
of mobile phones to track movement for surveillance. | replied 
to Crawley the same way | later replied to Joe Albert when Al- 
bert raised the same issue with me when | went to visit Albert 
on my trip that ended on 9/11: they can also track me by look- 
ing out the window. 


Frequently, entire training sessions involved conversations that 
had nothing to do with education, but everything to do with the 
sorts of Game | had been playing at Asahi and Rutan. What | 
found curious about Crawley’s remark was how someone who 
seemed to be a Handler or at least a Freelancer, had no con- 
ception of the activities of the Monitors. | suspect Phoenix Asso- 
ciates may be connected to a United Nations Project. 


In August, one of the foreign bar associations held an outdoor 
barbecue for the legal community at the American Embassy 
housing compound. | attended hoping to meet attorneys who 
knew of firms that were hiring. | spoke at length with an attorney 
or recruiter who gave me his business card. His name on the 
card was Towers Perrin, the name of Steinharter’s employer, 
and Persistence’s former employer. Since drafting this treatise, 
Towers Perrin, the Japanese video game company, Enron, 
Asahi Bank, Asahi Law Offices, Arthur Anderson and other insti- 


tutions where | worked or whose activities | have mentioned 
have changed their names because of mergers, or went bank- 
rupt. The Asahi merger with Nishimura & Partners was foreshad- 
owed by someone claiming to me that ButtocksInlet hated Mr. 
WesternVillage. 


During a conversation with Perrin and others, Perrin drifted 
back and forth to confer with some attorneys. One of them was 
Matthew Cahill. Another of the attorneys Perrin conferred with 
was Cahill’s law associate, whom | will call Mr. Associate be- 
cause | do not recall his name. Towers Perrin might have intro- 
duced Cahill to me. The experience calls to mind the attempted 
initial introduction of Moynihan. Cahill invited me to join the after 
party near the United Nations University, and | accepted. 


On the way in the taxi, | sat next to an attorney working for No- 
vartis, a Swiss pharmaceuticals company. | mentioned Phoenix 
Associates, and the attorney, a woman, made a point of asking 
me if | knew what a phoenix was. | did. A phoenix is a bird in 
Egyptian mythology that lived in the desert for 500 years and 
then consumed itself by fire, later to rise renewed from its 
ashes. The 500 year figure becomes significant with the aero- 
space industry, but she was also trying to point out my ability to 
overcome adversity. After the Japanese video game company 
fired me in Los Angeles, the Incubator quoted Winston Chur- 
chill: “Success in science is defined as moving from failure to 
failure with undiminished enthusiasm.” 


The host and sponsor of this August 2001 gathering, Cahill, 
was then a partner in the CapitalEast office of Tanaka, Akita, 
Nakagawa/Clifford Chance. At this function, Mr. Cahill sat at the 
head of the table of attorneys at a restaurant in BeforePrin- 
cessGods called Las Chicas. Las Chicas is Spanish for: the 
girls. To Cahill’s left sat Mr. Associate. | sat next to Mr. Associ- 
ate. With Cahill looking on, Mr. Associate confided in me that 
Clifford Chance always vetted potential clients thoroughly be- 
fore taking on their business. Three years later, the court ap- 
pointed their firm as my defense counsel at trial. The Incubator 
was planning my arrest at least three years in advance. 


During August and early September 2001, WisteriaThatOne 
was visiting CapitalEast from his home in New York. At our 
home in ValleyAstringent, | explained to WisteriaThatOne, Wein- 
saft, and Persistence the monitoring of my actions. | did not use 
the word ‘Incubator,’ but | tried to relay my experience of many 
of the incidents | have cited in this chronicle. According to what 
| had read on the Japanese Ministry of Foreign Affairs website 
from my computer at Asahi, there was a contingent of Japanese 
government employees providing aid in Israel, the West Bank, 
and war torn areas of the Middle East. | suggested that after my 
upcoming visit to the US, on my way back to Japan, Wisteria- 
ThatOne, and | visit the Middle East. | told WisteriaThatOne we 
could personally experience the area to consider what we could 
do. In an effort at lighthearted encouragement, | suggested we 
would call the results of our efforts the “WisteriaThatOne Ac- 


cords.” This remark resulted in a deluge of introductions to peo- 
ple named WisteriaThatOne. 


Viewed in hindsight, more than 12 years after these incidents 
took place, | cannot help but think my idea to go to the Middle 
East was a bit bonkers. Nevertheless, this example of my inter- 
est in the Middle East does illustrate how ubiquitous, and over- 
whelming certain Incubator Administrators can be. The Middle 
East Component was and is a bit cloying, and | felt | had to do 
something, anything to alter the Incubator’s inculcation. An anal- 
ogy would be the image of the Devil’s Tower perceived by the 
Indiana electrical lineman character of Roy Neary played by 
Richard Dreyfuss in the movie Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind. The character’s occupation is not a coincidence given this 
treatise’s theory of Electric Gods. Playing the Name Game with 
Roy Neary we find: 


7 Roy = acronym for Return on yen 
7 Neary = near why 


A note to anyone trying to associate the Devil’s Tower, the devil 
or evil, and the Middle East: Spielberg is an Identity associated 
with American Judaeo-Christian priorities, one of which would 
seem to be the crusades in Afghanistan and elsewhere. My illus- 
tration using the Neary character’s experience is not to suggest 

| think that the Devil’s Tower is valid representation of the evil of 
Middle Easterners, or Middle Easterners are analogous to 


agents for the devil. Middle Easterners are simply in fashion as 
America’s bogeymen to unite Americans against a common foe. 
One of my purposes in writing this chronicle is to illustrate 
American propaganda against irrational targets evidenced by 
Sinophobia, Japan-bashing, Islamist oppression, or whatever 
bad guy is convenient. Mr. Spielberg could have chosen many 
places for the climax of his movie. Devil’s Tower was incoinci- 
dental. 


The evil in this instance has more to do with religious wars, and 
the propaganda necessary for fighting those wars. The evil, if 
any, has more to do with self-defeating American hegemony 
than Middle Eastern bogeymen. Besides the Neary character’s 
occupation and the Judaeo-Christian imagery, other incoinciden- 
tal correlations from the movie would be the obsessive nature 
of telepathic imagery, and the twin towers of the Devil & WTC. 
One of many uses of 9/11 was to attempt to instil in me the 
proper fear of the Incubator. My diatribes, such as the Affiliation 
Product: Steven McIntire Allen return to Asia discussion at What 
the Dickens, and other seemingly offhand remarks, were, ac- 
cording to the Incubator, carte blanche for the Administrators to 
create Events such as 9/11. This was war, and the Administra- 
tors wished to make clear to me that they would stop at nothing. 
Moreover, the blood of the deaths would be on my hands. At 
least, that was their hope and theory, which has been more suc- 
cessful than | would like. 


Given the nature of the introduction and conversations with the 
WisteriaThatOnes, | began to see a pattern, even though Wiste- 
riaThatOne is a very common name. Playing a bilingual Name 
Game using Japanese and English: the sound of the name, ito, 
sounds similar to the Japanese word frequently used word for 
string or thread. The Incubator wished to emphasise that there 
was a common thread running through my life which | have 
tried to explain in this chronology. Also, a stringer is: “A free- 
lance correspondent not on the regular newspaper staff, espe- 
cially one retained on a part-time basis to report on events in a 
particular place.” Some reasons for the Incubator are to provide 
me fodder, a method to collect information, and a reason to re- 
port my experiences much like a stringer. 


After about fifteen minutes of discussion, WisteriaThatOne, We- 
insaft, and Persistence were skeptical of the evidence which | 
suggested indicated repeated surveillance of my activities. | 
said: ‘there is no need for me to go on explaining this to you. If 
you were able to understand me, you would understand me by 
now.’ Persistence and Weinsaft agreed. WisteriaThatOne dis- 
agreed, and left open the possibility that if | continued explain- 
ing myself, | might persuade him. At that point, | began to sus- 
pect WisteriaThatOne might be a Handler. 


He continued pressuring me for more information. WisteriaTha- 
tOne and | met for lunch. He encouraged me to write my 
thoughts down. | am grateful to him for that encouragement. | 


explained that | had not developed my thinking enough to write 
down. WisteriaThatOne encouraged me to visit New York City 
when | went to Rochester. He told me about a good sushi place 
in New York. Naturally there were many good sushi shops in 
CapitalEast, and encouraging me to visit a sushi shop in NYC 
was a bit like trying to sell coal to Newcastle. 


Perhaps other than repetition, the best hint someone is sending 
you an Affiliation Product is if the sender is a normally well- 
reasoned person and does something that does not seem well- 
reasoned. For many years | had known that the Meaning for the 
Affiliation Product: sushi is sex. This Meaning may be due in 
part to the cliche regarding the similarity of the smell of fish and 
the smell of women’s private parts. Also, sushi is not usually a 
home prepared meal, and ordering sushi could be analogous to 
obtaining a prostitute. As indicated above, my first job (other 
than delivering newspapers) was working at Price’s Seafoods, 
a fish shop in Brighton, New York. To me, the meaning of the 
sushi Affiliation Product that WisteriaThatOne was using was 
the Incubator was arranging a tryst for me in New York City. | 
said | would try to visit him in NYC. | began to suspect Wisteria- 


ThatOne was working for American or United Nations purposes. 


WisteriaThatOne confided in me his dream to build a huge real 
estate development. This huge city might be underwater, or 
where expansion is profitable only by a large-scale enterprise. 
This seemed to be best suited for an inhospitable environment. 


Visiting Dot 

| left RicePaddyReach on 23 August 2001. On the flight from Ri- 
cePaddyReach to America, | sat next to a passenger with the 
initials LT. | initially used initials for individuals in this treatise. At 
one point, | deleted her name completely and used pronouns to 
refer to her. After the first few months, | decided to use names. 
For the early drafts | saved the previous day’s draft in an ar- 
chive folder, so even though | had deleted even her initials at 
one point in the drafting process, | could refer to an archived 
draft to find her initials. In 2003, before standing up to leave the 
computer | saved the current draft on a 3.5” disc to avoid losing 
data when the Windows computer crashed. The computer al- 
most always crashed more than once a day. 


After finding her initials in an earlier draft, | looked in my Zaurus 
PDA to find LT’s full name, but her name no longer appeared in 
my PDA. The Zaurus was not connected to the Internet. Simi- 
larly, not long after writing about the IME function on my pocket 
PC, supra, the pocket PC ceased to adequately function. Since 
initially finding her name in my PDA when citing her for the first 
time, one of two incidents occurred. Either, | erased her name 
in the PDA, or another entity erased the name from my PDA. 

If another entity erased her name in my PDA, that entity would 
need to select one of two methods to erase data in my PDA. 
One method is the entity would have someone manually access 


my PDA and erase the name. The other option is the entity re- 
motely accessed my PDA to delete the name. 


| was led to believe in 2001 that technology existed to remotely 
access digital machines via power line communication. In 2010, 
| provided a manuscript of this treatise to an editor, and ex- 
plained that understanding in the draft. The editor was skeptical 
of the existence of such technology. Nevertheless, after the edi- 
tor conducted a simple Internet search, he found a web site de- 
scribing the technology. | viewed the home page of that site as 
well. The site’s URL was http://www.cepca.org/. On 23 April 
2011 at 05:39 JST | tried to view that site. | received: “Bad Re- 
quest (Invalid Hostname).” 


LT’s full name is not the first example of data that has been lost 
to ‘technical malfunction.’ Given the frequency with which | find 
names in my PDA, but | am unable to find the same name later, 
one would normally expect to recall deleting at least one of 
those names oneself. In any case, for LT, rather than a full 
name, | will use the initials in this instance because | no longer 
have access to her full name. 


Ms. LT claimed to be a teacher in the New York City public 
school system. Like many public school systems in American 
urban centres, the New York City public school system is 
plagued with endemic problems. LT had two political issues to 
discuss: one, a candidate from the New York City mayoral con- 
test; and two: education. This was the same mayoral contest 


which Mr. Michael Bloomberg eventually won. Mr. Bloomberg is 
the founder of the company Mr. O’Leary, discussed later, then 
worked for: Bloomberg LP. 


After commercial uses, political purposes are the most common 
use for the Incubator. For instance, LT’s mayoral contestant had 
several political issues confronting him. The issues the Incuba- 
tor would poll me on could be strategic, as in political opinions 
or tactical, as in how to manoeuvre best for position in the politi- 
cal contest. The Incubator’s main purpose is to provide a 
source of counsel and wisdom for these political contestants or 
office holders. 


Perhaps because her ancestry might have been Latino, or be- 
cause of her build, or the issue of education, which President 
Bush had recently made a primary priority of his campaign, LT 
reminded me a bit of Bush’s wife. LT encouraged me to visit 
New York City. Two men who reminded me of partners from Ru- 
tan & Tucker were sitting in front of us, but on the other side of 
the airplane aisle. They were talking loudly, motioning, and indi- 
cating an erect penis. This was, | found out later, related to Wis- 
teriaThatOne’s reference to sushi. The two Rutan-types turned 
and looked at me repeatedly. | put earplugs in my ears. When 
they turned to look at me, | looked out the window, and pointed 
to one of my earplugs. They quieted down. 


| arrived in Rochester. On a visit to Dot, | entered the lobby of 
the Rochester Friendly Home where Dot lived. | signed in at the 


front desk. The front desk receptionist, an older woman, was 
reading the book Atlas Shrugged by Ayn Rand. On the cover of 
the book was a picture of Atlas holding the world above his 
head. The receptionist and | made pleasant conversation. 

She encouraged me to read Atlas Shrugged. Atlas Shrugged, 
like maps, was being repeatedly brought to my attention, but in 
contrast to the map incidents which involved both Japanese 
and non-Japanese people, the Atlas Shrugged incidents were 
brought to me solely by non-Japanese people. 


Playing the Name Game with the title: an atlas is a book of 
maps, and just a few months before, the Incubator was barrag- 
ing me with maps until | wrote the Geography 101 email. Alta, 
Utah, where | spent a year skiing, is atlas spelled backwards fol- 
lowed by my first initial. Alta is the name of a tall building in Re- 
layStationNew. The large sign on the building is a common gath- 
ering point. The proper noun, Atlas, is an English word derived 
from the Greek language. American public schools teach de- 
mocracy began in Greece. In Greek mythology, Atlas was a Ti- 
tan condemned by Zeus to support the heavens upon his shoul- 
ders. Titans in Greek mythology are a family of giants, the chil- 
dren of Uranus and Gaea. They sought to rule heaven. The fam- 
ily of Zeus overthrew and supplanted them. The satellite Titan, 
the second from Saturn and the second largest in the solar sys- 
tem is “the only natural satellite known to have a dense atmos- 
phere, and the only object other than Earth for which clear evi- 
dence of stable bodies of surface liquid has been found.”FN 


If one accepts that | am describing a Search for Zero in this 
chronology, the Affiliation Product: double refers to my ability 
to duplicate the Search for Zero. The proposed artificial satellite 
explained later would be duplicating the largest satellite circling 
Earth: the moon. Titan, also referred to as a moon, is Saturn’s 
largest and the eleventh in distance from Saturn. “Titan was a 
family of U.S. expendable rockets used between 1959 and 
2005.”EN In 2001, | watched Remember the Titans on the in- 
flight entertainment on one of my flights to Japan. Shrug 
means: “to hunch (the shoulders) up to express doubt, indiffer- 
ence, or dislike.” 


The Incubator wanted to affiliate Atlas Shrugged and the Geog- 
raphy 101 email. The Americans knew | had no military connec- 
tion, except for joining an extracurricular club at St. Lawrence, 
and no computer industry connection, except for my law clients. 
The Americans thought | just did not care. My indifference was 
largely due to the distrust | have for America. | am not as apa- 
thetic, as | am afraid to cooperate with such a violent, chaotic, 
infantile government. 


Dot’s condition improved until she was able to walk. | spent 
time with her, until | thought she was bored of me. | contacted 
Joe Albert from TUJ Law to see if | could stay with him if | vis- 
ited New York City. He said yes, so | went for a few days. In 
New York City, LT invited me to dinner. She claimed to be ethni- 
cally Latin American, and was attempting to affiliate herself with 


George Wilson Bush’s spouse. Bush’s initials are GWB, the 
same initials as the George Washington Bridge, and the Incuba- 
tor had told me when | lived in New York City that the George 
Washington Bridge is the best way to get out of New York. 

LT and | went to a private, respected club for journalists in New 
York City. She claimed to be a member. This could suggest one 
of two things. First, she may have been a journalist, or this din- 
ner was in some way connected to journalism. Second, this din- 
ner and journalism had no connection. In other words, the type 
of the club was intentionally misleading. 


In cultures where information is more valuable than commodi- 
ties, people often label things what they are not. Symbolism is 
often created by naming something the opposite of what that 
thing is. One example which occurred about 1867 is the use of 
restoration in the phrase: ‘GovernmentBright Restoration’. De- 
spite the use of the word restoration to suggest power was be- 
ing restored to the Chrysanthemum throne, power has practi- 
cally never lived in that throne, so restoring power there is an 
oxymoron. With only brief exceptions more than a thousand 
years ago,, the Chrysanthemum throne has never been the cen- 
tre of Japanese political power. To claim a restoration occurred 
at the beginning of the GovernmentBright Era implies a primacy 
that never really existed. A better translation of the word would 
be renovation or revitalisation.FN 


Americans in America are more inclined to label things what 
things are, what things will become, or what Americans hope 
the things will become. The frontier mentality encourages this. 
In a developing nation such as America, to develop something, 
one creates a self-fulfilling prophecy. Calling America a melting 
pot is just one example of this. More so in the English language 
than the American language, for example in British literature, 
symbolism involves calling things what they are not, as well as 
what they are. In contrast, average Americans are less inclined 
to subterfuge for symbolic purposes. In more sophisticated as- 
pects of Japanese culture, one finds more similarities to British 
than American culture. For example, Japanese culture labels 
things to misdirect those who are unable to recognise the true 
essence of a thing without a label. This is a bit Taoist. 


According to Lao-tzu, whatever is, or can be, designated by a 
word, i.e. “name,” is not real. Contrary to Confucius, who attaches 
great importance to names as indicators of the ontological es- 
sences of things, Lao-tzU regards them as so many delimitations, 
and therefore so many deformations, of the eternally limitless and 
absolutely undetermined Reality. 


The names by which distinctions are made between things are all 
nothing but conventional names established for the convenience 
of practical life.” FN 


By mislabeling we develop the true essence of a thing, although 
the true essence of the thing may be the opposite of what we 
Call it. 


People’s names are an example of this. The characters of the 
name ideographically portray the parent’s hopes for the child. 
As often as not, the child becomes the opposite of what the par- 
ent named the child.FN Partially, this may be a child’s natural 
instinct to develop individuality, or the result of the conflict of the 
exterior and interior existence. The exterior differs from the inte- 
rior, and recurring dualism arises. At the very least, the differ- 
ence in the label and the reality creates a distinction. That dis- 
tinction can create a friction that can give an item more power 
than if that item were simply accurately named. 


The exterior and interior are never one. Even the exterior or inte- 
riors taken separately are not one. Nothing is entirely pure. Con- 
sequently, names tend to have a conflicted nature. 


What he Is interested in are ideas, eternal ideas beyond all tempo- 
ral and spatial limitations. What he is interested in is not con- 
cretely existent persons, things, and places, but Something lying 
behind or beyond these phenomenal forms and names, as it natu- 
rally emerges out of the existential depths of Being in the form of 
eternal, archetypal images.FN 


There is a huge difference between actual and perceived real- 
ity. To rectify this, | try to interpret symbolism as a path to better 


understanding my reality. Because | have more experience with 
American culture, for many years | strived to learn the Japa- 
nese interpretation of symbolism. My American was good 
enough. Consequently, | strove to develop my ability to interpret 
Japanese symbolism using Image Guidance. Now that | know 
the Japanese better than they know themselves, | could care 
less about Japanese symbolism. Most of all | want to leave this 
country. 


Returning to the incident with LT, | was not attracted to this 
woman in the least. She introduced me to a good-looking mem- 
ber of the staff, with whom she seemed to have a romantic con- 
nection. If LT and | had tried to have sex unassisted, | would not 
have become erect. After dinner in the taxi, | suddenly had a 
solid erection. Until that day, | had never consumed a drug used 
to treat erectile dysfunction, but such a drug had been put in my 
dinner.

Strawberry Fields is an area in Central Park dedicated to, and 
maintained by a foundation created by Ms. ChildWesternStyle 
ArchPlain and John Lennon. In 1996, Persistence and | were 
supposed to have been married in Strawberry Fields. Because 
of the weather, we were married across the street. In Septem- 
ber 2001, | was sitting not far north of Strawberry Fields when | 
met a Japanese woman. Within a few moments, 
she volunteered that she had worked for a 


woman’s organisation started by Ms. ChildTaka stairway 


CommunityEarth. Ms. CommunityEarth and Per- Lt 


ber en 


sistence graduated from the same university, 
which is where | met Persistence. Commu- 
nityEarth was perhaps the most prominent female 
Japanese politician until her retirement in 2005. 
CommunityEarth was born in and represented 
StorehouseSoldier Prefecture in the House of 
Representatives. She was a member of the Japa- 
nese Socialist Party from 1969. The year Commu- 
nityEarth retired from the Diet | moved to Gran- 


Prefecture. CommunityEarth was the name of the — Maps) 
principal of my daughter’s day care centre in Gran- 
dHill. 


About the first week of September 2001, | went for dinner with 
this young woman from Strawberry Fields. We went to a restau- 
rant close to Fort Greene, where Persistence and | used to live 
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in Brooklyn. The restaurant was a favourite Asian restaurant of 
Persistence’s and mine in Brooklyn Heights. The woman and | 
took the subway to dinner, and planned to walk across the 
Brooklyn Bridge on the way to the restaurant. We alighted from 
the subway at the Brooklyn Bridge — City Hall Station. | started 
up the stairs from the subway station to the street level, but my 
date was dawdling. Some years ago at this corner 
on a sleepy Sunday morning, | had politely cor- 
rected a driver for turning right on red. The driver 
apologised and claimed to be from New Jersey. In 
most areas of the US, a law permits one to turn 
right at a red stoplight, if you treat the red light as 
one treats a stop sign. In New York City, except to 
and from a one-way street, there is no such law, 
so autos must wait for the light to turn green be- 
fore turning. 


At the bottom of the stairs leading to the street, my 
companion was talking to someone, or looking at 
something out of my line of vision. In hindsight, | 
realised she was probably intentionally dawdling 
to cause me to pause. As | came to the top of the 
stairs exiting the subway heading southwest, | 
looked to my left across Centre Street to the southeast at the 
Brooklyn Bridge. On the northeast corner was the old City Hall, 
the building where Persistence and | had received our wedding 
license. Under that building, although | was unable to see them 
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at the time, there was a camera 
crew filming in my direction. | 
turned back around to my right 
to look back down the stairs for 
the woman. As | turned, while 
glancing west southwest, | saw 
a plane bank over New Jersey, Si 
and appear to head into the 
WTC. | looked down the stairs, A 
and called to the woman. | then Df 
suddenly realised what | had 

just seen, and quickly turned 
back to look for the plane.

Behind me on the other side of the street, filming over my shoul- 
der in the direction of the banking plane, and the twin towers of 
the WTC, was the camera crew. In front of me was the World 
Trade Centre. The camera crew would have film footage of me 
facing the camera, then turning around while standing in front of 
the Twin Towers appearing to observe a practice run of 9/11 
which was to occur less than a week later. The plane had now 
turned so it was heading straight for the WTC, and | was stand- 
ing behind the World Trade Centre, so | could no longer see the 
plane. Nevertheless, the camera crew had taken footage that 
appeared to be the exact angle of footage replayed scores of 
times on television a few days later. This became an Image in 
the Affiliation Product: 9/11. 


My date eventually ascended the stairs. We crossed the street 
where | then first saw the camera crew under the old City Hall 
building. The woman and | then walked to dinner. The food was 
terrible, and my date and | did not enjoy each other’s company. 
| missed my wife. After dinner, the woman took the subway 
home from Brooklyn Heights, and | went for a walk in our old 
neighbourhood. 


Parachutes 


Joe Albert, my classmate from law school in CapitalEast who 
looks very similar to Bill Clinton, was my host while | was stay- 
ing downstate. He had an undergraduate science degree, and 
we both had considered becoming patent attorneys. Albert is at 
least ten years older than | am. When | lived in Virginia, he had 
offered me a job. In school in CapitalEast, and again this time 
when | stayed with Albert at his home in Sleepy Hollow, Albert 
discussed an idea he had to put parachutes on airplanes. The 
American space shuttle uses parachutes to slow down on land- 
ing, but Albert’s idea would be for emergency use. Albert would 
laugh, saying it was a bit of a strange idea, but a good one. | 
laughed too. | am not laughing now. 


On my return to Rochester, Dot was doing well, so | moved up 
my return flight to Japan about a week, departing New York on 
10 September 2001. At the baggage claim in RicePaddyReach 
airport, | met an Event Planner. | took the train home from Rice- 
PaddyReach. About the time | was falling asleep in ValleyAstrin- 


gent two planes entered the World Trade Centre Towers, one 
plane went down in Pennsylvania, and one supposedly 
bounced into the Pentagon. All the planes were built by my for- 
mer client when | worked for Paul Hastings. 


If the Incubator is to be believed, the American military shot 
down the last two alleged planes. The Incubator provided me 
with the reports that the last two planes were shot down by the 
US military using discreet methods. Information reported to me 
by a screen flashed on the Internet while another page is load- 
ing, or other sources which are equally impossible to substanti- 
ate, indicated that less damage could have resulted if Colin 
Powell had been quicker to ignore the century old prohibition on 
using the American military on American soil.

Rutan & Tucker is the 
largest law firm in Orange County, and the only law firm in 
Southern California with a Public Law department. | had heard 
when | was working at Rutan & Tucker there were still some 
sore spots among attorneys who had been involved in the Or- 
ange County bankruptcy fiasco. Costa Mesa, Orange County, 
where Rutan & Tucker is located, had also been the home to a 
corporation from the defense merger | worked on at White & 
Case. The corporation had sold its aerospace and defense busi- 
nesses to the Paul Hastings client, and in 1999 transferred 
headquarters to the hometown of Allen-Bradley, the corpora- 
tion’s leading brand. Allen, Bradley is my father’s name. My fa- 
ther was born in Michigan. Allen-Bradley’s headquarters is in 


Wisconsin, a state bordering Michigan. Grandpa Harold’s paper 
trail is hiding in plain site, or maybe plane site. 


When | returned to CapitalEast, | went to see Crawley at Phoe- 
nix Associates. | told Crawley what happened to me in New 
York City. Crawley, a British National, was not impressed. | quit 
Phoenix Associates. According to the Daily Yomiuri delivered to 
our door, Yusen Yagi died of a heart attack. During the unfold- 
ing of the Enron bankruptcy scandal, the Incubator media fea- 
tured the US arm of Asahi Arthur Anderson: Arthur Anderson. 
One of the American partners resigned due to his responsibility 
in the scandal. This was an Affiliation Product for the Asahi Ar- 
thur Anderson executive with whom | had bonded when | was 
working at Asahi. Moreover, “Arthur Andersen LLP, based in Chi- 
cago, . . . voluntarily surrendered its licenses to practice as Cer- 
tified Public Accountants in the United States after being found 
guilty of criminal charges relating to the firm’s handling of the 
auditing of Enron. [. . . ] One of the few revenue-generating as- 
sets that the Andersen firm still has is Q Centre, a conference 
and training facility outside of Chicago. [ . . . ] The former consul- 
tancy arm of the firm, now known as Accenture, which had split 
from the accountancy side in 1987 and renamed themselves af- 
ter splitting from Andersen Worldwide in 2000, continues to op- 
erate and has become one of the largest multinational corpora- 
tions in the world.” 


God of War 


Persistence and | visited her mother in BeforeBridge. For sev- 
eral hours | took her mother’s dog for a walk along a river close 
to her mother’s home. | was at a loss on how to proceed, and | 
appreciated the solitary time alone, walking in the countryside. 
The dog, who spent almost all of his life chained up, enjoyed 
the walk too. As | walked along the river’s embankment, | was 
again left with the nagging problem of what direction in which to 
steer. My peace in the Middle East Project had, to say the least, 
not turned out well. Now, what was | going to do? | thought 
about the themes in my life that went back the furthest. What 
things did | find interesting? Whose life should | use as a role 
model? If | could be anyone, fictional or real, who would | be? If 
| could do anything imaginable, what would that be? Again, | 
had to think of something that was worthwhile because of how 
many lives, and how much time, money and energy appeared 
to be wasted in my direction. No less strange than coming up 
with ‘peace in the Middle East,’ my mind turned to Star Trek, 
and Jean Luc Picard. If | could do anything | wanted, | would ex- 
plore the galaxies in a spacecraft. Thus begun my first concrete 
understanding of the Aerospace Project. 


| visited the GodOfArchery&War PalaceShrine near my 
home. This is a shrine to one of the three Japanese gods of 
war.FN The ideographs for this god can be literally translated 
as eight flags. Eight is a lucky number in Japanese. 

One of the Roman gods of war, Mars, was the God of War and 
Agriculture. The next furthest planet from the Sun after Earth is 


called Mars in English, a red planet. The ShipSun flag of Japan 
has a red globe. 


“The war god Hachiman, for example — to whom parish-temples 
are dedicated in almost every large city — is the apotheosized 
spirit of Emperor Ojin, patron of the famed Minamoto clan.FN 


After rewriting this manuscript, | discovered my legally regis- 
tered alias in Japan at the time | published this manuscript on 
the web in 2011, and the name | intend to take if granted Japa- 
nese citizenship, is transliterated as Minamoto which means 
source or origin. GodOfArchery&War could also be translated 
as ‘metal globe,’ a reference to a Dyson’s Sphere. At the offices 
of the shrine, | inquired about how | could study. The caretakers 
of the shrine directed me across the street to the AbundantHar- 
vestProsperousFoxDeity Shrine practice studio. At the prac- 
tice studio, | spoke with the master. After a brief conversation, 
the master and | sat in silent contemplation. The master broke 
the silence to suggest | go to CapitalCapital. | felt like Yoda had 
just told me to find a higher power. Four years later | moved to 
the prefecture neighbouring CapitalCapital. 


Welcome to the Hotel California 


In October | called Jim Moynihan at the Embassy. Before | had 
left for America, he suggested | call him when | returned. Moyni- 
han suggested meeting at the bar Paddy Foley’s, again. About 
25 October, | met Moynihan, and several others, including 


Moynihan’s spouse, a friend of Moynihan’s who | was supposed 
to suspect was associated with the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA), and the alleged son of the alleged IRA friend. Moynihan 
and | discussed his work. Moynihan claimed to be working ona 
new security detail. The details were still fuzzy, but the opera- 
tion was not in the public sector. Moynihan was suggesting he 
was working on my Aerospace Project. 


| began teaching English to Yoko Ueki, a member of the Ameri- 
can Embassy’s Personnel Office. When | taught English, as at 
Rutan & Tucker/Asahi, | received money to talk to the people 
the Administrators sent after me. The pay at Asahi had not been 
enough for unproductive chatting and nonsense. The hourly 
rate in my English lessons was even less. The agendas people 
wished to discuss with me were not very challenging. | have 
taught English from time to time. | find it painful. | have no train- 
ing in teaching English, and casual conversation bores me. 
These people must have been fully aware of the Incubator. 


| met with Moynihan in his office at the American Embassy, and 
we went to lunch in the embassy cafeteria. American embassy 
complexes are very similar to forts. In contrast, Japanese em- 
bassies are more like inns.| told him | was interested in becom- 
ing Ambassador, and a Diet Representative. He said he did not 
know many people at the Diet so he could not be much help 
there. About this time, | applied for a Trade Specialist position at 
the American Embassy. | spoke with Ira Kassof. Both his first 


and last names are traditionally Jewish names. On 03 October 
2001 | interviewed with Alan Turley, the ranking Department of 
Commerce officer, and his assistant Steve. Both men share one 
of my names. From the start of the interview, | could sense they 
were toying with me, and were not going to offer me the job. 
During the interview, sirens in the building began wailing, and 
lights flashing, but no one seemed very alarmed. Mr. Turley 
said this was a drill. At the end of the interview/drill, Turley and 
Steve walked me via the elevator to the guard station at the 
building exit. AS we were saying our goodbyes, Turley suddenly 
began a story about when he worked at the American Embassy 
in London, and a taxi driver had left an unexpected package for 
Turley at the entrance. The package contained no note or indi- 
cation of the package contents. Initially, the London Embassy 
treated the package as a security threat. He opened the pack- 
age and found a bottle of Scotch whisky. 


Mcintire is Scottish. Scots make Scotch whisky in Scotland. 
Scots are famous for being brutal. When | lived in the United 
Kingdom, | was a courier driver in London. Couriers bring mes- 
sages. Kassof and Steve likely believed they were receiving 
messages from my Image Guidance. Also, while | lived in Lon- 
don, there were multiple transportation disasters killing hun- 
dreds of people. One of these disasters was in Lockerbie, Scot- 
land: a jet, again made by the Paul Hastings client, allegedly 
bombed by a Libyan. The bomber’s sentencing was now regu- 
larly in the media. Turley was euphemistically explaining that 


Moynihan, or someone, had told Turley | was a possible secu- 
rity threat, but Turley did not find me dangerous. 


Erectile Dysfunction = Ed 


For years, wherever Persistence and | had lived, | had encour- 
aged Alkalay, my law school housemate, to come visit. Persis- 
tence and | had repeatedly visited Alkalay in New York City be- 
fore we moved to the City. | had met Alkalay’s mother and 
grandmother. | had visited Alkalay in Washington, DC. | wanted 
to repay his hospitality. 


After the phone call from Alkalay while | was driving to Rutan & 
Tucker, | still thought we could serve a purpose in each other’s 
lives. | could not play this Game in a vacuum, on a field of one. 
| thought that there might be people who were useful to me, no 
matter how much | hated and despised them. No matter how 
much | disagreed with what they were working to achieve, | real- 
ised that | might need to help those people understand me to 
move the Aerospace Project forward, and steer them in a direc- 
tion which would be best for all. Nevertheless, | was suspicious 
of Mr. Alkalay. World Events transpiring since that phone call, 
particularly 9/11, had only heightened my suspicions. For years 
| had adhered to the American organised crime proverb: ‘keep 
your friends close, and your enemies closer.’ 


Alkalay called me by phone from Washington, DC. He was hop- 
ing to visit Japan. He asked me for advice about the trip, and 


because of Japanese etiquette | suggested he bring business 
cards. | feel ill at ease, principally in Japanese, when someone 
offers me a business card, and | do not have one. Conscience 
dictates | reciprocate generosity. | try to be as strict with my ac- 
quaintances as | am with myself. 


Ms. Ueki, my English student working at the American Em- 
bassy, had told me the US government does not provide civil 
servants with business cards. Alkalay confirmed this. | sug- 
gested Alkalay have business cards printed with English on one 
side, and the Japanese language on the other. He thought that 
might be easier to do in CapitalEast than Washington, so he 
suggested | make some up for him. | agreed, ordered and 
bought the cards. He reimbursed me the next month in Capital- 
East. While determining how the card should read, | became 
confused: for whom did Alkalay work? He had always claimed 
he worked for the Department of Justice. Now, he suddenly in- 
structed me to have Department of State printed on the cards. 
He explained: the work he did related to both, and the official 
supervision came through the Department of State. Besides the 
Department of State, the division or bureau Alkalay instructed 
me to put on the cards was not something one associates with 
the Justice Department. The bureau was more like an informa- 
tion agency. My suspicions increased. 


Alkalay asked me where to visit in Japan. | suggested a visit to 
a rural area not a tourist destination. | thought by doing seeing 


rural Japan Alkalay could better appreciate what | identify as 
the real Japan. | suggested Alkalay visit CastleConstellations. 
Alkalay liked the idea, so | contacted Mr. HusbandBecome 
TreeSmallBell to see if he could host Alkalay on an introduction 
to rural CastleConstellations. TreeSmallBell had now been 
transferred from the RollingStone Board of Education to the 
RollingStone Mayor’s office. | was hoping TreeSmallBell, a vil- 
lage elder, could show Alkalay around TreeSmallBell’s home- 
town, a village close to RollingStone, CastleConstellations. 
TreeSmallBell agreed. Alkalay arrived at RicePaddyReach, 
stayed with us for a couple days, visited TreeSmallBell in Castle- 
Constellations, and returned to stay with us in CapitalEast. 


While in CapitalEast, Alkalay and | went to visit a well-known 
shrine. The shrine was popular with foreign and Japanese tour- 
ists, and today was no exception. A Japanese man suddenly 
walked up to me and started discussing Christianity. | will call 
this stranger Mr. Born Again. Mr. Born Again asked me if Christ 
was this or that, and | told him that Christ is that or this if he be- 
lieves Christ is. After he left, Alkalay promptly walked up to me 
and asked me why Mr. Born Again began speaking to me. | 
knew the moment Born Again had approached me that this was 
a setup, and Alkalay understood that as well. Born Again and 
people like him are just one tiny part of the daily Incubator to 
which | had become accustomed. 


Nevertheless, | think Alkalay saw this as just one man who had 
been sent to mess with me by, Alkalay believed, Alkalay’s co- 
workers in the US Federal Government. Alkalay had no idea of 
the scale of the forces in Japan or elsewhere, and no substan- 
tial conception of the Incubator. Alkalay’s visit to Japan seemed 
to be dedicated to derailing me, and orienting Alkalay to the In- 
cubator, if possible. 


At Kojima Law Offices, and at Asahi, there had been attorneys 
who had spent time in mental health institutions. At Asahi, | was 
introduced to a senior partner who had recently returned from a 
leave of absence for mental health reasons, or so | was told. 
When his past inpatient status was explained to me in front of 
him, | distinctly recall the look in his eye. | do not recall his 
name, so | will refer to him as Not Sick Partner. The person 
who introduced me to Not Sick Partner explained that Not Sick 
Partner had just returned to work after being institutionalised in 
a mental health facility. After hearing this, my gaze went from 
the speaker to the Not Sick Partner, who had a mischievous 
look in his eye. Not Sick Partner knew they had been messing 
with him. He knew the ‘mental health treatment’ was a farce, 
and Not Sick Partner knew at the time | met Not Sick Partner 
they were toying with me, just as Privacy Partner from Rutan 
knew they were toying with me. There were no words spoken, 
but | could tell Not Sick Partner knew that if you did not play 
along, the going would only become more difficult. There was 
no beating the Incubator. If you struggled against them, you 


were not going to win, and no one would thank you for your ef- 
forts. 


My experience at Rutan and elsewhere had exposed me to the 
psychological meddling that | knew the legal industry liked to 
visit on members to see of what they are made. Since | left 
Asahi, | made no secret of my disdain for the way law was prac- 
ticed at that law firm; if one can call that practicing law. Except 
for a registration number, the legal profession seemed to be al- 
most identical to organised crime. | was not shy about telling 
people who told me they knew ButtocksInlet, such as Attorney 
BlessingTrust CentreSmall, that Asahi used fictitious clients, 
and the other sort of hijinks that occurred while | was working 
there. Asahi undoubtedly heard of my accusations. Perhaps | 
had been blacklisted from finding another legal job the minute | 
resigned from Asahi, or perhaps | became blacklisted because | 
would not keep quiet. | knew if | had shut up and played their 
game, contrast The Game, | could have gone back to the ‘pro- 
fession,’ but if | had to compromise my ethics, principles and 
calling in that manner, was that a profession? People like Born 
Again were sent after me by Administrators who wished to pro- 
tect the way ButtocksInlet and others practiced law. 


To some extent, | think | can serve Japan, and some Japanese 
individuals appreciate that. Alkalay is unable to see the poten- 
tial advantage to Japan. Nor can he see the harm America does 
to Japan, itself, or the world. My value to these Japanese indi- 


viduals as a mouthpiece may be immeasurable. | do think there 
are Factions in Japanese who value me, and could use me. Al- 
kalay’s concern was Born Again’s Faction was successfully per- 
suading me | was a Christ figure. | have never been, nor hoped 
to be, anyone’s saviour, Christ figure or anything similar. We 
are all our own saviour. Each of us must save ourselves, and 
any help that anyone else gives any of us along the way is only 
marginally effective, if not counter productive. 


Alkalay believed the Search for Zero, if Alkalay recognised the 
Search for Zero as such, was duping me into believing | was a 
Christ figure. | soent a considerable amount of time fending off 
people like Born Again, so | had much practice, and | was not 
being duped. | clearly understood the role Freelancers, such as 
Born Again, play in the Incubator. Playing along with Born 
Again’s Game was not a problem for me, but my playing along 
was a very big problem for Alkalay. | knew then that Handlers 
and Freelancers are, if not a farce, simply playing at theatre. | 
thought that, again to use the martial arts principle, if | could 
use my opponent’s strengths against my opponent, | could 
throw them over to the side of the Aerospace Project, and move 
us both beyond this nonsense. 


The problem was Alkalay did not know, nor do | suspect he now 
knows, the necessity of using the Incubator against itself. What 
| do not Know is: is there a Faction that wants to put me to use, 


not as a Christ figure, but as a mouthpiece for goals as a focal 
point for driving forward the Aerospace project? 


After the shrine, we went for lunch. We were eating in a small, 
basement restaurant. We had a leisurely lunch, so as we ate 
many of the weekday lunchtime patrons came and went during 
the lunch hour. When we first entered, the mood of the room 
was neutral, the positive and negative mood in the room fairly 
well balanced each other. | expressed my ideas, and | felt some 
Image Guidance in the room. Particularly the conversations 
around us were positive and constructive. 


At one point, however, | felt as though the positivity abandoned 
me, as if the spirit(s) were sucked out of the air. Perhaps the 
change in mood was due to Alkalay, and/or the gradual exiting 
of patrons. Perhaps the point of the sensation of the abandon- 
ment of positivity when the patrons exited was: this was how | 
would feel all the time if | left Japan. 


The restaurant became nearly empty. Left there alone with Alka- 
lay, | could feel the negativity, distrust, and insecurity emanating 
from him. Alkalay said something discouraging, and | shot back: 
“They don’t think you’re a god.” To some extent, the Search for 
Zero is an attempt at deification, a search for a Holy Grail, and | 
was doing my best to derail those who were pretending or really 
believed | could be some sort of deliverer of salvation. Neverthe- 
less, to some extent, the Aerospace Project is an effort at salva- 
tion, the search for a fountain of youth, travel to the heavens, 


and delivery from our worldly woes, so the line could be easily 
blurred, if one is not vigilant. 


The other side of a blurred line across which a Zero might fall 

is, to use a phrase from Star Wars: “The dark side.” A Zero 
could easily be tempted to megalomania, and Alkalay was in- 
tent on finding anything he could use, such as my remark: 
“They do not think you are a god,” or even less incriminating ac- 
tions or statements of mine that he could use to show | had suc- 
cumbed, and discredit me for his task masters in D.C. Alkalay 
was eager for evidence of my slide into that dark side because 
this was his job duty with the US Government. Nevertheless, | 
was trying to explain that | was being vigilant, and that | was 
aware what | was up against. 


Megalomania requires assent by the putative megalomaniac. If 
one realises they are blowing smoke up your ass, and one is 
taking precautions against being duped, the accusation that 
one is a megalomaniac is still problematic. One way to take pre- 
cautions against being duped by others is to acknowledge and 
draw attention to these external forces that are falsely luring 
one towards an unbalanced assessment of one’s place in the 
world. There is a breed of legal practitioner who permits all the 
hot air and flattery (s)he receives to go to her(is) head. They be- 
come a sort of blowfish, so entirely puffed up on their role as a 
functionary, but not wishing to acknowledge their relative impo- 
tency. | worked for an attorney in Osaka for many years. He fit 


this description perfectly, and illustrated the problem for me first- 
hand. The sort of treatment that Born Again and others were giv- 
ing me was different in manner and degree, but not fundamen- 
tally different from hot air. 


On at least one occasion, my father had said they treated us 
like gods in Myanmar. On my visit there in 1994 | felt as though 
| received special treatment. Certainly, Asians treat Caucasians 
deferentially in Asia. Appearance alone causes this, but there is 
more. The influence of Hollywood and Madison Avenue are one 
factor in whites being treated differently in Asia. Another factor 
may be the Asian perception that Westerners cannot under- 
stand the Asian thought process. While most Asians deftly dis- 
guise this you-will-never-understand-this-so-let-me-help-you- 
with-it attitude, the feeling is pervasive. 


| am certainly no more a god than anyone else. If | am a god, 
we are all gods. “All the dead become gods”F N Polytheistic re- 
ligions reinforce the understanding that we are all capable of 
achieving deification. We are each masters of our own incuba- 
tors. “But destroy consciousness, and the Reality becomes cog- 
nizable. Annihilate the illusion of Mind and the light will 
come.”FN 


If others control our incubator, they do so because in some way, 
we have released some authority in our lives. Naturally we all 
release control to some extent. Societies require this to main- 
tain a shared reality. The issue | confront continually is to what 


extent to release control of my Incubator. If others may further 
my process of enlightenment, do | want them to Administer the 
Incubator? Trust is the most essential component, yet the 
method to building trust seems to be unnecessarily difficult. 


Alkalay’s visit resurrected Rutan & Tucker’s theme of trying to 
separate Persistence and I. Alkalay was not married at the time. 
He and | visited the GodOfWar PalaceShrine. As we sat on the 
steps outside of the shrine, we discussed Japanese philosophy. 
| tried to explain fatalistic Japanese attitudes by using an exam- 
ple. | said: if | have a child with Persistence, and that child 
grows up to be a jingoist, something good will grow out of the 
forces rising up to defeat that danger. Alkalay suggested we not 
have children, and laughed. | suspect Alkalay thought Persis- 
tence too hypocritical, and me too disloyal to be good parents. 


For the remainder of Alkalay’s trip, | tried to be hospitable, but 
he had offended me more than words can describe. 

While walking under the Keio Inokashira Lines | discussed my 
visit to the place of, and the practice of the way of the sword 
with Alkalay. Alkalay thought | should pursue the study of the 
sword. | have always admired fencing: European and Japa- 
nese. | enjoyed the exercises with the master at the Japanese 
fencing practice studio. Nevertheless, | try not to focus my mind 
on violence. Persistence and | had attended a martial arts class 
together while we were in Virginia. We both chuckled at how un- 
suited | was to striking the pads used for martial arts practice. 


Another goal of the Incubator Administrators resurrected by Al- 
kalay’s visit was the ‘America First’ theme. We visited the Irish 
pub What the Dickens. The clientele is usually about half Japa- 
nese, and half Commonwealth. | sensed that Alkalay’s attitude 
and America First philosophy was not popular with these cus- 
tomers. Alkalay was going to visit CapitalCapital and IslandDis- 
seminate. | wanted to accompany him. The nuclear apoca- 
lypses the country of my citizenship had visited on my country 
of residence are a constant source of incredulity to me. Except 
as an infant, | had never been west of Mount SamuraiAbun- 
dant in Japanese. | had spent most of my time in Japan in Capi- 
talEast, yet | knew from my experience in CastleConstellations 
that CapitalEast was not representative of Japanese. Similarly, | 
knew from the years | had spent in New York that New York City 
is not representative of America. 


CapitalEast and New York City may have more similarities than 
differences. Of course, Japan never firebombed New York. No- 
tably, Americans do not limit firebombing of civilians to foreign 
wars. On 13 May 1985 the Philadelphia Police Department 
killed six adults and five children “by dropping a four-pound 
bomb made of C-4 plastic explosive and Tovex, a dynamite sub- 
stitute, onto the roof” of a row house.FN The old capital seemed 
to be a better source to unearth history, and | was also inter- 
ested in the mysticism. Just a month or so before the master of 
the practice studio of the AbundantHarvestProsperousFoxDeity 
Shrine suggested | study in the old capital. | walked Alkalay to 


the train. | carried no luggage with me, and | suggested | join 
him. Alkalay was not agreeable. We went our separate ways. 
Alkalay returned from his trip to Western Japan, stayed with us 
again, and returned to Washington, DC. | did not respond to his 
efforts to contact me until he sent me an email in 2009, at which 
time | replied to him with an expletive.

In October 2001, | met Mahlo Farhad, an Iraqi, at Tipness 
sports club in ValleyAstringent. Note the similarity of his per- 
sonal name to Larry Mahl’s family name, with the addition of an 
“o.” Farhad had Moynihan written all over him. He practically 
smelled of Moynihan. Although | did not realise it at the time, 
Farhad was probably Moynihan’s Asset. | will refer to this stamp 
of approval, connection or representative relationship as a 
Seal. In these sorts of situations, the Seal Owner is the person 
who instigated, crafted or sent the Seal Holder to interact with 
me. In this instance, Moynihan would be the Seal Owner, and 
Farhad the Seal Holder. At Paddy Foley’s, | believe Moynihan 
had arranged to have a Spaniard introduce me to Moynihan. 
The Spaniard had a manner of speaking, a repertoire, and an 
agenda. The Spaniard had Moynihan’s Seal. 


At the time | first met Farhad or the Spaniard, | could see a con- 
nection, but this Seal arrangement was not clear. There may be 
no specific mention of the Seal Owner, but one can feel, sense 
that there is something in the subtext of the conversation with 
the Seal Holder. Perhaps this is due to assistance from Image 
Guidance. That subtext harkens you back someplace or some- 
thing that was also instigated or crafted by the Seal Owner. 
Sometimes repeated meetings would be required before | recog- 
nised a Seal connection. Sometimes | could tell right away. 
Later | met Mr. Strong WisteriaAdjusted, Mr. Osman Baffour 
and others in comparable circumstances. | gradually learned to 
recognise Moynihan’s Seal. 


Part of the process of learning Jim Moynihan’s Seal was from 
occasionally finding out afterwards that these people did have a 
connection to Moynihan. For instance, in the case of the Span- 
iard, when | met Moynihan and company for drinks at Paddy 
Foley’s in October 2001, months after | originally had met the 
Spaniard at Paddy Folly’s, Moynihan told me the Spaniard was 
now in Australia. The Spaniard has also lived in Phoenix, Ari- 
zona. In the case of Farhad, Farhad accused me of working for 
the American Federal Bureau of Investigations. | think | found 
out later that Moynihan knew Farhad had left the country. Moyni- 
han seemed to be running these people. By the manner that 
Moynihan spoke, Moynihan had arranged for the Spaniard to 
go to Australia. Later, Farhad was to go to the United Kingdom, 
and WisteriaAdjusted to New Zealand. Moving this easily inter- 
nationally may require money or connections, and these people 
did not seem to have much money. Although | may appear to 
be painting people with roles such as Moynihan as the villain in 
this chronology, a reminder about my earlier caution that dec- 
ades, probably centuries are required to sort out the black hats 
from the white hats. Frankly, all the hats seem fairly grey. 


Farhad told me about a Saudi Arabian mosque in HempCloth- 
Source. | had been to numerous churches, synagogues, and 
temples, but never a mosque. Living in Japan | regularly went 
to Buddhist and RoadToDivineMorality places of worship. 

At various times in my life in America | habitually attended Jew- 
ish, Unitarian and Catholic ceremonies. | enjoyed visiting vari- 


ous Christian and Jewish houses of worship. My parents taught 
us to learn from different beliefs. | study belief systems. | try to 
learn from all philosophies. My interest in religion is a bit voyeur- 
istic. Some might label my participation as ‘religious tourism.’ 
Nevertheless, | believe the accumulation of knowledge for un- 
derstanding is never a bad thing. 


| was: 

1. born Ashkenazi, 

2. baptised Christian, 

3. raised atheist, 

4. became agnostic as an adolescent, and 
5. became an animist in my 20s. 


My beliefs have remained fundamentally Jewish with animistic 
influences. Animism is the root of all religions: the Earth Mother 
worship that spawned all other beliefs. The best preserved be- 
lief system of any practicing animists in the world is the RoadTo- 
DivineMorality. 


In 2001 | visited the Sunni mosque in EasternCapital, and was 
warmly welcomed. Many of the faithful | met were diplomatic 
staff. | was encouraged to attend the Arabic courses at the Arab 
Islamic Institute in the mosque, and | did study Arabic there for 
a semester the following year. 


The essential similarity of religions has always been obvious to 
me, and Islam is no exception. Lao-Tzu identified that: 


What is of fundamental importance is the fact that the thought is 
there, and that it has a very peculiar inner structure which, if ana- 
lysed and understood in a proper way, will provide an exceedingly 
interesting Chinese counterpart to the ‘Unity of Existence’ 
(whakdah al-wujdd) type of philosophy as represented by Ibn 
‘Arab? in Islam. 


Nes AHt, (lit. ‘The Tao precedes Heaven and Earth.’ The con- 


cept of tao in this respect may rightly be compared with the Is- 
lamic concept of quadim.”FN 


There are universal truths. These similarities are easy to find if 
we are willing to look for them. For self-assurance we empha- 
sise the differences more than the similarities. After the Clifford 
Chance meet in August 2001, | researched Clifford Chance on 
the Internet at the Yahoo Cafe in the CharacterBrook Prince Ho- 
tel. As usual, but particularly at Yahoo Cafés, | received Image 
Guidance on what to view. Other patrons at the cafe used Im- 
age Guidance to point out attorney Pure BelowMountain’s pro- 
file including BelowMountain’s photograph. Under “Expertise,” 
his profile read “Aviation matters including finance/regulatory 
(national and international)/passenger claim handling matters.” 


After my 9/11 return from New York | followed up with Mr. Asso- 
ciate and arranged to meet for lunch. | went to Clifford 
Chances’s offices in the ATT Building to meet Mr. Associate. 
While | was waiting at the reception, | think Mr. BelowMountain 
might have walked through. At lunch, Mr. Associate admitted to 
not being a very good lawyer. Regarding my knowledge of Ja- 
pan, he flattered me. | suspect he was trying to say he had un- 
derestimated me. | think he felt Cahill had given me more credit 
than Mr. Associate had. Mr. Associate said he planned to leave 
the law, and return to England. | e-mailed Matthew Cahill of 
Tanaka, Akita, Nakagawa/Clifford Chance to arrange lunch. | 
met him in the ATT building lobby. | asked Cahill how long he 
planned to stay in Japan, and he suggested he was here, and 
had no plans to leave. He left in 2004: the year of my second 
arrest. 


| inquired about Clifford Chance’s partnership with the Tanaka, 
Akita, Nakagawa law firm. Specifically, | asked about the politi- 
cal connection of Tanaka, the first name partner, now de- 
ceased, but Cahill was evasive. With BelowMountain in mind, | 
inquired about Japanese counsel at the firm, but Cahill claimed 
he did not work very closely with the Japanese counsel. 


In saying farewell, Cahill looked at me intently and said he 

would be vacationing in New Zealand to go fly fishing. He said 
he was looking forward to not using his mobile phone. This re- 
mark involves at least several Affiliation Products, one of which 


is his mobile phone. Another is fly fishing to refer to flight. In the 
case of fly fishing, the word fly is used to refer to the insect, but 
the word ‘fly’ may also be used as a verb, one tense of which is 
flight. | think Cahill was encouraging me to leave Japan. 


Regarding fly fishing, there seems to be something psychic 
about the sport.FN | am not sure exactly why, but the visualisa- 
tion of the fish on the hook, communicating with the fish, and 
successful fishing seem closely related. Also regarding potential 
interpretations of Cahill’s remarks, there is the English expres- 
sion ‘fishing around’ or ‘fishing for something’ that indicates a 
searching condition. 


In supposedly coincidental conversations in hypothetically 
chance meetings about this time, | frequently discussed my mar- 
riage proposal to Persistence in 1996, discussed earlier. In re- 
counting the incident about the time of these Clifford Chance 
meetings, | often joked that the threat of the drop behind her 
may have influenced her acceptance. By this, | meant her 
agreement to my proposal confirmed her fate. The only chance 
involved was to fall backwards, which, if she had done intention- 
ally, would not be chance at all. Her choice was an opportunity 
with the cliff or me. Coincidence or chance is illusory. Events 
and individuals are predetermined years in advance in the Incu- 
bator. Neither the cliff or chance was an option, but the name of 
the law firm of my court-appointed defense counsel three years 
after this conversation with Cahill was Clifford Chance. 


Time Tunnel 


The ability to predict the future may relate to the lack of linearity 
of time. | suspect that if you are really, really tuned into this Elec- 
tric God(s), you can probably see around time, bend time, and 
see into the future, or better understand the past. Again, | don’t 
think | am particularly tuned in, connected, or good at looking 
into the past or the future, but the Administrators want me to be- 
lieve | am good enough to at least explain these ideas in writ- 


ing. 


One effort to persuade me | have some special advantage in- 
volved Switzerland’s Gotthard tunnel disaster which occurred 
on 25 October 2001.FN Note the name of the tunnel. For some 
weeks before the disaster | was repeatedly seeing images of 
tunnels, light at the end of a tunnel, etc. On one occasion | 
spent more than a minute or so turning over an empty toilet pa- 
per roll in my hand, and staring down the tube while sitting on 
the toilet. | distinctly recall the perplexity | felt at the fascination 
of studying an empty toilet paper roll. When | heard about the 
Gotthard tunnel disaster after so many ‘premonitions’, particu- 
larly after 9/11 just a month before, again | felt like a pawn. | 
had no idea then or now why the imagery had fascinated me so 
much. Again, the obsession felt a bit like Roy Neary’s experi- 
ence in Close Encounters of the Third Kind. 


Nevertheless, a better illustration for this tunnel premonition is 
The Mothman Prophecies, a film Supposedly “based on true 
events.” If | were to Suggest a single source that does the best 
job of explaining the ideas and theories that | am trying to ex- 
plain in this treatise, other than this treatise itself, | would sug- 
gest that film. The following dialogue is particularly on point: 


John Klein: | think we can assume that these entities are more ad- 
vanced than us. Why don’t they just come right out and tell us 
what's on their minds? 


Alexander Leek: You’re more advanced than a cockroach, have 
you ever tried explaining yourself to one of them?FN 


Much like when | was accused of having a photographic mem- 
ory, | do not think | saw, or can see the future. | think anyone 
who is better informed and educated can make better predic- 
tions at what is going to happen than someone who is ignorant. 
One method for becoming informed is Image Guidance, but an- 
other equally important ability is to understand human nature. 


| think a more likely explanation than me foreseeing the future 
in the Gotthard Tunnel disaster would be that the Administrators 
had notice of the tunnel disaster. Perhaps the disaster was the 
result of industrial sabotage by transporters, environmentalists 
or safety campaigners hoping for an EU-wide shift from road to 
rail transport.FN There are a multitude of other potential expla- 


nations. Nevertheless, | do think the Administrators want me to 
believe | ‘saw the future.’ 


The Horsepeople 
Weeks 


Weeks from TUJ Law and | met for dinner. Weeks’s spouse, 
Youko, also joined us, as did their infant, and Youko’s former co- 
worker. Weeks’s ancestors are ministers, former missionaries, 
and attorneys. We were discussing a language translation site, 
and began discussing Babel, a biblical name referring to the 
Tower of Babel. The Biblical story from Genesis 11:1-11. Note 
the prevalence of the number eleven, explained later. Babel 
was a tower built by Noah’s descendants, probably in Babylon. 
They intended the tower to reach up to heaven. God foiled 

them by confusing their language so they could no longer under- 
stand one another. Weeks had expressed concern about the 
disappearance of languages. | had read in the media about that 
time that since the arrival of mass communication, there had 
been a large decrease in the number of languages spoken in 
the world. Weeks’s concern related to all of us using only one 
language, a computer language, and there would be a virus. 
The one language would transmit the virus, and wipe out the us- 
ers of the language. Weeks later lent me a book with this 
theme: Snow Crash by Neal Stephenson. 


| tried to console Weeks by relaying some information from my 
Incubator. | had heard that Phil Norton, the founder of the Sy- 
mantec Norton AntiVirus product was a former Buddhist monk. 
Weeks continued unabated. He probably would also not be con- 
soled to know that another spelling of symantec would be se- 
mantic, which means: “of or relating to the meaning of words.” 


Attorney Lawrence “Larry” Repeta took over for Beyer after she 
left Temple University for Morgan Stanley. Both Repeta and 
Beyer graduated from the University Of Washington School Of 
Law. The law school is in Seattle. Before Microsoft, and particu- 
larly during and after the Pacific War, the Seattle economy re- 
volved around one company, the former client of Paul Hastings. 
Aviation Law might be a field in which the Law School at the 
University of Washington might focus. 


Repeta 


Dean Repeta and | met and discussed organising TUJ Law Pro- 
gram alumni functions. Before Beyer, Jerry McAlinn had been 
Repeta’s other predecessor at TUJ Law. Given McAlinn’s appar- 
ent connection to information sources, and the interest Beyer 
shows in the American Central Intelligence Agency, | suspected 
any Dean of TUJ Law would have some connection, and Re- 
peta did not disappoint. Repeta had been a United States Ma- 
rine. Repeta also told me he had played an attorney role in the 
litigation resulting from the Russian downing on 01 September 
1983 of Korean Airlines Flight 007110 over the Sea of Japa- 


nese. 007 is the name of a series of spy movies. One can imag- 
ine this was not the first Korean Airlines plane to allegedly stray 
into Russian airspace. Nevertheless, the Russians chose this 
plane to shoot down. One might imagine that the Russians 
thought there was some subtext in the shooting down of an Boe- 
ing aircraft with the flight number 007. 


Repeta is from Buffalo, New York, where | lived and went to col- 
lege. Buffalo is more than 100 kilometres from Rochester, but 
Rochester and Buffalo are both more than 400 kilometres from 
New York City. New York, Rochester, and Buffalo are the three 
largest cities in New York State, but the City’s population is 
more than eight million, and the populations of the municipali- 
ties of Buffalo or Rochester are each less than three hundred 
thousand. Consequently, Repeta and I, like Moynihan, shared a 
rural New York background which is not frequently found 
among foreigners in Japan. 


Repeta had volunteered for the Marines for the United Nations 
“action” in Vietnam. Instead, they stationed him somewhere 
else. | told Repeta, as | had told others in the past, | had always 
been jealous of his generation because they had a litmus test: 
the Vietnam War. As a young person | wished there had been a 
clear line for me in my life to define my character. | did not tell 
Repeta that | waited until | was 38 years old for my litmus test. | 
think he might have seen that in my eyes or my ethics. 


Weinsaft 


Weinsaft’s nickname is Pam. ‘Pam’ is ‘map’ spelled backwards. 
She reminds me of my next eldest sibling. In some respects, 
people act as mirrors of ourselves, particularly when we speak 
the thoughts of others. The extent to which Weinsaft occupies 
her own Incubator, or my Incubator was Monitoring her to better 
understand my thoughts was and is not clear to me. Naturally, 
when one interacts with others, one takes away Affiliation Prod- 
ucts from that interaction. These Affiliation Products may rattle 
around in one’s brain, and come out of an individual other than 
the originator in an (un?)elucidated manner or form that is more 
comprehensible to the Incubator. The distance at which Image 
Guidance is effective may be another item the Incubator re- 
searches. Similar thoughts may manifest themselves simultane- 
ously in similar individuals. Given the amount of contact Wein- 
saft had with Persistence and |, Weinsaft is a person who | sus- 
pect may have manifested these Affiliation Products more than 
many. 


Besides, Weeks, Repeta, and Weinsaft, | suspect the Incubator 
also monitored Persistence’s, Alkalay’s and Ms. BeautifulNarra- 
tive InnerStreamMiddle’s activities when they were not with me. 
The Incubator uses or used these people as trial subjects to 
compare our responses. The link between people may evi- 
dence itself even though the individuals are far apart. My idea 
of Incubator humour is to refer to these folks as: the Seven 
Horsepeople of the Apocalypse. 


The Four Horsemen usually refers to the Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse, who are the forces of man’s destruction as described 
in the Christian Bible in chapter five of the Book of Revelation.F-N 


With me inside, one can see why the Incubator has such a poor 
sense of humour. 


The information collection gap 


Perhaps the greatest power of the Incubator is the ability to see 
the big picture. For instance, if observers can monitor the activi- 
ties of a Zero, and precisely compare those activities not only 
with others, but more importantly activities all over the world, 
the observers can understand the situation much better than 
any individual. For example, if an Idiot Savant in Japan was talk- 
ing about the time he fell off a bicycle, and at that precise mo- 
ment an Idiot Savant in California falls off his bicycle, only an ar- 
rangement like the Incubator could effectively research and ex- 
ploit the situation. If actions and thoughts of remote individuals 
do have commonly unknown correspondence and ramifications, 
the Incubator can definitively determine if, to paraphrase: the 
flap of a Zero’s wings in Brazil sets off a tornado in Texas.FN 


More precisely, if two Idiot Savants have a cutting board/knife 
correspondence, as explained earlier, the Incubator could moni- 
tor and benefit from this to a much greater extent than either 
the cutting board or the knife. Is the Incubator already doing this 
in cases like the toilet paper roll, explained earlier? 


The true leveraging of the Incubator’s real potential is if we put 
the cutting board or the knife in a position where he or she were 
able to take full advantage of the Incubator’s intelligence collec- 
tion apparatus, the return on investment could be huge. Essen- 
tially, we would be cutting out all the noise and interference to 
provide a direct link with the information and the collection appa- 
ratus. The problem, however, is convincing all the people pull- 
ing levers behind curtains, and strings of puppets, to start by re- 
linquishing just a little bit of control. 


Moreover, the Incubator’s power is much greater than one 
might anticipate for another reason. To illustrate, | will explain 
what happened to my daughter and | about February 2014. We 
rode our bicycles to her daycare, entered the daycare, and she 
took her belongings to her storage compartment on the far side 
of the building. After she put her belongings away in her com- 
partment, we returned to the daycare entrance, and | was say- 
ing goodbye. | asked her to confirm where she had put her key 
to her bicycle lock. She said she did not have the key. | went 
back to her storage compartment to look for the key, while she 
waited at the entrance. The entrance was about 25 metres from 
the storage compartment, and around several corners, i.e. 
there was no line of sight. | wiped my nose with a tissue, and | 
tried to throw the tissue in the garbage. | missed, picked the tis- 
sue up off the floor, and threw the tissue in the garbage. My 
daughter was back at the entrance the entire time. She had no 


opportunity to see me dropping the tissue on the floor or in the 
garbage. 


| could not find her key in her storage compartment, so | went 
back to the entrance. | had her retrace her steps with me to 
help recall where she might have put the key. As we were retrac- 
ing our steps, at the exact spot | was standing when | dropped 
the tissue, she stopped, and said in Japanese: ‘Oh, and then | 
dropped it here’. We found out later the key was downstairs still 
in her bicycle lock. Her recollection of dropping the key was not 
of her dropping the key, but rather my memory of dropping the 
tissue. She did not see me drop the tissue, but by some method 
the memory had transferred to her. How? One possibility might 
be the communal consciousness explained to me earlier, when 

| was an adolescent. 


Another, more substantiated possibility exists. The technology 
most of us buy at electronics stores is approximately 20 years 
behind the best technology used by governments. The technol- 
ogy the Administrators are using on me in the Incubator is cut- 
ting edge. Twenty years ago, how many of us could imagine 
commonplace technology today? Who would have guessed of 

a smartphone, military drone, or even Facebook? Well-informed 
individuals in the advanced technology sector of the US 
military-industrial complex could have easily predicted these ma- 
chines. 


Now fast forward to twenty years from now. Will we have telepa- 
thy machines that enable us to search the web without, literally, 
blinking an eye? Eight years ago we already had technology 
which enables paralysed individuals to use thoughts to operate 
machinery.FN If that telepathy product has been in the public 
sector for almost a decade, imagine the thought machinery the 
US military-industrial complex already owns and uses. 


| have regular surreal experiences like the tissue dropping inci- 
dent with my daughter. In fact, these experiences are so com- 
monplace that my first reaction after such an incident, including 
this one, is: so what? How am | going to put that in the bank? 
How am | going to feed, clothe and house my family with that 
skill or information? Because | have taken a firm ethical and 
moral stance on professional and political issues, | am unable 
to earn more than a couple thousand dollars a month. If people 
are to be really free, we must close this 20 year gap. 


Another purpose for monitoring the Seven Horsepeople would 
be due to my insistence that if the Administrators were serious, 
and they did think this was a Search for Zero, then we should 
have some sort of backup plan. If as much work had gone into 
creating the Incubator as seemed to be the case, and | was al- 
legedly the only Zero they had, then all that work would be lost 
if something happened to me. Perhaps the Administrators had a 
backup plan, but would not tell me about the plan. If they do 
have a backup plan, and something were to happen to me, | 


suspect that backup plan is to start again from the beginning, 
perhaps relying on my offspring. That does not seem like a 
backup plan. That seems like the same f&%$#’d up Incubator 
that is presently operating in a world with the primary modus op- 
erandi of Man Fight Man in use since the Stone Age. 


| lacked the courage to move forward without knowing | passed 
on whatever information | could pass on to whoever they do this 
to next time. | used to think that if | was a Zero, | would have 

the courage to move on without a double. Perhaps | have found 
that courage, or the Administrators have begun to put some rudi- 
mentary steps in place to replicate lessons from the Search for 
Zero. In any case, | often question if | am a Zero, but | gradually 
am surrendering myself to the idea. | think the Administrators 
liked my idea for a backup plan to create a double because this 
became the Affiliation Product: double. 


On a weekend morning, Persistence, Weinsaft, and | went for 
breakfast at the Tribeca Grill in ValleyAstringent. When we en- 
tered, the only table available in the restaurant was next to 
Larry Repeta. You are welcome to think that is a coincidence if 
that makes you feel better. | introduced Repeta and Weinsaft, a 
Jew. Repeta has a prominent nose, a feature characteristic of 
Jewish people. He baited me with anti-Semitism. Once in my 
teens | used the word nigger. The term left a bad taste. When | 
was about 20 years old, | made an anti-Semitic remark, and 
later made a small financial donation to the Anti-Defamation 


League (ADL). Just the same, | have destroyed the friendship 
of the person to whom | made that remark. | hope that person 
forgives me. “Ad (Jac) is an Arabic word meaning ‘justice.’ In 


Islamic theology, ‘adl refers to God’s divine justice.”401 


Back at the Tribeca Grill in Shibuya, with Repeta, Weinsaft and 
Persistence, | felt the presence of individuals around me guid- 
ing my conversation. This is the Rorschach test of Image Guid- 
ance. | take my cues from subjects | see and feel during conver- 
sations, as do we all. Some years ago, | did this more actively 
than most. | would free associate emotions with physical stimuli 
More than most, | was receiving coaching. If | believed the 
coaching was in tune with the priorities of my Incubator, | might 
move the conversation in the direction in which | was being 
coached. Naturally, my own biology and experiences influence 
the conversation as well. 


"My father will sit down and give you theories to explain why he 
does this or that," the son of the billionaire investor George Soros 
has said. "But | remember seeing it as a kid, and thinking, At least 
half of this is bull. | mean, you know the reason he changes his po- 
sition on the market or whatever is because his back starts killing 
him. He literally goes into a spasm, and it's this early warning 
sign." 


| used to be apt to more willingly follow this coaching in Japan 
unless | feel the coaching is fundamentally wrong. Repeta could 


sense | was receiving Image Guidance. Some of the Guidance 
is visual. Repeta turned to look behind him more than once dur- 
ing breakfast to see what | was looking at over his shoulder or 
out the window. | do not think Repeta or Beyer realise the ex- 
tent to which we are being coached, but McAlinn may more so 
than the other two. After breakfast, we went for a walk to the 
bookstore below the United Nations University. As we were 
walking, Repeta said something | thought was not accurate, so 
| corrected him. He realised his error, and agreed with me. 


The point on which | corrected him was very minor, so by way 
of apology, | told Repeta, who is a few years my senior, that | 
have very high standards for people close to me. Repeta did 

not understand | was referring to traits we had in common due 
to the proximity of our childhood homes. | said: “You’re not hear- 
ing me,” and reiterated. 


50 people in 500 years 


While living in ValleyAstringent, | received The Daily Yomiuri de- 
livered to our door. | read an editorial in the newspaper by Va- 
clav Havel: the former playwright, and President of the Czech 
Republic. After checking with Mr. Havel’s secretary, | am unable 
to confirm if Mr. Havel wrote the article | recall. According to 
what | read elsewhere, Havel had been instrumental in engi- 
neering the peaceful division of Czechoslovakia. As explained 
earlier, | know another article in The Daily Yomiuri was planted. 


The editorial concerned the need for a book or writing. Havel 
wrote that the value of writing a book for 50 people to read in 
500 years could be enormous. Over the years, people repeat- 
edly suggested | write a book. Sometimes | suspected they 
meant my conversation was boring them; so write it down for 
someone else. More recently, Mr. ThreeGlory WisteriaThatOne 
had suggested | write my thoughts down, and | did not feel he 
thought me boring. 


| hesitated to publish something because | would be drawing at- 
tention to myself simply by asserting this Search for Zero is oc- 
curring. Nevertheless, my privacy is already virtually nonexist- 
ent. My hope is that acknowledgement of the Search will result 
in a catharsis. By asserting that my privacy is being invaded | 
will at least take the first step to asserting | have a right to pri- 
vacy. At present, if | do not publish this manuscript, all | can do 
is suffer silently. If | ‘go public,’ whatever | have to lose will at 
least result in a different sort of abuse than from what | suffer 
now. Another advantage in writing is that the act of writing leads 
me to a more thorough understanding of my situation. 


Publishing this manuscript on the web in 2011 may have made 
some difference. | accepted an offer to teach International Law 
as an adjunct at Yokohama National University, and Japan li- 
censed attorneys now know not to waste my time or theirs. 
There are some Japan attorneys with whom | still work, and | 
appreciate their efforts. The web publishing may have caused 


more confusion than solutions. For instance, in a lunch with 
Scott Warren on 30 September 2013, Mr. Warren expressed as- 
tonishment regarding Mr. Neil Hayward, who despite working 
for MI6, was brash enough to have a vanity license plate read- 
ing: 007, a reference to the fictitious MI6 agent James Bond. 
Warren’s subtext was that | had done something similar by pub- 
lishing this manuscript on the web. Mr. Warren, a former Senior 
Attorney for Microsoft, is a clever guy. Nevertheless, he was not 
clever enough to comprehend that by publishing this manu- 
script | was not bragging about working for a clandestine serv- 
ice. On the contrary, | was moaning about the abuse | receive. 
On 10 October 2013, in front of two other attorneys, Mr. Warren 
thought making jest of my arrests in Japan was good form. 
When my peace in the Middle East idea failed, | quickly 
switched to the Aerospace Project. Now, after the apparent fail- 
ure of the web publication, | am trying to publish this as an 
ebook. My ability to fail to learn to quit while | am ahead never 
ceases to amaze me. 


The web publishing of the manuscript began a month to the day 
after the 3/11 tidal wave hit Japan. The exodus of foreigners 
from Japan is largely credited to the 11/3/11 Event, but a more 
likely explanation was the publishing of my blog. The Tokyo sub- 
way sarin gas attacks in 1995 caused no exodus of foreigners, 
and that was a lot closer to most of the foreigners, who reside 
almost entirely in Tokyo. Also, the exodus of foreigners after 3/ 
11 is the same, if not greater in Western Japan than Eastern Ja- 


pan, but the effects of the disaster in Western Japan were negli- 
gible. The equal exodus in East and West Japan might suggest 
this treatise did more than the disaster to cause people to re- 
evaluate there reasons for being in Japan. 


Most people mentioned in this manuscript are understandably 
wary of any contact with me. People like Beyer or ThirdGlory 
WisteriaThatOne make polite noises about meeting up, but we 
never do. People like Weeks and Warren make snide remarks. | 
am pleasantly surprised by a few, like Mahl and McAlinn who 
still meet. | enjoy there company, and we have a normal conver- 
sation, although the tenor of the conversation has changed. 
The ones who still meet up are not always the ones | would 
have expected. They certainly have shown more courage than 
most. | am grateful for their continued association, and under- 
standing. In any case, when | discuss the blog in conversation 
among those mentioned, there is naturally some hesitancy. Oth- 
ers never raise the topic, and, although they do not refuse to 
talk about the blog, they don’t mind when the topic ends. Most 
of all, | have been very disappointed by the inability of the web 
publication to make any real positive change. 


Back in late 2001, Larry Mahl and | went for drinks near his 
home. A couple customers seemed to want to make our ac- 
quaintance. When | walked Mahl home, before saying good 
night, Mahl said that the women would have to wait until “we 
raise the flag.” | am not sure how Mr. Mahl defined raising the 


flag, but judging from his approach to women later in this chro- 
nology, the flag appears to have been raised at some point. An- 
other spelling of Mahl would be maul. One guess of the flag 
Mahl had in mind would be Japan’s flag. Another guess would 
be this manuscript is a sort of flag. At the time Mahl made his 
flag remark, | had not begun this manuscript.

In November 2001 | found a job advertisement for sorting pack- 
ages for Yamato Transport in South MountainBlue. | inter- 
viewed with the Assistant Manager: Mr. OneHappy TundraOf- 
FoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods. In a follow-up meeting 
with TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOffered To TheGods, he said 
his boss was concerned about my visa status. | held a Special- 
ist in Humanities visa. Sorting packages does not involve a spe- 
Cialisation in Humanities, or so | was told. More importantly, 
Asahi had sponsored my visa, and as long as Asahi was on the 
immigration bureau’s books as being my sponsor, Asahi had 
some liability for my actions. | suspect someone from Asahi had 
clarified to Yamato that my visa should be changed. | applied 
for a Spouse Visa. 


On 01 December 2001 | met Toshihiko WisteriaThatOne for 
English conversation lessons. Persistence had suggested | post 
a flyer to find English students, and Ms. WisteriaThatOne found 
my number from the flyer. Ms. WisteriaThatOne worked for a 
quasi-public corporation created by the Japanese government. 
She works at these corporations for a year or so, and could con- 
tinue, but generally chooses to move to another corporation to 
gain experience that is more varied. WisteriaThatOne offered to 
introduce me to a venture capitalist. She wished to meet Persis- 
tence, SO we arranged to go for coffee. After leaving the coffee 
shop, WisteriaThatOne asked me what | wanted to become. | 
told her | was interested in politics. 


Mahl became a Vice President of International Business Affairs 
for Sony Pictures Entertainment about the time of the incidents 
| am about to describe. Also about this time, Beyer became 
Vice-president of Personnel and later Executive Director of the 
Legal and Compliance Division of Morgan Stanley. The Vice- 
president position might be a reference to the Affiliation Prod- 
uct: double. About 26 December 2001, | met Mahl for a drink at 
What the Dickens. | arrived at the bar first, and sat at a counter 
next to an open table. | was hoping a woman or women would 
sit at the table next to where | sat down. 


Mahl arrived with a video of the movie Finding Forrester, and of- 
fered to lend it to me. He had an entire wall of videotapes, laser 
discs, and DVDs he receives free of charge because he works 
in the film distribution industry. This was the only time Mahl ever 
offered to lend me a video. | had seen the film multiple times al- 
ready. Moreover, | was frequently being subjected to the promo- 
tional material for the movie. The movie is about a famous nov- 
elist who publishes one great book, and never publishes again. 
The novelist’s character is loosely based on J.D. Salinger, the 
author of Catcher in the Rye. My eldest sibling had told me | re- 
semble the main character of Catcher in the Rye. Judging from 
his encouragement, Mahl seemed interested in making my ex- 
perience into a motion picture. 


Mahl confessed that Mahl’s spouse was not very good at clean- 
ing. | said | have an advantage not working full time. | am able 


to do the housework that Persistence does not do. As a rule, | 
tried to make sure the house was tidy, no dishes were in the 
sink, and | was presentable when Persistence came home from 
work. | usually spent a few hours everyday or so airing out the 
futon, laundering, running errands, shopping, vacuuming, and 
cleaning. My elder sisters taught me to do housework. If the 
first sister was satisfied, the second sister might not be. Usually, 
by the third sister, | became proficient. Naturally, | felt as though 
there was a lot more | should be doing to satisfy Persistence’s 
expectations, but | tried to be a good homemaker. | know this 
was insufficient, but | did my best. Even when living with Inner- 
StreamMiddle, | tried to do more than my share of the house- 
work, including cooking, shopping, cleaning, laundry, and er- 
rands, in exchange for my accommodations. 


The Mormons 


As Mahl and | were enjoying our drinks a guest at the next table 
began speaking to us. Mahl seemed surprised that a guest at 
the next table would suddenly start speaking to us. We eventu- 
ally found out her name was Ms. ChildCongratulationsThou- 
sand “Chico” MountainCedar. 


Her nickname, Chico, is a play on the transliteration of her first 
name: Chigako, and means boy in Spanish. Laura Welch Bush, 
the first lady at the time, came up in our conversation. Mrs. 
Bush is a Mexican American. Miss MountainCedar was sitting 
with friends, and she invited us to join them, and we did. 


MountainCedar and Persistence shared similarities. They had 
both lived in Utah, a state home to the Mormon religion, al- 
though the religion began near Rochester, New York. Persis- 
tence and MountainCedar both converted to this religion while 
living in Utah. | had lived in Utah. 


To gain statehood, and conform to political pressure, the Mor- 
mon Church Elders officially renounced polygamy in 1904.FN 
The faith no longer technically includes a basic tenet, a tenet 
that caused the persecution and flight of Mormon followers 
across the continental United States. Although generations of 
Mormon had persevered to preserve their right to a polygamous 
lifestyle, the current Church has abandoned that principle. Fun- 
damentalist splinter groups of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints still practice polygamy. During the initial years 
of drafting this manuscript, one often heard of court battles and 
imprisonment of these Mormons, and the kidnapping of their off- 
spring by government authorities.-F N Nowadays, the Federal 
Governments official policy is to pursue the same policy against 
polygamists as monogamists: unless there is a report of abuse 
or violence, the Federal Government will not interfere. Until liv- 
ing in Japan, | had associated the state of Utah primarily with 
great powder skiing. 


Historically in Japan, polygamy was important as well. 


In case that a wife proved barren, she might be divorced. In case 
that there were reasons for not divorcing her, a concubine might 
be taken for the purpose of obtaining an heir.FN 


Many attribute Japan having the oldest continuing hereditary 
monarchy in the world to the tradition, until recently, that the 
Chrysanthemum throne was frequently inherited by the Em- 
peror’s offspring who was best suited to rule. In contrast, the 
first male descendant of the sole legal wife was usually se- 
lected as the heir to European thrones. In Japan, the number of 
concubines for Emperor, princes, officers of the highest class, 
and samurai was twelve, eight, five and two respectively.-N 


[wJe may say that, although the old Japanese society was not mo- 
nogamic, the natural tendency was towards monogamy, as the 
condition best according with the religion of the family, and with 
the moral feeling of the masses.FN 


One of my favourite lessons the Incubator taught me about the 
LDS religion is the practice of writing a journal. | had heard from 
an LDS missionary once that they are told to write a daily jour- 
nal. After more recently checking with several LDS members, | 
now suspect that was for my consumption only. | am now told 
LDS does not have or encourage members to write a journal. In 
any case, for years | thought | wanted to do that. | had tried in 
my 20s, but my writing topics were childish. Thanks to this 


chronicle, | now understand the value in writing one’s experi- 
ences down to better understand oneself. 


Before we said goodnight to MountainCedar and friends, | 
asked her for her phone number. Mahl, MountainCedar, and | 
met a few days later at What the Dickens. After a couple drinks, 
MountainCedar and | were becoming intimate under the table. | 
thought Mahl could tell. We were drinking on the first floor. Mahl 
asked MountainCedar to join Mahl on the second floor to speak 
with Mahl. They were gone for several minutes. They returned. 
We drank more. We departed. Mahl seemed to be coaching 
MountainCedar, or involved with MountainCedar or both. In 
hindsight, | suspect | have Yamato and Sony to thank for meet- 
ing MountainCedar. At our next meeting, MountainCedar and | 
began a more intimate relationship that lasted for years. 


2002 


When changing my visa, Persistence asked me why | did not 
apply for a Permanent Resident visa, so | explained my interest 
in applying for Japanese citizenship. While applying for Japa- 
nese citizenship, | suggested to Persistence that | live in Japan 
under a spouse visa. At the time, she did not object, or express 
any reservation to me about the spouse visa or applying for 
Japanese citizenship. 


As per my discussions with Larry Repeta | organised a wel- 
come party for incoming students of TUJ Law in January 2002, 


and again in January 2003. On the bus on the way to the 2002 
occasion, a student told me a supposedly Chinese proverb: “Be 
as Strict with your friends as you are with yourself.” This was 
the same idea | had explained to Larry Repeta from TUJ Law 
when we went to the UN bookstore. My logic was being recy- 
cled, and fed back to me. On another subject, the student said 
you or | could never be Japanese natives. | replied that is just 
something we tell ourselves, like when we are having a bad day 
speaking Japanese. 


| met Sid Weeks for lunch. | told him of another Chinese prov- 
erb | had heard recently. | laughed and suggested exchange stu- 
dents in Atlanta create these Chinese proverbs. | meant to refer 
to former President Jimmy Carter, but | do not believe Weeks 
felt me. Weeks was born a Southerner, but he spent his child- 
hood in the North. 


On 05 December 2002 | attended a seminar at TUJ Law on the 
upcoming implementation of the new graduate degree at Japa- 
nese law schools. The speaker was an American professor of 
Law at The University of Tokyo. People lingered afterwards, 
and chatted. | spoke with a partner from a major Western law 
firm who had been resident in Japanese for many years. | will 
refer to him as Mr. Lack Speech. Lack Speech notified me via 
LinkedIn on 18 February 2010 that he wishes | leave his name, 
and the law firm’s name he was working for at the time, out of 
the following. | will refer to the law firm as Noble Polisher. Lack 


Speech’s desire for anonymity is a bit like a house burglar ob- 
jecting to homeowners naming the burglar. 


Lack Speech told me that an Asahi attorney who had worked in 
the US had died some time ago. Noble Polisher attempted to 
send flowers to the funeral, but for one reason or another, the 
US office of Asahi at the time, Masuda & Ejiri, refused. Lack 
Speech was clearly trying to send me a message. If Lack 
Speech’s euphemism was correct, Buttocksinlet (Ejiri) had re- 
fused to write me off. ButtocksInlet, | suspect, knew there was a 
use for me, and intended to see if he could find a place to use 
me. This should not be confused with generosity. Vivisectionists 
need subjects. 


As the development of the Self>Tangible>Body Indicators pro- 
gressed, there were telepathic inquires about my internal or- 
gans. The inquiries were something to the effect of: if you have 
a right/left symbolism distinction in Image Guidance for append- 
ages, shouldn't you also have a second heart on the right side 
of your chest? By this time, | Knew resistance was futile, and if | 
did not respond: ‘whatever’, the only other answer | had been 
conditioned to give was: ‘yes.’ In January 2011, a tumor was re- 
moved from the right side of my chest. As the full-body anesthe- 
sia was wearing off, the surgical staff visited my bedside while 
my family was there.

Lack Speech and | traded business cards. The meaning of his 
family name could be construed to suggest his words were 
missing something. In June 2005, Lack Speech left the law firm 
he was working for at the time of this conversation on 05 De- 
cember 2002. That law firm’s name includes a word suggesting 
a young noble acting as an attendant to a knight before becom- 
ing a knight himself, and a word suggesting smoothing or polish- 
ing with a type of paper or a mechanical apparatus. The part- 
ners at Rutan & Tucker, Alkalay, American civil servants in Ja- 
pan, and perhaps to a lesser extent Repeta, considered me a 
nuisance, and perhaps potentially dangerous. Patriotism to 
these people involves blindly following American ideology, what- 
ever that means. In contrast, more than 12 years after that con- 
versation with the Lack Speech Noble Polisher, | think | under- 
stand the bitterness that can creep into an ex-patriot’s life in Ja- 
pan. 


Japan draws you in. You fall in love with the country, and like 
any lover, the better you know them, you learn the good and the 
bad. The problem that so many foreigners have in Japan is 
once they fall in love with the country they see, perhaps better 
than the Japanese themselves, what the country and people 


could become. Nevertheless, the Japanese fail to live up to 
their potential because the Japanese are afraid of themselves. 
Foreigners see how far ahead Japan is in structuring society, 
and understanding human relations, and then you see how to- 
tally oblivious Japanese are to some of the most basic tenets of 
civilised communities, including ethics and morals. 


These disappointed foreigners living in Japan whom | meet 
from time to time were invariably raised in other developed na- 
tions, and see the capacity for change elsewhere. When look- 
ing at Japan, these foreigners see that all we have to do is 
tweak this or that a little bit, and instead of being just a little bit 
better than others, Japan will be far ahead. Reasons for not 
making these minor changes have to do with centuries of mili- 
tary rule, millennia of enculturation and other reasons that other 
writers have already repeatedly and thoroughly addressed. An- 
other reason is the mediocrity instilled by this military hegem- 
ony teaches us to not move too far ahead of others. This is the 
same Japanese mentality that prevents people from answering 
because by answering they risk offending others who do not 
know the answer. This is tedious, insipid, and embarrassing. In 
any case, the issue is long past identifying the problems with 
Japanese. The issue is about how to move forward. 


While we disappointed foreigners see the improvements that 
could be made in Japan, we also do not want to change the 
good things. Again, like a lover you hope to love the other just 


the way they are, but every love grows and changes. When Ja- 
pan does not grow, one’s affection for Japan does not grow, pro- 
gress and mature. The love sours into bitterness because Ja- 
pan lacks the courage to move beyond what is, and is unable to 
embrace what might be. Love does not standstill. Treading wa- 
ter is not an option for ever. Eventually you either sink or swim. 


| considered myself a patriotic American because | have confi- 
dence in America. | know that no matter how powerful Japan be- 
comes, America will improve to meet Japan every step of the 
way. A free exchange of a wide spectrum of ideas permits 
proper evaluation. Even if one is opposed to a particular idea, 
one benefits by the airing of the idea because one is able to 
hone one’s opinions only if given a full range of counter- 
arguments. Furthermore, the widest possible Playing Field en- 
ables the broadest estimation of potentialities. 


An important note: the repetition of discredited arguments does 
not serve a purpose. The Incubator has modeled a Truth Mainte- 
nance System, but tweaked the method to purposefully avoid 
ever finding the truth. This perpetuates the power of the Admin- 
istrators. The Incubator has a horrible self-defeating tendency 

to keep feeding stuff back in long after the point is made. This 
must stop. 


Currently in Japan, the mere mention of a right wing idea brings 
accusations that the speaker is an evil aggressor. One cannot 
explore conservative ideas openly, even, perhaps particularly, 


with most Americans. This hamstrings the left at least as much 
as the right because the left is perpetually arguing with a Japa- 
nese paper tiger. Without proper opposition and discussion, one 
is unable to evaluate and foster one’s own ideologies. Ameri- 
cans who fear open debate in Japan lack confidence in Ameri- 
can ideals. This basic lack of confidence in America is what | 
find most unpatriotic about these allegedly loyal Americans. 


The Practical Ethics Association 


On 15 January 2002 | received my work permit based on mar- 
riage to a Japanese national. | started work at Yamato on the 
first of the month after receiving my Spouse Visa, 01 February 
2002. At Yamato my work was laborious, but after my recent ex- 
periences in the legal industry, | enjoyed the opportunity to be 
productive. Until this time in Japan, | had always done ‘for- 
eigner’ jobs: teaching English, and practicing law as a foreign 
legal associate. Years ago the jobs | did in Europe were the 
types of jobs commonly done by other Europeans. Although | 
worked in blue-collar positions in Europe: migrant labor, packag- 
ing, and motorcycle delivery, | also worked in sales, sports in- 
struction, and tourism. Both types of positions enabled me to be- 
come more familiar with Europeans. The Europeans | met 
through these occupations gave me a less biased view of 
Europe than if | were to have worked in occupations segregated 
to foreigners. 


| never once worked with an American in Europe. Africans, Euro- 
peans, and Americans remarked that they had never met an 
American doing what | was doing. During the two years | lived 

in Europe, | met only two other Americans, despite regularly 
working with Australians, British, South Africans and others. 

One American | met was in Sweden. The second was when | 
was recognised by a fellow American while walking down a vil- 
lage street in Austria. | had worked with this man in Alta. At the 
time, | thought that was a coincidence. 


At Yamato, | was extremely pleased to be working shoulder to 
shoulder with seemingly normal Japanese people. My job at Ya- 
mato usually started before dawn. | woke about 04:10 to arrive 
at work on time. On the way to the subway, | walked past the 
place of the way at the AbundantHarvestProsperousFoxDeity 
Shrine. Judging from the number of bicycles parked on the side- 
walk in front, there were twenty or thirty people inside the place 
of the way at that early hour. | actively study various creeds. | 
try to educate myself constantly about how other people be- 
lieve. | looked at the bicycles and the exterior of the place of the 
way jealously, wondering what a foreigner would have to do to 
meet with a group of true Japanese individuals who woke up 
that early in the morning to assemble on straw mats. This was 
the same place a few months ago that the master told me that if 
| wanted to study the way, | had to move to CapitalCapital. | dis- 
covered later that Yamato was preparing my introduction to this 


group. 


My desk at our home in ValleyAstringent looked out sliding 

glass doors onto a small intersection of side streets. One day 

as | was using the computer, two older Japanese women 

walked past. They glanced at me as they were discussing some- 
thing, turned around, and started walking back the way they 

had come. The doorbell rang. | answered the door. The two 
women | had just seen walking by introduced themselves and 
told me about a meeting. Their names were Ms. Hiroko Rice- 
PaddyMountain and Ms. ForestChestnut. 


| thought the topic sounded interesting, so RicePaddyMountain 
gave me some literature about The Practical Ethics Associa- 
tion. This was the predawn meeting at the AbundantHarvest- 
ProsperousFoxDeity Shrine with the bicycles in front. This fore- 
shadowing of people and introductions was now commonplace. 
When | explained to Persistence that | was planning to attend a 
meeting of the Practical Ethics Association, she was not 
pleased. | tried to relieve her apprehension, but she did not 
want to entertain my inclination to ‘religious tourism.’ Persis- 
tence and | had visited churches in America without incident. 
She seemed mildly curious about American houses of worship. 
| had visited Japanese temples in Los Angeles. Now, in Japan, 
if | walked by a shrine, and suggested we visit, she would ex- 
press concerns about my mental health. No doubt my good 
buddy Mr. Alkalay was still playing a role in this. 


| attended the Practical Ethics Association meeting before dawn 
the next day. The leader of the meetings at the place of the way 
was Mr. BlowDart, a gentleman who had retired from Sumi- 
tomo. A couple of days before my first visit, a senior Yamato 
staff person had visited the meeting to speak with Mr. Yabuki. 
They were old friends. 


During spring 2002 | played squash on occasion with people | 
supposedly met by chance at the CharacterBrook Health Cen- 
tre in NoveltyHorseSpace. After squash one day, | was un- 
dressing in the locker room to take a Jacuzzi. An older Japa- 
nese man began speaking to me. He explained he had worked, 
or at least he claimed to have worked, in Singapore on aircraft 
leasing before retiring. He metaphorically suggested | would be 
able to leave the country in November 2002, more than half a 
year after the date of that conversation. My family had a history 
of traveling. As a rule, since adolescence, | went out of town at 
least every other month or so, and out of the country at least 
once a year. This may seem like much traveling to some peo- 
ple, but the converse was no less peculiar to me. At the time of 
this conversation, | was going out of the metropolis about once 
a year. If, as he claimed, | would be permitted to travel outside 
Japan in November, that would be well over a year of staying in 
one country. As circumstances unfolded, | did not leave the 
country until October 2003, which was more than two years, 
and almost a year after he suggested. | only went then because 


someone took me. After October 2003, the next time | left Japa- 
nese was at the request of the authorities in April 2005. 


During spring 2002 Persistence’s employer was disposing of 
used computers. We took one at my suggestion, although we 
had no use for another desktop computer. We kept the com- 

puter for several months on the desk in our home, but never 

plugged in the cord. 


Persistence was becoming very frustrated. | was unable to ex- 
plain the circumstances of my situation enough for her to under- 
stand. She would continually threaten divorce. | had initially 
tried to consult a marriage counsellor when we lived in Chesa- 
peake in 1999, but she refused to join me. Persistence was 
now repeatedly trying to take me to mental health counsellors. 
At one point, in ValleyAstringent, she frantically claimed she 
was ill, and she asked me if she should take medication. | as- 
sured her there was nothing wrong with her, and she did not 
need medication. Months later, in her apartment in ShopMock- 
eryCaseThree, she told me she was taking vitamins for her 
mental health. She may also have told me she was taking medi- 
cation. The Incubator was taking a toll. 


She told me: if we move back to America, | will support you. Af- 
ter a visit to one mental health counsellor while Alkalay was visit- 
ing | received some medication which | took briefly. Persistence 
told me | would not need to take medication if we lived in Amer- 
ica. My father used to tell us a joke about a maternalistic person 


who does not feel well who insists on others taking medicine. 
By doing so, the maternalistic person hopes to feel better. 


Persistence visited another mental health counsellor who 
wished to prescribe medication for me before he had even met 
me. | refused. The counsellor had worked near the site of the 
Columbine High School massacre. Also near the site of that 
massacre is a Lockheed Martin Titan missile manufacturing fa- 
cility. One might argue: 


that the presence of this facility within the community, and the ac- 
ceptance of institutionalised violence as a solution to conflict, con- 
tributed to the mindset that led to the massacre.FN 


This mental health professional Persistence had incoinciden- 
tally stumbled upon had counselled clients involved in the Col- 
umbine High School massacre, as well as employees of the mis- 
sile plant. | did agree to visit the counsellor. The irony of the 
pacifistic stance | had repeatedly taken, and our visits to a coun- 
sellor who was complicit in placating American ignorance of 
their own violence were not lost on me, but they were lost on 
him. When | realised he was not able to begin to fathom what | 
was trying to explain, | became bitter. 


The next day, after | came home from Yamato, | was picking up 
the nets used to cover the trash. | was frustrated with my inabil- 
ity to explain myself to the mental health counsellor, and Persis- 
tence. After the initial thrill of rejoining the labour force had worn 


off, | was now discouraged because | suspected Yamato was a 
waste of my time. Most of all, | was tired of being unable to ac- 
cess funds my grandfather Harold and others had tagged or re- 
served for the Aerospace Project. Considering the amount of en- 
ergy the Incubator spent Monitoring me, | knew there must be 
something substantial at stake. | could sense Monitors/ 
Freelancers/Handlers among the passersby, as usual. As one 
of the Freelancers/Handlers passed by me, | purposefully 
thought, “Do not bother me. | am sick. My spouse is trying to 
medicate me. Stay away from me.” | did not mouth the words. | 
gave no outward indication of what | was thinking. The Incuba- 
tor was about to teach me a lesson in telepathy. 


Another Freelancer/Handler or two passed by, and one asked 
me for directions to the closest pharmacy. | began to walk the 
Freelancer/Handler to a pharmacy | knew on GovernmentBright 
Way, but after we walked a bit, he assured me he knew the loca- 
tion of the pharmacy. | went back to store the nets until the next 
collection day when | would again set them out to keep the 
crows from picking apart the neighbourhood refuse. 


| needed to buy contact lenses. Persistence had received a 
flyer, and | went to the shop indicated by the flyer, but | was told 
my contacts were unusual, and | should try DrugEyeglass. 
From time to time when passing by | had used this shop’s eye- 
glass cleaner stand. Persistence and | went there for my 
eyewear. On the way out the staff members, in contrast to their 


treatment of other customers, enthusiastically thanked me for 
my patronage. Further, they followed us out onto the sidewalk, 
and bowed courteously as we walked away. This is not uncom- 
mon treatment in many Japanese stores, but in this case, there 
was something more. Persistence remarked that the staff there 
seemed to be very grateful for my custom. This may be the only 
time | heard Persistence acknowledge that she noticed the un- 
usual attention | received. These sorts of incidents are so com- 
mon and obvious to me that there was nothing | could say in re- 
sponse to her. If | had replied sincerely, she would suggest | 
need counselling, medication or both. From time to time, | 
sensed Persistence did subconsciously realise what was hap- 
pening in our lives, but she was unwilling to admit reality. For ex- 
ample, after | returned from work or meeting Moynihan, McAlinn 
or someone, Persistence would often ask me: “Were they nice 
to you?” She could tell people did not treat me normally, but she 
did not want to acknowledge the peculiar treatment | received. 
This is understandable given the limited amount of information 
available to her. Unfortunately due to her family background, 
she is not a trusting person. Her family’s marital bonds are not 
strong ones. Excepting one family member, everyone back to 
her grandparent’s generation, including all four grandparents 
had been divorced. | was unaware of her familial marital history 
until we had been married for some time. 


Moreover, the circumstances | am trying to describe here are 
still difficult for me to fathom. Naturally, an observer such as Per- 


sistence might find my situation even more perplexing. Persis- 
tence’s confusion was understandable to say the least. Her will- 
ingness to abandon me was not. My present wife recognises 
the reality, but is confounded by the futility of everything we do. 


Certain businesses patronise me in the manner of the staff at 
DrugEyeglass. If | had to hypothesise the reason for the treat- 
ment in the instant case, | would suggest a relationship to the 
name of the store. Quantum theory, and to some extent Bud- 
dhism, Taoism, RoadToDivineMorality, and plain common 
sense teach that our reality is a product of what we believe our 
reality to be. Our need for medication, including eyeglasses, is 
a product of our perception of reality, not of reality itself. 


Men consider these reflections as their real selves. Their eyes, 
noses, ears, tongues, and bodies — as well as their gardens, 
woods, farms, homes, servants, and maids — men imagine to be 
their own possessions; but, in fact, they are only results endlessly 
produced by innumerable actions.FN 


We are the total of our actions. We ‘have’ no things. Our beliefs, 
drugs, physical reality, and many other factors colour our per- 
ception of reality, but the mind is the single most important influ- 
ence on our perceptions. These ailments, and their solutions, 
are more based more in our minds than in the facts. Our minds 
create the facts. Consequently, our belief that medications, eye- 


glasses, or illegal drugs will alter our reality is more important 
than the substances themselves. 


Buddhism answers that both the universe and the consciousness 
are merely aggregates of Karma — complexities incalculable of 
conditions shaped by acts and thoughts through some enormous 
past.FN 


The Incubator wants me to learn that one’s mind can overcome 
any hurdle, if one grounds one’s mind sufficiently in one’s own 
reality. The eyeglasses, antihistamines, or alcohol, are as much 
a part of the mind as the ailments: poor eyesight, allergies or ad- 
dictions. We are constantly underestimating the mind’s curative 
powers. Entire industries dedicate their energy to causing us to 
underestimate the therapeutic power of the mind for financial 
benefit to that industry. My present spouse and my grandfather 
have both made their careers in the pharmaceutical industry 
with American companies. There are those in the various profes- 
sions who wish to move forward, but the issue is whether the 
inertia can be overcome.

Persistence and | were walking down MountainBlue Street. The 
United Nations University was just ahead on our right. We 
walked arm in arm. Persistence was her usual self: glowing. On 
Persistence’s side, coming towards us was Wendy Gordon, the 
New Zealander with whom | worked in London, moved to Flor- 
ida with, and crewed a boat in the Caribbean. | had not seen 
Gordon in a decade. She fixed her eyes on Persistence. | 
stared at Gordon to be certain this was her. As Gordon was 
about to pass us, she looked at me. Gordon quietly mouthed 
the word: “Beautiful.” As usual, Persistence looked herself: radi- 
ant. | did not look back. 


To investigate the Japanese naturalization process, | visited the 
immigration office of the Japanese Ministry of Justice. The advi- 
sor at the immigration office told me that | might be eligible for 
citizenship. The advisor warned me that if | received Japanese 
citizenship, | would not be able to return to America for longer 
than a brief stay. Furthermore, if | stayed in America for an ex- 
tended period, my Japanese citizenship would be in jeopardy. 
The final determination is by the Minister of Justice. 


| consulted Peter Henry Barlerin, the attache in the office at the 
American Citizen Services office of the US Embassy to discuss 
my renunciation of American citizenship. Barlerin was two years 
behind my sister at Middlebury College. He pointed out that 
many Japanese citizens stayed in America for extended peri- 
ods. | replied: clearly | am subject to a standard not applied to 


other people, and added: the sooner | become used to the dou- 
ble standard, the better. Barlerin did not understand | meant my 
response to point out the hypocrisy of Barlerin’s comment. Ja- 
pan may wish to apply a double standard to me, but America 
was already applying a double standard to me in a variety of 
ways. Barlerin was concerned about Japan applying a double 
standard to me, yet Barlerin was oblivious to the double stan- 
dard the American government was applying to me. While 
Americans were invading, injuring, and killing civilians in foreign 
countries, and America, American officials were accusing me of 
being a threat to the ‘American way of life.’ They made veiled 
accusations of suspicions of my criminality, as at the interview 
at the Embassy, although | had never attacked anyone. 


The danger | pose is that of peace. Not being able to beat up 
smaller countries like Vietnam, Afghanistan, Iraq, Iran, and Nica- 
ragua would hamstring America’s government. How could Amer- 
ica hope to scare large countries if America does not invade lit- 
tle countries? This was the same reasoning behind the use of 
atomic weapons in 1945: if we did not use them, the Russians 
would not think we were serious about the nuclear option. Amer- 
ica bullies weaker countries to avoid dealing with stronger coun- 
tries on equal terms. Unlike most militaries, American troops 
practice with live fire. Nevertheless, no amount of practice can 
substitute for the real thing, so a good, hot war every now and 
then is important to keep the troops ready. America does this in 
large-scale military incursions such as Korea, but also by every 


American soldier stationed on foreign soil, America has an op- 
portunity to test the readiness of soldiers for foreign combat. 


About this time, there was a reception for the US Ambassador 
for Japan at the CapitalEast American Club. | was invited. | 
asked Persistence if she wanted to go, and she declined. | in- 
vited a former coworker from Asahi Law Offices to join me, but 
due to her work commitments arising the day of the occasion, 
we canceled at the last minute. Her suddenly busy schedule 
was incoincidental. In hindsight, | recognised a connection be- 
tween people on the Embassy staff and my hiring at Asahi. Nev- 
ertheless, | sensed the Americans were not interested in bring- 
ing my Asahi guest to the reception for the Ambassador be- 
cause the United States is not willing to play on equal terms. Po- 
litically the United States treats Japan as our poor cousins, use- 
ful at times, but easily ignored when necessary. If possible the 
US will permanently prevent or delay giving Japan a ‘seat at the 
table.’ The hypocritical attitude displayed by Barlerin and his su- 
pervisors is typical. While espousing freedom of religion, open- 
ness to all races, and a merit based system, America is Judea- 
Christian, Caucasian, homophobic, and monogamous. A month 
after 9/11 American troops had invaded yet another country, Af- 
ghanistan, for problems made in America. | had become intoler- 
ant of American intolerance. | could have attended the occasion 
for the Ambassador alone, but the more | associated with peo- 
ple from the Practical Ethics Association, the less | felt | could 


learn from the Americans; particularly Americans from the De- 
partment of State. 


By means of heart, transmit heart 


Beginning about February and ending about July, | studied a se- 
mester of Arabic at the Arab Islamic Institute. The Institute was 
in the same building as the mosque in HempClothSource. 

While | was studying Arabic, the crown prince of Saudi Arabia 
came to visit the mosque. During one of our classes in the lan- 
guage laboratory he stood next to me. | had applied for a part- 
time job with one of the Arab foundations in CapitalEast. My pur- 
pose in applying was to gain exposure to the Arabic language 
while working. | had not received the job, and after the Prince 
visited our mosque, the director of the school relayed the 
Prince’s apology about the denial of the part-time job. 


| had told MountainCedar about my Arabic studies. One day 
MountainCedar and | were sitting in a restaurant. | was thinking 
about MountainCedar’s physical appearance in less than favour- 
able terms. | gave no outward indication of my thoughts that | 
know of. Suddenly she spoke the words: | know | am not beauti- 
ful. My sister is beautiful. She then suddenly began discussing 
telepathy. A Japanese term commonly used to refer to telepathy 
could be literally translated as: by means of heart, transmit 
heart. She said there are people with whom one is familiar 
enough to know what they are thinking without speech. Moun- 
tainCedar suggested we were able to perceive the thoughts of 


our family members before they verbalised them or made any 
indication. | agreed. MountainCedar said that she and | were 
also able to do that with each other. | agreed. | explained that 
my Arabic class was simply a school for teaching that ability. 
Teaching Arabic was not the primary goal of the school. 


During my lunch break for my Arabic class, | often ate my home- 
made box lunch at a temple in HempClothSource just down the 
hill from the mosque. About April, one of the temple matrons, 
Ms. Yamaguchi, told me about a class at the temple to learn 
about practicing SeatedMeditation. | attended. | discussed my 
meditation studies visit with RicePaddyMountain from the Practi- 
cal Ethics Association. She introduced me to another Practical 
Ethics Association member who told me about more structured 
sessions at the 

Templeofthe Trough(inAtmosphericPressure)Manager in West 
HempCloth. During late spring, and into the summer, | practiced 
Meditation at 

Templeofthe Trough(inAtmosphericPressure)Manager. | discov- 
ered as | was writing this chronology that this temple had the 
same name and was of the same sect, ExcavationFriendRelig- 
ion, aS Mr. PineEternal’s temple in CastleConstellations, in 
which | had slept my last night in CastleConstellations almost 
ten years before. From time to time at these SeatedMeditation 
sessions in Tokyo at the 

Templeofthe Trough(inAtmosphericPressure)Manager | saw an- 
other Caucasian man. One evening after a mediation session, 


he introduced himself. His name was James M. Cohen, an 
American attorney. Mr. Cohen was studying to become a Bud- 
dhist cleric. He suggested we go for a drink at a bar called Jail 
House a few hundred meters from my home. | agreed. Mr. Co- 
hen regularly traveled to New York, and discussed the excep- 
tional meditation practitioners one found in America. Initially, | 
did not connect with his message. We were the only patrons in 
the bar, and | suspect the two bar personnel standing by may 
have been of some assistance telepathically relaying his 
thoughts to me. After we began to discuss something tangen- 
tial, his idea clicked. | realised he was encouraging me to visit 
New York. My mind wandered back to my last visit to New York 
that ended in 9/11. | replied to his assertion regarding the high 
caliber of mediation practitioners in New York City by analogis- 
ing the practice of sports in Japanese. One finds a very high 
caliber among the general population. Nevertheless, in Amer- 
ica, one finds more extremes: exceptionally proficient, and peo- 
ple who are just out to hack around. The people | met in East- 
ernCapital tended to be more proficient communicators than 
most in America. For that reason, | told the Kohen without us- 
ing these words: | was not interested in visiting New York. 


During this time, people repeatedly asked me for an office fac- 
simile number. This occurred with clerks when completing 
forms, or in casual conversation with acquaintances. In addi- 
tion, on the Internet, there were advertisements for free facsim- 
ile numbers. Acquaintances asked me if | had a facsimile ma- 


chine for business. | found an advertisement in the newspaper 
for an employment opportunity in the Law Faculty at Aoyama 
Gakuin University. Aoyama Gakuin is a Christian Mission 
school. | contacted McAlinn who worked at Aoyama Gakuin Uni- 
versity to discuss the opportunity. The religious affiliation was 
unfortunate, but | was becoming desperate for mentally chal- 
lenging work. McAlinn suggested we meet at a Starbucks near 
the university and my home. Like the Starbucks near Asahi, the 
building above this Starbucks houses offices for Goldman 
Sachs, although these offices are for Goldman Sachs Realty. At 
our coffee, | mentioned to McAlinn | was studying Arabic, and 
McAlinn discussed his Arabic studies and years of residence in 
the Middle East. He said he found Japan to be more comfort- 
able than the Middle East. McAlinn and | discussed Persis- 
tence, and the “one mind” credence of Meditation. He also ex- 
pressed a conventional Christian, Caucasian interpretation of 
marital relations. | replied that until | was married for several 
years, | had underestimated the extent two individuals become 
one mind. 


| did not mention my soon-to-be ex-spouse had a sibling. 
Spousal affection could be analogised to the love one feels for 
different siblings. Now that | had realised how deep one’s affec- 
tion can be for a spouse, | realised how in plural marriages 
spouses feel that depth of affection for additional spouses. 


Early on in the meeting with McAlinn, he had pointed out that in 
the building above us were the offices for the Internet book- 
store, Amazon Japan. Somewhat out of context, McAlinn said 
he was trying to contact an author west of WesternGate or 
somewhere. He was not certain. He wanted to facsimile the 
author to gain permission for copyright. His comment probably 
related to the multiple requests | was then receiving for an of- 
fice fax number. McAlinn was generously informing me that my 
ideas were being plagiarised, and all McAlinn was doing was 
buying me a cup of coffee. | think he wanted to establish a busi- 
ness address, complete with office services such as a facsimile, 
in an office setting other than my home. Alternatively, he was try- 
ing to suggest symbolically that he wanted to make “an exact 
copy,” which is another definition for the word facsimile. This is 
the Affiliation Product: double. He probably knows Oracle Soft- 
ware is in that building as well. 


Yamato 


At Yamato, | worked in a large parking lot sorting packages. 
Covering portions of the parking lot were large tent roofs. On 
one side of the parking lot were temporary buildings housing 
the offices and warehouses for three delivery departments: 
TreeBookSix, MountainBlue, and FourthGlen. In the building, 
TreeBookSix’s office were on the second floor, above Mountain- 
Blue’s office. | worked for the TreeBookSix office. Different su- 
pervisors administered TreeBookSix, MountainBlue, and 


FourthGlen. Mr. Broad GreenWillow was the TreeBookSix su- 
pervisor. GreenWillow was older than me. He was friendly and 
jovial. Mr. Harbour, a year younger than me, was the Mountain- 
Blue supervisor, but Mr. Harbour supervised more staff, and a 
larger delivery area. GreenWillow claimed to like foreigners. | 
am always wary when | hear someone say, “I like foreigners.” It 
is a bit like saying: ‘I like humans.’ If you have to say it, do you 
really mean it? On one occasion, GreenWillow hung up the 
phone and complained about a foreigner not knowing the ad- 
dress of a pickup. That was no coincidence. Yamato was in the 
process of trying to deliver me to the aims of the Incubator, but 
no one knew the Incubator’s address. 


In analysing ‘my’ countries, | have said from time to time, that 
my first country is Myanmar, because 

when | entered the world, | wasinMy- pocyumeENT 21. 
anmar. Not until some months later did 21.1 renunciation 
my parents file the paperwork for my denial 

American citizenship. | renounced that 
citizenship at the American Consulate 
in GrandHill on George Washington’s 
279th birthday. The US refused my re- 
quest to renounce my citizenship. | was 
told | lack “the capacity”.F-N 


Because | was born Burmese, | refer to 
America as my second country. My 


third country is Japan. 


When Persistence and | discussed having children, more than 
once, we thought we might teach them Chinese. From us the 
child would naturally learn the English and Japanese. We 
thought a Chinese caregiver for the child or children could 
teach them Chinese as well. Perhaps because of this desire to 
teach our child Chinese, my attitude about my first three coun- 
tries, my Arabic studies, or some other reason, Handlers 
seemed interested in learning what would be my fourth country. 
| have no plans to have a fourth country, except for an artificial 
moon, but there are those who hope | will. Consequently, | sus- 
pect Yamato purposefully grouped FourthGlen with TreeBook- 
Six and MountainBlue. The BlueMountain labourers pointed out 
to me the peculiarity of FourthGlen being with the other two. 
BlueMountain and TreeBookSix were in Harbour District, the 
same District as the American Embassy. FourthGlen was in Re- 
layStationNew District. FourthGlen was not very close to where 
we worked in South MountainBlue. 


Mr. TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods was the 

person who interviewed me for my job at Yamato. From time to 
time, he said things to let me know he had connections outside 
of Yamato. TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods is 
probably connected to the Japanese Nationalists, gangsters or 
some other loose association of individuals connected to my In- 
cubator, but | do not think he is closely connected to America. 


The historical home of Generalissimo Tree’S, was about 300 
meters to the east of our worksite. The house was now a popu- 
lar tourist attraction. On the opposite side of our worksite was 
the BlueMountain Cemetery where all four members of Tree’S 
family were buried. Under State RoadToDivineMorality, General- 
issimo Tree’S was revered as a god, and a Road ToDivineMoral- 
ity shrine in his honour still exists on the site of his house.FN 
TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods thoroughly ex- 
plained to me the legendary account of the suicides of Tree’S 
and his wife. They committed ritual suicide in a manner respec- 
tively proscribed for men and women: disembowelment and cut- 
ting one’s jugular vein. They did so shortly after Emperor Gov- 
ernmentBright’s funeral cortege left the palace. This was accord- 
ing to the samurai practice of following one’s master to death. 

In his suicide letter, Generalissimo Tree’S said that he wished 

to expiate for his disgrace in StateNine, and for the thousands 
of casualties at Port Arthur. He also donated his body to medi- 
cal science.FN Tree’S had been a formidable and useful gen- 
eral that had staved off attack to the Chrysanthemum throne 
simply by his presence and loyalty. The lack of such people as 
Tree’S that occurred in the GreatJustice Era resulted in the fail- 
ure of Japan’s representative democracy. One can’t help won- 
dering: if Tree’S, who was already 62 at the time of his death in 
1919, had not killed himself, would the fledgling democracy had 
a better chance? 


TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedTo TheGods may have 
been trying to suggest that my presence, like Tree’s’s stabilising 
influence in the GovernmentBright Era, was deterrent enough, 
and my absence could destabilise the situation. | think Tun- 
draOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods was trying to 
make a point that, like Tree’S, | was waiting around to be used 
by an Emperor. In the meantime, TundraOfFoodWhichHas- 
BeenOfferedToTheGods was saying: there was no need for me 
to do anything, but wait. In any case, | was grateful for Tun- 
draOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods’s role in hiring 
me, and | felt | could relate to him. In late August, TundraOf- 
FoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods asked me if | would 
like to help him sell fried buckwheat noodles at a festival the 
following month. | enthusiastically agreed. Persistence later told 
me that the fried buckwheat noodles stalls at the festivals are 
connected to organised crime. She did not need to tell me that 
the chivalrous organisations are closely aligned with the Nation- 
alists. The festival was at another shrine to the God of War: the 
NorthernSwamp GodofArchery&War Shrine. 


In September, we sold fried buckwheat noodles at the festival. | 
used to enjoy Japanese festivals, but | especially enjoyed this 
one. | enjoyed giving the traditional Japanese welcome to cus- 
tomers extra gusto, and appreciated the opportunity to spend a 
full day at a festival. At the festival, TundraOfFoodWhichHas- 
BeenOfferedToTheGods introduced me to the priest and his 
family that live at the shrine. | also met several of their friends. 


In the early morning hours, after cleaning up from the festival, 
about twenty of us had dinner and drinks. They invited me to 
spend the night, and, after calling Persistence to confirm she 
did not object, | stayed the night. Over dinner and drinks we dis- 
cussed politics, and | mentioned my interest in working in Japa- 
nese politics and becoming Foreign Minister of Japan. These 
seemed like very devout RoadToDivineMoralists, traditional 
Japanese people, so | was pleased when they seemed to ap- 
prove. In any case, they voiced no concern or objection. One of 
the people | met was Mr. Reign RoofNew. RoofNew had 
played traditional Japanese music in the Road ToDivineMorality 
rituals on stage during the festival. He was a professional musi- 
cian, and performed in full traditional Road ToDivineMorality 
garb at weddings, festivals, etc. | believe RoofNew, like Tun- 
draOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods and many others 
there, including myself, were closely aligned with the National- 
ists. 


During this time, the privatisation of the Japanese post office 
was in the media from time to time. | was and am a supporter of 
Ronald Reagan, and his legacy. One of his policy goals | par- 
ticularly liked was privatising the post office. In 1982, during 
Reagan’s first presidential term, the AT&T monopoly had been 
disbanded. Like the symbolism of the role of a national telecom- 
munications monopoly, there is similar messaging symbolism 
for a national postal monopoly. Unfortunately, entrenched inter- 
ests in the US made postal privatisation impossible, or so | 


heard. Japanese Prime Minister MinorFountain wanted to priva- 
tise the Japanese post office. | hoped the Japanese would suc- 
ceed where America had failed. In the news about this time Ya- 
mato was negotiating with the Japanese government regarding 
the terms of a postal privatisation handover. 


| was interested in doing more than sorting packages at Ya- 
mato, so | consulted Mr. ReignPure MountainForest from the 
Practical Ethics Association about my interest in taking on more 
responsibility at Yamato. | asked him how he recommended | 
proceed. MountainForest suggested | write an explanation of 
why | wanted to work for Yamato. | wrote one, and in the state- 
ment | tried to make a strong case for postal privatisation. | 
gave the document to GreenWillow, and he faxed his copy to 
headquarters. TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOffered ToT he- 
Gods complimented me on the essay, and said the TreeBook- 
Six office staff and drivers were impressed. 


| came to understand that the name GrandHarmony had some 
significance greater than commonly acknowledged. Besides be- 
ing the family name of the Emperor, GrandHarmony was the an- 
cient name for the Japanese kingdom. People in OpenSea- 
Rope still refer to Japan using the name GrandHarmony. 

For some reason, perhaps Image Guidance, | began to suspect 
the word GrandHarmony was a sort of code name. When | said 
the name to an elderly woman, she seemed to react with such 
reverence, that | suspected there was a deeper meaning than 


the one often referred to when spoken aloud. Perhaps Grand- 
Harmony is a code word for the clandestine services during the 
Pacific War, the Search for Zero or the Aerospace Project. 


There is a reason that hill is covered in 
blood 


One of my co-workers at Yamato, Mr. RedHill, was a gentle oc- 
togenarian who worked in the MountainBlue section. Before 
working at Yamato, he had worked at the post office. The main 
RedHill Post Office was a few hundred meters from the parking 
lot we worked in. Before the post office, Mr. RedHill had been a 
Secretary to a Diet member, similar to a US Congressional ex- 
ecutive staff member, and before that, RedHill had been a radio 
operator in the Pacific War. RedHill was fond of telling people a 
story. He was sent on a suicide mission to plunge his plane into 
an American warship. As his plane circled, preparing to attack 
the American craft, he received a radio signal to return to base. 
Prior to hearing this story, | had been led to believe they were 
sent on those missions with insufficient fuel to return. 


RedHill had been working at Yamato for years. He repeatedly 
explained to me that Yamato frequently rotated managers dur- 
ing the Japanese bubble economy of 1986-91 because there 
was So much money changing hands that Yamato had to be 
very careful about managers profiteering. | was not sure exactly 
of the details, but RedHill seemed to be suggesting that Green- 


Willow was stealing my postal privatisation or other ideas, and 
taking the credit for them. RedHill was not the kind of person 
who said things to just make small talk, but he did use much 
metaphor. | was never quite sure what action | was supposed to 
take in response to RedHill’s warnings. If GreenWillow was tak- 
ing advantage of me, | seemed to have no recourse. Generally, 
| just ignored RedHill when he discussed GreenWillow’s alleged 
pilfering of my resources. 


RedHill was from SpitLeader. While working in a control tower 
on StateNine, Mr. RedHill supposedly intercepted a radio trans- 
mission ostensibly between the Russians and the Americans. 
That transmission was supposedly not intended for Japanese. 
While at the University of Buffalo, | had been taught in my politi- 
cal science class that these messages that were sent near the 
end of the war were in a code America knew Japan had deci- 
phered. The messages Americans sent to the Russians in- 
cluded the terms of surrender the Americans were requesting 
the Russians offer to Japanese. Japan’s major obstacle in ac- 
cepting the terms was the Emperor’s status after the surrender. 
Japan did not accept the terms, resulting in nuclear apoca- 
lypses. The implication for the victims of SpitLeader and Island- 
Disseminate, and the descendants of the victims because the 
radiation is passed down genetically, was that they have suf- 
fered the brunt of the burden for preserving the Chrysanthe- 
mum throne. One cannot debate the horrible suffering of so 
many. Due to the inheritable nature of the illness caused by the 


fallout of the atom bombs, the number of victims of the bombs 
still grows today. RedHill’s family does and will suffer effects of 
the radiation for generations. Years before | knew him, and dec- 
ades after the blast, RedHill’s spouse had died due to the radia- 
tion. While | worked at Yamato, RedHill’s eldest son, a man 
about my age, learned he was dying from cancer that was likely 
due to his mother’s exposure to the atomic bomb radiation. 
Americans generally have no idea that the havoc they caused 
years ago is still taking Japanese lives. In one conversation 
with Charles Frump, a University of California at Los Angeles 
classmate, and Ford Motor Company employee, we discussed 
the inhumanity of using nuclear weapons. Mr. Frump has a 
Japanese spouse, an M.B.A from UCLA, and is generally clued- 
in. Nevertheless, | mentioned my disagreement with America’s 
use of the weapons, and he responded by saying: “They started 
it.” Frump now lives in China. 


RedHill and | would often be the last two cleaning up, and after 
we finished, we would take a break together. In front of the 
warehouse for TreeBookSix, between the offices and ware- 
houses for FourthGlen and Blue Mountain, we would sit on 
crates for the mail, or carts for the packages. We had tea from 
a silver thermos. RedHill or | would bring fruit or breads. 

On returning from visits to his family’s hotel in SpitLeader, he 
brought traditional Japanese treats. Often he would try to ex- 
plain to me the historical significance of the treats. The provi- 
sions were from China, the ChinaRegion (home to IslandDis- 


seminate), or other places in Japan. | missed much of the sym- 
bolism of the foods. 


| was sorting the garbage at the time RedHill relayed the discov- 
ery of the latest fallout from ‘Fat Man’ and ‘Little Boy.’ His only 
son was terminally ill with leukaemia. RedHill said simply: ‘I 
lost.’ He stated the loss in an offhand manner, as if this were 
just another piece of garbage we were sorting from one box to 
the other. At break time later we were sitting on carts with our 
knees halfway up to our chins. Our forearms rested on our legs. 
Sitting there, thinking about his dying son, we cried. | tried to be 
consoling, but RedHill told me | was reciting much Buddhist non- 
sense. | reached across, and we held hands, tears streaming 
down our faces. We could barely raise our heads. The irony of 
that moment seemed so huge: a young child, from a culture 
measured in centuries, reassuring a veteran of a war | would 
never comprehend. A culture measured in millennia, holding 
hands with guilt from the 9/11 disaster which | did not know how 
to stop. Was there anything | could do to prevent such slaugh- 
ters from recurring? 


RedHill left. | had another hour of work, but | could not rise. A 
black, serious car pulled up in front of FourthGlen’s offices so 
that the nameplate of a Japanese car stared me squarely in the 
face: “President.” When the occupation ends, | hope the Japa- 
nese will build a car called Prime Minister.

My dissatisfaction with my performance at Paul Hastings years 
ago was still bothering me, and | suspect this became evident 
to my Monitors. Without naming specifics, | had a conversation 
about my work at Paul Hastings with Tom Chan from TUJ Law. 
Chan advised me that | should have put my concerns in writing 
and delivered the writing to Scott Lane. If later, Chan said, the 
trail of liability came back to me, and | had notified my supervi- 
sor in writing, | would not be accountable. | again consulted the 
Ethics Hotline at the California Bar Association. The ethics advi- 
sor again saw nothing out of the ordinary in what we had been 
doing in 1999 in California. Nevertheless, at this time the advi- 
sor suggested | should have put my concerns in writing to my 
direct report, which | did, and that would be the end of my ethi- 
cal responsibility. | heard some years later, that this method of 
exculpating junior attorneys from liability by simply reporting 
their concerns to the senior attorney may be on the wane with 
the Rules of Professional Conduct for the State Bar of Califor- 
nia. If at the time | was working on the matter for that defense 
contractor someone had advised me to put my concerns in writ- 
ing, | could have done so. | would still have been dissatisfied 
with the practice of law in that manner, but at least | could have 
taken some action for the record. Chan’s response was so sim- 
ple, direct, and easy, that | suspect someone had prepared him 
for my conversation in advance, much like | was almost invaria- 
bly prepared for any significant incident. Likely at work or so- 
cially, Chan had heard of a situation similar to mine, fabricated 


or real. Not much later after hearing of that situation, we met 
up. 


This is the Slumdog Millionaire Method to legal practice. The 
Consul General for the Indian Consulate in the city in which | 
lived in 2010 was Vikas Swarup, the author of the novel Q&A, 
on which the movie Slumdog Millionaire was based.FN Chan 
seems to show up and hide from time to time in a way that 
makes me suspect he has a strong connection with the Incuba- 
tor. Perhaps, because the ethically proscribed course was so 
ineffectual, no one ever told me. Then again, perhaps | never 
have consulted the Ethics Hotline, but simply thought | have. 
Had | taken the officially proper course, | would have had the 
Professional Rules of Conduct to fall back on: the blame would 
not have been mine. | would have effectively done nothing, and 
nothing would have changed. Instead, | was supposed to wres- 
tle with this guilt for years until | hated the legal profession, and 
the co-opted role of ethical and moral mediocrity that virtually 
every attorney | meet takes on if they stay in the industry. 


Aerospace & MountainCedar 


Ms. ChildCongratulations Thousand MountainCedar and | met 
occasionally in places we could supposedly speak privately. At 
one of these meetings, | discussed something we had studied 
at the Practical Ethics Association: according to Buddhist 
thought, 100 years are required to discover a visionary. Five 
hundred years are required to understand what the visionary 


said. One thousand years are required to lose the lessons the 
visionary taught us. MountainCedar did not seem very inter- 
ested. | continued: what if there were a way to preserve living 
thought. The Incubator had recently told me that the greatest 
factor in ageing was the sun’s rays. Essentially, the greatest 
natural cause of death among people on Earth is solar radia- 
tion. If you were to avoid this radiation, the potential exists that 
the Fountain of Youth is out there, beyond our solar system. Hy- 
pothetically you could live for a considerably longer period if 
you were able to escape Earth. No one really knows until we 
try. On the return, even if the visionary had died, you would 
have the visionary’s ancestors who were a sort of living time 
capsule. | suggested to MountainCedar that we find the next 
willing visionary, stick that person in a spaceship worthy of a 
500-year journey, and send the ship on a 500-year orbit of 
Earth. MountainCedar was not at all pleased with this discus- 
sion, and she made that plain to me. | discussed my admiration 
for Prime Minister MinorFountain, and MountainCedar said she 
disliked him. MountainCedar and | eventually lost interest in 
each other, although we continued to stay in touch until | sent a 
letter to her work with the return address of my jail cell. 


Since she was not interested, | did not add the following 
thoughts. Imagine if we had to determine the return on invest- 
ment of a venture of this sort. For example, try calculating the 
value of Captain Cook’s or Magellan’s journeys around the 
world. Mind you, both of those individuals were killed in transit. 


In this case, if you took a young enough child, the possibility ex- 
ists the person could return to Earth alive. The potential profit in 
circumnavigating a 500-year loop would be incalculable. This 
would be a method to preserve a method of cipher circa the 
ReachPeace Era. Humans cipher information on a more com- 
plex level than computers. The ciphering of information takes 
on special meaning in Japan. More so than any other society in 
the world, as explained earlier, Japan has managed to preserve 
valuable thought systems long after the rest of the world has 
moved on to more ‘advanced’ thinking. Despite many flaws, Ja- 
pan’s ability to avoid back-pedalling in the name of progress ex- 
ceeds any other major economy. 


lam a bit leery of O 


| had lunch with a Mr. Brent M. O’Leary, at the time an associ- 
ate at White & Case in CapitalEast. O’Leary later went to work 
in CapitalEast for the legal department of Bloomberg LP, a ma- 
jor financial information services company owned by the Mayor 
of New York, and then to NYC as the Senior Legal Compliance 
Counsel for Bloomberg LP, and now works elsewhere. A native 
English speaker, he is several years my junior, but spoke much 
better Japanese. O’Leary said he was planning to run for legisla- 
tive office in the United States. Two years after this meeting he 
became a Democratic National Committee Member of Demo- 
crats Abroad. During our lunch, the conversation at the next ta- 
ble attracted O’Leary’s attention. | could vaguely understand 


that the Japanese conversation we heard next to us had some- 
thing to do with politics, but | could not discern exactly how. 
O’Leary repeatedly looked over at the guests next to us. He 
seemed surprised that the conversation corresponded to our 
conversation. By this time, | was very accustomed to these 
sorts of ‘coincidences.’ O’Leary claimed to be traveling to Rus- 
sia for the holidays to meet his Russian girlfriend. He discussed 
plans to marry her because “no one likes the Russians.” 
O’Leary and | discussed the United Nations. Our conversation 
involved how to restructure the United Nations to reflect the con- 
stituency better, including my idea of a bicameral UN. 


About August 2002, | gave the computer we had received from 
Persistence’s employer to Osman Baffour, an Arab Islamic Insti- 
tute classmate from East Africa. We had never turned the com- 
puter on. Osman’s work involved computers, and currently Os- 
man was Setting up an Internet café with Moynihan’s Seal. Os- 
man came to our home to package the computer, and ship it by 
Yamato. Osman reimbursed us for some cables we had bought 
for the computer, but never used. When the Yamato driver ar- 
rived, the driver said we had not satisfactorily packaged the 
computer, so the driver would not accept the package. We ex- 
plained we believed the computer was not very valuable, but 
the driver insisted. The driver left. We repackaged the com- 
puter. The driver returned, and took the package away. Some 
days later, Osman contacted me to express gratitude for the 
computer. Osman used peculiar language, indicating receipt of 


more than just the computer. | suspect there may have been 
something on the hard drive of the computer Osman received. 
Osman probably thought | knew what was on the hard drive. 

| read Snow Crash, the book Sid Weeks had lent me. | had 
been thinking about the name of the author. In turning over the 
name in my mind, | suspected Neal Stephenson was a pen 
name. From conversations with Weeks, | suspected he might 
have played a significant role in writing the book, perhaps sim- 
ply as a Horseperson Asset. The style and substance seemed 
like Weeks. He had been extremely familiar with the books 

main premise, what he claimed was the underpinning philoso- 
phy. The main premise was that increasing computer compatibil- 
ity was a danger because the more compatible computers are, 
the more easily one could disable more computers with one vi- 
rus. To me, this theme’s inherent flaw was obvious if one under- 
stood the ‘virus’ was not inherently dangerous. In other words, 
the difference between a virus and beneficial mutation is subjec- 
tive. In directory style listings of names in English the family 
name precedes the personal name, as in conventional Japa- 
nese usage. My first name is Steven, and people who address 
me by my first name usually shorten the name to Steve. If one 
pronounces the Snow Crash author’s name directory style: “Ste- 
phenson, Neal,” the words sound like: Steve and son kneel. At 
the Practical Ethics Association, | had been doing much kneel- 
ing. In addition, | suspect the allegory of kneeling and subservi- 
ence is an indication that | should be more respectful to the In- 


cubator. In August 2002, James Freedman from my Japanese 
class at the University of California at Los Angeles visited Capi- 
talEast. Freedman came to see me at our home in ValleyAstrin- 
gent. While | was in the kitchen, the book was on a table in the 
living room. Freedman saw the cover of Snow Crash. He read 
the title out loud, and read the author’s name directory style, al- 
though on the cover the name appears in conventional Ameri- 
can sequence. Freedman claimed to be familiar with the book, 
and we discussed it briefly. | suspect the book was a direct prod- 
uct of my Incubator or a closely related incubator. The plot of 
the book has some striking similarities to my life. In addition, the 
book warns of the future in not apocalyptic terms, but certainly 
unfavourable terms. The text may be a sort of self-defeating 
prophecy to take notice of the direction society may go if we do 
not responsibly lead. 


Freedman and | attended a party at Chan’s apartment on Is- 
landMoon to view the annual OccasionPedestalLarge fire- 
works. Afterwards we went for drinks at a bar. O’Leary was 
there. In a conversation with me, O’Leary alluded to a prophet, 
meaning to suggest | had some role to play. | was too angry for 
words. My Incubated existence is embarrassing enough, but | 
do not need to be humiliated by others stating the obvious. For 
once | was the one offended by indiscretion. Mr. O’Leary has 
never had an unkind word for me, as far as | know. | do not sus- 
pect his purpose was to offend or humiliate me. Nevertheless, 
what | suspect he does not understand is | have been clearly 


relegated to a role as a mere observer. My choice in that role is 
limited. In contrast, Mr. O’Leary, and many of the others in this 
treatise such as Mr. Edward “Ted” Johnson, who worked at 
Paul Hastings at the time of the web publication of this manu- 
script, have jobs, real purpose. In contrast, my simple duty is to 
scribble stuff down so that 50 people 500 years from now can 
read the childish nonsense that went on here. Attorneys are, by 
nature, scribes. We do not really do much of anything. We are 
at best facilitators surrounded by movers and shakers who tend 
to not be attorneys because the movers and shakers under- 
stand the limitations imposed on legal practitioners. We are 
hangers-on, interested in being surrounded by powerful people, 
but many know they do not have the courage or ability to be 
those movers and shakers. 


Freedman went downstairs in the bar to play billiards. | stayed 
upstairs to dance. While dancing, | met Ms. SunChild Island- 
Mulberry. | suspect Freedman arranged for me to meet Island- 
Mulberry. | discovered later that she was a legal secretary at 
Goldman Sachs. She and | met from time to time. 


| attended a party at Mahl’s apartment. John Murphy had re- 
cently moved from Squire, Sanders & Dempsey to Goldman 
Sachs. Murphy remarked that Yamato Transport was a particu- 
larly Japanese company. 


The Practical Ethics Association 


During the first 11 months | worked at Yamato, | regularly at- 
tended the Practical Ethics Association meetings starting at 
05:00 at AbundantHarvestProsperousFoxDeity Shrine. Most 
people wore dress clothes to the meeting, so | would change 
into my work clothes upstairs in a changing room for the way of 
the sword squad, and then go directly to work at Yamato. On 

my days off, | would accompany members to breakfast. At one 
of these breakfasts, | sooke with Mr. ReignPure MountainFor- 
est, Mr. HeadRiceField, and Mr. ForestChestnut, the spouse of 
Ms. ForestChestnut who had invited me to join the Practical Eth- 
ics Association meetings. | asked the three gentlemen if Ya- 
mato Transport was a company with a particularly Japanese cul- 
ture, and they said no. 


The Practical Ethics Association was started by a survivor of 
the IslandDisseminate slaughter. The purpose is to promote 
peace and communitarian values. The survivor’s son had inher- 
ited the organisation, and the grandson would likely inherit the 
group as well. Members called the grandson by his first name: 
Mr. Riji. Like the Chrysanthemums, succession after Riji was in 
flux because there were no males. As Persistence suggested, 
the Practical Ethics Association’s predominant philosophy 
seemed strongly rooted in the RoadToDivineMorality, but there 
was also much Confucianism and Buddhism. Officially, there 
was no religious affiliation. One finds much of both Confucian- 
ism and Buddhism in Japanese culture. According to what Per- 
sistence read on the Internet, the Practical Ethics Association 


was the leading contributor to the Liberal Democratic Party. | 
took this as a positive because | believed that if change would 
come to Japanese, we would need to work from within, using 
the powers that be. Also on television about that time | saw 
much political discussion regarding ethics. This included re- 
peated spoken use of the same word for ethics that appears in 
the name of the Practical Ethics Association. In addition, the 
ideographs for this word frequently appeared on the TV screen 
in large, bold subtitles to emphasise the point. Japanese televi- 
sion relies heavily on subtitles, even when using their own lan- 
guage. Besides the Practical Ethics Association being the lead- 
ing contributor to what was then the only superficially empow- 
ered political party in Japanese, | took television’s drawing atten- 
tion to ethical issues to be positive reinforcement of my actions. 


As | rewrote this sentence in 2010, there was a different politi- 
cal party in power than at the time | initially drafted the preced- 
ing paragraphs. The Liberal Democratic Party ruled for nearly 
54 years since its founding in 1955 with two interruptions be- 
tween 1993 and 1994 and again beginning in 2009. | lived in Ja- 
pan for the first time from 1993 to 1994, and expressed my first 
reservations regarding the Liberal Democratic Party in 2009. In 
2009 | repeatedly orally stated: ‘if you have had a burglar break- 
ing into one’s home, stealing your money for decades, wouldn't 
one prefer to at least have a different burglar break into one’s 
home to steal one’s money?’ A successful government is a Suc- 
cessful kleptocracy. Developed nations’s governments have per- 


fected the art of stealing as much money as possible from resi- 
dents while providing a minimum return. In the case of America, 
the government successfully pilfers even nonresidents because 
America is one of the few countries to tax citizens living outside 
the geographical borders of the governmental authority. In con- 
trast, the Japanese government does not tax their ex-patriot citi- 
zens, but does provide them with benefits, such as public 
schooling in foreign countries, which America does not. Some 
political thinkers have suggested that kleptocracy is limited to 
corrupt government officials who embezzle state funds. This is 
an oversimplification. If the dictator steals money for his per- 
sonal gain, or the bureaucrat wastes money on government 
work that the private sector can do better, the result to the tax- 
payer is the same. Whether the money is lost as the result of 
theft or inefficient administration is irrelevant to taxpayers. Gov- 
ernments are by nature kleptocracies, and to date, no govern- 
ment has been successful unless the state learns to be a suc- 
cessful kleptocracy. The definition of a ‘successful’ government 
in 2014 is the ability to steal as much money as possible from 
taxpayers, while retaining power and providing the least return 
to the taxpayers. The more the government can take, and the 
less the government can give, the more ‘success.’ 


One of the regular attendees at the Practical Ethics Association, 
MountainForest, was from PerverseBeach. He is a little 
younger than my father is, and we became friendly. Mountain- 
Forest had a very soothing manner, typical of rural Japanese 


people. | felt comfortable confiding in him. MountainForest 
spoke regularly with Riji, the grandson of the founder, and son 
of the present head of the Practical Ethics Association. Riji’s 
regular meeting place was the same as mine, at the Abundan- 
tHarvestProsperousFoxDeity Shrine. Members introduced Riji 
and | to each other. | spoke at Practical Ethics Association meet- 
ings on several occasions, including when Riji attended. After 
consulting with Riji, MountainForest became more cautious in 
the questions MountainForest asked me. | sensed Riji wished 
to help me, but Riji’s options were limited. The best Riji could 
do was attempt to minimise the invasions of my privacy. 


One day after a meeting, MountainForest and | went to break- 
fast. | had scheduled this breakfast somedays in advance be- 
cause | wished to hear his counsel. On the way to the restau- 
rant, | discussed the Geography 101 email | had written and 
sent to myself. As a rule, | did not discuss that email with peo- 
ple. Until 2009, | had probably obliquely discussed the Geogra- 
phy 101 email with only two or three people. MountainForest ad- 
monished me for consulting him on this issue. He asked me if | 
did not understand the discussion at the meeting that day. | had 
not, and told him so. MountainForest explained that we were 
not supposed to discuss the mapping of strategies. | had been 
contemplating for some time how to broach this matter with 
MountainForest. | suspect others telepathically perceived this 
contemplation while we kneeled on the straw mats. Conse- 
quently, in hopes of curtailing my disclosure of confidential infor- 


mation, the word came down at a meeting that we ‘keep our 
own counsel’ regarding matters like my map. | explained myself 
a bit further, and MountainForest began to appreciate the com- 
plexity of my situation. In the meetings, we sat in a CorrectSit- 
ting position listening to the readings and the thoughts of indi- 
vidual speakers. | found the meetings to be very similar to the 
Religious Society of Friends. In contrast, the Friends meetings | 
attended involved sitting on chairs, not speaking for most of the 
meeting, and meeting only once a week. My lower back is lim- 
ber than most. | was about to turn 40. | was not raised as a 
child using CorrectSitting. In my case, the CorrectSitting posi- 
tion held for a hour-long meeting required me to stand gradually 
to regain the use of my legs. Mr. HeadRiceField had practiced 
martial arts, and taught me exactly how to position one’s hands, 
feet, knees, back, gaze, etc. As we kneeled in quiet contempla- 
tion, at the front of the room was an alcove, the ShipSun flag, 
and a vase of arranged flowers. My Japanese language skills 
are not sufficient to keep pace with most of the Japanese mono- 
logues | hear. Unless | am in a dialogue with the native Japa- 
nese speaker, repeatedly confirming my comprehension, | often 
lose the thread of the subject. At the Practical Ethics Associa- 
tion meetings, the speakers’s monologues were an even more 
difficult proposition. Speakers did not tailor the speeches for my 
limited Japanese language ability, as would occur in a dialogue. 
For most of the speeches, | could not even comprehend the 
main subject. 


Therefore, | was surprised to learn how often my thoughts coin- 
cided with the subject of the speeches at the meetings. Mr. 
LightCountry “Kuni” GhostNine, a fluent English speaker, 
was in town occasionally, and GhostNine would review the read- 
ings from past meetings with me. Partly due to his explanations, 
| realised that there was an unusual correlation between the 
thoughts | had been having over a week or so and the readings 
at the meetings. | attribute this to telepathy. Much of my inter- 
est in the Association stemmed from the opportunity to practice 
telepathy with regular Japanese people. | am very grateful for 
what | learned. 


On another occasion MountainForest and | went for a cup of cof- 
fee after a meeting. MountainForest complimented me, saying 
many Japanese people were unable to convey one’s thoughts 
as well as me. Much like my Arabic classes, these meetings 
seemed to be a method of training thought communication, te- 
lepathy and Image Guidance. | think MountainForest was not a- 
ware that non-Japanese individuals could communicate via Im- 
age Guidance. Although | Know many foreigners who use Im- 
age Guidance, | do not think MountainForest is well acquainted 
with many foreigners. In addition, | think he was being kind 
when he complimented my image communication. | met many 
Japanese people on a daily basis who seem much more adept 
than | was at Image Guidance. This higher standard is what | 
was referring to when | told the Kohen, the attorney | met at 
Meditation, that | prefer the higher overall standard of Japanese 


society than the higher level of the few who excel well above 
the norm in America.

this planet descended from the Mitochondrial Mother who lived 
Ad ad P rof it - F ce Ra n k in East Africa about 200,000 years ago, so we all have African 
ancestry. Racially, | am classified as Caucasian. On one occa- 
sion when | was in high school | used the nigger: a derogatory 
Ni ext name referring to black Americans. | realized then how bad the 
word tasted in my mouth. Two of my American siblings who 
regularly use the word in conversation is my shame. Because 
of my ethnic appearance, most people would not think of me as 
a nigger. | will never Know how black Americans feel, but | can 
better imagine how black Americans feel in America because of 


my experience in Japan. After living in Japan, | do know how 
one feels when niggered. 


America is a country with many racial scars, even open racial 
wounds. At times, | often feel as though America is a country at 
war with itself, and to counteract the many ongoing civil wars in 
America, the Federal Government launches foreign wars to 
paint over the gaping domestic wounds. Besides black Ameri- 
cans, another touchy racial issue in America is that of those 
whose arrival in America predates the first Europeans who 
landed in America about 1002.FN_ The very first immigrants to 
America arrived more than 10,000 years ago. They walked 


across the land bridge of ice formed between what is now Rus- 
sia and Alaska. These immigrants are often called native, indige- 
nous, American Indians, or aboriginals. All these names are in- 
accurate. 


Native v. native 


When used as an adjective, ‘native’ means: “Belonging to one 
by birth.” Therefore, calling a person a ‘native American’ refers 
to birth, in contrast to the racial characteristic to which ‘Native 
American’ is often used to indicate. Using this logic, anyone 
born in America would be a native American, albeit not a Native 
American. If a person’s genetic makeup included ancestors 
who walked across the land bridge 10,000 years ago was not 
born in America, the term native American would not apply to 
that Native American. The term native American would apply to 
anyone born in America, even if they were first generation 
Americans. Consequently, the term does not indicate the racial 
characteristics which many use the word to mean. The term is 
too inclusive, as well as inaccurate. The use of the terms Native 
and native are confusing and inconsistent. 


Indigenous 


The adjective indigenous means: “born or engendered in, na- 
tive to a land or region, especially before an intrusion, espe- 
cially of plants and indigenous peoples.” First, this definition is 
circular because the definition uses the word being defined. 


Second, all humans beyond the Africa/Eurasia land mass could 
be defined as an “intrusion.” The term indigenous does not ap- 
ply to any American humans if you believe any immigration is 
an intrusion. The only indigenous animals in America, or Japan 
for that matter, are non-humans. If you believe only some immi- 
gration is an intrusion, such as, the Europeans were an “intru- 
sion” but the ‘Native Americans’ were not an “intrusion,” then de- 
fining what is and is not immigration becomes excessively sub- 
jective, and the term ‘indigenous’ is useless. 


Indian 


The term American Indian results from “Christopher Colum- 
bus’[s] geographical and historical mistake.”F N Using a misno- 
mer originating from an ignorant old white guy more than 500 
years ago would hardly seem useful. This name is clearly inap- 
propriate. 


Aboriginal 


The adjective aboriginal means: “Original or indigenous to a 
place.” The use of “indigenous” is incorrect for the reasons 
stated above. Original is an option, but the root of the word is 
origin, and before Asia, the American immigrants from 10,000 
years ago, just like the American immigrants arriving after the 
Christian year 1002, ‘originated’ in Africa with the Mitochondrial 
Mother. Therefore, the American immigrating from the west 
10,000 years ago, and the Americans immigrating from the east 


both ‘originated’ from the same place: Africa. Consequently, be- 
cause original is the root word of aboriginal, aboriginal does not 
specify the race of people who came to America 10,000 years 
ago without also including the more recent immigrants from the 
east. 


Where ya from? 


The immigrants who arrived in America 10,000 years ago were 
clearly colonising America. These immigrants were coming 
across a land bridge from Asia that existed due to the ice age. 
Consequently, the first human to set foot on America or Japa- 
nese was a colonist from Asia. Consequently, the most accu- 
rate name for the first colonizers of America invading more than 
10,000 years ago would be Ancient Asian Americans. | will call 
them Ancient Americans. One might surmise that these Ancient 
Americans were a rowdy bunch. | base this conclusion on cor- 
recting and extrapolating on a social science theory | learned at 
the University of Buffalo. 


The theory studied the immigration to America by Swedes. Ini- 
tially, many of Swedes settled in Minnesota. This made the cul- 
ture and society there predominantly Swedish. Gradually, other 
immigrants moved to Minnesota, and eventually the Swedes in 
Minnesota were outnumbered. Nevertheless, the single pre- 
dominant culture of the area remained Swedish because no 
other substantial immigrant group ever arrived in a single influx 
of immigrants larger than the Swedish immigration. Therefore, 


the dominant role of the Swedish culture was never usurped be- 
cause no single group of immigrants arrived in as short a pe- 
riod. The premise of this theory is that there was no predomi- 
nant culture of the area before the Swedes arrived. This is typi- 
cal Western hubris. There was most certainly a predominant cul- 
ture in America before the arrival of large numbers of Europe- 
ans: the original Ancient Asian American culture.If you believe 
that: 


1. The predominant culture in America at the time of European 
arrivals was Ancient Asian American; and, 


2. As proven by social science research, gradual immigration 
will not displace the dominant culture even once the immi- 
grants outnumber the earlier inhabitants as long as the latter 
immigration occurs slower than the original immigration; 
then, 


3. You should conclude that the dominant culture in America 
today is Ancient Asian American, or to uSe conventional ter- 
minology: present-day American culture is essentially indige- 
nous, aboriginal, or Native American. 


Now consider why other ‘immigrant nations’ such as Canada, 
New Zealand, Australia and others are not nearly as violent as 
America. The reason other immigrant nations in the world today 
do not have cultures as violent as the United States is because 
other immigrant nations did not have a prevailing culture of vio- 


lence and conquest predating the arrival of the Europeans to 
those other immigrant nations. Much more so than other immi- 
grant nations before European colonisation, America had a pre- 
existing culture of cannibalism,FN warring tribes, and conquest. 
The military industrial complex of America, and the gun culture 
which exists in part because of that military industrial complex, 
is a direct product of this violent Ancient Asian American cul- 
ture. 


Tangentially, one of the many ironies of international trade is the 
lack of complaint one hears from other countries about the 
dumping pricing policy of American pharmaceutical and gun 
companies. 


Another significant reason for the gun culture in America is that 
if the United States applied restrictions half as difficult to a gun 
license application as Americans apply to an automobile opera- 
tor’s license application, a considerable number of attorneys 
would be out of work because of the resulting drop in crime in 
America. As often happens, there is no conscious decision to 
perpetuate this status quo, but the violence best benefits Ameri- 
can elites. There is a striking analogy here to Japanese impo- 
tence best benefiting Japanese and American elites. 


Returning to immigration, consider Ancient Asia/Japan immigra- 
tion. The first humans colonised Japan about 30,000 years 
agoFN, 20,000 years before the same Ancient Asian stock emi- 
grated to America. Because the first human to colonise Japan 


was likely as rowdy, perhaps even rowdier, than the folks invad- 
ing the US from Asia 10,000 years ago, we can surmise that Ja- 
pan shares an original immigrant source who were at least as 
violent, perhaps more so, than the original immigrant source 
who colonised America. At least internally, Japan appears to 
have overcome their violent ancestry. Other than the Dutch, the 
Japanese people are the only nation to disarm a citizenry, and 
institute gun control. The primary, perhaps only reason for the 
Japanese learning to control their violence has to do with a rela- 
tively large population being shut up on a tiny island, which, if 
we consider the inhabitable terrain due to mountains, is even 
tinier. 


One of the reasons for the mislabeled people and origins such 
as the Ancient Asian Americans as well as many other miscon- 
ceptions of our thinking today are because of the relatively 
short time that cultures have had to absorb recent scientific dis- 
coveries. By “recent” | mean the last several centuries. Every 
people with a shared mythology have a creationist myth to ex- 
plain their origin. Invariably, this origin indicates some place in 
the geographic area which the people were occupying when the 
shared myths are created. In the case of Japan, that myth ex- 
plains the Japanese archipelago. All these myths shape the lan- 
guage and mentality of the people such that millennia of encul- 
turation do not jibe with discoveries made in the last century or 
so. The terms and language we use perpetuate these miscon- 
ceptions. If we do not acknowledge these misnomers and cor- 


rect them, we will not benefit from the scientific knowledge we 
are amassing. 


The last misnomer | will address caused by this primal mindset 
occurs with the term: continent. The total number of ‘continents’ 
as defined in our languages was gradually increasing for most 
of history until the last several centuries when we found that 
there are no more continents, and we set the number at seven. 
The idea of a continent is born out of each people’s belief that 
their large contiguous landmass was the only one. This idea ap- 
pears in respective mythology, and is still perpetuated in the fun- 
damental way humans envision their nativity. Each people with 
a creationist myth think of their continent or land mass as the 
Earth’s primary land mass because that is where, at least 
mythologically, their people originated. This tribal, ethnocentric 
view is the same hubris that causes humans to conclude that 
we are the centre of the universe, and there is no intelligent life 
except on Earth. Geographically speaking, a more accurate 
way to comprehend the Earth’s landmasses is to view the 
Africa/Asia/Europe landmass as the Continent, and all the other 
landmasses as islands. Indeed, British English uses the word 
continent in this manner. Nevertheless, the British are limiting 
the geographical area to Europe, when the term should apply to 
Europe, Asia and Africa. 


If one adjusts vocabulary accordingly, and teaches geography 
accordingly, humanity’s understanding of our reality will con- 


form with the scientific discoveries of the last few centuries. Hu- 
manity’s evolution from a single source: ‘the Continent,’ and emi- 
grating all over the world is a fact, and should be reflected in 

our language. If we continue to use a vocabulary based on an 
erroneous, subjective understanding of the planet, we will per- 
petuate human dissonance, and discord by reinforcing subjec- 
tive definitions of origin. To teach a new generation of humanity 
to use outdated, disproven vocabulary will simply continue the 
mistakes of past generations, and perpetuate conflict among 
people. 


Section 2 


The Male Seed 


The Incubator appears to believe in a ‘Male Seed’ theory of suc- 
cession. The Shadow seems fairly obsessed with following, hid- 
ing and exploiting this succession. | have pieced together the 
following from deduction, plausible accusability and various 
sources. My understanding is limited. One more reason for writ- 
ing this treatise is to see if | can better understand what | call 
the Male Seed theory. 


The Mitochondrial Mother is a well documented fact. So is the 
Y-chromosomal FatherFN who predates the Mitochondrial 
Mother. Theoretically there is a direct line that can be traced 
back to the ‘original’ human. For instance, somewhere there is 
an extant male line that carries the most directly inherited fe- 
male egg of the human race. The male carrying this egg would 
be the ‘base root’ male on the planet, carrying the most funda- 
mental DNA of the human race. | do not entirely understand 
why, but the line is transferred by the male and maintained by 
the female. Perhaps one reason the males carry the seed is 
simply to keep both genders in the hereditary line. For example, 


the Mitochondrial Mother’s first male offspring (Son, grandson, 
or whatever) held the primary Male Seed. This eldest male 
mated with a female, and that female’s eldest male offspring 
(son, grandson, whatever) carried the next generation of the 
Male Seed. One would suspect the eldest male might some- 
times die before mating, in which case the next eldest male 
would carry on the succession. 


This is a grossly simplified version of the genetic origins of hu- 
manity. | am not a geneticist, and this issue is particularly com- 
plex, especially the issue of the Variable MotherFN and Father. 
Nevertheless, | am trying to explain what appears to be the pre- 
vailing wisdom of the Shadow and the Incubator. These are not 
my ideas. 


The male hereditary sperm carries the ‘seed’ that grows the 
ovary in the next female offspring of the ‘primary’ line of human- 
ity. The exact value of this Male Seed is not clear to me. The 
value may be more symbolic than real, more spiritual than tangi- 
ble. A combination of religious folklore, urban legends and secu- 
lar secret societies have leveraged the scientific version. For ex- 
ample, Jesus Christ, the Holy Grail, and The Da Vinci Code 
may be a romanticized version of this Male Seed theory. The 
carrier would be our most direct link to our past. The carrier’s 
ancestry would be the straightest line between present and pre- 
human existence, symbolically: the purest line back to the pre- 
Garden of Eden. 


My confidence in the validity of this Male Seed theory is not 
100%, but growing. The theory is simply the best reason | can 
come up with to explain the obsessions of the Shadow and the 
Incubator. Given the paucity of explanations, this being the best 
explanation is not saying much, but again Sherlock Holmes: 
“When you remove the impossible, whatever remains, however 
improbable, must be the truth.” Just as plausible accusability 
prevents me from being able to definitively prove the existence 
of the Shadow and the Incubator, | cannot prove the Male Seed 
theory is the Incubator’s or the Shadow’s reason for being. 
Moreover, in the case of the Male Seed theory, | have based de- 
ductions on circumstantial evidence that is weak at best, plus 
my scientific knowledge of gene theory is extremely limited. 


Also, as some of you may have noticed, there seems to be a 
contradiction in my being the Male Seed carrier because | indi- 
cate Idiot Savants on both sides of my family tree. Mr. Steven 
Paul Jobs being my half-uncle born out of wedlock to my fa- 
ther’s father would be one Idiot Savant. The other would be my 
mother’s father. One explanation for this might be the Variable 
Mother. If, some generations ago, the tree split, new data be- 
came known, or there was a difference of opinion, the union of 
my mother and father may have been an Incubator attempt to 
reunite the family tree. Again, | do not know. That is part of the 
point of writing this. 


Most importantly, this sort of pure race theory sounds more 
than a bit scary when the ideas are put into print, which may be 
one reason | have never heard anyone describe the theory. | do 
not wish to encourage genetic hierarchies. Nevertheless, | do 
wish to expose such thinking. Transparency is the first step to 
exploration, understanding, refutation and refinement. If the 
facts as | understand them are correct, so be it. If not, we 
should disprove.

| participated in the ValleyAstringent Folklore Club. The mem- 
bers of the club organised storytelling meetings for young chil- 
dren. After one of the meetings, some other speakers from the 
club, including Handler Ms. InletRay VillageTree, and | went 
for dinner. According to the Image Guidance, euphemisms and 
metaphors, the club and particularly Village Tree were associ- 
ated with then Foreign Minister ChildObey MouthStream. One 
of the speakers at one of the folklore club meetings was from 
Hong Kong. She and | discussed politics. | remarked that Amer- 
ica might be the leader of world affairs, and Japan second only 
because America needs the experience more than Japan. If 
America should falter, or lose the balance, Japan, close behind, 
is sure to stabilise the situation wisely using financial clout and 
centuries of political experience. In contrast, the United States, 
still a young country, takes the lead in many respects simply be- 
cause the Americans have yet to find their proper footing in the 
world. This is similar to the structure of corporate leadership in 
Japan, where the CEO will often be a figurehead, and the real 
power resides in the second in command. Apparently, this and 
other remarks impressed her, and she alluded to Confucius con- 
cerning my opinions. She was trying to flatter me, but | was not 
amused. | pointed out: most of the people are wrong most of 
the time; to indicate that | did not appreciate the comparison to 
Confucius. 


On one occasion | was walking down a street at night in Valley- 
Astringent. A Japanese woman seemed to be following me. | 


suddenly turned around, retraced my path so that | passed her 
as she faced me going the other way, and | turned a corner. 
The woman also turned back, and turned the corner to follow 
me. | suddenly turned around again to face her, and return to 
my original course. This time, as | confronted my pursuer, | 
could see she seemed more frightened than | was. | walked 
past her. She again turned around to follow me, and | continued 
on my way without further incident. When | related this story to 
Persistence, she suggested the woman was interested in meet- 
ing me. 


| met Sid Weeks from TUJ Law for lunch. He discussed Markus 
Janssen, the German attorney who had given Weeks the job | 
declined. Weeks thought Janssen had some good ideas, but 
was not confident Janssen was able to follow through. 

| received an inquiry via Image Guidance about whether | 
thought Janssen could be helpful or not. | suspect the inquiry 
was asking if Janssen should remain a part of the Incubator. 
Perhaps because Janssen’s nationality is neither American or 
Japanese there may have been some resistance to his partici- 
pation. Via Image Guidance | suspect | received a reference to 
Mr. WisteriaThatOne from New York City. The implication being 
that someone who had lived outside Japan for a long time 
would not be a suitable member of the team. On a separate is- 
sue Weeks referred to BSE in Britain using the English phrase: 
Hoof-in-Mouth disease. 


On another occasion | met three members of the then TUJ Law 
administration for lunch. One was Repeta, the second was the 
Assistant Director of the Law Program, and the third was their 
assistant. | explained to Repeta that | had returned to Japan on 
9/11, and had not left since. | discussed the Events in the UK 
when | lived there, and something seemed to click in Repeta’s 
mind. Likely, his experience as counsel on the KAL 007 litiga- 
tion may have been the reason for his reaction. With the excep- 
tion of the aircraft maker, who was the Paul Hastings client, | 
can find no other nexus between KAL 007, 9/11, and Lockerbie, 
but Repeta seemed to recognise a link. As we said goodbye, 
Repeta, who had volunteered to go to Vietnam, snapped to at- 
tention and saluted me in front of TUJ Law’s campus building. | 
never saw him again, but we stay in touch via LinkedIn. Repeta 
returned to America. He took a post as an Abe Fellow at the Na- 
tional Security Archive in Washington, DC, and is now back in 
Japan as a professor. The next Director of TUJ Law was a Mor- 
mon. Now he is gone too. 


On 21 September 2002, 1 year and 10 days after 9/11, Mahl 
and | went to What the Dickens for drinks for a third time. | met 
Ms. BeautifulNarrative InnerStreamMiddle. Without any 
prompting from me, she told me almost immediately that she en- 
joyed discussions about the universe. This contrasted starkly to 
MountainCedar’s frosty reception to my thoughts about packing 
up a visionary on a universe plane, and sending the plane off 
for a 500 year jaunt around the Earth. In the following weeks In- 


nerStreamMiddle repeatedly told me she liked talking about the 
universe. | believe this was the Incubator hoping to encourage 
the Aerospace Project. MountainCedar had discouraged my dis- 
cussion of sending a visionary on a 500 year journey. The Incu- 
bator wanted to encourage the idea, so the Incubator found 
someone to replace MountainCedar. InnerStreamMiddle’s role 
would be to push me forward in a direction that MountainCedar 
was not willing to encourage. 


Chicken 


| believe in 2002 there were three RoosterFestivals, the days 
“in November that fell on the zodiacal sign of the bird.” The ideo- 
grams used to write the word RoosterFestival could also be 
translated as bird fair. RoosterFestivals are “held at several ‘ea- 
gle shrines’ throughout the city.” FN The mythological phoenix 
resembles an eagle.FN The national bird of America and six 
other states is the eagle.FN 


Bird days occur either twice or three times in a month. 


It was believed that years in which November contained three bird 
days were also years in which ‘the flowers of Edo,’ the conflagra- 
tions, flourished.” “, ‘bird’ also means ‘taking in’ or ‘reaping’ FN 


In any case there were three festivals on Wednesdays in No- 
vember 2002 at the BigBird Shrine. BigBird Shrine was close 
to InnerStreamMiddle’s home in BelowBlackinsight. The char- 


acter for bird in the shrine could also be translated as chicken. 
Chicken, in American, is a derogatory term for a person lacking 
courage. The Americans had repeatedly made the point that 
they believed | lacked courage. Arabic for chicken sounds simi- 
lar to a slang American phrase: “da judge.” Thus my Image 
Component for chicken now suggests a less negative Meaning 
then one might suspect from my American upbringing. This is 
an example of the Reconnection Stage. 


| explained my theory about a modern day Captain Cook or Ma- 
gellan to InnerStreamMiddle while we visited the BigBird Shrine 
for one of these festivals. | later told her about the gender ratio 
according to what | heard at the girl’s camp more than 20 years 
before. | also explained the age of the women would necessar- 
ily be very young to maximise the likelihood of successful breed- 
ing in an artificial planetoid. | suspect InnerStreamMiddle re- 
layed the information. | do not know to whom. | suspected that | 
had Yamato to thank in part for meeting ChildCongratula- 
tionsThousand MountainCedar. | suspect the same for Ms. In- 
nerStreamMiddle. My Yamato boss, GreenWillow, had been in 
the fashion clothing business before working at Yamato, and 
Ms. InnerStreamMiddle then worked for a fashion clothing com- 
pany, Abahouse International. She was a manager, supervising 
approximately 80 staff in almost a dozen stores between Large- 
Constellations and PerverseBeach. 


On 24 September 2002 | consulted Mr. Strong WisteriaTha- 
tOne, a local Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) politician. Wisteria- 
ThatOne was the name of the Prince, according to my Incuba- 
tor sources, instrumental in the “Occupation,” the period after 
the hot portion of the Pacific War when Americans admit to oc- 
cupying Japan. MacArthur, the General of that occupation, was 
nicknamed “Mac,” which was the nickname many people used 
to address me. Prince WisteriaThatOne was responsible for li- 
aising between the Emperor and the United States Govern- 
ment. At my meeting with Strong WisteriaThatOne he referred 
me to Mr. ReignWesternStyle TreeEight, in charge of General 
Affairs for the LDP in CapitalEast. Incoincidentally, his family 
name is the same as the fictional client at Asahi. A TreeEight “is 
a directional antenna system consisting of an array of a dipole 
and additional closely coupled parasitic elements (usually a re- 
flector and one or more directors).”—- N The symbolism of this 
name, and the same family name used for the fictional client at 
Asahi, is in the context of human beings relaying messages by 
Image Guidance. An antenna would be a person who could tele- 
pathically convey, relay messages. The Name Game being 
played is to remind us that people are antennas in Image Guid- 
ance. The family name of the fictional client Mr. Yusen Yagi may 
also use the ideographs for TreeEight. Nevertheless, | do not 
have a record of what ideographs the fictional Yagi used. Per- 
haps this Yagi was fictional also, but | was told this was his 
name. | made an appointment to meet Mr. TreeEight on 27 Sep- 


tember 2002. His office was in the House of Councillors office 
building. As | was waiting in the reception area, someone came 
in, and in a loud voice in Japanese, causing me to look up sud- 
denly, said: “Good Morning.” The speaker was Foreign Minister 
ChildObey MouthStream. The bold, assertive “Good Morning” 
was Clearly imitating the greetings | frequently heard at the Prac- 
tical Ethics Association. Just afterwards, TreeEight came out. 
We went to one of the meeting rooms, and | explained that | 
was looking for a job working for a Japanese politician. He 
asked me who, and, since she seemed to have just volun- 
teered, | suggested MouthStream. 


| had arranged to meet Ms. InnerStreamMiddle, but she was 
late. While | was waiting in ValleyAstringent another person re- 
sembling Ms. InnerStreamMiddle loitered in front of me, mean- 
ing to suggest that InnerStreamMiddle was interchangeable, 
and that other women were available. | was becoming frus- 
trated with the lack of progress, the delay, and the time wasted 
with women. To communicate my frustration, | bought several 
eggs, and waited until Ms. InnerStreamMiddle arrived. While 
speaking to her in public in view of any Monitors that might be 
watching, | explained why | was angry, and crushed several 
eggs with my hand to make my point emphatically. 


On 12 December 2002 | went with Mahl to the Frog & Toad Bar. 
| met Ms. ChildGenuine PlaceSeparate. This introduction 
seemed related to my conversations with InnerStreamMiddle 


about the age of the women in the rocket. PlaceSeparate’s fam- 
ily name was also foreshadowing my residential circumstances. 
Less than five months later Persistence Won and | would be liv- 
ing separately. PlaceSeparate was in public relations, and we 
exchanged business cards. Her employer was Planet Marketing 
Communications. PlaceSeparate claimed the company was a 
small one, and had only just begun. After 9/11, | met many mar- 
keting and public relations folk. Perhaps the idea was to sug- 
gest marketing my planetoid project or me. 


Underemployed 


One afternoon, BeautifulNarrative InnerStreamMiddle and | 
went for a walk in the Imperial Palace grounds. | expressed my 
discouragement at having little to do, and InnerSteamMiddle 
said that the emperor only works a few hours a month. This 
was the same stalling tactic TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOf- 
feredToTheGods had given me. 


At Yamato one of my TreeBookSix coworkers, Asanuma, told 
me of the helicopter base for the Japanese self-defence forces 
a few hundred meters from us. | reminded Asanuma of the occu- 
pying United States military forces in TreeBookSix. On a sepa- 
rate occasion while GreenWillow and | walked through a ceme- 
tery in BlueMountain famous for the graves of Generalissimo 
Tree’S and his family, GreenWillow pointed out the cemetery’s 
markers for graves of other noted Japanese military officers. 

My coworkers were suggesting | had some military connection. 


GreenWillow may have been trying to suggest my connection to 
the military was more related to Japan than America. That 
cemetery is also famous for the graves of prominent foreigners 
who died in Japan. 


After some months, | realised the greatest difference between 
Yamato and Asahi was the amount of money | was not receiv- 
ing. The satisfaction | experienced initially from doing some- 
thing tangible at Yamato had faded. Instead, | was playing an- 
other game of mule: transmitting messages back and forth 
around my Incubator with little real sense of achievement. | was 
exercising my mental faculties, but the exercise felt a lot like 
mental masturbation. Yamato was receiving Incubator informa- 
tion from McAlinn or a similar source. They would supply Red- 
Hill with discussion material. Two of the BlueMountain labourers 
mentioned to me that RedHill had considered quitting. In my co- 
workers’s sub-text was the implication that RedHill was staying 
on to, depending how one perceives the situation, work with or 
on me. Again, | caution my reader that despite one’s initial inter- 
pretations of this chronology, | am not trying to vilify McAlinn, 
RedHill or anyone in this treatise. The facts may never be ade- 
quately known to sort the good from the bad. Moreover, | in- 
creasingly doubt there ever was such a thing as good, bad or 
in-between. 


About 03 February 2003 Persistence came home from work 
and told me about Bowling for Columbine, a movie about arms 


control. We were interested, so | went to check the movie 
times. We decided to go the next day. Before the movie, the fol- 
lowing day at work RedHill was talking about soybeans. This 
was in early February, about the time of the BeanScattering 
Ceremony in which one eats soybeans to dispel evil spirits. 
That afternoon we went to the movie. The movie included an in- 
terview of Timothy McVeigh’s brother. A court convicted Timothy 
McVeigh and sentenced him to death for the bombing of the US 
Federal Building in Oklahoma. This bombing had occurred 
when | lived in CapitalEast as a law student. As explained, John 
Seward and | had discussed the incident. According to the 
movie, McVeigh’s brother is a soybean farmer who exports al- 
most his entire crop to Japan. Audience members near me 
helped me to understand that the character in the movie that 
symbolised me was the soybean farmer. | saw where Redhill 
had been going with the soybean conversation that morning. 
For the rest of the day after the movie, and the following day 
through the package sorting at Yamato, | mulled over how the 
pieces fit together. | further considered where RedHill was go- 
ing with the conversation, and probably received some of these 
thoughts due to the presence of Others in the workplace. | an- 
ticipated that my thinking was going to be recycled by Mr. Har- 
bour, Prof. McAlinn, Mr. RedHill, et. al. and delivered back to 
me during my daily chat with RedHill at teatime. 


The problem with this recycling method of Incubator instruction 
was the circumstances are never identical. For example, | 


would observe a particular situation, and explain my reasoning. 
The Incubator Administrators would apply the same reasoning 
to a different situation. | could quickly see where their (my recy- 
cled) logic was faulty when applied to the specifics of the new 
situation, and | would try to point this out. The language barrier 
is substantial, and | have difficulty explaining myself. Neverthe- 
less, | felt as though | did more often than not successfully ex- 
plain myself with my less than perfect Japanese language abil- 
ity. The real disconnect in the situation is almost always due to 
the same obstacle one finds playing the telephone game in any 
language. One person relays the message to another, but at 
each transfer, the message becomes slightly more degraded 
and garbled until the message becomes nonsensical. Conse- 
quently, by the time the Incubator Administrators received my 
thinking, the multiple layers distorted the logic so | felt like | was 
playing a children’s game. 


| wished to communicate this feeling of frustration graphically. 
Just as the TUJ Law student on the bus was recycling my logic, 
now so was RedHill. Here was a messenger, who himself used 
to work for the post office, with the same family name as the 
name of a major post office nearby. | decided to drop a com- 
plaint letter in the post, and see what sort of reply | received. | 
prepared in advance for the soybean conversation | expected 
from RedHill. Before the coffee break | went to the TreeBookSix 
office, and wordlessly communicated my need for memo paper. 
TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedTo TheGods had resigned, 


and Otabe was the new Assistant Manager. As a high school ex- 
change student in California, Otabe had lived not far from 
where | worked for Paul Hastings. | picked up one piece of 
scrap paper, felt | was mistaken, and took the one Mr. Otabe in- 
dicated by Image Guidance. The scrap paper he indicated was 
a blank discarded delivery form, placed there for the purpose in 
the bottom of a waste receptacle. The point Yamato wished to 
make was | was wasting my time. The point | wished to make 
was we will do things properly, or we will not do them at all. | 
carried two writing implements. RedHill and | sat, tucked in to 
our tea and goodies, and began our chat. Not soon after, Red- 
Hill started in on the soybeans. Upon hearing the word soy- 
bean, | was ready with my paper and implements, and began 
drawing RedHill a picture of soybeans. 


| explained that the soybeans represented our conversation. 
Then | drew a picture of a dog’s tail, the base located above the 
soybeans, so that the soybeans looked more like excrement 
than soybeans. | said | am the tail. Then | drew the dog. | said 
you are the dog. ‘The tail wagging the dog’ is an American ex- 
pression. Statues of dogs are always located at the entrance to 
Road ToDivineMorality shrines. Previously, RedHill had ex- 
plained to me that RedHill’s name, transliterated as Akasaka, is 
a reference to the traditional role his ancestors played in protect- 
ing castles. Because the RedHill tribe was the most vicious, he 
said, the RedHill tribe protected the approach to the castle. 
Sounds a bit Scottish. The RedHill clan bathed the hill leading 


up to the castle approach in blood, preferably the attacker’s 
blood. Like the dog statues at RoadToDivineMorality shrines, 
they protected the Royals. With the second writing implement, | 
drew lines indicating the circular motion the dog was running in 
to chase his tail. Our conversation winded down, and RedHill 
prepared to leave. | asked RedHill if he wanted the picture on 
the back of the blank delivery form. He declined, and | told him 
that | would deliver the form, and when the form comes back to 


you, let me know. RedHill laughed a gentle, octogenarian laugh. 


After work, | rode my bicycle home, as usual. On the way, | left 
the delivery form at the United Nations University. The main 
auditorium of the United Nations University in BeforePrincess- 
Gods is named after, U Thant, the Secretary General of the 
United Nations at the time of my birth. He and | share our coun- 
try of birth. 


GreenWillow hired a driver on a temporary basis, a Mr. Wiste- 
riaAdjusted. The driver had Moynihan’s Seal. One day Wiste- 
riaAdjusted’s delivery area included the tv Asahi construction 
site, Roppongi Hills, which was nearing completion. WisteriaAd- 
justed said in a loud voice in my direction, next year the con- 
struction site would be complete. | mumbled in Japanese just 
behind WisteriaAdjusted, but loud enough for most to hear: 
‘promises are excrement.’ Later, | was cleaning the air filters 
in the MountainBlue office. There were a few of the regular of- 
fice personnel at their desks. When Mr. Harbour was not in the 


MountainBlue office, Ogawa was in-charge. Ogawa was a 
good-sized, focused worker who did not waste much time smil- 
ing, much less speaking. Ogawa might be one of my favourite 
people from Yamato. Ogawa probably thought | was an idiot for 
being so tolerant. No one openly laughed in the office when 
Ogawa said in Japanese in a loud voice, into the phone: ‘prom- 
ises are excrement.’ | am indebted to Ogawa and many of the 
people with whom | worked at Yamato. 


Changing of the guard’s guard 


About April 2003 Yamato was transferring GreenWillow, and we 
were to receive a new manager. Ms. BeautifulNarrative Inner- 
StreamMiddle and | had discussed what | did at Yamato, but | 
do not think | had impressed upon her exactly how discouraged 
| felt. For a week or so, | had been thinking about bringing Inner- 
StreamMiddle to see the Cherry Blossoms in bloom at the 
cemetery in BlueMountain across the street from where | 
worked. When we visited the cemetery | thought | should also 
show her where | worked. One evening we went to see the 
cherry blossoms, and afterwards | showed her my workplace. | 
asked InnerStreamMiddle to wait for me outside the fence, near 
Tree’S former residence, but in view of me as | sorted garbage. 
| did not punch in. Normally, | picked out the cans and bottles, 
set the cardboard neatly flat in the bottom of the bin, tied all the 
trash up in bags, and packed the bins about 09:00, but we were 
there about 18:00. | simply wanted to make sure InnerStream- 


Middle knew what | was enduring, and | knew | could not wake 
her up at 5 AM to show her. After awhile she must have left, be- 
cause by the time | finished she was nowhere to be found. Up 
to that time we were unaware of the name of the new manager 
Yamato was appointing to replace GreenWillow, but we had 
been repeatedly told we would be notified soon. The next morn- 
ing GreenWillow, who | suspected had something to do with my 
introduction to InnerStreamMiddle, announced the name of the 
new manager: Mikio Nakagawa. InnerStreamMiddle’s transliter- 
ated name is Miki Nakagawauchi. | never learned the ideo- 
graphs for the new manager’s name, but his given name added 
an “o”, and his last name was one character different. The simi- 
larity was incoincidental. This is what | will call a Triggering. 


Hearn noted the characteristics of the Japanese female. The fol- 
lowing are some of his observations about the training Japa- 
nese males undergo. Again, this is as valid today as when he 
observed them more than 100 years ago. 


His long, hard schooling has taught him more than books can 
teach, and more than a stupid person can ever learn: how to read 
minds and motives — how to remain impassive under all circum- 
stances — how to reach a truth quickly by simple questioning — 
how to live upon his guard (even against the most intimate of old 
acquaintances) — how to remain, even when most amiable, secre- 
tive and inscrutable.FN 


| wished to learn these skills, but | did not have the advantage 
of growing up in Japan. Instead, | pursued other methods to 
learn “how to read minds.” One of the methods | used was |Im- 
age Guidance to interpret the Japanese spirit. 


Developing 
Together

| had lunch with Mr. Michael Kazuo Morimoto. | had met Mori- 
moto on 05 December 2001 at one of the JET Alumni functions 
that was regularly held at a bar called 911 in TreeBookSix. Mori- 
moto’s native language is English. He is younger than | am, but 
his mobility is severely impaired so that he uses a cane, anda 
wheeled vehicle. His mother was a survivor of the nuclear 
bombing of IslandDisseminate. Morimoto’s business card indi- 
cated he was an IT Specialist, UNIX, in the Product Creation, 
Mobile Terminal group of Nokia. Nokia’s primary nation of incor- 
poration is Scandinavian. The Scandinavians are active in UN 
peacekeeping efforts. Morimoto and | ate at a restaurant 
counter under circumstances | now consider normal. Specifi- 
cally, | was speaking with Morimoto while receiving Image Guid- 
ance from my surroundings. Morimoto sat to my left. During our 
lunch a stranger came and sat on my right. 


We talked about various matters, including me telling Morimoto 
that | wished to write a document for the equivalent of the 15 
most senior people in the Japanese department of defence. Af- 
ter making this remark, the stranger next to me telepathically no- 
tified us that no further conversation at our lunch was neces- 
sary. Although we were only about halfway through our lunch, 
we Sat in silence for the remainder of lunch, and did not speak 
again until we said good-bye on the street. There are 15 jus- 
tices on the Supreme Court. Depending on how you look at Arti- 
cle IX of the Japanese Constitution, the Supreme Court may be 
the closest thing Japanese has to a department of defence. 


| met McAlinn for lunch. He appeared to be limping. McAlinn ex- 
plained the injury was due to sitting cross-legged while practic- 

ing SeatedMeditation. Again, he reminded me: Beyer’s position 
was thanks to McAlinn. 


For years, | had discussed with people the fallacy of the belief 
in a Japanese economic downturn. | mentioned this, and the 
possibility of a huge public Aerospace Project launching living 
time capsules from Earth, eggs, into space every 50 years. 
McAlinn referred me to a book published in June of that year us- 
ing my hypothesis of the myth of a weak Japanese economy. 
The conversation turned to other matters. | had recently been to 
see a movie called Spy Games. In the movie, the character 
played by Robert Redford is fond of his “asset,” played by Brad 
Pitt. Pitt’s character was a Boy Scout as a child, and Redford 
frequently refers to Pitt’s character as the Boy Scout. 

McAlinn made a blatant reference to my activities with Paul 
Hastings, and the defence contractor. He used the term ora 
variant of the term: “Boy Scout” to refer to my behaviour. | sus- 
pect he knew | had been to see the movie, although | had not 
told him so. McAlinn clearly did not think the ethical violations at 
Paul Hastings were a problem. | replied that | had high expecta- 
tions for the legal profession. 


| discussed the idea from the editorial in the Yomiuri Daily by Va- 
clav Havel: a book written for 50 people to read in 500 years. | 
suggested McAlinn and | write the book together. McAlinn ad- 


dresses me as ‘Mak,’ short for my middle name. An English 
speaker casually referring to me while using my family name, 
for example in a conversation with a third person, would usually 
use my nickname, Mak, and my family name, Allen. Conse- 
quently, others often refer to me as ‘Mak Allen.’ McAlinn’s last 
name, McAlinn, sounds similar to Mak Allen, i.e. my shortened 
middle name, and my family name. | tried to encourage McAlinn 
to cooperate with me, suggesting in 500 years, no one will be 
able to tell the difference between Mak Allen and McAlinn any- 
way. He did not seem interested. He discussed Aoyama Ga- 
kuin, and | told him that Keio was very popular these days due 
to Keio being the Prime Minister’s alma mater. Sometime after 
this conversation, McAlinn left the university in BlueMountain to 
work in the new Keio Law School, where Johnson also works 
part time. | suggested another book we could write, and McAI- 
inn again told me the idea sounded similar to an already pub- 
lished work. McAlinn told me that the Kohen, the attorney | had 
met at Meditation, had just published a book. | think McAlinn 
was suggesting the plagiarism of my ideas by Cohen, and oth- 
ers. 


Weeks met me for lunch again. He mentioned John Seward’s 
father was a large, heavy man. | suspect the implication might 
have been that McAlinn was responsible for ‘grading’ or qualify- 
ing John Seward’s activities or mine. Ironically, McAlinn’s initials 
are the same as ‘grade point average,’ GPA, the acronym used 
to refer to cumulative school grades in America. McAlinn is not 


Seward’s biological father, as far as | Know. There is little resem- 
blance. McAlinn does have an adopted child from Vietnam. 
Another possibility is that McAlinn may have been meaning to 
refer to Seward as the Boy Scout. In the movie, staff at the 
American Central Intelligence Agency headquarters chastise 
Redford’s character for permitting Pitt’s character to “develop 
assets.” Perhaps McAlinn was referring to Seward’s attempt to 
develop me as an asset. Pitt’s character tries to save one of 
these assets: a character who was working for a humanitarian 
cause. Redford’s character must ultimately save both Pitt’s char- 
acter and the character Pitt was trying to save. McAlinn may 
have been trying to imply that Seward was trying to save me ei- 
ther now, in our conversation when Seward referred to 9/11, or 
when Seward warned me about his father’s swords while | was 
at Paul Hastings. 


Leaving Yamato 


About January TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToThe- 
Gods, my initial and strongest supporter at Yamato, had re- 
signed to travel around Europe, and attend a cooking school in 
Milan. | thought this might be a signal for me to leave Yamato. | 
had been working there more than a year, and there seemed to 
be no progress. Indeed, Persistence had suggested | leave Ya- 
mato about this time because the early morning schedule con- 
flicted with me being able to find a better job. 


IslandDisseminate frequently came to mind during the years 
preceding and following my job at Yamato. The Practical Ethics 
Association, Michael Morimoto, and SeatedMeditation are just a 
few of the reasons my mind frequently considered the issue of 
nuclear warfare and pacifism. As an American in Japan, | felt | 
was a legitimate target of the hostility fostered by the only two 
instances in world history of the use of WMD. The irony of 
American highhandedness with others’s WMD seemed hard to 
escape, but the media and the public seemed to be easily es- 
caping the irony easily. | wished to visit IslandDisseminate to 
better understand. | needed to pay my respects, and | was hop- 
ing | would find some enlightenment there. Perhaps | might also 
be able to put to rest some portion of my guilt regarding 9/11, 
no matter how undeserved the guilt. 


Regarding culpability, an Affiliation Product’s efficacy is not less- 
ened by the mens rea of the Affiliation Product relayer, as ex- 
plained earlier. In contrast to communicating by Affiliation Prod- 
uct in which no mens rea is required, to be guilty of a crime, ac- 
tus reas and mens rea may be required. | had no actus reas for 
9/11. | also had no mens rea for 9/11. In law school, Prof. Tho- 
mas Morawetz discussed the issue of whether mens rea is 
enough to convict for a crime. Most criminal codes in use are 
generally based on actus reas. | cannot be found guilty for any- 
thing to do with terrorism if determining such guilt is based on 
actus reas. The point the Incubator wishes to make is that if 
some time in the future, suppose 500 years from now, mens rea 


can be effectively determined, did | have the mens rea sufficient 
to be found guilty of treason against the American Federal Gov- 
ernment? 


If | address the issue of my guilt for 9/11 based on mens rea, | 
still do not see how | could be found guilty. | never advocated 
violence in my mind. | advocated a strong defensive posture. 
Even if | had conceptualised violence, and sometime in the fu- 
ture we could prove that | owned that conceptualisation 110%, | 
did not advocate that violence. | never indicated, orally or tele- 
pathically, that | wished any attack be made or life taken. One 
might argue that if: 


1. | The Incubator is monitoring my subconscious; and, 


2. The Incubator found in my sleeping or waking subcon- 
scious that | had the will; then, 


3. | had sufficient mens rea to be found guilty of the Events 
indicated in this treatise. 


One more reason for writing this treatise is to clearly and defini- 
tively declare that, at least from the perspective of the Incu- 
batee: if the conclusion of the Incubator is that | wished for a 9/ 
11, that conclusion is wrong, and the Incubator must be fixed. 


The question of whether the Administrators believe | gave them 
carte blanche to create 9/11 because of remarks | made was 
still nagging me. If the Administrators are claiming that the Ad- 


ministrators may take any argument | made, and use that to jus- 
tify creating Events, the Administrators are clearly wrong, as 
they often are. The Administrators appeared to wish to curtail 
my speech and writing by suggesting my guilt for 9/11. No mat- 
ter how completely unreasonable | think the Administrators are, 
the Administrators still Administrate the Incubator and are effec- 
tively in charge. | do not seem to be winning this match for con- 
trol over my innocence. 


| found some interesting information about the IslandDissemi- 
nate area on the Internet. Within an hour train ride of IslandDis- 
seminate is a premier water skiing location. To try to salvage 
my efforts at Yamato, | checked with GreenWillow to see if | 
could be transferred to IslandDisseminate, but he could not 
help. | was thinking of living in lslandDisseminate, so | flew to 
IslandDisseminate to interview at the main Yamato facility 
there. Also, | wished to pay my respects at the memorials for 
the atomic bomb victims in IslandDisseminate. The employment 
opportunities were not there, but | found the trip worthwhile. 
Few Americans live there, which should not be surprising, con- 
sidering the number of Americans who want to be reminded 
daily of their own barbarianism. There did seem to be a repre- 
sentative number of American tourists paying their respects. 

At the memorial site in a CorrectSitting position, | placed my 
hands on the ground in front of me in the shape of a Hindu 
peace mudra. Prostrated before the Atomic Dome, and again 
before the mass grave for the Koreans, and finally the mass 


graves for the Japanese individuals, | touched my forehead to 
the mudra formed by my hands. Afterwards | walked across the 
DevelopingTogether Bridge used by the bomb crew to target 
the detonation. There are no words. 


The Nationalists 


In April, after he returned from Europe, TundraOfFoodWhich- 
HasBeenOfferedToTheGods contacted me to help him pack a 
truck to move his belongings from the apartment Yamato had 
bought for him in CapitalEast. He was moving back to his ances- 
tral home in CaptureBird Prefecture. He was renting a truck, 
and after he and I, with two others, packed the truck he was 
driving straight to CaptureBird City. | called him there more than 
five years later after | moved to GrandHill, and he seems well. 


Because he was leaving immediately for CaptureBird after we 
packed the truck, TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOffered To The- 
Gods treated the three of us to snacks and drinks at a bar a few 
days before moving day. One of the other helpers was Mr. 

Reign RoofNew from the NorthernSwamp GodOfArchery&War 
Shrine, supra. The other was a Yamato staff member from the 
CharacterBrook headquarters, whose name | don’t recall, so | 
will call CharacterBrookHQ. TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOf- 
feredToTheGods knew CharacterBrookHQ from when TundraOf- 
FoodWhichHasBeenOffered To TheGods had worked at the Tree- 
BookSix branch. CharacterBrookHQ and he had also worked 
together at the headquarters in CharacterBrook. 


| felt | could communicate easily with all three of them. | think 
they were trying to ascertain my intentions for my future. Ya- 
mato had, by this time, resigned itself to having done all Ya- 
mato could do to help me. CharacterBrookHQ seemed to under- 
stand this. TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods’s 
leaving was another indicator that the Yamato hand had been 
played, and time was up to move on to the next waste of time. 
Yamato seemed to see the direction | wished to go. Naturally, a 
logistics company would be important in the future if my estima- 
tion was correct that the Incubator thought an extraterrestrial 
transportation Aerospace Project was worth pursuing. Politi- 
cally, Yamato was still pursuing postal privatisation. GreenWil- 
low was transferring to the office overseeing the postal Project. 
If my interpretations of RedHill’s euphemisms are correct, 
GreenWillow ’s success was due to him building on my ideas, 
for example, the essay | drafted and gave to GreenWillow. 

In addition, RedHill’s Image Guidance had suggested that 
GreenWillow had profited by tapping into me by Image Guid- 
ance. For example, if GreenWillow was unsure of what course 
to pursue, he would have the staff | worked with sorting pack- 
ages consult me using Affiliation Product Components. In this 
way, GreenWillow was able to borrow my intellect to solve his 
conundrums. Both Yamato and GreenWillow were benefiting 
from this arrangement. 


| was planning to go directly from work at Yamato to TundraOf- 
FoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods’s home on moving day. 


| had been to his home before for a drinking party the previous 
year, but he carefully explained how to go to his place from Ya- 
mato. While doing so, he again made a point of referring to Gen- 
eralissimo Tree’S’ home, a hundred meters or so from my work- 
place. TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOfferedTo TheGods told 

me RoofNew participated in wedding ceremonies at Tree’S 
Shrine. 


On moving day on my way to TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOf- 
feredToTheGods’s, | stopped by the shrine and briefly saw a 
RoadToDivineMorality wedding ceremony. After we had almost 
finished packing the truck, TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOf- 
feredTo TheGods, RoofNew, CharacterBrookHQ, and | were 
standing around the kitchen sink taking a break. TundraOfFood- 
WhichHasBeenOfferedTo TheGods hoped | would focus my en- 
ergies on strengthening the Nationalists in Japan, rather than a 
spaceship. He took some eggs out of the refrigerator and asked 
me if | wanted them. Naturally, in the process of moving, he 
was throwing away a few things, but this was the first and last 
thing he asked me if | wanted. | think he was hoping | would 
crush the eggs as | had done with InnerStreamMiddle, supra. 
He may have thought this would send a message to McAlinn, 
Yamato and Nakagawa, my new supervisor. When TundraOf- 
FoodWhichHasBeenOfferedToTheGods asked me about the 
eggs, | was holding a poster-sized map of Japan which in- 
cluded a calendar. TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeen Offered To The- 
Gods had seen the same poster in my home and remarked that 


he had one. Bic Camera had given them away at the beginning 
of the year. Instead of replying to his inquiry about the eggs, | 
pointed to MountainSingJapaneseStyle on the map, and 
asked in Japanese: ‘Is MountainSingJapaneseStyle where 
Japanese launches rockets?’ TundraOfFoodWhichHasBeenOf- 
feredToTheGods, without missing a beat, mumbled, in Japa- 
nese: ‘I lost’, and turned away with a smirk. CharacterBrookHQ 
chuckled, and turned away. IslandNewBornBabeDeer is the 
launch site. 


Projects 


If all you have is a hammer, 
everything looks like a nail.

On 04 May 2003 | moved into a capsule hotel at 5-8-9-55 Brid- 
geNew. This hotel was full of residents, Freelancers, who my 
Handlers wished me to train, or with whom | was to practice Im- 
age Guidance. | am supposed to believe that Bill Gates fi- 
nanced this exercise. 


Just to be clear, | do not receive any less abuse from Apple 
than | do from Microsoft. Apple’s products are just crafted ina 
more calculated way. For instance, the copy and paste function 
has been available on mobile phones literally for decades, and 
yet people are stupid enough to buy a mobile phone without a 
copy and paste function. How gullible can we be? If that were 
not enough, all the functions that should have been in the 3G 
phone came out in the 3gs phone. The “s” in iPhone 3gs stands 
for sucker. In case you thought | received any less abuse from 
the dominions of Mr. Jobs than | appear to receive from Mr. 
Gates’ dominions | will relay some of my experiences from 
when | went into the Apple Store at the BridgeBuddhistFood- 
HeartRadical near my home in 2011. The Apple Store staff 
can't find my warranty registration, which | paid extra for, until 
after an hour or so of searching. Nonetheless, they tell me the 
extra money | was stupid enough to shell out for the warranty 
plan does not cover the damage. On one visit, | was joined by a 
former Diet Secretary whom | instructed to face away from the 
Genius Bar to prevent anyone from looking over my shoulder, 
which he did. On my next visit to the same Genius Bar | ex- 
plained my problem to the Genius for a few minutes. The Gen- 


iuS spent about ten minutes ostensibly browsing the web for an 
answer, and told me they did not have an answer, and my 15 
minute appointment was over. While berating the Genius, 13, a 
number chosen to be indicative of the Knights Templar, of the 
store’s executive staff gathered behind me, as if to protect me 
from customers looking over my shoulder. | loudly instructed 
them to relay my anger and frustration to Cupertino. They 
seemed unfazed. Playing the Name Game with Cupertino we 
find: copper + tin + zero = CopperTinO. 


Back to Bill 


So there | am living in the capsule hotel because Persistence 
and | decided to live separately in the hopes that by living apart, 
| might become motivated to improve my job situation enough 
for us to put our marriage back on track. At the capsule hotel, 
the occupant of the capsule below me was Mr. Gerard Robb, a 
young Australian. Mr. Robb, except for one letter, shares the 
same first name as Prof. Gerald McAlinn, and an ‘r’ and an ‘I’ in 
the Japanese language are the same anyway. 


Robb and | had conversations about financing. By way of exam- 
ple, | used Sony. After the hot portion of the Pacific War, | sug- 
gested, New York needed a way to monitor Japan. New York 
wanted an inside source, an entity that could keep its finger on 
the pulse of Japan, as well as influence Japan to ‘international- 
ize.’ Therefore, New York transferred assets to Japan sufficient 
to achieve the aims, and invested in creating a strong market 


player which was Japanese in name, but not in origin. Other 
than registration on a Japanese stock exchange, there was 
nothing really Japanese about, for a hypothetical example, 
Sony. Just after this conversation, we supposedly coincidentally 
met Tom Chan, and an associate, walking down the street in 
TaoismBeMadlylnLoveSurface. 


If you play the Name Game, and do some Rorschach test asso- 
ciations of Sony’s name: sun and son are two words that come 
to mind. The Japanese flag includes a sun. Also, in the Chris- 
tian Trinity, one of “the three persons (personae) of the God- 
head” is the Son, a prophet. If my suggestions of the relation- 
ship between the investors and Sony as indicated above are 
correct, a sort of parental relationship existed between the in- 
vestors and the company, so they added an affable sounding 
ending to arrive at Sony’s name, which might normally be 
spelled sonny, as in a generic name for a young man. Sony 
does not follow traditional or even conventional Japanese man- 
aging methods. With the possible exception of one other com- 
pany, Sony’s culture is the least Japanese of major 
corporations.FN One reason Sony has been able to survive in 
Japan despite using virtually no Japanese business methods, 
and become even more successful internationally, may be due 
to the support from New York. The financial backing may be the 
least valuable investment that Sony enjoys from NY. Of even 
more value would be intelligence and information. New York is 


the world’s political capital, the financial capital of America, and 
the United Nations headquarters. 


About 20 May 2003 | encouraged Robb to find financing for us, 
and even suggested he contact Mr. Justice WisteriaThatOne at 
Asahi Law Offices. The Australian Robb and | lived across the 
hall from a man from Seattle, Washington, home to Gates and 
the Paul Hastings client. Until this time, | had been rather jovial 
and casual. As | began to realise that virtually the entire capsule 
hotel was a setup by my Handlers, | made an effort to take ad- 
vantage of this arrangement. Most of my fellow residents were 
considerably younger than me, with virtually no Japan experi- 
ence. They seemed to welcome the opportunity to speak with 
someone who had been here for a bit. At a conversation at the 
kitchen table, as | began to expound on some issue or experi- 
ence, the Seattle native asked me: “From now?”. In other 
words, he was asking if we were starting. He wanted to know if 
from now on | was going to explain myself to them, and my un- 
derstanding of Japan. Perhaps their mandate was to draft a 
manuscript such as this one, or to serve as doubles. When | re- 
plied: “Yes, from here on in,” we are starting, he excused him- 
self briefly to go to his room. He came back, saying he had just 
received an e-mail message from Seattle saying there was 
much financing for programming Projects. He also said how 
much the Japanese like “Big Mac.” | replied by explaining a 
common Japanese maxim commonly cited to explain an appar- 
ently contradictory situation. This Japanese maxim involves the 


real motive or intention, which could be literally translated as 
‘sound true,’ compared to the public position, which could be 
literally translated as the ‘erect in front truth.’ This is analo- 
gous to the concept of the superficial truth of a facade, but the 
use of the words is more regularised to take on nuances not in 
the Western equivalent. 


| was trying to imply that the Seattle native being told there was 
plenty of financing was the ‘erect in front truth’ and the ‘sound 
true’ was that Japan was blowing smoke up my ass, and did not 
really care for me, or what | thought they should do. The public 
position was one of Vichy Japan appearing to support me, while 
the real intention of the TentOffice was to stall and undermine 
me whenever possible. After sometime, | realised this capsule 
hotel Project was going nowhere, so without injuring anyone 
else, | wanted to send a message that this was not productive. 
Also, just as | despise teaching English, | also despise teaching 
American. | quickly became tired of explaining basic theories 
that most Japanese take for granted. My display of frustration 
was similar to when | pretended at Rutan & Tucker to become 
angrier with the computer than | was. As at Rutan, | hoped that 
if | showed that | was angry to the Administrators of the Incuba- 
tor who appeared to be endeavouring to anger me, the Adminis- 
trators who were trying to make me angry might leave me 
alone. | was thinking the only way | could goad the Administra- 
tors into relenting was by threatening their investment: me. 
Their efforts and investments would go to waste if | became in- 


jured. | wanted their cooperation, not meaningless stalking. | 
wanted the Administrators to provide me with financing, tools to 
achieve the aims we all seemed to understand, and want. Un- 
less the Administrators wanted to cooperate, they should leave 
me alone, and other, more productive Administrators could take 
their place. The constant harassment and invasion of my pri- 
vacy was and is helping only those who earn a living wasting 
taxpayer’s money by playing games. These Administrators wast- 
ing time seem particularly concentrated in the intelligence indus- 


try. 


Also, my work at Yamato was clearly not progressing to any- 
thing other than package sorting, and now | had a new man- 
ager, Nakagawa. | felt as though if Yamato were going to facili- 
tate progress, they would have done so with GreenWillow. Ex- 
plaining my situation from scratch with Nakagawa was more 
than | thought was my fair share of abuse, and | think Yamato 
felt that way too. | could not bring myself to quit Yamato, but 
then | did not want to drag out my time there unnecessarily. My 
last day at Yamato was in May 2004. | moved out of the cap- 
sule hotel on 19 May. This was supposed to send a message. 
Mars aligned closely to the moon. The effect in the night sky 
was striking. 


A directory allotment 


Beginning with the fictional client Yusen Yagi at Asahi Law Of- 
fices, | have come to realise | was naive when | believed the 


identity of people | met was their real identity. Hollywood uses 
false identities regularly with screen names, and writers with 
pen names. Criminals, and witnesses protected by the United 
States government regularly adopt aliases. Nevertheless, | did 
not realise the extent | met fictional identities, or straw men. | 
also underestimated the significance of the Name Game, and | 
severely underestimated the resources dedicated to collecting 
the world’s most valuable commodity: information. In Capital- 
East, any of the six or so largest trading firms in the world, all 
Japanese, are each better at collecting, organising and apply- 
ing information than any single entity in the United States with 
the possible exception of the United States Government. Any of 
the trading firms might be even more powerful than even the 
US government in applying the information. In the United 
States, the dispersal and application of collected information ap- 
pears to be less systematic, but this may be a deception. The 
Americans may structure the system even more, although not 
more effectively, than the Japanese. Identities associated with 
US Government purposes, such as Spielberg or Gates; may 
use information collected by public and private agencies moni- 
toring Incubator Assets. For years, | have wondered why | am 
privy to this information. Why tell me in advance about 9/11? 
The best answer | can think of is | am supposed to disclose this 
Game for what it is: a childish, counterproductive waste of re- 
sources. 


| have difficulty gauging how sincere the people in charge are 
about building a spaceship. Is this simply an exercise for the In- 
cubator, or is this a real goal? At the very least, a few people in 
positions of some authority are willing to spend effort, time, and 
money on persuading me this is a real goal. These few people 
may simply be using up resources allotted to them so when 
next years budget is calculated, they will receive at least the cur- 
rent allotment. Alternatively, these Administrators may be mid- 
dle managers in a vulnerable position. For example, the FBI 
eventually transferred Moynihan back to Washington, D.C., and 
he later left the FBI, probably so he could be stationed back in 
Tokyo for Louis Vuitton Japan and work for the CIA. Whether 
that had anything to do with me is your guess. 


Discovery of those who are tinkering with the Incubator, i.e. pull- 
ing aside the curtain to disclose the would-be wizard pulling on 
the levers, may result in those exposed individuals becoming 
quickly marginalised, particularly those in more senior positions. 
By listing a person’s name in this manuscript, the named individ- 
ual may be no longer useful to the Incubator. Particularly the 
more senior they are, the more anonymity is required. Then 
again, as the old saying goes: | don’t care what you say about 
me, just spell my name right. People tend to benefit from bad 
publicity as much, if not more, than good publicity, particularly in 
the clandestine disservices. Most likely, my Aerospace Project 
was only one of many reasons for an individual being marginal- 
ised, if marginalised is what they were. Again, | have no way to 


say with complete certainty if my Aerospace Project had any- 
thing to do with anyone being marginalised or not. 


| may not be the first recruit for the Aerospace Project. This Pro- 
ject is ‘mine’ only insofar as | am or may be a part of, perhaps 
even the instigator of, the supposed o-ring organisation for build- 
ing a back-up planet. Common sense suggests there have 

been other attempts at recruiting people like me. InnerStream- 
Middle seemed to think there have been people in my position 
before. 


| suspect advances in space travel are not what we are led to 
believe. Perhaps there is much more progress, but more likely, 
there is much less progress than the media claims. Not surpris- 
ingly, if something appears in the mass media, | tend to believe 
ulterior motives exist to release the information, so | question 
the veracity of any space program discussed in the media: Japa- 
nese, American, Chinese, etc. A fast second competitor ventur- 
ing forth with a reinvented business model enjoys many advan- 
tages not available to a first-mover. This would be true in the 
space race as well, and was true if we believe the Americans 
won the race to the moon: the Russians, the first-movers, were 
the first to send a man into space. Certainly, the Americans, 
Russians, and now Chinese are ahead of Japanese in the 
space race. Nevertheless, this outer space colonisation Project 
is a different business model altogether that has both first 
mover and fast second advantages. 


This is a potential market opportunity to genuinely produce and 
package a fountain of youth. This fountain of youth is not the lit- 
eral idyllic: “legendary spring that reputedly restores the youth 
of anyone who drinks of its waters,” but a more scientific ver- 
sion. Part of this science corresponds to the similarities of Earth 
Mother worship, Mitochondrial Mother, and other incoinci- 
dences which plausibly suggest life on our planet originated 
from an extraterrestrial source. By avoiding the sun’s radiation, 
one may greatly reduce ageing. Naturally there will be other ef- 
fects of space travel, such as bone density loss which must be 
studied, but there is a more real potential here than at any time 
in human history. Unsurprisingly, the Incubator Administrators 
think this is an exciting opportunity, if you believe the subtle en- 
couragement | have been given. 


If there is an interest in building this ‘living time capsule,’ i.e. a 
moon, or orbs capable of housing cities revolving around our 
planet which could eventually be sent off on 500-year orbits of 
our planet, the second market venture may be the successful 
one. If this attempt | have explained here involving Japan and 
myself is the first attempt, the second attempt may be by Amer- 
ica some time in the future. By imitating Japanese success, 
America may find a way someday. Currently, | am concerned 
that America is too reckless to trust with this responsibility. If 
this Aerospace Project is begun in my lifetime, | believe an inter- 
national organisation is best able to build a living time capsule 
for Earth. This is part of my reason for building an educational 


organisation. Before we are able to safely, and reliably explore 
the galaxies, we must have a minimum of understanding at 
home about our reality. 


Yahoo Cafe Project 


InnerStreamMiddle was aware | had no access to money, but 
she realised the amount of attention | attract. Hence, she appre- 
ciated the resources expended to monitor me. | think she under- 
stood the potential to use these resources more effectively if | 
were able to gain more management of my own Incubator. | be- 
lieve she found the extent my life is controlled by other people 
exciting. About July 2003 she discussed her summer vacation 
plans with me. On her vacations she enjoys going to beaches in 
warm climates overseas. She asked me if | would join her on 
her vacation. | explained | had no money, and she said she 
would pay. She began investigating potential destinations, and 
discussing with me where we should visit. | recommended stay- 
ing in Japan, but she said she could afford a nicer vacation if 
we went overseas. In August, on the way to meet InnerStream- 
Middle for dinner, | was riding my bicycle. | looked at a tele- 
phone booth, and OpenSeaRope came to mind. During dinner, 
Tom Chan called me about a job in OpenSeaRope. 


| said | was interested, and although | did follow up with Chan, 
nothing came of the potential job opportunity. The real purpose 
of the phone call was to determine where InnerStreamMiddle 
and | would go for vacation by putting OpenSeaRope in the dis- 


cussion and monitoring what | thought and said. People were 
trying to ascertain her opinion and mine regarding visiting Open- 
SeaRope for the vacation. | explained to InnerStreamMiddle the 
glance at the telephone booth, and the OpenSeaRope thought, 
and she was very impressed. | tried to explain the futility | feel, 
but she is more interested in the adventure value. She sug- 
gested | be happy | live a ‘goldfish bowl’ existence. She has a 
point in that | should resign myself to factors | cannot change. 
Unfortunately, the Incubator did not breed me that way. 


InnerStreamMiddle has visited the Middle East before. After con- 
sulting me, she eventually made reservations to visit the Mal- 
dives, a Muslim country of atolls in the Indian Ocean between 
Africa and India. In early October 2003, | emailed the resort in 
the Maldives at which we were scheduled to stay. | asked if 

they had a ski boat, and they said yes. | told them | intended to 
bring my water ski. | did not confirm the ski boat with HIS, our 
Japanese travel agent. 


| started work at Yahoo Cafe at Prince Hotel in CharacterBrook 
on 01 October 2003. At the entrance of the café, the Yahoo staff 
handled membership and computer keys. A Prince Hotel staff 
member is there to run the cash register. A week or so after | be- 
gan work Mr. BeautifulNestOfBoxes RicePaddyForest was 
working with me. Mr. RicePaddyForest normally worked in the 
Front Office at the CharacterBrook Prince Hotel, but on this day 
was at the cafe. He lived in Australia for some years, and 


speaks English about as well as | spoke Japanese. RicePaddy- 
Forest began discussing his second job with me, specifically a 
new Project they had just begun. He named sums of money 
they had just received for a contract with an American company 
in New York. He suggested his second employer would hire me 
as counsel for the contract negotiations, and we would fly to 
New York to finish the arrangements. | gradually realised Yahoo 
Café was just another version of the setup at the capsule hotel. 


Bolifushi Pleasure Resort 


Thursday 16 October 2003: With some trepidation, | left Japan 
for the first time since 9/11. We departed RicePaddyReach on 
Air Lanka for a direct flight to Male, the capital of the Maldives. 
Although my life contained similarities to Truman Burbank, the 
character played by Jim Carrey in the movie The Truman Show, 
the major difference is my life has no door to exit the show. The 
Incubator dome | live in goes with me wherever | go. If | could 
escape this dome, | would not be me. | received some verbal 
abuse on the flight, but this time from airline staff. In the past, 
the staff on Asian airlines had been professional. Usually, the 
customers do the dirty work. InnerStreamMiddle was curious 
about the source of my irritation, and so | explained myself to 
her. When | collected my ski at the baggage claim, | found my 
ski bag thoroughly plastered with Japan Airlines tape. One of 
the first not-very-subtle hints we should have used JAL, the na- 
tional flag carrier of Japan. 


Upon arrival at the resort after sunset, | confirmed with the Mal- 
divian orientation staff about the ski boat. | did not confirm with 
the resort’s Japanese orientation staff. In the morning, | went to 
the water sports office. They informed me the boat was not func- 
tioning. The boat was out of the water, and did not appear to 
have been working for some time. | was polite, and asked them 
when the boat would be ready. They said a few hours. | came 
back after the appointed time for the boat repairs, but nothing 
had changed. The driver told me to return the next day. | did, 
and the situation was the same. The driver asked me when | 
wanted to go skiing, and | said: “yesterday.” 


While inquiring about the ski boat at the front desk, | met a 
guest, a young Japanese man with Moynihan’s Seal. The entire 
island had America’s Seal. California had just elected Schwar- 
zenegger as Governor, and judging from in-flight entertainment, 
conversations heard and partaken, there may have been some 
connection. The young Japanese man asked me to translate 
with the Front Office staff, and | did so. Apparently, his compan- 
ion had locked their valuables in the safe in their room. | found 
out this was meant to be symbolic. He made clear as the two of 
us were walking back to our cottages he was trying to tell me 
that Ms. InnerStreamMiddle had frozen the funds available for 
the journey due to the harassment from the airline cabin staff. 
He was staying a few cottages down from us. In another conver- 
sation, he mentioned they used JAL and JTB, another hint that 


we should not have used HIS. HIS was the same agency | had 
used for my last trip that ended on 9/11. 


| asked a resort manager when we could use the boat, and they 
again did not meet their own deadline. | knew this was a setup. 
| suspected there was nothing wrong with the boat. Staff and 
guests seemed to be playing along to a script, but | was con- 
cerned the script did not include water skiing in the Maldives 
whatsoever. | explained to InnerStreamMiddle that | had to stay 
by the boat, and watch the construction. The boat | clearly re- 
ferred to in this discussion with InnerStreamMiddle in our cot- 
tage was the universe plane, to use the literal Japanese transla- 
tion. If | do not stay the course, and see this Aerospace Project 
through, | do not think the Project will happen in my lifetime, if 
ever. Then again, that may be for the best. 


Ultimately, about halfway through the vacation, we were able to 
go skiing. | overheard an English speaker laud me on how 
quickly they repaired the boat. The most infuriating part of the 
entire experience is that | suspect some people like this English 
speaker believe | substantially determined the period for the 
boat repairs. As each day goes by, | would try to do what they 
expect of me. That is, follow the script if possible, but discon- 
nects occurred. There is a subtle, but significant distinction re- 
garding the script. The exercise is to see how quickly | achieve 
a task the Incubator Administrators set up for me. The limits on 
my progress are within certain parameters. They want to see 


how angry | become, how | connect with others, or whom | rely 
on. Nevertheless, the Administrators of the Incubator know ex- 
actly how | will react. The ability to predict an Asset’s behaviour 
is probably the single most important goal of an incubator. They 
know me better than | do. The skiing, the vacation, and every- 
thing else were, and are, just tools. | feel like a well-trained cir- 
cus animal, with a goal, and very limited tools, for a purpose no 
one is willing to admit, discuss, or acknowledge. 


Thursday 23 October 2003: | returned to Japan. Two years later 
this would also be the date of another return trip to Japan, this 
time from Phoenix to GrandHill. The point the US government 
wished to make from our Maldives trip was that if | leave Japan, 
| am even more at the mercy of the American Federal Govern- 
ment. 


The danger of America is not only weapons. “Japanese has incom- 
parably more to fear from English or American capital than from 
Russian battleships and bayonets.”FN 


Computer Monitoring 


BeautifulNarrative InnerStreamMiddle introduced me to her 
friend: Ms. YoungOfAnimalsCompanion BridgeRiselnPrices. 
InnerStreamMiddle calls her ‘Kaachan’. BridgeRiselnPrices had 
recently married an Englishman who lived in England. They had 
recently had a son. BridgeRiselnPrices was preparing to move 
to England to be with the father. In preparation for the move, 


BridgeRiselnPrices gave InnerStreamMiddle some household 
appliances. One of the items was a computer which her hus- 
band had bought. | began using that computer to type the first 
draft of this manuscript in 2004. BridgeRiselnPrices and her 
new son, Tyler, now live in the UK with the purchaser of that 
computer. Technology conceivably enables them to view what | 
typed on that computer. BridgeRiselnPrices also gave us some 
curtains that InnerStreamMiddle hung on the window. Curtains 
in Japanese are pronounced ‘kaatan’, much like her nickname. 
Perhaps the curtains are providing me more privacy than the 
computer. 


While working at Rutan, someone told me that Microsoft pro- 
grammers are known to embed photographs of their children in 
the software. The speaker suggested this as the reason for mul- 
tiple crashes of Windows programs. When | first booted up that 
computer, a picture of Tyler appeared in the boot-up screen. Ap- 
parently, changing this photo is not terribly difficult, but | spent 
at least an hour over several days trying to delete the photo. At 
the time | wondered if she had embedded the photo in the pro- 
gramming. For security purposes, | initially used a password 
and login name on that computer. In the process of doing so, | 
discovered that if | booted up using the cancel button instead of 
the login name and password, | was able to avoid seeing the 
photo. 


Divorce 


In November 2003 Persistence sued me for divorce. On the 
way to the first court appearance for the divorce proceedings, 
on 20 December 2003 Monday, | stopped in the lobby to con- 
firm the floor. As | looked at the list on the wall for the depart- 
ment and floor, someone bumped into me with a big backpack, 
not the school book size, but the hiking in the wilderness size. 
Although | had not met him at the time, the person carrying the 
backpack was my wife’s attorney, Mr. HusbandOldStorySea- 
son MouthHill, and he set down the same backpack behind 
the plaintiff's table in the courtroom a few minutes later. Until he 
bumped into me, | had never seen him. In my Incubator, the col- 
our blue is associated with the colour of the ‘go’ signal light in 
Japanese, capitalism, and America. Ironically, “even more of Ja- 
pan’s gross national product is located in the private sector than 
America’s”.FN In contrast, the colour red is associated with 
many Affiliation Products. Some of which include: 


7 Communism; 

» Japan, specifically the ShipSun flag; 
7 Royalty; and, 

7 Me, because of my skin tone. 


MouthHill’s blue rucksack may have been using this red/blue 
symbolism. After the hearing, MouthHill offered to introduce me 
to attorneys. The New York and California Bar Associations 


Rules of Professional Conduct do not prohibit counsel from in- 
troducing an opposing party to counsel, but no self-respecting 
attorney would do so. | suspect the blue rucksack and MouthHill 
were to relay a message to me that there was a bag of money 
waiting for me. 


Michael Morimoto’s office was less than a kilometre from where 
| lived. | saw him from time. | said hello to him as we passed 
each other in front of the BigBird Shrine in December 2003. | do 
not think he saw me.

Friday 09 January 2004: BeautifulNarrative InnerStreamMiddle 
took me to see a movie produced by Steven Spielberg and dis- 
tributed by Sony, Mahl’s company, called The Last Samurai. We 
went to see the film at the tv Asahi complex at TreeBookSix 
Hills at 20:00. Afterwards, she asked me if they covered every- 
thing. My guess is the Mahl Incubator made a movie. 


Saturday 10 January 2004 11:55: | called Mike Dunn, my law 
school classmate in Connecticut, to arrange to discuss this 
manuscript the following Saturday. 


Thursday 15 January 2004 11:12: Weeks left a message on my 
mobile phone about a job opportunity. | had not heard from 
Weeks in months. | did not return the call. Weeks sent me e- 
mail about the job. Babel, a company of the same name as the 
Biblical story he and | had discussed years before was the 
name of the company advertising the opening. Another com- 
pany named Babel is a translation service for a web portal that 
was owned by Alta Vista in January 2003. Playing the Name 
Game: Alta is the feminine singular form of high in Spanish. 
Vista means “A distant view or prospect, especially one seen 
through some opening, avenue or a passage.” The portal and 
the translation service was bought by Yahoo. 


Friday 16 January 2004 18:24: McAlinn called me. The follow- 
ing day | was supposed to deliver the first draft of this document 
to Dunn. This was the first and last time McAlinn ever called me 
unless returning one of my phone calls. McAlinn called for a 


friendly chat. | was terse, and McAlinn understood | was not in- 
terested in continuing our conversation. This document was 
making people nervous. | did not think there would be any great 
ramifications because if this contained truly damaging revela- 
tions regarding people in authority | could not reveal this infor- 
mation. 


Saturday 17 January 2004: | called Dunn to confirm our appoint- 
ment for a legal consultation. He postponed the appointment to 
the following day at 08:30. | met him at his office at the ar- 
ranged time, and left him with a first draft in electronic format, 
with two pages of printed instructions. Dunn told me he re- 
viewed only the instructions, and returned the files to me. He 
had several business trips, and wanted me to hold the material 
until he returned. 


On Thursday, January 22 2004 at 13:55 | attempted to confirm 
with InnerStreamMiddle that she asked me the question after 
The Last Samurai inquiring whether they covered all the salient 
points in the movie. She claimed to have no recollection of ask- 
ing me the question. So much for a reliable witness. 


Tuesday 27 2004 at 15:58: McAlinn sent me an email including 
the text: “I have always enjoyed our conversations and would 
welcome a chance to chat again when you have time.” 


| consulted Dunn at his law firm on Saturday 31 January at 
08:45. | spoke with him regarding my ethical, legal, and profes- 


sional liabilities in disclosing this information. He declined my 
request for a written agreement to represent me. | avoided us- 
ing names whenever possible. He knows McAlinn, and | think 
he suspected | was referring to McAlinn at one point. Dunn 
wished to avoid too thorough an understanding of McAlinn’s in- 
volvement. Some innocence is best preserved. 


money laundering 


| was first queried in early 2003 via Image Guidance about the 
source of financing for the Aerospace Project. Then | was work- 
ing at Yamato in South MountainBlue. My response regarding 
the source of the finance conduit at the time, and on numerous 
occasions in the years since then has been: ‘print it.’ If the 
money were printed, | thought that this would be one way to 
confirm there was consensus. In January 2004, according to Im- 
age Guidance | received over a time, | sent an email from the 
Yahoo Café in the Shinsei Bank Building next to the Press Cen- 
tre building near the Ministry of Finance headquarters. That 
email concerned the manner of payment for services rendered 
by me. Judging from my Geography 101 email, this electronic 
message would be monitored and confirmed. Again, | sent the 
message from my Yahoo Japan email account. My Yahoo Ja- 
pan email address for that account used my legally registered 
Japanese alias at the time. Again, | saved the message ina 
folder in my email account. | never printed the message, or 
looked at the message again. | wrote the email to indicate the 


bills be minted and paid directly to me to assure Japanese’s 
stamp of approval. The sources of the funds have been indi- 
cated elsewhere by me, my grandfather Harold, and others. | 
learned later that the delivery was supposed to be at the Minis- 
try of Finance, a hundred meters or so from where | sent the 
email. 


An overarching concern of mine at the time was that Japan and 
the Japanese people fully support my efforts. | had frequently 
verbalised that if we did not manoeuvre behind the scenes to 
lay the proper groundwork in Japan, there can be no moving for- 
ward. Consequently, | tried to be discreet, without hiding my in- 
tentions. Nevertheless, as anybody who knows me can tell you, 
discretion has never been one of my strengths. 


| prefered using public transport, cycling, and walking in Japa- 
nese. Also, | have always enjoyed communicating with people 
from various backgrounds. This might be essential to a Project 
of this nature. To fulfil this populist necessity, walking around 
money is a prerequisite. The reason for writing the payment 
method email as a follow-up to my map message was to spec- 
ify the method of the transfer of funds. In this follow-up email, | 
requested JPY 50 million annually. | later came to the under- 
standing during my incarceration at the CapeBig Police Station 
in 2004 that the annual salary would be for services rendered 
during my life to date. This would conform with the interest on 
the USD 20 million from my phone conversations with BringMe- 


ABook and Gioan. While in the CapitalEast Detention Centre in 
2005, | twice received Image Guidance Confirmation of the 
Gioan phone call. The point has been made more than once 
that | am entitled to much more money than this for my activi- 
ties. A label frequently derogatorily used in Japanese is: volun- 
teer work. Some suggest | am selling myself at a bargain base- 
ment rate. Although that may be the case, | am more interested 
in moving forward. To progress | need this walking around 
money now. My understanding is that the money is not Japan’s. 
At the time, | thought the Japanese government would act as a 
fiduciary to transmit funds to me. The Incubator often vaunted 
the cleanliness of Japanese currency. Automatic cash dispens- 
ers in Japanese systematically wash deposited banknotes, or 
so | am told. | wanted non-Japanese sources to finance the in- 
vestment to share the burden, spread the blame, and show 
their support for, and gratitude to Japan. | emphasised that 
Japanese’s role should be that of facilitator. Image Guidance be- 
fore and at the CapeBig Police Station in 2004 suggested think- 
ing of Japanese as a vending machine. As | queried at the Capi- 
talEast Colloquium-YIES forum at the hotel across from the 
main entrance to the Imperial Palace of Japan: “If the world can- 
not pull it’s own economic train, why should Japan be the en- 
gine?” 


On 09 February 2003, to make ¥10,000, | had to spend some 
time in proximity with foreigners. | played an extra in a televi- 
sion program. The person in charge was Iranian, and there 


were several other Farsi speakers there. One of the louder, 
more obnoxious Americans reeked of Moynihan’s Seal. After lis- 
tening to this idiot reciting a story three times about his friend 
arrested by the Japanese police, | felt obliged to defend my 
country of residence. Idiot gave me his business card. His 
name was supposedly Allen Woodman. Recall Forrester was 
the name of the novelist from the film Finding Forrester. Wood- 
man claimed his friends became involved in a shoving match 
with some American military types in TreeBookSix. The military 
people supposedly pulled a knife, but they dropped it on the 
ground, and ran when the police arrived. The police arrested 
Woodman’s friends for the knife. Due to how obvious Woodman 
was, | suspected this was a message Moynihan or someone 
with the US Government wants to send me. The message 
meant that in my pacifist struggle with the American military and 
industrial complex, the police would arrest me, and the military 
intelligence types would be unscathed. In hindsight, | realise the 
lesson the Incubator Administrators were trying to teach me is 
that if | continued to endeavour to disclose this information, | 
will be arrested. They were suggesting that simply being in this 
dispute is enough evidence of my guilt. | had difficulty respond- 
ing to all the nonsense coming from Woodman’s mouth. Conse- 
quently, | replied to his companion, that Woodman ’s friends in 
the fight were clearly not innocent. | did not add why | thought 
they were not innocent. 


First, they were participating in a physical altercation. Second, 
they were in TreeBookSix. The only foreigners in TreeBookSix 
are tourists or idiots. Third, they were friends of Woodman. 
Fourthly, they were American. Fifthly: none of us are innocent. 
Although we received only ¥10,000 yen for serving as extras in 
the TV show, we signed a receipt for ¥11,111. They told us this 
was for tax purposes, although | have never had taxes taken 
out like this before or since. The amount, five ones, indicates a 
chapter in the Bible, Book of Genesis: 11:1-11. This chapter dis- 
cusses the Tower of Babel. Another significant use of the num- 
ber 11 is the end of World War | which occurred at the 11th hour 
of the 11th day of the 11th month of 1918. In America, veterans 
of all external wars are annually honoured on that date. The vet- 
erans of internal wars are left to fend for themselves: extricated 
tumor and all. 


About February 2004 | was studying the Japanese language in 
a Mos Burger across from BigBird Shrine. Patrons at the Mos 
Burger suggested by Image Guidance that we dedicate the artifi- 
cial moon to the Emperor. | immediately liked the idea because 
the dedication seemed to sum up the way | felt about the Aero- 
space Project and Japan. That evening on the news the Ameri- 
cans announced capturing Saddam Hussein. The Incubator 
schedules the passing of information at the Mos Burger and an- 
nouncements such as Hussein’s capture to fit within a broader 
scheme of things. Practicing the Name Game, we can reverse 
the two syllables of the given name, Saddam, followed by the 


phonetic of the family name gives: Mad Ass: you sane? The 
message suggests the anger and frustration of those marginal- 
ised from power, as well as the accusation that those in power 
define sanity for their own benefit. The question of my own san- 
ity having been put before a court by my wife as grounds to 
grant her divorce. The accusations of questionable mental 
health from my spouse had been encouraged by Alkalay. An- 
other Name in the Game was Al-Qaeda. This sounds like Ed Al- 
kalay written directory style. The name of the terrorist network 
first came into popular use in the media just after Alkalay visited 
Japan, although Al-Qaeda was supposedly formed about the 
time | lived in the UK.FN “Al Qaeda is not an organisation. Al 
Qaeda is a way of working ...” “... Al Qaeda clearly has the abil- 
ity to provide training ... to provide expertise ...”—F N Hmm. 
Sounds like Image Guidance. 


The Steven network is the name of a group that kidnapped 
Japanese citizens in lrag. The Incubator’s process of connec- 
tion is not always clear to me, but that may be because the con- 
nections fall outside my Incubator. Perhaps the meaning be- 
longs to another Incubator. One name that does belong to my 
Incubator is Osama bin Laden. The suffix -sama is a Japanese 
gender nonspecific term of address which is a little more polite 
than the English prefix ‘Mr.’ Another spelling of bin is been. The 
family name Laden sounds very similar, when pronounced with 
a distinct American accent, to ridin’ which is American slang for 
riding. Riding is also a euphemism for sex. The Name Game ap- 


plied to Mr. bin Laden’s name would give us: Mr. 0 Has Been 
Riding. This name is meant to suggest that | am Osama bin 
Laden, again not the literal Mr. bin Laden, but a figurative one 
who is used by Administrators for purposes more destructive 
than Mr. bin Laden. 


As explained, Presidents and Prime Ministers, i.e. decision mak- 
ers, are informed using information gleaned from Assets. The 
Incubator Administrators may provide the data to the decision 
maker without indicating the individual who is the Asset. For ex- 
ample, the Incubator Administrators may attribute Asset’s ideas 
to a fictitious name that the information collection agency has 
assigned to the Asset. Nevertheless, the same Asset may have 
more than one name among different organisations, and per- 
haps even within the same organisation. As explained, Incuba- 
tors are essentially applying focus group polling methods to a 
single individual. Just like typical focus group polling, multiple 
focus groups might be polled. In that case, the Administrators 
may poll more than one Incubator, or the same Incubator more 
than once. By polling multiple Incubators or Assets, Administra- 
tors can provide decision makers with a variety of opinions. The 
decision makers can compare and contrast the results to judge 
for themselves why which opinion is the best. Consequently, | 
suspect opposing factions may use the same Asset to support 
conflicting purposes and advice. Moreover, the decision maker 
may be unaware that the same Asset may be providing oppos- 
ing viewpoints to the decision maker, and that the information 


ostensibly obtained from different Assets was obtained from the 
same individual. For these and other reasons | suspect many 
world and national leaders are unaware of exactly how intercon- 
nected Events and individuals are. Again, the Taoist tenet: “One 
who knows does not talk, one who talks does not know” comes 
to mind. 


Furthermore, the parties in the dark are not limited to states peo- 
ple. To some extent, the wealthiest people in the world appear 
to be pawns of individuals who have other goals, such as play- 
ing The Game, rather than making much money. The states 
people and monied people may only see the bigger picture, and 
may be unfamiliar with the duplicity and Games necessary to 
deliver the information to the doorstep of the decision makers. 
One of my hopes for releasing this information is to help us en- 
gage in less games, but achieve more using The Game. 


17 February 2004 16:00: | met with HusbandObey RicePaddy- 
Mean. He had moved to a new law firm, Freshfields, a British/ 
German firm with, at the time, more than 2,500 attorneys and 
28 offices worldwide, and has since moved again. | asked Rice- 
PaddyMean if he was aware of a connection between my em- 
ployment at Asahi and 9/11. | explained to him | was looking for 
information to confirm facts related to my employment at Asahi. 
He admitted to being very surprised when | quit Asahi. Unlike 
other foreign associates, the partners at Asahi had very high ex- 
pectations for me, he claimed. He said no one could explain 


why | quit. | described to him the pressure being applied to me 
by the American Embassy or some other entity, and he was not 
surprised. He said that as a young attorney, he began his ca- 
reer working for Marks & Murase in New York City. Marks & Mu- 
rase specialised in legal action by the Japanese government 
against the US government. Several of the partners at Marks & 
Murase knew American Senators personally, and RicePaddy- 
Mean said he became aware then of how “advanced” American 
efforts were at protecting American interests. | suspect he was 
being polite. Initially, we spoke using the Japanese language, 
but in one of the rare occasions when | became speechless, he 
suggested | use English. Rather than “advanced,” | recom- 
mended the word “aggressive” and “defensive” and he agreed. 


| was consulting him for advice on how to present many of the 
facts cited in this chronicle in my divorce action, and he sug- 
gested | hire a private investigator. Currently, RicePaddyMean 
practices Mergers & Acquisitions, but early in his career he was 
a litigator and had used investigators. The two investigators Ri- 
cePaddyMean had used in the past had since past away. He 
suggested | contact PleasingThree at Asahi because Pleas- 
ingThree had recommended the investigators RicePaddyMean 
had used in the past, and RicePaddyMean had been pleased 
with them. 


24 to 27 February 2004: both MountainCedar and InnerStream- 
Middle were in New York City. MountainCedar went to Utah on 


business on 14 February, and then to visit friends in New York 
City. InnerStreamMiddle went to New York City from 20 Febru- 
ary 2004, the third anniversary of my entry to Japan for job inter- 
views as an attorney. Perhaps she had some sort of interviews 
waiting for her in New York. 


| began writing this chronology to explain my divorce defence to 
the judge in response to being sued for divorce by Persistence. 
The following is a slightly updated conclusion of that chronol- 
ogy. It is a plea to the judge to rule in my favour, and not grant 
the divorce. The earlier version of this chronology was filed in 
CapitalEast Superior Court on 27 February 2004. 


Marriage, in many places in the world, is becoming less reli- 
able. In Japan, this was not the case. A strong Japanese social 
order may be due in part to Japan having had one of the lowest 
divorce rates in the world. | knew this when | married. Marriage 
is an integral factor in building strong relationships. Marriage is 
the single most important social contract the state can enforce. 
The family is social fabric at the most basic level. A marriage is 
just one union, but the entire social fabric is made up of only sin- 
gle unions. Destruction of one union undermines the strength of 
the others. Despite high rates of crime, out-of-wedlock births, 
technological advances, divorce and societal alienation in every 
other advanced nation, Japan has a considerably better record. 
Having become the most advanced nation in history, Japan has 
improved life expectancy, infant mortality, international peace, 


quality of life and distribution of prosperity while increasing 
wealth. This is due in large part to a focus on strengthening the 
social fabric. Again, there is no more important legal bond in the 
social fabric than the marital union. 


Your Honour has a great responsibility in determining whether 
my marriage is worth maintaining. | do not pretend to claim my 
marriage is more valuable than another. | value Persistence’s 
partnership. | invested emotionally in Persistence by marrying 
her because she saw in me potential we both knew | had, and | 
know | still have. Currently, Persistence is unable to appreciate 
that potential. | should have done a better job for her, but | can- 
not help who | am, only who | will be. So far, Persistence has 
seen very little financial benefit from this marriage. | have not 
supported her with an income, although | have provided her 
priceless opportunities to travel, learn, and experience cultures. 
She could not have done these things had she not married me. 
No monetary value could be attached to these opportunities. 
Most importantly, no monetary value could be attached to the 
emotional connection created from these experiences. Neither 
of us will be able to recreate a marriage like the one we have, 
ever. There is no starting over. 


My path might be bumpy, but | know the importance in staying 
the course. | will not quit now. | married because | believed she 
would not quit either. She may be momentarily confused, but | 
am asking the Court to see that the likelihood of me being at 


least somewhat accurate in my appraisal of my situation is 
enough to protect this union. Again, | am not asking the court if 
my actions affect the media or public events. | do know people 
want me to believe my actions are important. | am asking the 
court only to determine if there is enough of a possibility that 
the evidence | have described above indicates the potential ex- 
istence of a systematic effort of people trying to influence my 
surroundings. A significant possibility should be enough to pre- 
serve this marital union. 


| am asking this Court to find for the defendant because | know 
that someday | will be able to make her glad she married me. 
Maybe not today, or this year, but | will make her fortunate. | am 
asking the Court recognise the value to society and to my 
spouse for preserving this marriage. She will be happy. If she 
does not realise this, | hope the Court can. For her sake, do not 
grant the divorce. 


| have presented much information. My reasoning is circular at 
times, and therefore difficult to prove conclusively. Neverthe- 
less, because my reasoning is circular does not necessarily 
make my conclusions wrong. My argument raises enough sig- 
nificant issues, and questions to prevent your Honour from dis- 
solving my marriage. There is no single, conclusive piece of evi- 
dence saying: yes, the defendant is clearly right, but then there 
rarely is. If there were obvious indicators, we would not be in 
front of this Court now. We would have solved the problem our- 


selves. Please weigh the information and decide: yes, together, 
the prospect that the defendant may be correct, and the impor- 
tance of preserving this marriage is enough reason to deny the 
divorce. Thank you for your attention. 


Judgment Day 


Friday 05 March 2004: The judge, the court clerk and the oppos- 
ing counsel and | met for the first time since | delivered my 188 
page ‘history of my life.’ Half the treatise was written in the Japa- 
nese. | followed each paragraph in English by the Japanese 
translation | obtained using software on the Internet. | had no 
idea what reaction to expect from the judge. 


The judge started by saying that judging from the document | 
submitted, he thought that the plaintiff's fourth charge, that | 
was suffering from a mental illness was not going to stand. 
Then he sought agreement from Mr. HusbandOldStorySeason 
MouthHill, Persistence’s attorney, and MouthHill nodded his 
head. In contrast, Persistence had been trying to persuade me | 
was mentally ill for years. She would take me to a mental health 
counsellor, explain her version of events, | would try to explain 
by citing just a few of the facts | have provided here, and then 
the counsellor, would invariably side with her. | offered to pro- 
vide this manuscript to several mental health ‘professionals,’ 
but none of them were willing to even look at this document. 
Once again, the irony seems obvious. If an attorney confronted 
with a client alleging peculiar events did nothing to confirm or 


disprove those events, but instead the attorney simply drew a 
conclusion from his own experience, such an attorney might be 
guilty of malpractice. Nevertheless, mental health professionals 
virtually never do anything to confirm or deny the facts patients 
present to them. These doctors passing judgment on my mental 
health were doing so with absolutely no experience in the prac- 
tice of law, personal knowledge of the incidents, or investigation 
of the facts. The pathetic state of the mental health profession 
seemed to be the only profession more incompetent than the 
legal profession. 


During the drafting of this manuscript, | also studied the Japa- 
nese language for several hours a day. | found an advertise- 
ment in April for the Evergreen Language School. The school 
taught both Japanese and English languages, so | contacted 
the owner, Ms. Naito, and she agreed to provide me with Japa- 
nese language lessons in exchange for my teaching American 
at one of the school’s branches. Ms. Naito is the owner and 
headmaster of the school, headquartered in BuddhistTemple- 
ImperialHelp. | taught at the school’s AStandPlaneBlue, 
StreamWhat?Gods branch. 


Naito is businesslike, and speaks no English. We are both Japa- 
nese Nationalists. On a few occasions, | joined her and her hus- 
band when they ate dinner in the school’s main conference 
room in BuddhistTemplelmperialHelp. She and | also spoke 
alone in the conference room in the afternoons. We had very 


frank conversations about my understanding of the Aerospace 
Project. She assured me she had been looking for someone 
with my goal for some time. | think she might have been expect- 
ing to find the male person she was looking for among her 
school-age children. | was hoping | was not the only person the 
Incubator Administrators were considering for the universe 
plane venture. | was hoping | could meet others in an incubator 
similar to mine, and we could compare notes. Naito claimed 
there was no one else, no back-up prospect or alternate. She 
seemed to think this was good, but | did not find the thought 
comforting. 


A day or so later, Naito and | were sitting behind the reception 
desk with another staff member. Naito told me how pleased she 
had been to hear my goals in our previous meeting in the con- 
ference room. She said | had far exceeded her expectations. 
We began discussing e-mail. In January 2004 | sent the uni- 
verse plane funding email to myself. This conversation with 
Naito was just a few months later. She vaguely referred to the 
funding email. | think she was hoping | would show her the mes- 
sage as we Sat behind the desk in front of a computer, but | was 
not interested in showing her the message, nor did | show her 
the message. | tried to steer the conversation to a more general 
topic. Eventually, she came right out and said in Japanese: 
“Some people are concerned about the source of the funds, but 
| think they should just print the money!” This was very similar 
to my e-mail to myself. My email appeared to have again been 


Monitored as someone had monitored my Geography 101 
email. Then again, perhaps all the snooping was done by Im- 
age Guidance. Naito might have received Image Guidance from 
sources in my Incubator, or simply absorbed the thought from 
me. 


In early 2011, | published this manuscript on the web. Not long 
after the term MINT came into common usage. 


As | explained, teaching English is not pleasant for me, so | was 
not disappointed when | heard Naito was planning to close the 
branch location. Most of my American teaching was more like 
Image Guidance teaching, but the hourly rate was ridiculously 
low. My Japanese language studies were not progressing. Even- 
tually | realised that Ms. Naito and | could not serve each other 
further. On my last day at BuddhistTemplelmperialHelp, a per- 
son who | suspect was a Japanese government representative, 
or an Incubator Administrator, came to visit Naito. | think some- 
one had informed her of the plans in store for me, including not 
eating while incarcerated later that year and the next. After in- 
forming me telepathically that | had a tough path ahead, my 
only response was: let us get going, the sooner the better. The 
only answer | knew was: yes. 


Police Investigations 


| called Ms. Suginaga in Department 34A of CapitalEast District 
Court. | requested to meet with her because she was the court 


clerk in my pending divorce action. | wished to consult her 
about Japanese court procedures. She suggested she ask the 
Director of the Courts to meet with us too. The three of us met 
later that day. From our discussion | realised the best course 
was to bring a criminal action to investigate the Events | had wit- 
nessed. After some time of pondering various events which | 
could use as grounds to bring criminal charges against others, | 
was able to think of only two incidents. Of course, only if the 
court hearing the charges would cooperate to help me expose 
the Incubator, could | use these criminal charges as grounds for 
exposing some of the events explained in this treatise. | had no 
way of knowing if a court would cooperate until | was in the 
courtroom. 


In July, | proposed one of these criminal prosecutions with de- 
tectives at the Home’s-Ship Police Station. In August, | pro- 
posed a second criminal prosecution with Detectives Hata and 
FosterChild StreamMarket at the HempCloth Police Station. 
The police invariably found some reason not to pursue the 
prosecutions. 


In pursuing the civil action, and the potential criminal actions, | 
consulted more than ten legal counsel, paying several. Without 
fail, before we met twice, the counsel came to understand they 
were jeopardising themselves by representing me. They all in- 
formed me that they wished to have no further involvement. 
Because this is Vichy Japan, the attorneys and the Home’s- 


Ship Police Station detectives shirked responsibility. Detectives 
at the HempCloth Police Station, including Hata and StreamMar- 
ket, told me this matter was not their concern. They said my 
situation related to diplomatic and military relations, so they 
would be unable to investigate. HempCloth Police Station’s juris- 
diction includes the headquarters of the Japanese Self-defense 
Forces, and the headquarters of the occupation military forces 
of the United States Government. 


| met Detective FosterChild StreamMarket for the first time on 
27 August 2004. She gave me her business card. For my re- 
cords, | am in the habit of writing the date | receive business 
cards on the English face of the card. Someone had already 
written the date of our introduction on the English face of 
StreamMarket’s card. In Image Guidance parlance, the busi- 
ness card was a Source>Other>Tangible>External Indicator. 
This clue, and Image Guidance that appeared on StreamMar- 
ket’s computer while | sat next to her desk, indicated to me that 
these detectives, or their Supervisors, were familiar with the Af- 
filiation Products already assembled by the Enculturation Proc- 
ess. | ignorantly thought we were on the same page. 


| left the police station. | spent weeks receiving Image Guid- 
ance, and considering the options. | telephoned StreamMarket 
repeatedly, but she was never available. On 20 September 
2004 | returned to the HempCloth Police Station. Again, Stream- 
Market was not available, so | spoke briefly with Hata in an inter- 


rogation room. | had the chronology | submitted to the court in 
the divorce action in my briefcase. 


| had an appointment that afternoon at Ricoh, pronounced riko, 
a company that manufactures photocopiers. A phonetic reading 
of the ideographs for StreamMarket’s personal name is riko. 
Hata used Image Guidance to instruct me to photocopy the 
document at the Ricoh appointment. Afterwards, | should bring 
the document back to the police station. | went to the appoint- 
ment, and photocopied the document. | returned to the police 
station with the document and the photocopy. One of the rea- 
sons | had made the copy was because | thought the police did 
not want to touch the original. As in my visit earlier that day, no 
one wished to touch the document. They appeared to be play- 
ing at some sort of theatre. When | held the document out to 
the detectives, they would shy away from it. 


Eventually StreamMarket showed up. She, Hata and | met in an 
interrogation room. After Hata used Image Guidance, Stream- 
Market accepted the photocopy from me. Before | left, Hata re- 
peatedly and emphatically told me to call 110 if necessary. The 
emergency call centre numbers of 911 and 110 are Affiliation 
Products. Just as event planners, Cahill, Seward, HusbandO- 
bey RicePaddyMean, Client Radioactive, FaithDisclose Pleas- 
ingThree, Asahi Law Offices, Rutan and Tucker, Clifford 
Chance, the United States Government, the Japanese govern- 


ment and others had foreshadowed the 9/11 Event, Hata was 
foreshadowing my arrest on 15 November 2004. 


| attempted to follow-up with StreamMarket repeatedly with the 
same runaround. For instance, | telephoned HempCloth Police 
Station for StreamMarket. They gave the phone instead to a per- 
son who claimed to have the same family name. Judging from 
Image Guidance including the ideographic meaning of her al- 
leged name, | suspect the name is an alias. The last time | tele- 
phoned the HempCloth Police Station was in early November. | 
spoke with a person who claimed to be her. | asked if there was 
any progress. She was evasive. She assured me the police 
would be translating the photocopy that year. If the police ever 
translated the document, they never told me. 


Arrest & Detention 


About this time, | received a contact phone number. | believed 
StreamMarket hoped to introduce me to a woman to start an or- 
ganisation that could repel the regular foreign incursions by the 
United States’s military. | was insistent about this person’s 
height being 180 centimetres, but no one was suggested. The 
many inefficiencies of this Incubator combined with my refusal 
to succumb to the ethical limitations of those around me re- 
sulted in my arrest on 15 November 2004. The Incubator had 
already planned another Project to test my resolve, and investi- 
gate the feasibility of creating a supranational organisation. 
That method to test me had been foreshadowed as early as 


August 2001 at Clifford Chance’s fete, and more specifically on 
09 February 2004 by Allen Woodman. That test came on 15 No- 
vember 2004, and resulted in my incarceration. My court ap- 
pointed attorney was Clifford Chance’s Pure BelowMountain. 
During my intake processing at the CharacterBrook Jail, the 
guards measured my height. Although | never mentioned the 
180 centimetre height, the guards made a point of discussing 
the 180 centimetre height measurement. | am about 178 centi- 
metres. The guards repeated themselves more than once. | 
wonder why these things are so obvious to me, but others feel 
obliged to say and do the same things repeatedly. 


(1 am not speaking of a cosmic divinity, to whom the interval be- 
tween the kindling and the extinction of a sun would seem as brief 
as seems to us the flash of a firefly in the night: | mean an anthro- 
pomorphic God.) According to Herbert Spencer, the tiny conscious- 
ness of a gnat can distinguish intervals of time representing some- 
thing between the ten-thousanath and the fifteen-thousanath part 
of a second.” “Would such a being perceive our human existence 
at all, except as a budding and a withering—a ceaseless swift suc- 
cession of apparitions and disparitions—a mere phenomenon of 
fermentation peculiar to the surface of a cooling planet? 


... —but | fancy whatever might psychologically happen, between 
the first smile of rosy flesh and the last dull grin of bone would re- 
main [. . .] as indistinguishable as the gnat’s ten or fifteen thou- 
sand wingbeats per second remain for us. | doubt whether the 
God of a system, or even of a single world, could sympathize with 


our emotion any more than we ourselves can sympathize with the 
life that thrills in a droplet of putrid water. . ..” “The sentiency is 
the riddle of riddles. Thought has been proved a compounding of 
sensation. But the simplest sensation perceptible is itself a com- 
pounding —perhaps the shock of a fusion—the flash of a blending; 
—and the mystery of life remains the most inscrutable, the most 
tremendous, the most appalling of enigmas.FN 


since then 


In 2005 | moved to GrandHill, which borders CapitalCapital in 
WesternGate. Details of Mr. Jobs’s family visits to GrandHill 
and CapitalCapital would be verbally delivered to me. For exam- 
ple, one story involved his family jet at Kansai International Air- 
port. Jobs or his family had purchased toys during their visit, 
and wanted to take the toys onboard his plane. The authorities 
refused, and Jobs strenuously objected. Dot/Mac or .mac, later 
MobileMe, was a precursor to iCloud, and followed iTools, all of 
which were subscription-based collections of online services 
and software by Apple. MobileMe was a euphemism for extract- 
ing me from Japan. About this time Mr. Jobs went on record as 
saying MobileMe was not the company’s finest hour. The acro- 
nym for Kansai International Airport could have been KIA, but 
Japan chose KIX. 


In 2009, US Patent Agent James Judge owned a patent 
agency in GrandHill. Victoria Australia Barrister and Solicitor 
Timothy Fagan worked for Ogasawara Patent Office. Both 
men have Japanese spouses, and reside in WesternGate. Mr. 
Shiro SmallPrimitivelnfluence, the founder of Ogasawara Pat- 
ent Office, was an Japanese patent attorney. According to Fa- 
gan and Judge, SmallPrimitivelnfluence had various translation 
and legal practice entities. The firm’s web page indicated 50 em- 
ployees, but Fagan told me that the total employee count of all 
SmallPrimitivelnfluence’s corporate and private entities was two 
or three hundred employees. On 08 August 2011 Judge told me 
that SmallPrimitivelnfluence has a subservient younger brother 


who worked with SmallPrimitivelnfluence. According to Judge, 
SmallPrimitivelnfluence’s patent practice involved two, perhaps 
three entities: 


|. Ogasawara Patent Office 


Il. Acorporate entity called a gyomuhojin (GH). Formed 
about August 2010, Mr. OnePrince MiddleTown told 
Judge the GH has unlimited liability for the partners. Judge 
claimed there were three partners in the GH. Two of the 
partners left in early 2011, and the third partner, SmallPrimi- 
tivelnfluence, is dead 


Ill. IP-Pro KK, a Japanese corporation formed in 2008. Small- 
PrimitivelInfluence hired MiddleTown to operate IP-Pro KK. 
Primarily three patent attorneys were involved as officers 
and directors of Ogasawara Patent Office, the GH and IP- 
Pro. They were: 


A. Mr. Mutoh, a patent attorney licensed by Japan. Until 
2011 he was a partner of the GH, and Vice President of 
the patent firm. 


B. Mr. Suzuki, also a patent attorney licensed by Japan, 
and a partner of the GH until mid 2011. 


C. SmallPrimitivelInfluence, a Japan patent attorney be- 
lieved to be the last remaining partner of the GH until 
his death in August 2011 Judge believed, but was not 


certain, that SmallPrimitivelnfluence was the sole owner 
of IP-Pro. 


US Patent Agent Rodney Butler who qualified to become a US 
Patent Agent by working the requisite time as a Patent Exam- 
iner at the USPTO. Butler was and is employed by a patent 
agency, Shinjyu Global. He has a substantial following at Pana- 
sonic. According to Judge, Butler was frustrated to the point of 
violence with Mr. SkilledMan ConstellationsRiver, a senior Ja- 
pan patent attorney and manager at Shinjyu Global. 


Darwin Clupper, a Caucasian American, is an lowa attorney. Be- 
sides the lowa Bar exam, he also passed the USPTO agent’s 
exam. He works in-house at a pharmaceutical company in Gran- 
dHill. 


| provided a manuscript of this book to Fagan and Judge. Judge 
has said more than once | remind Judge of Judge’s younger 
brother. Judge’s brother, Mike Judge, first became famous as 
the creator of Beavis and Butthead. The Beavis and Butthead 
characters are based on the Judge brothers. On one occasion 
told James Judge, “You are just coasting.” Judge replied: “Yes, 
but | like coasting.” Judge’s secretary, Ms. BeautifulFilialPiety 
PosterityBamboo shares Judge’s preference for coasting. 
More importantly, the authorities probably do not permit Judge 
a more facilitative secretary than Ms. PosterityBamboo. 


Beginning in 2008, Butler, Fagan, Judge and | began meeting 
at my suggestion. We met repeatedly, sometimes separately, 
and at least once as a group. Fagan, Judge and | also met with 
Clupper. | explained | wished to set up a US patent search, 
prosecution and translation practice in GrandHill. | suggested, 
and Butler, Fagan and Judge adamantly agreed, that a practice 
administrated by foreigners would have the pick of top talent. If 
one does not permit Japan licensed professionals to manage 
foreign legal professionals, the clients receive better, faster and 
less expensive translations and patent prosecutions. | verbal- 
ized to enthusiastic agreement from all but Clupper. Some attor- 
neys have the good sense to shut up. 


| began to suspect that the others did not believe they needed 
me to setup a US patent prosecution practice in GrandHill. The 
Administrators made clear that my only option was to cooper- 
ate. IP-Pro was formed and SmallPrimitivelnfluence hired Mid- 
dleTown to run IP-Pro. They hired Paul Randall Steffes, an 
Ohio attorney, also admitted to the US patent bar. Steffes soon 
left to go to a Nagoya International Patent Firm. When speaking 
with Japanese people, Steffes uses his given name instead of 
his family name. Japanese address pets and children by their 
given names. According to Judge, Steffes was a Japanese pat- 
ent firm PosterBoy who could not prosecute patents. Judge ex- 
plained that Steffes thought the IP-Pro job would involve check- 
ing English and “advising on legal issues” like other jobs Steffes 
had held. 


Besides Panasonic, one example of the sort of clients IP-Pro, 
Ogasawara Patent Office Ogasawara Patent Office and the GH 
had or has is Buffalo KK, a computer peripherals company 
headquartered in Nagoya. Buffalo had been sued for infringe- 
ment and lost at least tens of millions of US dollars, if not hun- 
dreds of millions of US dollars, due to the litigation. Judge 
claims the loss was a “wake up call to Buffalo that US patents 
matter.” According to Judge, Suzuki brought Buffalo to Small- 
PrimitivelInfluence as a client. 


Japan uses the prisoner’s dilemma with resident foreigners. 
Japanese attorneys persuade resident attorneys and patent 
agents that any effort at professional conduct will be defeated. | 
wished to counter this interference by proving my business con- 
cept viability to Fagan and Judge. | researched, drafted and pro- 
vided Fagan and Judge with a business plan for my proposed 
patent prosecution, search and translation company. Fagan and 
Judge are not the sharpest tools in the shed. Except for sword- 
smithing, irony might be the only Japanese virtue. On one occa- 
sion Fagan and | went out for dinner. Without naming the com- 
pany, | asked Fagan if Fagan recalled the name of a company 
in the autobiographical manuscript | had showed him. In this 
book, that party is not named. Fagan’s reply was: “There was a 
lot in there.” Fagan did not recall the company’s name. 


Beginning about late 2009, | repeatedly stated the importance 
of the corporate entity to properly administrate law firms, and 


protect clients. One example of this was a Continuing Legal 
Education seminar | presented in early 2010. Judge told me 
that the GH was formed in 2010. 


Shinjyu, Butler’s employer, already has a US patent practice 
managed by an American in D.C. On my own initiative, | met 
with two senior managers at Shinjyu to explain my ideas. The 
meeting with managers Tatsuzo Higashigawa (not an attorney) 
and ConstellationsRiver was on 01 February 2010. 


In September 2010 | incorporated Origin Law Offices as a Cali- 
fornia professional corporation, but have since dissolved that 
corporation. In November 2010 | registered a translation firm 
with the GrandHill Legal Affairs Bureau. The name of the firm 
was The office of Minamoto. Minamoto was the family name 
of my legally registered Japanese alias at the time. In May 2011 
the California Bar approved Origin Law Offices, P.C. to practice 
law. 


At a Continuing Legal Education seminar attended by Fagan 
and |, | suggested to Fagan that | meet with SmallPrimitivelnflu- 
ence. | explained that, when speaking Japanese and referring 
to Japanese licensed practitioners, | intended to use the Japa- 
nese honorific if | met with SmallPrimitivelnfluence. | explained 
that SmallPrimitivelnfluence must use the same honorific when 
SmallPrimitivelnfluence addressed me in Japan. Fagan balked. 
He doubted SmaillPrimitivelnfluence would be capable of po- 


litely addressing me. | never met SmallPrimitivelnfluence. | tried 
telephoning him. To my knowledge, | never spoke to him. 


In 2010 | sent a message via their web form. My message indi- 
cated | had some ideas | would like to share with Ogasawara 
Patent Office. The reply by email was from SmallPrimitivelnflu- 
ence: “We have our own ideas.” 


In Japan on 11/3/11 (Japanese use YY/MM/DD), one of the 
highest death tolls was in RollingStone. Not long after on 7 April 
2011 in a phone conversation with Mr. Langley, he suggested | 
write a blog. Langley is also the name of the location of the 
headquarters of the Central Intelligence Agency. In 1995 when 
Mr. Langley’s first suggested | write a book, | hesitated to write 
because | did not think | had anything to say. Now | hesitate be- 
cause | don’t think writing will do any good. On 11 April 2011, 
one month to the day after the 11/3/11 Event | began publishing 
this manuscript on the web as a blog: Reality is Psychosomatic. 


IP-Pro was poorly administrated from the beginning. Judge 
states William “Bill” Lise told Judge that one of IP-Pro’s mis- 
takes was that IP-Pro was trying to do all the work in-house. IP- 
Pro had about 30 personnel working on translations, 25 of 
whom were translators. Lise claims Japanese translation prac- 
tices must outsource two-thirds of their work to be profitable. 
When Judge relayed this information to me on 08 August 2011, 
Judge added the work could be outsourced to “maybe Pakistan, 


India at 3 cents a word, maybe not that bad.” | never told Judge 
| had visited India in July 2011. 


In early 2011, while | was gradually publishing the this manu- 
script as a blog online, | went to Judge’s office to meet him for 
lunch. In the elevator on the way to the restaurant, Judge com- 
plained about Japanese patent attorneys demanding kickbacks. 
At lunch, | said to Judge: “I think Tim is cutting us off at the 
knees.” Judge replied by saying something like: Yea, | suppose 
| am too. Beginning with the publication of this manuscript as a 
blog, SmallPrimitivelInfluence’s situation collapsed. In quick suc- 
cession Steffes, Mutoh, MiddleTown and Suzuki quit. Judge 
was given Steffes’ work on a freelance basis. Judge claims Stef- 
fes’ prosecution work was not good. 


Up to this time, Judge’s freelance work for SmallPrimitivelnflu- 
ence required Judge to pay a 10% administrative fee to Small- 
PrimitiveInfluence for any work Judge received from SmallPrimi- 
tivelnfluence. AS SmallPrimitivelnfluence’s situation crumbled, 
SmallPrimitivelnfluence’s minions told Judge in an email that be- 
sides the 10% administrative fee, Judge would also have to pay 
a 15% kickback to SmallPrimitivelnfluence. Judge initially told 
SmallPrimitivelnfluence: no, Judge would not pay the kickback. 
SmallPrimitivelnfluence’s younger brother was sent to see 
Judge, and Judge relented to a once per client “docketing and 
filing fee” of 10% plus the 10% administrative fee. Judge 
claimed a standard, though technically prohibited US proce- 


dure, is to pay about 10% of a US$800 to 1500 client fee to the 
firm that refers the client to the practitioner. After relating these 
facts to me, Judge stated: “I hope you don’t tell” the USPTO Of- 
fice of Enrollment & Discipline. 


According to Judge, when Steffes worked as a PosterBoy at Ito 
International Patent Office, the USPTO investigated his firm for 
unethical practices such as kickbacks. Judge stated that Steffes 
was not sufficiently aware of Ito International Patent Office’s pro- 
cedures to have knowledge of billing practices. One example of 
a kickback client is one of the most proficient patent filers in the 
world. The client forced Judge down to ¥60,000 per application. 
Judge billed the client via SmallPrimitivelnfluence. Judge is 
irked because although the inventor gives Judge the authority 
to prosecute, Judge cannot properly prosecute patents because 
of Japanese practices. Under Japanese law an inventor can as- 
sign a “right to file.” Judge claimed the phrase “right to file” is a 
Japanese invention, and he had not heard US agents or attor- 
neys use the phrase. Japanese patent attorneys are acting asa 
bottleneck between Japanese clients and US agents and attor- 
neys. Japan patent attorneys “pretend” to know US law, but do 
not. 


According to Judge, when SmallPrimitivelnfluence’s financial 
fortunes began to crumble in early 2011, about half of Small- 
Primitivelnfluence’s patent attorneys chose to leave. More peo- 
ple were quitting than being fired. SmallPrimitivelnfluence was 


simultaneously advertising for patent engineers and patent attor- 
neys in a newspaper. According to Judge, patent engineers do 
the “grunt work.”

| have not contacted Fagan. 


Judge notified me on 05 August 2011 of SmallPrimitivelnflu- 
ence’s suicide. | had lunch with Judge on Monday 08 August 
2011. | was exasperated by Judge and the surreal nature of 
Events, and expressed my frustrations at a restaurant in Gran- 
dHill. Judge replied in a loud voice clearly discernible to the res- 
taurant proprietor: “Why don’t you write about it?” Afterwards, 
Judge and | met in my office. 


After leaving Ogasawara Patent Office, Middle Town set up 
Apex IP Company, a translation entity performing filing support 


and patent searches. MiddleTown was scheduled to meet with 
Judge later the same day | met with Judge. | emphatically told 
Judge that Judge was not to discuss with the others what 
Judge had discussed with me.

| delivered a Keynote presentation. In my presentation | ex- 
plained that the technology most of us buy at electronics stores 
is approximately 20 years behind the best technology used by 
governments. | explained that if people are to be really free, we 
must close this 20 year gap. | proposed doing so gradually by 
creating an information technology company as a go-between. 
The company would transition the technology the US DOD and 
others use on me. The company | founded, Origin Education, 
would cooperate with Apple in building an Airport device which 
would facilitate telepathic communication. Jena is moving cau- 


tiously, and things have progressed haltingly. The more | have 
proceeded with this writing, the more hesitant Jena has be- 
come. 


| have consulted numerous attorneys about how to proceed 
with the problems explained in this manuscript. One attorney | 
consulted asked for a balanced assessment in a memo, and | 
began drafting a memo, some of which | have included here. 
Similar to the drafting of my autobiography, the memo was mak- 
ing people very nervous.

As grandfather Harold anticipated, 
an integrated hardware and software consumer computer com- 
pany is the most powerful inanimate tool my family could have 
to overcome perpetual intellectual property theft, and invasion 
of privacy. 


Senior Apple executives have also stockpiled cash because 
they do not wish to take the company on a course that an Idiot 
Savant would not want the company to go. Apple’s pipeline to 
me is convoluted and confused in part because | reside in Ja- 
pan.
